Arms:  Argent,   two   bars  gules,  in  chief  three  rrmllets  of  the  second. 
Crest:    A   raven  with  wings  indorsed  proper,  issuing  out  of  a  ducal  cor- 
onet, or. 

Sulgrave,  Northamptonshire,  Eng.,  was  the  resi- 
dence of  the  Washingtons 
from  1535  to  1606.  That 
this  branch  of  the  family 
used  the  arms  here  given  is 
assured  by  the  escutcheon 
over  the  doorway  of  the  Sul- 
grave Manor  House;  and  is 
proven  also  by  the  stone  in- 
serted in  the  wall  of  the 
Brington  home,  when  reverses 
compelled  them  to  leave  Sul- 
grave,   and    to    occupy    that 

dwelling  (now  standing),  with  this  inscription  over  the 

entrance : 

The     church     of     St. 

Mary,     the     Virgin,     at 

Great  Brington,  was  the 

place  of  worship   of  the 

Earls      Spencer,     whose 

seat,    Althorp    Park,    is 

near  by,  and  of  the  Wash- 
ingtons, as  also  the  place 

of  burial  of  both  families, 

having  intermarried. 

The  first  grantee  of  Sulgrave  Manor  House,  time 

of  Henry  VIII,  Lawrence  Washington,  Gent.,  was  the 

son  of  John  Washington,  Warton,  Lancashire,  and  his 
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wife  Margaret  Kitson,  the  daughter  of  Robert,  and 
sister  of  Sir  Thomas  Kitson,  Kt.,  whose  daughter 
Katharine,  married  Sir  John  Spencer.  Lawrence 
Washington  died  February  19,  1584  (26  Elizabeth), 
and  is  buried  in  Sulgrave  Church.  He  was  a  member 
of  Gray's  Inn,  and  twice  Mayor  of  Northampton  from 
1533  to  1546.  He  married  Amee,  the  daughter  of 
Robert  Pargiter,  of  Gretworth,  Gent.,  who  died  Octo- 
ber 6,  1564.  Issue,  four  sons  and  seven  daughters,  of 
whom  there  are  effigies  in  the  Sulgrave  Church  with 
those  of  their  father  and  mother.  The  brass  on  the 
effigy  of  Amee  Washington  has  been  stolen,  and  the 
enamel  in  color  in  the  coat  of  arms  has  crumbled  with 
time.  Two  of  their  sons  were  Robert,  of  Sulgrave, 
and  Lawrence,  of  Gray's  Inn,  the  father  of  Sir  Law- 
rence, of  Garsden,  County  Wilts.  (See  Collateral 
line. ) 

The  following  is  a  facsimile  of  the  inscription  on 
the  tomb  of  Lawrence  Washington  and  his  wife,  show- 
ing the  places  left  for  the  date  of  the  death  of  Law- 
rence, which  places  his  executors  neglected  to  have 
filled  in. 


The  elder  son,  Robert  Washington,  of  "  Souldgrave, 
in  the  County  of  Northampton  Esq.,"  was  forty  years 
old  in  26  Elizabeth,  and  his  will  was  proved  January  3, 
1620.  He  married  first,  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of 
Walter  Light,  of  Radway,  Warwickshire ;  second,  Anne 
Fisher,  of  Hanslop,  County  of  Bucks.  In  his  will  (now 
at  Sulgrave),  he  provides  for  the  burial  of  his  body  in 
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"the  south  isle  of  the  church  before  my  seat  where  I 
usually  sit,  under  the  same  stone  that  my  father  lyeth 
buried  under,  and  my  funeral  to  be  done  in  decente 
sort,  and  not  with  greate  pompt  according  to  the  order 
of  the  world  of  these  dayes  " ;  and  mentions  the  issue  of 
two  marriages,  seven  sons,  four  by  the  first  and  three 
by  the  second,  as  follows :  "  Christopher,  William, 
Thomas  and  Lawrence  deceased,  Albane,  Guy  and 
Robert." 

The  youngest  son  of  the  first  marriage,  Lawrence 
Washington,  of  Sulgrave  and  Brington,  married  Mar- 
garet, the  daughter  of  William  Butler  of  Tees,  Sussex. 
He  died  December  13,  1616,  and  is  buried  in  Brington 
Church  in  the  chancel.  His  grave  is  marked  by  a  flat 
slab,  deeply  cut  and  originally  filled  with  brass.  It 
bears  the  impaled  arms  of  the  Washingtons  and  the 
Butlers- — the  three  mullets  and  two  bars,  familiar  to  us 
to-day.     The  inscription  reads  as  follows:

Issue,  Lawrence  and  others. 

The  son  of  Lawrence  and  Margaret  (Butler)  Wash- 
ington, Rev.  Lawrence  Washington,  was  a  brilliant 
Oxford  University  scholar,  a  Fellow,  and  Lector  of 
Brasenose,  Proctor  at  Oxford  in  1631,  and  Rector  of 
Purleigh,  Essex,  1633  to  1643.1  He  married  Amphillis 
Roades  and  died  January  16,  1655. , 

An  old  charge  that  the  Rector  of  Purleigh  Church, 
Essex,  Eng.,  was  "  deposed  on  the  ground  that  he  was 
a  public  tippler,  and  railed  against  ParH anient,"  seems 
to  have  been  refuted  in  these  days  of  research,  when 
proof  is  required,  and  President  Woodrow  Wilson,  in 
his  Life  of  Washington,  states  that  the  "  Uncle  of  the 
gallant  Colonel  (Henry  Washington)  who  was  the 
King's  Governor  at  Worcester  has  been  cast  out  of  his 
living  at  Purleigh  in  1643  by  order  of  Parliament  upon 
the  '  false  charge '  that  he  was  a  public  tippler,  oft 
drunk,  and  loved  to  rail  against  the  Parliament  and  its 
armies,  but  really  because,  with  all  his  nice  he  was  a 
loyalist,  and  his  living  one  of  the  best  in  Essex."  He 
was  buried  at  Tring,  Hertfordshire,  Eng.  Issue: 
John;  Lawrence,  born  1635,  one  of  the  executors  of 
John's  will;  Martha,  whose  will  may  be  found  in  the 
N.  E.  Hist,  and  Geneal.  Reg.,  1893;  her  brother  John 
left  her  £1,000  for  transporting  herself  to  America,  a 

i  "  Brasenose  College,  Oxford,  November  2,  1621,  entered  Lawrence 
Washington,  Northampton,  a  gentleman's  son,  aged  nineteen."  (Matricu- 
lation Register,  Oxford,  Eng.) 

"  Lawrence  Washington,  Master  of  Arts,  admitted  Rector  of  Purleigh, 
March  14,  1633 "  (Bishop's  Certificate  of  the  Diocese  of  London) ;  died 
before  1654-5. 
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year's  accommodation  after  coming  and  four  thousand 
pounds  of  tobacco  and  "  caske." 3 

Another  interesting  inscription  in  Brington  church, 
is  on  the  tomb2  of  Robert  Washington  (a  son  of  Rob- 
ert, of  "  Souldgrave  " ) ,  who  married  Elizabeth  Chis- 
hull,  of  More  Hall,  Essex,  who  in  her  will  makes  the 
following  bequest:  "I  doe  give  unto  my  Cosen  Law- 
rence Washington  who  is  nowe  at  Oxford  my  husband's 
seal  ringe." 
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Collateral  English  Washingtons 

The  second  son  of  Lawrence  Washington,  Grantee 
of  Sulgrave,  Lawrence,  of  Gray's  Inn,  died  January 
17,  1661-62,  and  was  the  father  of  Sir  Lawrence  Wash- 
ington, of  Westbury,  Bucks  and  Garsden,  Wilts.  His 
wife  was  Elienor,  daughter  of  William  Guise  "of  El- 
more in  ye  County  of  Gloucester  Esqr.,"  who  died  July 
19,  1686.  Elizabeth,  their  daughter,  married  Robert, 
first  Earl  Ferrars,  who  held  Garsden  Manor  for  many 
years.

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York,  in  a  recent  visit  to  Garsden,  near  Malmsbury, 
England,  gives  a  list  of  the  Washingtons  buried  there 
and  the  inscriptions  on  their  monuments.  Among  them 
the  name  "Lawrence  Washington  Esq."  is  twice  re- 
peated, for  father  and  son.  It  is  a  singular  coincidence 
that  Elienor  Washington,  wife  of  Lawrence,  married 
second,  Sir  William  Pargiter,  of  North  Hampton,  Kt., 
deceased  July,  1685,  a  century  after  the  death  of  Law- 
rence, Grantee  of  Sulgrave  Manor,  whose  wife  was 
Amee  Pargiter.  Elienor,  wife  of  Lawrence  Washing- 
ton above,  afterwards  Lady  Pargiter,  in  1684  gave  to 
that  parish  a  magnificent  set  of  communion  plate  in 
solid  silver,  weight  ninety-two  ounces.  By  request  of 
Mrs.  Potter,  wife  of  the  late  Bishop  of  New  York,  a 
replica  of  this  service  was  presented  bjr  her  to  the  new 
Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine,  in  the  city  of  New 
York. 

Sir  John  Washington,  son  of  Lawrence  and  Mar- 
garet (Butler)  Washington,  an  uncle  of  the  emigrants 
to  Virginia,  fought  with  the  King  against  Cromwell  at 
Edgehill. 

His  brother,  Sir  William  Washington,  married  Anne, 
the  daughter  of  Sir  George  Villiers  (brother  of  the 
second  Duke  of  Buckingham) ,  and  is  buried  in  the  old 
Church  of  St.  Martins-in-the-Fields,  on  Trafalgar 
Square,  once  a  fashionable  place  of  worship  in  court 
circles.  Sir  William's  tombstone  gives  the  year  of  his 
death  as  1643.  His  daughter  Elizabeth  (Lady  Dart- 
mouth) ,  married  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  Colonel 
William  Legge,  a  Royalist,  who  received  license  March 
2,  1641-2,  to  marry  "Elizabeth  Washington  of  Ken- 
sington, Middlesex,  Spinster,  about  twenty-two,  daugh- 
ter of  Sir  William  Washington,  Kt.,  of  the  same  parish

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St.  Faiths."  The  other  daughters  of  Sir  William  were 
Catherine,  Penelope  and  Susanna. 

Colonel  Henry  Washington,  of  the  Royalist  Army, 
and  Lord  Mayor  of  Worcester,  son  of  Sir  William,  is 
buried  at  Richmond,  Eng.  He  had  been  with  Rupert 
when  he  stormed  Bristol,  and  held  Worcester  even  after 
he  knew  King  Charles  to  be  a  prisoner  in  the  hands  of 
the  Parliamentary  forces.  "Procure  his  Majesty's 
command  for  the  disposal  of  the  garrison,"  was  Colonel 
Washington's  answer  to  Fairfax,  when  asked  to  sur- 
render; "till  then  I  shall  make  good  the  trust  imposed 
in  me.  The  worst  I  know  and  fear  not;  if  I  had,  the 
profession  of  a  soldier  had  not  been  begun."  Penelope, 
a  daughter  of  Colonel  Henry  Washington,  whose  tomb 
is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  marble  in 
England,  has  the  Washington  arms  on  top — the  five 
pointed  stars  and  two  bars — with  the  date  February 
27,  An.  Dom.,  1697. 

An  aunt  of  the  emigrants,  Alice  Washington,  the 
daughter  of  Lawrence  of  Sulgrave,  and  Amee  Par- 
giter,  his  wife,  married  Robert  Sandys,  a  brother  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Virginia  Company,  and  son  of 
Thomas  Sandys.  The  latter,  with  his  brothers  Samuel 
and  Sir  Edwin  (who  was  knighted  by  King  James  I.), 
were  sons  of  the  Archbishop  of  York.  Samuel  married 
the  widow  of  Colonel  Henry  Washington.  The  stately 
Sandys  monument  is  at  Wickhamford,  England. 

In  1533,  Lawrence  Washington,  Grantee  of  Sul- 
grave, an  ancestor  of  General  George  Washington, 
was  Mayor  of  Northampton,  Eng. 

In  1633,  one  hundred  years  later,  at  York,  Va., 
Nicholas  Martian,  great-great-great-grandfather  of 
George  Washington,  was  living  on  the  present  site  of 
Yorktown,  a  leader  among  the  men  of  his  time. 
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In  1732,  ninety-nine  years  later,  was  born  George 
Washington,  Commander-in-chief  of  the  American 
Army,  and  twice  President  of  the  United  States,  who 
received  the  articles  of  surrender  of  Lord  Cornwallis 
on  the  ground  owned  by  Nicholas  Martian. 

Lieutenant- Colonel  John  Washington,  and 
Lawrence  his  brother,  sons  of  the  Rev.  Lawrence  and 
Amphillis  (Roades)  Washington,  being  of  the  Royalist 
party  then  out  of  power,  came  out  of  England,  "  across 
the  Seas"  to  seek  their  fortunes  in  the  Colony.  John, 
born  prior  to  1634,  and  died  January,  1677,  settled  at 
Bridges  Creek  in  the  Northern  Neck  of  Virginia,  after- 
wards Westmoreland  County,  1653.4  Copies  of  the 
originals  in  the  worn  and  moth  eaten  volume  which 
contains  the  earliest  records  of  Westmoreland  County, 
Va.,  give  information  in  regard  to  him.  He  came  to 
America  in  a  merchant  ship  belonging  to  Edward  Pres- 
cott.  In  the  Archives  of  Maryland,  and  recorded  at 
Westmoreland  Court  House,  are  entries  covering  many 
pages  of  a  law  suit  of  "  Mr.  Washington  ag*  Mr.  Pres- 
cott."  It  is  certain,  however,  that  John  Washington 
was  established  in  the  County  prior  to  that  time,  for  a 
commission  to  the  military  officers  of  Westmoreland, 
dated  April  4,  1655,  and  recorded  in  the  volume  pre- 
viously mentioned,  includes  Thomas  Speke  as  Colonel, 
Nathaniel  Pope,  Lieutenant- Colonel,  and  John  Wash- 
ington, Major.5  In  a  deposition,  dated  1674  and 
recorded  in  Westmoreland,  he  stated  that  he  was  then 
forty-five  years  of  age.  September  30,  1659,  John 
Washington  wrote  to  Governor  Fendall  of  Maryland,

Washington.     Certified   by  Thomas   Lee 
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regretting  his  inability  to  attend  Court  on  account  of  the 
arrangements  to  have  his  "Young  Sonne  baptised;  all 
ye  Company  and  ye  gossips  being  already  invited." 
The  Westmoreland  records  state  that  he  was  made  a 
Vestryman  of  Appomattox  Parish,  July  3,  1661,  and 
at  that  period  a  Vestryman  controlled  both  Church  and 
State  affairs.  Commissioned  a  Justice  of  Westmore- 
land June  24,  1662,  and  a  Burgess  November,  1654,  in 
the  first  session  in  which  Burgesses  sat  for  Westmore- 
land, he  was  also  among  the  Burgesses  of  Virginia 
known  as  the  "  Long  Parliament."  There  having  been 
no  elections  since  the  restoration  in  1660,  the  same 
Legislature  continued  to  hold  its  session  from  that 
time  by  prorogation.  In  the  session  of  October  23, 
1666,  Colonel  Nicholas  Spencer  and  Colonel  John 
Washington  were  Representatives,  and  in  1673  John 
Washington  was  Commissioner  to  arrange  boundary 
lines  between  Lancaster  and  Northumberland  Coun- 
ties. These  two  men  were  again  associated  with 
others  to  deal  with  the  Indians  in  1675,  when  Colonel 
Washington  commanded  the  Virginia  troops,  and 
Major  Thomas  Truman  the  Marylanders,  against  the 
Susquehannocks.  A  grant 6  is  recorded  to  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  John  Washington  of  five  thousand  acres  in 
Stafford  County,  1677.  He  had  seven  grants  of  land. 
Lord  Culpeper's  order  to  his  agent  in  Virginia,  dated 
March  1,  1674,  conveys  land  to  Nicholas  Spencer  and 
Lieutenant- Colonel  John  Washington,  as  shown  in  the 
illustration.    The  following  are  extracts  from  his  will: 

"In  the  name  (of)  God  Amen,  I  John  Washing- 
ton of  Washington  parish  in  ye  Countie  of  Westmore- 
land in  Virginia  gent.  &c. 

"My  body  to  be  buried  in  ye  plantation  wheire  I

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now  live,  by  the  side  of  my  wife  y1  is  already  buried  & 
two  children  of  mine. 

A  provision  for  his  sons  and  daughter  An.  "  Item 
I  give  unto  my  sayd  Daughter  wch  was  her  Mothers 
desire  &  my  promise  ye  cash  in  ye  new  parlour  &  the 
Diamond  ring  &  her  Mother's  rings  &  the  white  quilt 
&  the  white  curtains  &  Valliance."  "  In  every  case 
reserving  to  my  wife  her  thirds  for  Life." 

"Item,  my  desire  is  y1  there  be  a  funerall  Sermon 
preached  at  ye  church  &  that  be  no  other  funeral  kept 
yl  will  Exceed  four  thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco." 

"Item,  I  give  unto  the  Lower  Church  of  Washing- 
ton parish  ye  ten  commandments  and  the  Kings  arms 
wch  is  my  desire  should  be  sent  for  out  of  w*  mony  I 
have  in  England." 

"Unto  my  sister  Marthaw  Washington  ,£1000 
pounds  money  in  England  for  transporting  herself 
into  this  Country,  and  a  years  accommodation  after 
the  comeing  in  &  four  thousand  pounds  of  tobbcc  & 
Caske." 

"  I  doe  ordaine  and  appoint  my  bro  Mr.  Lawrence 
Washington  &  my  son  Lawrence  Washington  &  my 
Loving  wife  Mrs.  An  Washington  my  whole  soale 
Executors  of  this  my  last  will  &  testament  as  witness 
my  hand  &  seale  this  21st  of  7  ber,  1675. 

John  Washington." 

"  Ye  10th  Jana:  1677  proved  &c." 

Buried  in  the  Vault  at  Bridges  Creek. 

John  Washington  married  second  Anne,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Nathaniel  and  Luce  Pope.  Issue:  three  chil- 
dren, viz.:    Lawrence,  John,  and  Anne. 

Major  Lawrence  Washington,  son  of  Colonel 
John  Washington  of  Bridges  Creek,  Va.,  and  Anne 
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Pope,  his  wife,  born  in  Virginia  1661,  and  died  1698, 
married  1690,  Mildred,  the  daughter  of  Colonel  Au- 
gustine Warner,  of  "Warner  Hall,"  Gloucester 
County,  Va.,  and  Mildred  Reade,  his  wife.  He  was 
educated  at  Appleby,  North  of  England.  Member  of 
the  House  of  Burgesses  1685.  July  25,  1690,  "  Among 
those  hereby  empowered  to  procure  subscriptions  for 
the  proposed  college  in  Virginia,  (to  be  called  King 
William  and  Queen  Mary),  are  the  following:  Capt, 
William  Hardrick,  Capt.  Lawrence  Washington  and 
Capt.  William  Ball."7 

By  his  father's  will  he  inherited,  as  follows: 

"  Item,  I  give  unto  my  son  Lawrence  Washington 
my  halfe  &  share  of  five  thousand  acres  of  land  in  Staf- 
ford County,  wch  is  betwixt  Coll  Nicholas  Spencer  & 
myself  wch  we  engaged  y*  there  shall  be  no  benefit  by 
Service  or  ship,  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever." 

His  Will,  beginning :  "  I  Lawrence  Washington,  of 
Washington  Parish,  in  the  County  of  Westmoreland 
in  Virginia  Gentleman,"  after  speaking  of  the  uncer- 
tainty of  life,  etc.,  says  in  part: 

"  I  Trust  and  believe  assuredly  to  be  saved  and  to 
have  full  remission  &  forgiveness  of  all  my  sins,  through 
the  Merits  of  Christ's  Death  and  passion." 

"My  body  to  be  buried  if  please  God  I  depart  in 
this  County  of  Westmoreland,  by  the  side  of  my 
Father  and  Mother  &  Neare  my  Brothers  &  Sisters  & 
My  Children." 

After  the  settlement  of  his  debts,  there  is  a  provision 
for  some  mourning  rings,  and  to  his  Godson,  Law- 
rence Butler,  to  his  sister  Anne  Writts'  children,  and 
to  his  sister  (in-law)  Lewis,  bequests,  with  many  others.

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"  Item,  I  give  to  the  Upper  and  Lower  Churches  of 
Washington  Parish  each  of  them  a  Pulpett  Cloth  & 
Cushion." 

"  Item,  it  is  my  will  to  have  a  Funeral  sermon  at 
the  Church,  and  to  have  none  other  Funeral  to  exceed 
Three  Thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco." 

His  personal  estate  to  be  divided  into  four  parts. 
"My  loving  Wife,  Mildred  Washington  to  have  one 
part;  my  son  John  Washington  to  have  another  Part; 
my  son  Augustin  Washington  to  have  another  Part 
and  my  daughter  Mildred  Washington  to^  have  the 
other  part.  To  be  delivered  to  them  in  Specie  when 
they  shall  come  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  old." 

To  his  son  Augustine,  fell  the  "Wakefield"  tract 
(with  two  others).  To  Mildred  Washington  Gregory, 
the  only  daughter,  was  given  the  present  Mount  Vernon 
tract,   etc. 

Will  dated  11th  day  of  March,  Anno  Dom.  1697-8. 
Proven  at  a  Court  held  for  this  county  (Westmore- 
land) 30th  March,  1698. 

Issue : 

John,  married  Catharine  Whiting,  whose  tomb  at 
Highgate  bears  the  Whiting  Arms.  The  tomb  of  their 
daughter  Elizabeth,  has  Washington  Arms. 

Augustine  I. 

Mildred,  married  Roger  Gregory,  and  was  the  God 
Mother  of  her  nephew,  George  Washington.  She  had 
three  daughters,  Frances,  Mildred  and  Elizabeth,  who 
married  the  three  Thornton  brothers.  When  widowed, 
Mildred  Gregory  married  Colonel  Henry  Willis.8 

'Cartain  Augustine  Washington  L,  the  son  of 
Major  Lawrence  and  Mildred  (Warner)  Washington, 
was  born  in  Virginia  1694,  and  died  April  12,  1743. 

s  Spark's,  Vol.  I.,  p.  550. 
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Like  his  father  he  was  educated  at  Appleby,  Eng. 
The  ancient  Truro  Parish  vestry  book  shows  that 
Augustine  Washington  was  a  Vestryman,  August  19, 
1736.  He  also  recommended  Mr.  Charles  Green  to 
the  vestrymen  as  a  person  qualified  to  officiate  as  minis- 
ter in  that  parish.  The  Reverend  Mr.  Green  served 
the  Falls  Church  or  as  then  called  the  "  Upper "  or 
"New"  Church  in  Truro  Parish  as  Rector  for  many 
years. 

"  Ordered  that  Geo.  Washington,  Esq.,  be  chosen 
and  appointed  one  of  the  Vestrymen  of  this  parish  in 
the  room  of  Wm.  Peake,  gent.,  deceased." 

Washington  served  the  Falls  Church  as  Vestryman 
in  the  Truro  Parish  and  was  also  elected  to  its  first 
Vestry  when  cut  off  from  Truro  and  made  part  of 
Fairfax  Parish. 

"October  3,  1763.  Ordered:  That  Geo.  Wm.  Fair- 
fax, &  Geo.  Washington,  Esqs.,  be  appointed  Church 
Wardens  for  the  ensuing  year." 

It  is  here  shown  that  both  Augustine  Washington 
and  his  son  George,  served  as  Vestrymen  of  Truro 
Parish;  the  former  in  1736,  and  a  memorandum  in  the 
Diary  of  George  Washington  of  1764,  would  prove 
him  still  in  office  in  that  year. 

Augustine  Washington  was  elected  one  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  Fredericksburg,  at  a  meeting  held  April  5,  1742, 
to  fill  a  vacancy,  as  shown  by  an  old  record  recently 
found  among  the  papers  of  Judge  Bushrod  Washing- 
ton, of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court,  by  Mr. 
Bushrod  C.  Washington  of  "  Claymont,"  Jefferson 
County,  W.  Va.,  who  presented  the  paper  to  the  city 
of  Fredericksburg  for  its  archives. 

He  was  married  twice;  first,  April  20,  1715,  to  Jane, 
the  daughter  of  Caleb  Butler,  who  was  a  Justice  of 
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Westmoreland  County,  Va.,  in  1699,  and  of  the 
Quorum.  In  the  family  burial  ground  at  "  Wakefield," 
Westmoreland  County,  may  be  seen  the  monument  to 
Jane  Butler  Washington,  with  the  following  quaint 
inscription : 

"  Here  Lyes  ye  body  of  Jane 

Wife  of  Augustine  Washington 

Borne  at  Pope's  Creek,  Virginia 

Westmoreland  ye  24"  Xber 

1699  and  died  ye  24"  of  9  ber  1729 

She  left  behind  her  two  sons 

And  one  daughter." 

His  second  marriage  March  6,  1730,  was  to  Mary, 
the  daughter  of  Lieutenant-CoLONEL  Joseph  Ball,  of 
Millenback,  Lancaster  County,  Va.,  and  his  wife  Mary 
Johnson  (widow).     (See  Ball  line,  pp.  134-137.) 

Issue  first  wife,  four  children: 

Butler,  died  young;  Lawrence,  born  at  Bridges 
Creek  in  1718;  Augustine  II.;  Jane,  born  in  1722, 
died  January  17,  1735. 

Children  of  Augustine  and  Mary  (Ball)  Washing- 
ton: 

George,  General,  and  twice  President  of  the  United 
States;  Betty,  Samuel,  John  Augustine,  Charles, 
and  Mildred  (died  young) .  Of  these,  Betty,  who  mar- 
ried Fielding  Lewis,  is  given  on  pages  132  to  134. 

Colonel  Samuel  Washington,  the  third  child,  born  in 
Stafford  County,  Va.,  November  16,  1734,  was  a  Col- 
onel in  the  army.  He  built  Harewood,  in  Berkeley 
County,  in  1755,  now  standing  and  in  the  possession 
of  one  of  this  family.  He  married  respectively,  Jane, 
daughter  of  Colonel  John  Champe;  Mildred,  daughter 
of  Colonel  John  Thornton;  Lucy,  daughter  of  Na- 
thaniel Chapman;  and  Anne,  daughter  of  Colonel  Wil- 
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liam  Steptoe  (widow  of  Willoughby  Allerton),  and 
they  had:  Frederick,  George  Steptoe,  Lawrence  Au- 
gustine, and  Harriet  Parks. 

After  which,  the  dashing  Colonel  married  the  widow 
Perrin,  and  died  1781.  President  Madison  was  married 
at  Harewood  to  Dolly  Payne,  the  sister  of  Mrs.  Anne 
Steptoe,  wife  of  Samuel  Washington. 

The  fifth  child  of  Augustine  and  Mary  (Ball) 
Washington,  was  Colonel  Charles  Washington,  of  the 
American  Army.  He  married  Mildred,  daughter  of 
Colonel  Francis  Thornton,  Charles  Town,  in  Jefferson 
County  (now),  West  Virginia,  being  named  for  him, 
he  having  given  much  of  the  ground,  and  laid  it  out. 
His  old  residence  is  in  the  confines  of  the  town,  in 
good  preservation.     Issue:     Frances,  married  Colonel 

Burgess  Ball;  Mildred,  married  Hammond;  his 

sons  being  George  Augustine  and  Samuel.  His  brother 
George,  in  his  will,  bequeaths  to  him  "  the  Gold-headed 
cane  left  me  by  Dr.  Franklin.  I  add  nothing  to  it 
because  of  the  ample  provision  I  have  made  for  his 
issue." 

George  Steptoe,  son  of  Colonel  Samuel  and  Anne 
(Steptoe)  Washington,  was  born  at  Harewood  about 
1773;  married  Lucy,  daughter  of  Mr.  Payne  of  Vir- 
ginia and  Philadelphia.  Issue:  Sons,  George,  Samuel 
Walter,  William  Temple,  and  George  Steptoe.  His 
widow  married  Hon.  Thomas  Todd,  Associate  Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

Dr.  Samuel  Walter,  son  of  George  Steptoe  and  Lucy 
(Payne)  Washington,  born  at  Harewood,  and  died 
there,  married,  in  Philadelphia,  Louisa,  a  daughter  of 
Thomas  G.  Clemson.  Issue:  Lucy  Elizabeth,  George 
La  Fayette,  Christine  Maria,  Annie  Steptoe  Clemson, 
all  born  at  Harewood. 
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Lucy  Washington,  married  William  Bainbridge 
Packett;  George,  married  Miss  Clemspn;  Annie,  mar- 
ried Thomas  A.  Brown,  and  Christine  Maria,  married 
a  cousin,  Richard  Blackburn,  born  at  Blakeley,  No- 
vember, 1822,  son  of  John  Augustine  and  Jane  Char- 
lotte Washington.  He  lived  at  Mount  Vernon,  and 
married  at  Harewood.     Had  issue: 

Elizabeth  Clemson,  married  George  Flagg;  John 
Augustine,  the  present  owner  of  Harewood,  married  a 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  Charles  Ambler;  Anna  M.  F. 
Blackburn,  and  Louisa,  died  young;  Samuel  Walter, 
married  Elizabeth  Willis;  Richard  Blackburn,  married 
Nannie  Scott;  Christine  Maria;  George  Steptoe,  mar- 
ried in  Philadelphia,  May  Alexander;  and  De  Hert- 
burn,  all  born  at  Harewood. 

These  collaterals  are  the  descendants  of  John  Au- 
gustine,, through  his  son  Corbin,  who  married  Hannah, 
daughter  of  Richard  Henry  Lee,  and  also  descendants 
of  Samuel  Washington,  who  intermarried  with  the  de- 
scendants of  John  Augustine. 

The  will  of  Augustine  Washington  I.  is  much  too 
long  to  give,  and  is  complicated  by  the  two  sets  of  chil- 
dren, or  to  quote  his  own  language: 

"  Item,  Forasmuch  as  my  children  in  this  my  will 
mentioned  being  by  several  ventures  cannot  inherit 
from  one  another,  etc."  The  seven  children  had  each 
a  good  portion,  that  of  Lawrence,  the  eldest  was  2500 
acres;  Augustine  II,  had  "Wakefield,"  and  the  five 
children  of  Mary  Ball  had  each  a  good  estate.  The 
home  of  Betty,  in  Fredericksburg,  built  by  Colonel 
Fielding  Lewis,  her  husband,  is  in  good  preservation. 

Augustine  Washington  II.,  the  youngest  son  of 
Captain  Augustine  and  his  first  wife  Jane    (Butler) 
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Washington,  was  born  at  "  Wakefield,"  Va.,  1720.  He 
was  educated  at  Appleby,  Eng.,  and  later  his  half- 
brother  George,  had  the. advantage  of  his  tutor,  spend- 
ing considerable  time  with  this  brother.  Augustine  was 
a  Member  of  the  Virginia  Assembly  1754,  1755,  and 
1756. 9  That  he  was  on  close  and  intimate  terms  with 
his  brother  George  appears  from  their  letters.  He 
married,  in  1743,  Anne,  the  daughter  and  co-heir  of 
Captain  William  Aylett.,  Jr.,  and  Anne  Ashton,  his 
wife.     Issue : 

Elizabeth,  married  General  Alexander  Spotswood  of 
the  Revolution,  a  grandson  of  the  Governor  and  son 
of  John  Spotswood;  Jane,  married  William  Thornton; 
Anne,  born  1755,  married  Burdett  Ashton;  William 
Augustine. 

Colonel  John  Augustine  Washington,  fourth 
child  of  Captain  Augustine  and  Mary  (Ball)  Wash- 
ington, born  at  "Wakefield,"  January  13,  1736,  and 
died  February  17,  1787,  married  Hannah,  a  daughter 
of  Colonel  John  Bushrod,  of  "Bushfield,"  West- 
moreland County,  Va.,  and  his  wife,  Jenny  Corbin. 

In  a  letter  from  William  Fairfax,  Esq.,  to  "  George 
Washington,  Wmburg,"  April  14,  1756,  he  says: 

"Mr.  Lewis  told  me  it  was  expected  yr  Brother 
John  would  be  married  this  Day.  We  wish  He  may 
soon  carry  his  Bride  to  Mount  Vernon'  to  make  ye 
neighborhood  more  agreeable  to  Belvoir  and  Beneficial 
to  you."    Again: 

"Your  Brother  John  is  espoused  to  the 
late  Miss  Bushrod.  All  your  Friends  Salute  You  in 
which  Gratulations  and  cordial  Wishes  for  every  Fe-

"Bushfield,"  the  home  of  John  Augustine  Wash- 
ington, is  still  standing,  and  the  following  description 
is  given  in  the  journal  and  letters  of  Philip  V.  Fithian, 
in  1774 : 

The  most  agreeable  situation  of  any  I 
have  seen  in  Maryland  or  Virginia;  the  broad  Potow- 
mack,  which  they  account  between  7  and  8  miles  over, 
washes  his  Garden  on  the  North,  the  River  Nomini  is 
within  a  stone's  throw  on  the  West,  a  level  open  coun- 
try on  the  East :  A  lane  of  a  mile  and  three  quarters  ac- 
curately measured,  lies  from  the  house  on  the  South 
East,  it  has  from  the  house  the  whole  distance  a  uni- 
form Descent,  and  at  the  Gate,  at  the  End  of  this 
Lane  the  Situation  is  just  six  feet  lower  than  at  the 
House — There  are  no  Marshes  near,  which  altogether 
makes  the  place  exceeding  Description,"  etc. 

One  of  the  Signers  of  the  Stamp  Act  February  27, 
1765,  John  Augustine  Washington,  was  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Virginia  Association  of  Westmoreland,  Va., 
July  17,  1775,  to  May,  1776.  On  Tuesday,  the  26th 
day  of  September,  1775,  at  a  meeting  of  the  committee 
of  Westmoreland  County  at  the  Courthouse,  at  the 
nomination  of  the  field  officers  of  the  militia,  he  was 
nominated  Colonel,  as  follows: 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Westmoreland 
County  at  the  Courthouse  on  Tuesday  the  26th  day  of 
Septr.  1775 

The  Committee  proceeded  to  the  nomination  of  the 
field  Officers  of  the  Militia  of  said  County  as  followeth 
Richard  Henry  Lee  Esquire  County  Lieutenant

During  the  wars  between  Great  Britain  and  France 
and  that  of  the  Revolution,  he  had  charge  of  his  brother 
George's  estates  as  well  as  that  of  his  mother.  In  his 
will,  George  Washington  thus  refers  to  his  brother, 
John  Augustine,  and  bequeaths  Mount  Vernon  to  his 
son  Bushrod: 

"...  To  my  nephew  Bushrod  Washington  and  his 
heirs,  (partly  in  consideration  of  an  intimation  to  his 
deceased  father  while  we  were  bachelors,  and  he  had 
kindly  undertaken  to  superintend  my  estate  during  my 
military  services  in  the  former  war  between  Great 
Britain  and  France,  that  if  I  should  fall  therein  Mount 
Vernon,  then  less  extensive  in  domain  than  at  present, 
should  become  his  property),  I  give  and  bequeath  all 
that  part  thereof  which  is  comprehended  in  the  follow- 
ing limits  .  .  .  containing  four  thousand  acres,  be 
the  same  more  or  less,  together  with  the  Mansion 
House  and  all  other  buildings  and  improvements 
thereon.     .     .     ." 

In  writing  to  Henry  Knox,  Washington  refers  to 
him  as  "  A  brother  who  was  the  intimate  companion  of 
my  youth  and  the  friend  of  my  ripened  age."10  The 
descendants  of  John  Augustine  Washington  held 
Mount  Vernon  from  the  time  of  the  death  of  General 
Washington  until  purchased  by  the  Mount  Vernon 
Ladies'  Association.

Jane  (or  Jenny),  married  Colonel  William  Au- 
gustine, son  of  Augustine  II.  and  Anne  (Aylett) 
Washington. 

Mildred  C,  born  at  "Bushfield"  about  1760,  mar- 
ried Thomas,  eldest  son  of  Richard  Henry  Lee,  of 
"  Chantilly,"  and  Anne  Aylett,  his  wife  (there  were 
altogether  three  Anne  Ayletts) .  He  was  born  Octo- 
ber 20,  1758,  went  to  school  in  England,  and  lived  at 
"  Park  Gate,"  near  Dumfries,  Prince  William  County, 
and  practiced  law.  He  married  second,  Eliza  Ashton 
Brent,  and  died  between  the  last  of  July  and  the  first 
of  October,  1805. 

Bushrod;  Corbin,  married  Hannah,  a  daughter  of 
Richard  Henry  Lee  of  "Chantilly";  William  Augus- 
tine, Jr. 

Captain  William  Augustine  Washington,  son 
of  Augustine  II.  and  Anne  (Aylett)  Washington, 
born  in  "Wakefield,"  Westmoreland  County,  Va., 
November  25,  1757,  died  in  Georgetown,  D.  C,  Octo- 
ber 2,  1810,  was  buried  in  the  vault  at  Mount  Vernon, 
October  4,  1810,  and  removed  to  the  new  vault  in  1824. 
He  married  first,  September  25,  1777,  when  but  twenty 
years  of  age,  his  cousin  Jane  (or  Jenny),  eldest  daugh- 
ter of  John  Augustine,  of  "Bushfield"  (his  father's 
half-brother),  and  his  wife  Hannah  Bushrod,  born 
1757-8,  and  died  in  1791.  On  October  18,  1777,  George 
Washington  wrote  his  brother  John  respecting  this 
marriage : 

"Tell  the  young  couple  after  wishing  them  joy  of 
their  union,  that  it  is  my  sincere  hope  that  it  will  be 
as  happy  and  lasting  as  their  present  joys  are  bound- 
less." 
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No  likeness  existed  of  Jenny  Washington,  until  the 
recent  publication  of  the  Journal  of  Philip  Vickers 
Pithian  (1774),  at  Princeton,  where  he  was  graduated 
in  1774,  going  to  Westmoreland  as  tutor.  Therefore, 
after  a  hundred  and  thirty  years  her  descendants  have 
a  most  graphic  picture  of  her  from  his  pen;  it  also 
shows  the  fashions  and  customs  of  that  day. 

"Friday  June  24,  1774.  Nomini  Hall,  Westmore- 
land, Seat  of  Col.  Robert  Carter. 

"  Came  to  breakfast  Miss  Jenny  Washington  .  .  . 
Miss  Washington  is  about  17.  She  has  not  a  hand- 
some face,  but  is  neat  in  her  dress,  of  an  agreeable  size 
&  well-proportioned,  and  has  an  easy  winning  be- 
haviour. She  is  not  forward  to  begin  a  conversation, 
yet  when  spoken  to  is  extremely  affable,  without  as- 
suming any  girlish  affectation,  or  pretending  to  be 
overcharged  with  wit.  She  has  but  lately  had  oppor- 
tunity of  instruction  in  dancing,  yet  she  moves  with 
propriety  when  she  dances  a  minuet,  and  without  any 
flirts  or  vulgar  capers  when  she  dances  a  reel  or  coun- 
try-dance. She  plays  well  on  the  harpsichord  and 
spinet;  understands  the  principles  of  Music,  and  there- 
fore performs  her  tunes  in  perfect  time,  a  neglect  of 
which  always  makes  music  intolerable;  but  it  is  a  fault 
almost  universal  among  young  ladies  in  the  practice. 
She  sings  likewise  to  her  instrument,  has  a  strong,  full 
voice,  and  a  well- judging  ear;  but  most  of  the  Vir- 
ginia girls  think  it  labour  quite  sufficient  to  thump  the 
keys  of  a  harpsichord  into  the  air  of  a  tune  mechan- 
ically, and  think  it  would  be  slavery  to  submit  to  the 
drudgery  of  acquiring  vocal  music.  Her  dress  is  rich 
and  well-chosen,  but  not  tawdrey  nor  yet  too  plain. 
She  appears  to-day  in  a  chintz  cotton  gown,  with  an 
elegant  blue  stamp,  a  sky-blue  silk  quilt,  spotted  apron. 
Her  hair  is  a  light  brown;  it  was  craped  up  with  two 
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rolls  at  each  side,  and  on  the  top  a  small  cap  of  beau- 
tiful gauze  and  rich  lace,  with  an  artificial  flower  inter- 
woven. Her  person  and  carriage  at  a  small  distance 
resemble  not  a  little  my  much  respected  Laura,  but  on 
close  examination  her  features  are  something  mascu- 
line, those  of  Laura  are  mild  and  delicate.  The  danc- 
ing master  very  politely  requested  me  to  open  the  dance 
by  stepping  a  minuet  with  this  amiable  girl,  but  I  ex- 
cused myself  by  assuring  him  that  I  never  was  taught 
to  dance." 

William  Augustine  Washington  married  second, 
July  10,  1792,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Richard  Henry 
and  Anne  (Aylett)  Lee  of  "  Chantilly,"  born  there 
July  28,  1764,  christened  by  the  Rev.  Archibald  Camp- 
bell, March  11,  1765.  Seven  intermarriages  between 
the  Lees  and  Washingtons  have  occurred,  the  owner- 
ship of  Mount  Vernon  descending  through  some  of 
them.  He  married  third,  May  11,  1799,  Sarah  (Sally), 
the  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Tayloe,  of  Mount  Airy, 
Richmond  County,  Va.,  who  survived  him. 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Westmoreland 
Court,  at  the  Court  House  on  Tuesday  26th  Septem- 
ber, 1775,  the  Committee  proceeded  to  divide  the 
County  into  Districts  and  to  nominate  the  officers  as 
follows:  .  .  .  and  William  Augustine  Washington 
are  nominated  as  Captains  in  the  Lower  District." 

His  company  formed  a  part  of  the  third  Virginia 
regiment.11  In  1785,  he  was  High  Sheriff  of  West- 
moreland County.12 

He  inherited  "Wakefield"  from  his  father,13  and  it

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was  during  his  occupancy  that  it  was  burned,  while  he 
was  entertaining  on  Christmas  day,  1780.  He  was 
guardian,  with  General  Charles  Lee,  of  the  children  of 
Richard  Henry  Lee. 

That  General  Washington  was  not  ignorant  or  un- 
interested concerning  the  genealogy  of  his  family  in 
this  country  and  England,  is  proven  by  letters  from 
him  to  William  Augustine,  his  nephew,  dated  Febru- 
ary 27,  and  October  3,  1798.  Also,  from  General 
Washington's  letters  it  is  learned  that  he  was  instru- 
mental in  sending  the  sons  of  this  nephew  (Augustine 
and  George  C.)  to  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  Mass., 
and  the  entries  for  the  same  may  be  seen  at  Andover.14 
The  will  of  General  Washington  contains  the  follow- 
ing provision: 

"...  To  each  of  my  nephews,  William  Augustine 
Washington,  George  Lewis,  George  Steptoe  Washing- 
ton, Bushrod  Washington  and  Samuel  Washington,  I 
give  one  of  the  swords  or  cutteaux  of  which  I  may  die 
possessed,  and  they  are  to  chuse  in  the  order  they  are 
named.  The  swords  are  accompanied  with  an  injunc- 
tion not  to  unsheath  them  for  the  purpose  of  shedding 
blood,  except  it  be  for  self-defence  or  in  defence  of 
their  country  and  its  rights  and  in  the  latter  case  to 
keep  them  unsheathed  and  prefer  falling  with  them  in 
their  hands  to  the  relinquishment  thereof.    .    .    ." 

William  Augustine  Washington  was  one  of  the  ex- 
ecutors of  the  will  of  his  uncle,  General  George  Wash- 
ington, in  which  he  was  also  given  bequests  of  land. 
As  he  was  ill  at  the  time  the  choice  of  swords  was  made, 
Judge  Bushrod  Washington  chose  for  him. 

Issue,    first    wife,    four    children,    viz.:      Bushrod,

Hon.  Bushrod  Washington  was  born  June  5, 
1762,  in  Westmoreland  County,  Va.,  and  died  Novem- 
ber 26,  1829.  He  married  at  Ripon  Lodge,  Prince 
William  County,  Va.,  in  1785,  Ann,  the  daughter  of 
Colonel  Thomas  Blackburn.     jNTo  issue. 

In  1778,  he  was  a  student  at  William  and  Mary 
College,  and  soon  after  became  a  private  soldier  in  the 
Revolution,  under  Mercer  at  Yorktown,  and  went  to 
the  assistance  of  General  Lafayette  in  1780,  as  appears 
from  the  following: 

"With  the  assistance  of  Bushrod  Washington,  then 
a  youth  of  twenty,  and  other  young  gentlemen,  a  corps 
was  collected,  armed  and  marched  in  less  than  a  week. 
At  first,  it  did  not  exceed  thirty;  it  gradually,  however, 
grew  in  numbers  and  reputation,  but  never  exceeded 
fifty  on  duty  at  one  time;  they  furnished  their  own 
horses  and  armed  themselves,  and  paid  their  own  ex- 
penses, until  all  their  resources  were  exhausted.    .    .    ." 

This  was  in  response  to  the  appeal  from  the  Marquis 
de  Lafayette  "  stating  his  total  want  of,  and  great  dis- 
tress for  cavalry."

At  an  early  age  Judge  Washington  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  of  his  native  state,  after  studying  law  in  Phila- 
delphia with  James  Wilson.  In  1787  he  was  a  Member 
of  the  Virginia  House  of  Delegates,  and  the  next  year, 
of  the  Convention  to  ratify  the  United  States  Consti- 
tution. He  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  the 
College  of  New  Jersey,  dated  October,  1803. 

In  1798,  at  the  age  of  thirty-six,  Bushrod  Washing- 
ton was  appointed  by  President  Adams  an  Associate 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  ( an 
office  that  he  filled  until  his  death),  during  which  time 
we  find  this  letter  to  him  from  Brockholst  Livingston 
in  1817: 

"What  is  Congress  going  to  do  with  the  Judges? 
As  it  seems  admitted  that  our  Compensation  is  not 
worth  more  than  half  it  was  originally,  our  salaries  of 
course  will  be  doubled.  And  as  the  President  has  just 
discovered  that  some  of  us  are  too  old  for  our  itinerary 
labors,  from  these  we  shall  no  doubt  be  delivered,  etc." 

A  note  of  invitation  sent  to  Mr.  Edmund  Lee  reads : 

General  Washington  presents  his  compliments  to 
'Mr.  Edmund  Lee,  and  requests  the  pleasure  of  his 
company  to  dine  today  with  Gen1  Marshall  &  Mr.  B. 
Washington  Monday  Sept  3d  '98.15 

Judge  Washington  was  one  of  the  executors  of  his 
uncle,  General  George  Washington,  from  whom  he  in- 
herited Mount  Vernon,  his  father,  to  whom  it  would 
have  gone,  having  died.  He  was  left  a  fourth  choice 
of  the  General's  swords,  received  all  the  papers  which 
related  to  General  Washington's  Civil  and  Military 
administration  of  affairs  of  the  country,  and  his  library 
of  books  and  pamphlets.     Judge  Washington  died  in 

is  Original  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  M.  W.  Keyser,  of  Baltimore. 
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Philadelphia  while  attending  Court,  his  wife  surviving 
him  only  three  days,  and  they  are  buried  at  Mount 
Vernon. 

Corbin  Washington,  fourth  child  of  John  Au- 
gustine and  Hannah  (Bushrod)  Washington,  born  at 
Bushfield,  Westmoreland  County,  Va.,  1765.

Jane. 

5th.  William  Augustine,  born  at  Bushfield.  He 
was  killed  while  at  school. 

Bushrod  Corbin,  son  of  Corbin  and  Hannah  (Lee) 
Washington,  born  at  Walnut  Farm  1790.  and  died  at 
Claymont  in  1851,  married  Anna  Maria,  daughter  of 
Major  Richard  Scott  Blackburn,  U.  S.  Army,  and  had 
a  daughter,  Hannah  Lee,  who  married  William  P. 
Alexander  (issue:  Jean  Charlotte,  Richard  William, 
Thomas  and  Herbert),  and  Thomas  Blackburn,  born 
1813,  married  Rebecca  Cunningham  (issue:  George, 
born  February  22,  1840,  died;  Bushrod  Corbin,  mar- 
ried first  Katharine  Blackburn;  married  second,  Emma 
Willis;  James,  died;  Thomas,  died;  Annie,  married  in 
England  to  Alfred  Ewing,  C.  B.). 

John  Augustine,  son  of  Corbin  and  Hannah  (Lee) 
Washington,  born  1792,  at  Walnut  Farm;  married 
Jane  Charlotte,  daughter  of  Major  Richard  Scott 
Blackburn,  U.  S.  A.,  and  inherited  Mount  Vernon 
from  his  uncle,  Judge  Bushrod  Washington.  Dying  in 
June,  1832,  he  is  buried  at  Mount  Vernon,  his  monu- 
ment being  just  in  front  of  the  Vault.    Issue :  George, 
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died  young;  Anna  Maria,  born  1817,  died  1850,  mar- 
ried Dr.  William  Fontaine  Alexander. 

John  Augustine,  son  of  John  Augustine  and  Jane 
Charlotte  Washington,  born  at  Blakeley,  Virginia, 
May,  1821,  married  Eleanor  Love,  daughter  of  Wil- 
son Cary  Selden,  of  Exeter,  Loudon  County,  Va.,  and 
they  had:  Louisa,  married  Colonel  Roger  Preston 
Chew;  Jane  Charlotte,  married  Nathaniel  Willis; 
Eliza  Selden,  married  Major  R.  M.  T.  Hunter;  Anna 
Maria,  married  Beverly  Dandridge  Tucker,  Bishop 
Coadjutor  of  Virginia;  Lawrence,  married  Fanny 
Lackland;  Eleanor  Love,  married  Julian  Howard,  and 
George,  married  Rena  Porterfield. 

The  son  of  William  Augustine  and  Jane  Washing- 
ton, Hon.  George  Corbin  Washington,  born  at  Hay- 
wood, Westmoreland  County,  Va.,  August  20,  1789, 
and  died  in  Georgetown,  D.  C,  July  17,  1854,  was 
buried  in  Oak  Hill  cemetery.  This  was  formerly  a 
part  of  his  residence  "Dumbarton,"  inherited  by  his 
wife  from  the  Bealls.  The  cemetery  was  presented  to 
the  city  of  Washington  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Corcoran.  He 
married  first,  September  1,  1807,  Eliza  Ridgely  Beall, 
born  November  22,  1786,  died  July  1,  1820;  the  daugh- 
ter of  "  Thomas  Beall  of  Geo.  Esq.,"  and  his  wife 
Nancy  Orme;  married  second,  Ann  T.  Peter,  who  died 
February  3,  1861.    Issue,  one  daughter,  Eleanor  Ann. 

He  was  a  pupil  of  Phillips  Academy  at  Andover, 
Mass.,  1803  to  1805.  He  served  several  terms  in  the 
Maryland  Legislature  and  represented  Montgomery 
County  in  Congress  from  1827  to  1833,  and  from  1835 
to  1837.  He  was  President  of  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal  Company  and  Commissioner  for  the  settle- 
ment of  Indian  claims.     He  is  number  five  in  the  pic- 
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ture  (sixteen  by  thirty  feet),  which  hangs  in  Faneuil 
Hall  in  Boston,  painted  by  George  P.  Healy,  under 
the  following  circumstances: 

"Washington,  March  3d,  1848, 
"  at  Mrs.  Whitewell's,  4j  Street. 
"  Hon.  George  C.  Washington, 
"Sir: 
"  The  Citizens  of  Boston,  Mass.,  have  commissioned 
me  to  paint  a  group  of  the  U.  S.  Senate  representing 
Mr.  Webster  replying  to  General  Hayne  in  1830.    As 
you  were  in  the  Lower  House  at  the  time,  I  am  de- 
sirous that  you  should  be  painted  in  my  picture.    You 
will  do  me  a  favor  by  sending  me  a  line  saying  on 
what  day  and  hour  next  week  you  will  give  me  the 
first  sitting  in  the  Committee  room  of  Private  Land 
Claims  to  the  Senate.    I  shall  remain  but  a  short  time 
longer. 

"  I  have  the  honor  to  remain  Sir, 

"  Respectfully  Yours, 

"  George  P.  Healy. 
"  P.  S.    I  make  this  request  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr. 
Webster." 

From  his  father,  William  Augustine,  George  C. 
Washington  received  the  sword  left  him  by  his  uncle, 
George  Washington,  also  the  Lafayette  pistols,  his 
watch  chain  and  seals,  etc.,  etc.,  and  "Wakefield,"  the 
birthplace  of  George  and  others  of  this  family,  now 
owned  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Wilson,  she  being  a 
cousin,  a  descendant  of  William  Augustine  and  Sally 
(Tayloe)  Washington.  The  birth  spot  and  the  grave- 
yard were  reservations  left  to  Lewis  William  Wash- 
ington by  his  father. 
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From  his  uncle,  Bushrod  Washington  of  Mount 
Vernon,  George  C.  Washington  inherited  a  fourth  of 
"  All  Liquors  of  every  kind  remaining  in  the  house  at 
the  death  of  my  wife,"  etc.  One-fourth  went  to  his 
brother  Bushrod,  and  the  remaining  half  to  his  two 
first  cousins,  the  grandsons  of  John  Augustine,  brother 
of  George  Washington.  He  had  one-fifth  of  lands, 
and  Judge  Washington's  will  gave  him  "All  the  pa- 
pers and  letter-books  devised  to  me  by  my  uncle  George 
Washington,  as  well  as  the  books  in  my  study,  other 
than  law  books,  I  give  to  my  nephew  George  C.  Wash- 
ington." Also,  "The  sword  left  me  by  Genl.  Wash- 
ington, I  give  to  the  aforesaid  George  C.  Washington 
under  the  same  injunction  that  it  was  bestowed  on  me. 
.  .  .  The  pistols  which  belonged  to  and  were  used  by 
Genl.  Washington,  to  George  C.  Washington." 

Issue,  first  wife,  seven  children,  only  one,  Lewis 
William ,  surviving  to  manhood;  Eleanor  Anne,  born 
October  30,  1822,  and  died  April  13,  1849,  was  a 
daughter  of  the  second  wife. 

The  only  child  of  the  Hon.  George  Corbin  Wash- 
ington and  his  first  wife  Eliza  Ridgely  Beall,  who  sur- 
vived to  manhood,  Lewis  William  Washington,,  was 
born  November  30,  1812,  and  died  at  Beall-Air,  Oc- 
tober 1,  1871.  He  took  his  Bachelor's  Degree  at 
Princeton  1833,  and  his  Master's  Degree  in  1837. 
Their  home,  inherited  from  his  grandfather,  "  Thomas 
Beall  of  Geo  Esq.,"  lying  in  Jefferson  County,  Va., 
was  an  old  stone  house  with  walls  literally  three  feet 
thick,  having  for  a  background  the  Blue  Ridge  moun- 
tains, in  the  beautiful  gap  of  which  nestled  Harper's 
Ferry,  later  to  play  an  important  part  in  his  experi- 
ence.    He  married  first,  May  17,  1836,  in  Baltimore, 
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Md.,  by  the  Rev.  William  Edward  Wyatt,  D.  D., 
S.  T.  D.,  Mary,  the  second  daughter  of  James  Bar- 
roll  of  Baltimore,  and  Mary  Crockett,  his  wife.  (He 
was  the  son  of  the  Rev.  William  Barroll,  and  Ann 
Williamson,  his  wife,  who  was  descended  from  the 
Hynsons.)  Mr.  Washington's  wife  dying  Novem- 
ber 16,  1845,  was  survived  by  three  of  their  four 
children,  who  were  taken  by  their  Barroll  grand- 
parents in  Baltimore;  but  they  always  visited  their 
father  at  his  home  "Beall-Air,"  in  Virginia,  in  the 
intervals   of  vacation. 

During  one  of  these  visits  to  "Beall-Air,"  in  the 
fall  of  1859,  a  man  stopped  at  the  house,  claiming  to 
be  a  stranger  travelling  that  way,  representing  himself 
as  a  geologist,  exhibiting  specimens,  and  in  turn  asking 
to  see  the  relics  of  Washington  that  he  had  heard  were 
there.  The  cabinet  in  the  first  room  to  the  left  of  the 
portico  where  he  was  sitting,  was  opened  and  he  was 
shown  a  pair  of  pistols,  the  gift  of  Lafayette  to  Wash- 
ington; also  a  sword  allotted  to  Mr.  Washington's 
grandfather,  said  to  have  been  presented  by  Frederick 
the  Great.  The  stranger  expressed  great  interest  in 
these  and  other  objects  in  the  cabinet.  Shortly  after- 
ward, a  daughter,  who  was  present  at  this  interview, 
left  for  Baltimore.  After  midnight  of  that  day  Mr. 
Washington,  who  slept  in  the  room  just  opposite  in 
the  hall  of  the  one  containing  the  relics,  was  aroused 
from  sleep  by  a  rap  on  the  door.  Opening  it  he  saw 
seven  men,  colored  and  white,  with  a  lighted  torch. 
The  spokesman,  who  was  none  other  than  the  visitor 
of  the  morning,  informed  Mr.  Washington  that  he  was 
their  prisoner,  to  be  held  as  hostage  by  John  Brown 
at  Harper's  Ferry;  that  his  carriage  was  being  made 
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ready  to  convey  him  thence,  while  a  large  farm  wagon 
was  to  transfer  his  servants.  "  Cook,"  the  traveller, 
demanded  the  sword  and  pistols,  taking  them  from  the 
cabinet.  This  motley  cavalcade  arrived  at  Harper's 
Ferry  about  break  of  day  and  was  met  by  Brown,  who 
armed  the  servants  with  pikes  (long  poles  with  a  spear 
on  the  end,  a  foot  longer  than  a  musket  and  bayonet) 
and  told  them  they  were  free.  The  sword  was  taken 
by  Brown,  who  issued  all  orders  with  it,  and  the  pis- 
tols were  appropriated  by  Cook.  This  was  the  morn- 
ing of  October  16,  1859,  and  on  the  19th  the  prisoners 
in  the  engine  house,  who  had  been  without  food,  were 
released  by  Colonel  Robert  E.  Lee,  commanding  the 
United  States  marines.  Brown  was  wounded  in  the 
storming  of  the  engine  house  by  the  U.  S.  troops,  but 
Cook  escaped  to  the  mountains  in  Maryland  with  the 
pistols,  only  one  of  which  was  recovered  when  Mr. 
Washington's  servant  led  the  scouting  party  that 
brought  Cook  back  a  prisoner.  Mr.  Washington, 
being  a  Colonel  on  the  staff  of  Governor  Wise  of  Vir- 
ginia, was  present  at  the  execution  of  Brown,  Cook, 
and  their  colleagues. 

Mr.  Washington  married  second,  November  6,  1860, 
Ella  More,  daughter  of  G.  W.  and  Betty  Burnett 
(Lewis)  Bassett.  He  died  at  "Beall-Air,"  and  is 
buried  in  the  churchyard  of  Zion  Episcopal  Church, 
in  Charles  Town,  three  miles  distant.  "  Beall-Air " 
was  confiscated  during  the  Civil  War,  and  restored 
later  with  here  and  there  a  valueless  bit  of  furniture. 

Issue,  first  wife,  four  children,  viz. : 

George  Corbin,  died  young. 

James  Barroll,  married  Jane  Bretney  Lanier  (widow 
Cabell).

POPE 

Nathaniel  Pope,  in  1637  one  of  the  twenty-four 
freemen  of  the  "Grand  Inquest"  in  Maryland,  was 
exempted  in  1643,  with  his  nine  menial  servants,  from 
all  military  service.  Sent  as  agent  to  Kent  Island 
1647,  in  1650  he  removed  to  Virginia,  on  Pope's  Creek. 
"  On  the  4th  April,  1655,  Commissioned  for  ye  County 
of  Westmoreland;"  also,  "Appointed  by  ye  Governor 
&  Council  to  be  of  ye  Militia  for  ye  said  County  Lieut 
Col.  Nathaniel  Pope."  By  Governor  and  Council 
made  one 16  of  the  Quorum.  The  Will  of  "  Coll.  Na- 
thaniel Pope  of  Appomattox,  Westmoreland  County, 
Gentleman,  about  to  go  to  England,"  dated  May  16, 
1659,  and  proven  April  20,  1660,  contains  bequests  to 
son-in-law  John  Washington,  and  son-in-law  William 
Hardidge.'17    His  wife  was  Luce . 

Issue  of  Nathaniel  and  Luce  Pope:  Thomas,  Na- 
thaniel, Anne,  married  Col.  John  Washington  (issue, 
Lawrence,  John  and  Anne),  and  Margaret,  married 
William  Hardidge.

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WARNER 

Arms:     Vert,   a   cross    engrailed,   or. 
Crest:    A  double  flume  of  feathers. 

Captain  Augustine  Warner,  came  to  America 
about  1628.     He  was  Justice  of  York  County,  and 

settled  in  Gloucester  County  at 
"Warner  Hall."  This  estate 
retains  the  name,  though  the 
present  house  is  not  the  original 
one,  it  having  been  destroyed 
by  fire,  1845;  the  superb  elms 
alone  remain.  Burgess  for 
York  1652,  and  for  Gloucester 
1655,  and  "  Satt  as  a  Councel- 
warner  ler"  (to  use  a  Colonial  expres- 

sion) 1659  to  1667.'18 

In  the  graveyard  at  "Warner  Hall"  is  the  follow- 
ing: 

"  Mary  Warner,  ye  wife  of  Augustine  Warner, 
Esq.,  was  Born  the  13th  day  of  May  1614  and  dyed 
ye  11th  day  of  August  1662."  (Her  surname  un- 
known.) 

His  tombstone  at  Abingdon  Parish,  Gloucester 
County,  reads  as  follows: 

"Augustine  Warner  deceased  ye  24th  of  December 
1674  aged  63  years  2  Mth  26  Ds." 

His  name  "  Augustine "  has  been  perpetuated  to 
the  present  generation.  Their  daughter  Sarah,  mar- 
ried Lawrence  Townley  and  was  ancestress  of  Gen- 
eral Robert  E.  Lee. 

Colonel  Augustine  Warner  of  "  Warner  Hall," 
son  of  Augustine  and  Mary  Warner,  was  born  June  3, 

is  Wm.  &  Mary  Qwar.,  Vol.  II.,  pp.  226-227,  1894. 
Calendar  of  Md.  State  Papers,  1660-1661. 
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1642-3;  and  enrolled  on  the  books  of  the  Merchants 
Tailor's  School,  London,  in  1658,  as  the  eldest  son  of 
Augustine  Warner,  Gentleman,  of  Virginia,  October 
20,  1643;  the  former  date  is  on  his  tomb-stone  at 
"Warner  Hall,"  where  his  death  is  given  June  18, 
1681. 

In  1676  he  was  made  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Bur- 
gesses &  Councillor.19 

The  occupants  of  these  old  seats,  "Warner  Hall" 
and  the  neighboring  gentry,  are  characterized,  says 
a  writer,  as  "  families  of  first  consequence  in  the 
Colony,  having  good  libraries,  descended  from  Eng- 
lish gentlemen,  and  all  of  them  having  Coats  of  Arms 
of  undoubted  authority." 

Colonel  Augustine  Warner  married  Mildred,  the 
daughter  of  Colonel  George  and  Elizabeth  (Martian) 
Reade.  Their  daughter  Mildred,  married  Major 
Lawrence  Washington. 

READE 

Colonel  George  Reade,  son  of  Robert  Reade  and 
his  wife,  Mildred  Windebank,  has  an  interesting  pedi- 
gree, as  well  as  the  record  that  he  made  in  our  Ameri- 
can history.  It  may  be  remembered  that  his  wife, 
Mildred,  was  a  daughter  of  Sir  Francis  Windebank 
the  obnoxious  Secretary  to  Charles  I.,  and  also  that 
Robert  (brother  of  Colonel  George)  was  private  Secre- 
tary  to  Sir  Francis,  his  uncle. 

In  1585  there  was  a  conveyance  of  the  Manor  of 
Linkenholt,  County  Southampton,  England,  to  An- 
drew Reade.  The  Manor  of  Linkenholt  at  the  time 
of  the  Domesday  survey,  belonged  to  Ernalf  de  Hord- 
ing, by  whom  it  was  given  to  the  Abbey  of  St.  Peter, 
Gloucester  County,  coming  into  possession  of  Henry 
viii.   by  the  dissolution  of  that  house.     The   Manor 

is  Wm.  &  Mary  Quar.,  April,  1901,  p.  264. 
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was  sold  1546  to  Richard  Reade,  Esq.,  afterwards 
knighted.  Andrew  Reade  in  1600,  upon  the  marriage 
of  his  son  Robert  to  Mildred  Windebank,  his  last  wife 
and  mother  of  his  children,  conveyed  the  use  of  the 
Manor  to  Robert  Reade,  his  wife  Mildred  and  to  An- 
drew Reade,  son  of  Robert,  in  tail.  Robert  Reade 
and  Andrew,  his  son,  conveyed  this  Manor  to  Mr. 
Windebank,  Mr.  Henry  Reade,  Mr.  Nicholas  Blake 
and  to  said  Robert  Reade,  who  in  1627  by  his  deed 
appointed  the  Manor  to  be  sold,  etc.  Shortly  after- 
wards he  died.  This  Manor  was  then,  once  possessed  by 
a  direct  ancestor  of  George  Washington's  family.  The 
name  Mildred,  traced  through  so  many  generations 
of  the  Warner,  Lee  and  Washington  families,  has  its 
origin  as  early  as  1600,  when  Robert  Reade  married 
Mildred  Windebank. 

Colonel  George  Reade,,  the  subject  of  this  paper 
came  to  Virginia  in  1637;  died  1671;  married  Eliza- 
beth, the  daughter  of  Captain  Nicholas  Martian  of 
York  County,  Virginia.  In  1640-1  he  was  made  Secre- 
tary of  State  for  the  Colony;  Burgess  for  James  City 
County  1644-56,  member  of  the  Council  from  March 
13,  1657-8  and  April  3,  1659,  holding  this  office  until 
his  death,  with  title  and  rank  of  Colonel.20  Acting 
Governor  and  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Colony,  during 
Kemp's  absence.  November  20,  1671,  the  will  of 
George  Reade  was  admitted  to  probate. 

By  the  marriage  of  his  daughter  Margaret,  and 
Thomas  Nelson,  George  Reade  was  ancestor  of  Gov- 
ernor Thomas  Nelson;  and  by  the  marriage  of  his 
daughter  Mildred  and  Speaker  Augustine  Warner, 
was  ancester  of  the  Washingtons.  He  had  at  least  a 
dozen  children  for  whose  record)  our  space  does  not 
admit.

Captain  Nicholas  Martian,  of  York  County  in 
Virginia,  was  of  French  birth — born  1591 — he  was, 
however,  a  naturalized  citizen  of  England,  from  whence 
he  came  to  Virginia  about  1620-1,  with  his  wife  and 
children.  He  was  Justice  of  York  1630,  and  a  Burgess 
of  Kent  Island  and  Kiskiach  1632.  He  patented  land 
in  York  County  March  14,  1639,  which  land  was  the 
present  site  of  Yorktown,  known  then  as  Temple 
Farm.21 

In  the  strife  between  Sir  John  Harvey,  Governor, 
and  William  Claiborne,  Secretary  of  State,  such  bitter 
feeling  existed,  that  an  indignation  meeting  was  held 
on  April  27,  1635,  at  the  home  of  William  Warren, 
in  York,  where  the  principal  speaker  was  Nicholas 
Martian  (formerly  member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses 
for  Kent  Island) ,  Francie  Pott,  the  Doctor's  brother, 
and  William  English,  Sheriff  of  York  County;  un- 
fortunately space  does  not  allow  a  repetition  of  this 
spirited  interview,  but  it  is  regarded  as  an  early  pro- 
test against  English  tyranny.  The  house  where  this 
meeting  was  held  1635,  was  on,  or  near  the  site  where, 
in  1781,  the  surrender  of  Cornwallis  was  arranged,  and 
Nicholas  Martian  was  direct  ancestor  of  both  Wash- 
ington, who  was  commanding  the  Army,  and  of 
Thomas  Nelson,  who  commanded  the  Virginia  forces 
on  that  memorable  occasion. 

The  will  of  Martian,  dated  March  1,  1656,  recorded 
in  York  County,  Va.,  proved  1657,  divided  his  estate 
among  his  daughters:  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Colonel 
George  Reade;  Mary,  wife  of  Lt.  Col.  John  Scarbor-

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ough,  and  Sarah,  wife  of  Capt.  William  Fuller,  Gover- 
nor of  Maryland.  William  Fuller  was  one  of  the  original 
appointees  named  by  the  Parliamentary  Commission- 
ers July  22,  1654,  to  fill  vacancies  made  by  the  Pro- 
visional Court.  In  1655  Fuller  with  one  hundred  and 
seventy-five  men,  had  met  Governor  Stone  and  his 
force  of  a  hundred  and  thirty  men,  and  had  come  off 
victorious.  Major  John  Scarborough,  was  a  Justice 
of  York ;  he  married  second,  Jane,  daughter  of  Thomas 
and  Elizabeth  Bushrod.22 

Old  York  was  a  different  place  from  Yorktown. 
Court  was  often  held  there  during  the  early  part  of  the 
17th  century.  Kiskiach  was  the  first  settlement  in 
York  County  1630,  York  was  next  1632,  and  Middle 
Plantation  was  the  third. 

DYMOKE 

The  Dymokes  were  hereditary  champions  of  Eng- 
land. "  There  are  Autograph  letters  Extant  from 
Sovreigns,  one  from  Henry  VIII  1513,  and  also  one 
from  Queen  Mary  to  the  Knightly  Dymokes — as 
Champions." 

Frances,  the  daughter  of  Sir  Edward  Dymoke  and 
Lady  Anne  Talbois  his  wife — concerns  this  narrative 
by  marrying  Sir  Thomas  Windebank  August  20,  1566. 
Mildred  Windebank,  their  daughter,  married  Robert 
Reade ;  these  were  the  parents  of  the  emigrant. 

AYLETT 

The  family  of  Aylett,  of  King  William  County,  Va., 
were  of  Saxon  extraction,  from  County  Essex,  Eng- 
land, their  ancient  seat  being  Bocton  Aloph,  near  Wye, 
in  the  County  of  Kent.23

Burke's  Extinct  and  Dormant  Baronetcies. 
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The  name  was  originally  Ayloffe  of  Braxted 
Magna,  and  variously  spelled  in  the  Journals  of  the 
House  of  Commons. 

First,  the  eldest  son  of  the  third  William  Ayloff, 
was  Sir  William  Ayloffe  Knt.,  being  knighted  by 
King  James  I ;  later  advanced  by  him  to  the  degree  of 
Baronet  in  1612.  Second,  Sir  Benjamin  Ayloffe  who 
for  his  fidelity  to  Charles  I  was  made  High  Sheriff  of 
Essex,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War.  After 
many  vicissitudes,  being  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower  un- 
til 1646,  and  surviving  until  after  the  Restoration,  he 
served  as  Knight  of  the  Shire  of  Essex  in  the  Parlia- 
ment succeeding  that  event.  He  was  spoken  of  as  a 
"  deare  olde  friende  "  "  of  Coln  Richa  Lee,"  progenitor 
of  the  Lees  of  Virginia.  Sir  Benjamin  married 
three  times;  Burke  gives  issue  of  the  second  mar- 
riage only.  Margaret  Fanshawe,  his  second  wife,  was 
the  daughter  of  Thomas  Fanshawe,  Esq.,  (died  19 
Feb.,  1600),  of  Ware  Neck,  and  Joan  Smythe,  his 
second  wife,  and  sister  of  Sir  Thomas  Fanshawe,  K.B., 
Supervisor  General  and  Clerk  of  the  Crown  (died 
1631).     Sir  Benjamin  died  1662-63.24 

The  fourth  son  of  Sir  Benjamin  Ayloffe,  Captain 
John  Aylett,  was  the  Emigrant  ancestor  of  the  Ayletts 
in  America,  1656,  whence  he  came  to  escape  "  deathe  or 
ye  Tower,"  having  raised  and  led  as  Captain,  a  troop 
of  horse  at  the  Battle  of  Worcester.  Because  of  his 
extreme  youth  he  was  pardoned  by  Cromwell,  but  con- 
tinuing active  in  plots  against  the  Protector,  in'  the 
Cavalier  Rising  of  "55"  he  fled  to  Virginia  in  1656, 
later  taking  up  tracts  of  land  in  the  present  King 
William  County.  (Wilson  M.  Cary.)  In  the  Calen- 
dar of  State  Papers  of  Va.  we  find  him  with  others 

a*  Aylett  Letters,  by  Col.  Wm.  Winston  Fontaine,  written  from  Braxted 
Magna,  1658  to  1676,  to  Capt.  John,  in  Va.,  by  his  elder  brothers. 
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appointed  to  survey  the  County  in  1660.  His  descend- 
ants intermarried  with  the  Lees,  Ashtons,  Washing- 
tons,  and  other  families. 

Letters  from  his  family  were,  until  1662,  in  care  of 
"  Coll0  Kicha  Lee,"  his  father's  "  deare  olde  friende." 
His  wife  Anne  was  supposed  to  have  been  the  daugh- 
ter of  "  Coll0  Richd  Lee."  Issue,  three  sons  and  two 
daughters:  Philip,  born  1658;  Benjamin,  born  1660, 
d.  i. ;  William,  born  1662;  daughters'  names  not 
recorded. 

The  eldest  son  Philip,  settled  in  King  William 
County,  Va.,  1686,  at  "Fairfield,"  married  and  had 
issue  among  others: 

Captain  William  Aylett,,  who  bore  the  same  arms 
as  Aylett  of  Braxted  Magna,  England,  from  whom  he 
descended,  as  shown  by  an  old  Book  Plate  in  posses- 
sion of  the  family.  He  was  Clerk  of  King  William 
County  1702  to  1714;  member  of  House  of  Burgesses 
of  Va.  1723  to  1726,  and  a  Vestryman  of  St.  John's 
Parish  1731.  Had  Patents  of  land  in  Essex  1704  and 
1717.  His  wife  was  Sibylla,  widow  of  Matt  Hubard, 
living  in  1749.  Issue:  Philip,  married  Martha  Dand- 
ridge,  whose  son  William,  married  Mary  Macon,  and 
their  son  Philip,  married  Elizabeth  Henry,  who  built 
"Montville,"  William  II.,  John,  Benjamin,  and 
daughters  who  married  eldest  sons  of  the  neighboring 
gentry.25 

Captain  William  Aylett  II.,  born  1700,  of 
Westmoreland  County,  Va.,  son  of  William  and 
Sibylla,  died  March  29,  1744;  will  proved  August  28, 
mentions  lands  held  as  heir  of  his  brother  Benjamin. 
"Executors:  Major  Lawrence  Washington,  my  Son- 
in-law  Augustine  Washington,  My  bro  Philip  Aylett, 
&  Dan1  McCarty,  Gentlemen."

Arms:  Argent,  a  mullet  sable,  on  a  fesse  gules,  a  crescent  for  dif- 
ference.

Charles  Ashton  was  in  Virginia  before  1650,  being 
a  Justice  of  Northumberland  County  in  1659,  and 
of  the  Quorum,  and  Captain  of  Militia.  He  was  born 
1621-22,  and  died  1672.26 

Captain  John  Ashton,  an  officer  in  King  Charles' 

Army,  and  often  men- 
tioned in  Virginia  rec- 
ords, was  a  Justice  of 
Westmoreland  County 
and  appointed  by  the 
Governor  a  Commis- 
sioner to  treat  with  the 
Indians.  He  married, 
1668,  Grace,  the 
daughter  of  Col. 
Henry  M  e e  s e  (of 
the  Governor's  Coun- 
cil) ;  she  died  September  9,  1677.  Issue:  Henry, 
Charles,  Jr.,  John  and  Sarah.27

1702  to  1705.  In  1696,  he  married  first,  Elizabeth,  the 
daughter  of  Colonel  William  Hardidge,  Gent.,  and 
Frances  Gerard,  his  wife;  she  was  born  1678,  and  died 
February  25,  1722;  issue,  four  daughters:  Frances, 
Elizabeth,  Ann  and  Grace;  the  last  only  survived  him; 
married  second,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Richard  Watts, 
Gentleman;  issue,  one  daughter  and  two  sons:  Eliza- 
beth, Henry  and  John.28 

In  an  old  graveyard  upon  Booth's  plantation,  in 
Westmoreland  County,  Va.,  is  the  monument  with  the 
Ashton  Arms,  to  the  memory  of  Col.  Henry  Ashton: 

"  Here  lies  ye  body  of  Colonel  Henry  Ashton,  Gen- 
tleman, Born  in  Westmoreland  County,  son  of  John 
Ashton  Gentleman,  by  Grace  his  wife  the  30th  day  of 
July  Anno  Domini  1670." 

The  will  of  Henry  Ashton,  recorded  in  Westmore- 
land County,  Va.,  probated  November  24,  1731,  be- 
queaths to  his  daughter  Grace  one  thousand  acres  of 
land  inherited  from  Colonel  William  Hardidge.  Grace 
married  Philip  Lee  (son  of  Richard  and  grandson  of 
Richard)  of  "Blenheim,"  High  Sheriff  of  Charles 
County,  Md. 

Ann,  daughter  of  Colonel  Henry  and  Elizabeth 
(Hardidge)  Ashton,  married  Captaln  William  Ay- 
lett  II.,  marriage  contract  in  Essex  County,  Va.,  May 
18,  1725.  Their  daughter  Anne,  married  Augustine 
Washington  II. 

Collateral  Ashton  Line 

The  second  son  of  John  Ashton,  Charles  Ashton  II., 
(grandson  of  Charles) ,  born  May  3,  1712,  and  died

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April  2,  1781,  married  first  Sarah  Burdett,  born  July 
9,  1715,  and  died  October  28,  1772.  His  second  mar- 
riage in  1706,  was  to  Margaret  Hart.

The  eldest  son,  Burdett  Ashton,  of  Chestnut  Hill, 
King  George's  County,  born  November  21,  1747,  mar- 
ried December  19,  1768,  Anne,  the  daughter  of  Au- 
gustine Washington  II. ;  she  was  born  April  2,  1752.

MEESE 

"At  a  Committee  of  ye  Association  of  Northumber- 
land, Westmoreland,  &  Stafford  Co's  ye  1st  of  9  ber 
1667.  Present  Col  Pett  Ashton,  Col  Nich  Spencer, 
Lt  Col  Hen  Meese  &c." — (Abstract  from  the  Records.) 

"According  to  act  of  Assembly  25  Sep  last  a  fort 
was  to  be  erected  by  the  last  of  April  next  in  Yeocomico 
River,  commissioners  selected  Levy  Point,  and  Lt  Col 
Henry  Meese  was  given  charge  of  the  money  for  dis- 
bursement as  ordered."31 

Colonel  Henry  Meese,,  first  appearance  in  the 
Colonial  Council  of  Virginia,  1680,  was  Burgess  from 
Stafford  Couiuy,  in  1666.  Date  of  his  birth  or  mar- 
riage not  forthcoming;  that  he  left  a  daughter  Grace, 
who  married  Captain  John  Ashton,  is  well  authenti- 
cated, as  found  on  the  tomb  of  their  son,  Henry 
Ashton,  who  married  Elizabeth  Hardidge,  whose 
daughter  Ann,  married  William  Aylett  II.;  their 
daughter  Anne,  married  Augustine  Washington  II.

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STURMAN-HARDIDGE 

In  1645,  Thomas  Sturman,  a  Puritan,  was  promi- 
nent in  the  disturbances  of  Richard  Ingle.  He  mar- 
ried Anne ,  whose  will  was  proved  in  1654.    Issue: 

John,  Richard,  Anne,  Elizabeth,  and  Rosanna. 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth  Sturman,  married  Wil- 
liam Hardwick,  born  1618,  deceased  in  Bristol,  1669.32 
Issue:  Elizabeth  and  William. 

Colonel  William  Hardidge,  their  son,  had  a  grant 
of  a  thousand  acres  of  land  in  1651.  At  a  Committee, 
"By  order  of  ye  Grand  Assembly  for  laying  a  Levy 
in  the  Northern  Neck  for  suppressing  ye  late  Rebel- 
lion," etc.,  August,  1677,  were  found  acting  together, 
"  Coll.  William  Ball,  Coll.  John  Washington  and  Wil- 
liam Hardidge." 33  He  was  a  Justice  of  Westmore- 
land County  1680  to  1692-93.34 

He  married  first,  Frances,  the  daughter  of  Colonel 
Thomas  and  Susanna  (Snow)  Gerard,  and  the  widow 
of  Colonel  Thomas  Speke  (will  dated  1659) ,  and  widow 
of  her  second  husband,  Colonel  Valentine  Peyton.  She 
had  one  son  Gerard,  who  willed  his  property  to  his 
half  sister  Elizabeth  Hardidge.35  (See  pp.  547-548  for 
Gerard).  Colonel  William  Hardidge  married  second, 
Margaret,  the  daughter  of  Nathaniel  Pope,  a  sister  of 
Mrs.  John  Washington. 

His  daughter  Elizabeth  (first  wife),  sole  heiress, 
born  July  20,  1671,  and  died  December  3,  1731,  mar- 
ried Colonel  Henry  Ashton.

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BUSHROD 

The  colonist,  Thomas  Bushrod,  first  in  Massachu- 
setts, and  afterwards  in  Virginia,  married  Mary  Peir- 
cey,  but  left  no  issue.  He  was  a  Burgess  1659,  and  re- 
turned in  1660.  There  is  among  the  Ludwell  manu- 
scripts a  patent  by  Sir  William  Berkeley  for  three 
hundred  and  forty-five  acres  of  land,  to  Thomas  Bush- 
rod  in  Westmoreland  County,  Virginia,  dated  July 
2,  1669,  framed  and  hanging  in  the  State  Library. 
His  will,  proved  in  York  County  in  1677,  "Being  a 
Quaker,"  enjoins  that  '"No  Common  prayers"  be  said 
at  his  burial.36 

The  brother  of  Thomas,  Richard  Bushrod,  Gent., 
born  1626,  in  1660  and  1665  patented  large  tracts  of 
land  in  Westmoreland  County,  and  was  the  progenitor 
of  the  family  in  America.  He  married  Apphia,  and 
had  issue  (named  in  will  of  Thomas  Bushrod) ,  Thomas, 
John,  Apphia  and  Dorothy.  , 

His  widow  Apphia  afterwards  married  Dr.  Whiting 
of  Gloucester. 

The  tombstone  of  John  Bushrod,  son  of  Richard,  at 
"Bushfield,"  reads  as  follows: 

Here  lies  ye  Body  of 

John  Bushrod  son  of  Richard  Bushrod 

Gent;  by  Apphia  his  wife 

He  was  born  in  Gloucester  County  in  Virginia 

ye  30  January  1663. 

He  took  to  wife  Hannah  the  daughter  of 

William  Keene  of  Northumberland 

County  Gent,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife 

and  by  her  left  two  sons  &  four  daughters 

&  died  the  26th  of  February,  1719 

in  the  56th  year  of  his  age.37

KEENE 

The  will  of  Thomas  Keene  of  Northumberland,  was 
dated  November  22,  1652,  and  names  wife  Mary  (will 
1662),  sons  Thomas,  William  and  Matthew,  and 
daughter  Susanna. 

His  son,  William  Keene,  born  March  10,  1642,  died 
February  8,  1684,  married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of 
John  Rogers,  Gent,  and  Ellin  his  wife,  of  Northum- 
berland County,  in  Virginia.  On  "  Cypress  Farm " 
at  the  head  of  Garner's  Creek,  near  the  site  of  the 
early  Keene  residence,  two  heavy  slabs  are  to  be  seen. 
On  one  is  the  following: 

"  Here  lyeth  the  body  of  William  Keene,  the  eldest 
son  of  Thomas'  and  Mary  Keene  Born  in  Kent  in 
Maryland  the  10th  day  of  March  Anno  Dom,  1642, 
Who  marryed  Eliza,  the  Daughter  of  John  Rogers 
Gent,  and  Ellin  his  wife  of  Northumberland  Co.  in  Vir- 
ginia by  Whome  he  had  two  Sons  and  four  daughters 
and  dyed  ye  8  day  of  Feb.  1684  in  ye  two  and  Fortieth 
year  of  his  age."

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"  On  the  death  of  William  Keene,  his  widow  Eliza- 
beth, dau  of  John  Rogers  Gent,  and  Ellin  his  wife 
of  Northumberland  County  in  Virginia,  was  marryed 
the  8  day  of  december  1687  to  Thomas  Banks  Gent,  of 
Wiltshire,  England." 

On  his  tomb,  after  the  above,  we  find: 

"As  I  in  Sorrow  for  thee  have  been  distrest, 
If  God  Permit  Me  Lye  by  thee  to  rest."  39 

In  1722,  occurred  the  death  of  Elizabeth,  widow  of 
William  Keene,  and  widow  of  Thomas  Banks,  her  will 
being  proved  March  15,  1722.  Issue,  William,  John, 
and  a  daughter,  Hannah,  who  married  John  Bushrod 
of  "Bushfield,"  in  Westmoreland  County. 

ROGERS 

John  Rogers^  will  probated  July  21,  1680;  in  North- 
umberland County,  Va.,  this  name  first  appears  Febru- 
ary, 1650,  in  connection  with  the  Indians.40 

"In  the  Indian  War  of  1676  is  a  Committee  held 
for  Northumberland  County  at  ye  Court  Howse  ye 
July  4,  1676,  present  Captain  John  Rogers,  later 
known  as  Major."41 

He  was  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  the  County  and 
long  served  as  one  of  the  early  Justices,  1656.  On  a 
creek  now  known  by  his  name,  was  the  plantation  and 
early  home  of  the  Justice.  In  1676  he  married  Ellin, 
and  had  William  (name  often  spelled  Rodgers),  who 
married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Edward  and  Diana 
Dale;  and  Elizabeth,  who  married  first,  William  Keene, 
and  second  Thomas  Banks.42

As  early  as  1154  to  1161,  one  Robert  Corbin  gave 
lands  to  the  Abbey  of  Ealesworth.  From  Robert  are 
traced  ten  generations  to  Nicholas  Corbin,  seized  of 
Hall  End,  and  lands  in  the  County  of  Warwick,  etc. 

Four  generations  after  this  is  "  Thomas  Corbin  of 
Hall  End  afors'd,  born  24  May,  1594,  died  June,  1637; 
bur'd  at  Kingswinford."  Thomas  married  1620,  Wini- 
fred, daughter  of  Gowen 
Grosvenor,  of  Sutton 
Colfleld,  County  War- 
wick, England. 

Colonel  Henry  Cor- 
bin,  third  son  of  Thomas 
and  Winifred  Corbin, 
born  1629,  died  in  Vir- 
ginia January  8,  1675.44 
He  was  the  progenitor 
of  the  Corbins  in  Amer- 
ica, emigrating  about 
1654,  and  locating  first 
in  the  parish  of  Stratton 
Major,  in  King  and  Queen  County.45  Afterwards  he 
had  lands  in  Lancaster,  Westmoreland,  Middlesex,  etc., 
as  the  ensuing  will  show.  He  was  Burgess  from  Lan- 
caster 1658,  1659,  and  1660;  one  of  the  Council  1663, 
and  Justice  of  Middlesex  1673,  after  which  he  was 
seated  at  "Pecatone"  in  Westmoreland  County,  pat- 
ents for  which  were  dated  March  26,  1664.  This  estate 
was  of  such  proportions  that  its  gardens,  with  orange

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trees,   etc.,  were   quoted  in  books   of  travel   of   that 
day. 

He  married,  July  25,  1645,  Alice,  a  daughter  of 
Richard  Eltonhead,  of  Eltonhead,  County  Lancaster, 
England,  and  the  widow  of  Roland  Burnham.  After 
the  death  of  Henry  Corbin,  she  married  third,  Captain 
Henry  Creek,  who  died  at  the  home  of  Colonel  Rich- 
ard Lee,  in  August,  1684.  Henry  and  Alice  Corbin 
had  issue: 

Henry,  died  young;  Thomas,  lived  in  England  un- 
married, and  his  brother  Gawin,  in  Virginia,  inherited 
his  lands;  Gawin;  Laetitia,  married  Richard  Lee,  of 
Mount  Pleasant,  adjoining  his  father's  estate;  Alice, 
married  Philip  Lightfoot;  Winifred,  married  Le  Roy 
Griffin;  Anne,  married  William  Tayloe,  and  Frances 
married  Governor  Edmund  Jennings  of  Virginia. 

Gawin  Corbin,  married  first  Catherine  Wormeley, 
but  had  no  issue;  married  second,  Jane  (widow  Wil- 
son), and  daughter  of  John  Lane,  of  Laneville,  Mid- 
dlesex County,  where  in  1705  he  was  Naval  Officer  of 
the  Rappahannock,  afterwards  Burgess,  and  later  of 
the  Council,  and  its  President.     Issue: 

Richard,  married  Elizabeth  Tayloe  of  Mount  Airy; 
John,  married  Laetitia  Lee  (daughter  of  Richard)  ; 
Gawin  II.;  Joanna,  married  Major  Robert  Tucker; 
Jenny,  married  Colonel  John  Btjshrod  of  "Bush- 
field";  Alice,  married  Benjamin  Needier;  Ann,  mar- 
ried Isaac  Allerton,  grandson  of  the  Mayflower  immi- 
grant. 

Gawin  Corbin  II.,  son  of  Gawin  and  Jane  (Lane) 
Corbin,  was  Burgess  1720  to  1722,  and  Councillor 
1740.  He  married  Hannah  (born  1701),  the  daughter 
of  Hon.  Thomas  Lee,  President  of  the  Council,  and 
his  wife  Hannah  Ludwell.  Their  daughter,  Jenny  * 
married    Colonel    John    Btjshrod;    their    daughter 
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Hannah  Bushrod,  married  John  Augustine  Wash- 
ington, whose  daughter  Jane  (or  Jenny,  named  for 
her  Corbin  grandmother),  married  her  cousin,  Wil- 
liam Augustine  Washington. 

LEE 

Colonel  Richard  Lee,  "  EsqV  was  the  first 
Attorney- General  of  whom  we  have  any  notice.  He 
is  referred  to  as  such  in  the  records  of  the  General 
Court  in  1643,  coming  from  Stratford,  Langton,  in 
the  County  of  Essex,  England.46  From  the  numerous 
land  grants  we  learn  of  his  being  in  the  Colony  in  1642, 
and  also  of  the  many  offices  that  he  held,  Justice,  Bur- 
gess, Councillor,47  and  that  he  succeeded  Richard 
Kempe  as  Secretary  of  State  in  1649,  and  until  April, 
1652,  when  Claiborne  was  appointed.  He  served  also 
on  many  commissions.  Living  first  in  York,  out  of 
which  Gloucester  County  was  afterward  made,  he  was 
later  in  Northumberland,  1651,  at "  Dividing  Creeks." 48 
His  will,  proven  in  London,  1664-5,  names  his  wife 
Anna,  and  here  are  mentioned  his  sons,  John,  Richard, 
Francis,  William,  Hancock;  then  Betsey,  Anne  and 
Charles. 

The  application  or  order  for  head  .rights  of  his  son 
John,  speaks  of  the  transportation  of  ninety-four  per- 
sons into  the  Colony  by  "his  f father  Coll0.  Richard 
Lee,  Esqr.  whoe  is  now  deceased."49 

Richard  Lee,  son  of  "  Coll0.  Richard  Lee  Esqr.," 
and  Anna,  his  wife,  was  born  1647,  died  March  12, 
1714,  was  educated  at  Oxford,  and  spent  his  life  in 
study,  being  a  Greek,  Hebrew  and  Latin  scholar  of

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note.  He  was  one  of  the  Council  in  1675,  1680,  1683, 
1688,  1692  to  1698;  Burgess  1677.  In  a  list  of  officers, 
date  1699,  "Richd.  Lee,  Esqr.  has  been  appointed 
Naval  Officer  and  Receiver  of  Virginia  Duty's  "  on  the 
Potomac  River,  including  three  counties.  Appoint- 
ment made  by  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  Governor.  In 
these  Counties,  Westmoreland,  Northumberland  and 
Stafford,  he  is  mentioned  as  "  Coll.  Rich3.  Lee  of  the 
Horse  "  in  1680.  We  learn  through  Governor  Nichol- 
son, in  1691,  of  his  conscientious  scruples  in  taking  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  William  and  Mary,  for  which  he 
was  dropped  from  the  Council,  but  later  reinstated. 
Neill  describes  Nathaniel  Bacon,  Jr.,50  as  ordering 
Richard  Lee,  among  others,  to  surrender  or  be  seized 
as  "  Traytors  to  ye  King  and  Country."  He  married 
(it  is  said  1674) ,  Laetitia,  the  eldest  daughter  of  Henry 
Corbin  and  his  wife,  Alice  Eltonhead.  Laetitia  was 
born  1657,  and  died  before  October  6,  1706.  Their 
tombstone  is  to  be  seen  at  "  Mount  Pleasant,"  the  in- 
scription almost  effaced  after  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  years'  exposure.     Translated,  it  reads: 

"  Here  lieth  the  body  of  Richard  Lee,  Esq.,  born  in 
Virginia,  the  son  of  Richard  Lee,  Gentleman,  de- 
scended of  an  ancient  family  of  Merton  Regis,  in 
Shopshire.  While  he  exercised  the  office  of  Magis- 
trate he  was  a  zealous  promotor  of  the  public  good. 
He  was  very  skillful  in  the  Greek  and  Latin  languages, 
and  other  parts  of  polite  learning.  He  quietly  re- 
signed his  Soul  to  God,  whom  he  always  devoutly  wor- 
shipped, on  the  12th  day  of  March,  in  the  year  1714,  in 
the  68th  year  of  his  age." 

"  Near  by  is  interred  the  body  of  Laetitia,  his  faith- 
ful wife,  daughter  of  Henry  Corbyn,  Gentleman.  .  .  . 

so  Va.  Carolorum. 
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Laetitia  Corbix 
Wife  of  Richard  Lee 
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She  died  on  the  6th  day  of  October  1706  in  the  49th 
year  of  her  age." 

Richard  Lee's  will  was  dated  March  3,  1714.  Issue : 
John,  Richard,  Philip,  Francis,  Thomas,  Henry  and 
Ann. 

Hon.  Colonel  Thomas  Lee,  "  Commander-in-Chief 
and  President  of  His  Majesties  Council  for  this  Col- 
ony," was  the  fifth  son  of  Richard  Lee  and  Laetitia 
Corbin,  his  wife,  born  at  Mt.  Pleasant  in  Westmore- 
land County  1690;  died  at  "Stratford,"51  as  his  tomb 
there  will  show.  He  was  a  Burgess,  and  one  of  the 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  in  his  Maj- 
esty's Colony  of  Va.  One  of  the  incorporators  of  the 
Ohio  Company  February  9,  1748,  he  took  the  lead  at 
the  outset,  and  by  many  has  been  considered  its 
founder.52  Associated  with  him  among  others,  were 
Lawrence  and  Augustine  Washington.  He  became 
Acting  Governor  of  the  Colony  in  1749,  by  the  death 
of  John  Robinson,  appointed  Governor,  but  died 
before  his  commission  reached  him.  Lawrence  Wash- 
ington succeeded  him  as  President  of  the  Ohio  Com- 
pany, Thomas  Lee  married,  in  May,  1722,  Hannah, 
the  second  daughter  of  Colonel  Philip  Ludwell  II.,  of 
"  Greenspring,"  James  City  County.  She  was  born  at 
"Rich  Neck,"  in  Bruton  Parish,  James  City  County, 
December  5,  1701,  and  died  at  "  Stratford,"  Virginia, 
January  25,  1749 ;  buried  in  the  family  burying-ground 
called  the  "Burnt  House  Fields,"  at  Mount  Pleasant. 
Her  tombstone  is  now  at  "  Stratford,"  whither  it  was 
removed  probably  by  General  Henry  Lee,  who  built 
the  new  vault. 

At  Stratford,  that  landmark  of  American  history,

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were  born  men  who  were  to  make  their  mark  in  after 
life:  Richard,  Philip  Ludwell,  Hannah,  John,  Lucy, 
Thomas  Ludwell,  Richard  Henry,  Francis  Lightfoot, 
Alice,  William  and  Arthur.  The  slab  now  at  "  Strat- 
ford" reads: 

"  Here  lies  Buried  the  Honble  Col.  Thomas  Lee, 
who  dyed  14  November,  1750,  Aged  60  years;  and  his 
beloved  wife  Mrs.  Hannah  Lee.  She  departed  this  life 
25  January,  1749-50.  Their  monument  is  erected  in 
the  lower  Church  of  Washington  Parish,  in  this  County, 
five  miles  above  their  Country  seat  Stratford  Hall." 

Their  daughter,  Hannah  Lee,  married  Gawin  Cor- 
bin  II.  (nephew  of  Laetitia  Corbin  who  married  Rich- 
ard Lee  of  Mount  Pleasant,  who  were  the  grandpar- 
ents of  Hannah). 

Their  daughter,  Jenny  Corbin,  married  Colonel 
John  Bushrod,  whose  daughter  Hannah,  married 
John  Augustine  Washington,  and  their  daughter 
Jenny,  married  her  cousin  William  Augustine 
Washington.     (See  Washington  line.)53 

LUDWELL 

Philip  Ludwell,  and  Thomas  his  brother,  were 
sons  of  Thomas  and  Jane  (Cottington)  Ludwell. 
Jane  was  a  daughter  of  James  Cottington,  of  Discoe, 
in  Bruton  Parish,  England;  in  America  about  1660.54 
James  was  the  son  of  Philip  Cottington,  Gent.,  of  God- 
minster,  whose  brother  was  Lord  Cottington,  time  of 
Charles  II.  Bruton  was  also  the  birthplace  of  Sir 
William  Berkeley,  between  whom  and  the  Ludwells 
there  were  long  and  intimate  relations.

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In  1678,  Thomas  Ludwell,  Philip's  brother,  died, 
and  his  tombstone,  at  the  door  of  Bruton  Church,  Wil- 
liamsburg, Va.  (one  of  the  oldest  there),  bears  the 
Ludwell  arms.  He  was  Secretary  of  the  Colony,  and 
the  name  of  Bruton  Parish  is  thought  to  be  in  his 
honor. 

Philip,  was  Deputy  Secretary  under  his  brother, 
and  succeeding  to  that  office,  retained  it  for  life.  His 
first  appearance  in  the  records  as  Councillor  is  in  1670, 
rendering  efficient  service  to  Governor  Berkeley.  When 
attacked  by  Bland  (with  Bacon's  adherents),  Ludwell 
boarded  the  vessel,  capturing  Bland,  and  later  the  ves- 
sels of  his  squadron.55  He  was  of  the  Civil  and  Mar- 
tial Courts  which  tried  Bacon's  supporters.  His  fiery 
temper  kept  him  in  constant  feuds,  resulting  in  the 
Lords  of  Trade  and  Plantations,  February  10,  1678-9, 
ordering  his  exclusion  from  the  Council.  While  in 
England  1681,  December  12th,  Lord  Culpeper  writes 
from  Virginia  that  at  the  request  of  the  whole  Council, 
he  has  appointed  Colonel  Ludwell  to  the  Council  in  the 
room  of  Colonel  Parke,  deceased. 

June  9,  1682,  "thought  fit  and  likewise  ordered,  that 
Coll.  John  Page  may  have  the  privilege  to  sett  a  pew 
for  himself  and  his  ffamily  in  the  Chancell  of  the  New 
Church  at  Middle  Plantation,"  "Although  the  church 
was  yet  built."  The  privilege  of  setting  up  a  pew  in 
the  Chancel  was  subsequently  accorded  to  the  Hon. 
Philip  Ludwell.  He  was  in  the  Vestry  of  Bruton 
Parish,  1684.56 

In  1686,  when  Governor  Effingham  urged  the  House 
of  Burgesses  for  the  laying  of  levies  by  the  Governor 
and  Council,  Ludwell  and  others  utterly  refused,  and

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disputed  the  King's  authority.  On  June  12,  1687,  the 
King  confirmed  the  Governor's  action,  and  Ludwell 
had  his  dismissal,  which  only  added  to  his  popularity, 
as  he  was  requested  in  1688,  October  12th,  to  petition 
the  King  for  a  relief  that  they  sought.57  On  March 
28,  1689,  he  delivered  a  petition  to  the  Privy  Council 
in(  England,  from  the  House  of  Burgesses,  and  on 
May  7,  1691,  the  House  of  Burgesses  passed  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  him,  with  £250  sterling,  in  acknowledge- 
ment thereof.  December  5,  1689,  he  was  appointed 
Governor  of  Northern  Carolina,  in  Albemarle,  and  in 
1691  at  Charleston.  In  1693  he  was  Governor  of  both 
the  Carolinas,  but  their  quarrels  caused  him  to  retire 
to  Virginia  in  1694. 

He  was  twice  married,  first  to  Lucy,  the  daughter  of 
Captain  Robert  and  Joanna  (Tokesey)  Higginson, 
born  between  1643  and  1649,  and  died  November  6, 
1675.  (She  married  first,  Major  Lewis  Burwell;  sec- 
ond, Colonel  William  Bernard.)  Of  this  union  there 
was  a  son  Philip  II.,  and  a  daughter  Jane. 

He  married  second,  Lady  Frances  Berkeley  (nee 
Culpeper) ,  widoAv  of  Governor  Sir  William  Berkeley. 
Lord  Culpeper,  writing  Ryland  in  October,  1680,  says: 
"My  Lady  Berkeley  is  married  to  Mr.  Ludwell,  and 
thinks  no  more  of  our  world."  Sir  Maurice  Berkeley 
(father  of  the  Governor),  and  Sir  Edwin  Sandys,  son 
of  the  Archbishop  of  York,  were  among  those  inter- 
ested in  the  colonization  of  Virginia.  George,  a  brother 
of  Sir  Edwin,  came  to  the  colony  in  1621  as  Treasurer. 

There  were  two  marriages  in  England  between  the 
Sandys'  and  the  Washingtons,  and  here  we  find  his- 
tory repeating  itself,  for  among  those  active  in  the  first 
colony  (afterwards  known  as  the  London  Company)  >

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were  the  Sandys',  and  of  those  interested  and  active  in 
the  Ohio  Company,  its  survivor,  were  the  two  elder 
brothers  of  Washington,  Lawrence  and  Augustine. 

Lady  Frances,  always  called  "  Lady  Berkeley,"  had 
no  issue,  but  Sir  William  Berkeley's  tribute  to  her  in 
his  will  was  unusually  handsome. 

"  First,  I  make  my  deare  and  most  virtuous  wife, 
Lady  Ffrances  Berkeley,  my  full  and  whole  Executrix 
of  the  goods  God  has  blessed  me  with  in  this  world. 
Next,  with  my  goods,  I  give  her  all  my  lands,  houses 
and  tenements,  whatsoever,  and  not  only  to  her  but  to 
avoid  all  cavil,  to  her  and  her  heirs  for  ever." 

At  her  death  this  property  passed  to  the  possession 
of  the  Ludwells,  and  was  occupied  by  them  for  three 
generations,  known  as  "  Greenspring."  By  the  will  of 
his  brother  "  Thomas  Ludwell,  of  Bruton,  in  Somerset, 
Gent.,  Jany  1676,"  Philip  Ludwell  inherited  all  of  his 
land  and  other  estates  in  Virginia.58 

"  Colonel  Ludwell  is,  I  think,  in  a  declining  way;  he 
is  at  present  in  London."59  He  died  in  London,  and 
was  buried  in  the  Ludwell  Vault,  in  Bow  Church,  near 
Stratford   (Middlesex). 

There  are  two  interesting  links,  one  showing  that 
Jane,  a  daughter  of  Governor  Philip  Ludwell,  was 
ancestress  of  Martha  Washington,  by  marrying  Dan- 
iel Parke,  Aide  on  the  staff  of  Marlborough,  who, 
carrying  the  news  of  the  victory  of  Blenheim  to  Lon- 
don, was  rewarded  by  Queen  Anne  with  her  miniature 
set  in  diamonds.  They  had  two  daughters,  Frances, 
married  John  Custis,  and  were  the  parents  of  Martha 
Washington;  Lucy  was  mistress  of  "Westover,"  mar- 
rying Colonel  William  Byrd.

The  Ludwell  papers  in  the  Virginia  Historical  So- 
ciety show  that  the  second  Philip  Ludwell  habitually 
used,  on  his  seal  to  deeds,  the  arms  described  in  the 
bookplate.60

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Philip  Ludwell  II.,  the  son  of  Philip  and  Lucy 
(Higginson)  Ludwell,  "was  born  at  Carter's  Creek, 
Abingdon  Parish,  Gloucester  County,  in  Virginia, 
Feby,  1672,  died  11  Jany  1726-7  in  the  54th  year  of  his 
age.  Married  11  November,  Thursday,  1697,  to  Han- 
nah, daughter  of  Benjamin  Harrison  of  Southarke 
Parish,  Surry  County  in  Virginia  Esquire.  Born  at 
Indian  Fields  in  the  said  Parish  15  December  1678. 
Died  4  April  1731." 61  He  was  a  member  of  the  Vir- 
ginia Assembly  1688  to  1697,  and  one  of  the  Council 
1702.  The  same  year  he  is  recorded  as  Vestryman  of 
Bruton  Parish.  "  Some  time  Auditor  of  His  Majesty's 
revenue  and  twenty-five  years  Member  of  the  Council."

Philip  Ludwell,  Esq.,  III.,  only  son  and  heir,  mar- 
ried, July  29,  1737,  Fanny  Grymes,  daughter  of 
Charles  Grymes;  Hannah,  married  Hon.  Thomas 
Lee. 

Memorial   Gates 

On  May  9,  1907,  at  Jamestown,  Va.,  these  Memorial 
Gates  were  dedicated.  They  were  erected  by  "  The 
Colonial  Dames  of  America,"  in  commemoration  of  the 
"Birth  of  the  Nation"  in  1607,  and  are  shown  as  the 
frontispiece  of  this  volume. 

They  mark  the  entrance  to  an  old  Church  Yard,  sur- 
rounding what  was  the  oldest  American  Church.  For 
centuries,  nothing  remained  but  the  ruins  of  a  stone 
tower,  recently  converted  into  a  beautiful  Chapel,  by  a 
kindred  society. 

Lying  in  the  shadow  of  this  ivy-covered  ruin,  may  be 
seen  to-day  a  monument  with  this  inscription:

HIGGINSON 

From  John  of  Wem  in  the  County  of  Salop,  Eng- 
land, whose  Will  was  dated  1640,  descended  the  fam- 
ily known  as  the  Barkeswell  Higginsons  in  Warwick.63 

Captain  Robert  Higginson,  son  of  Thomas  and 
Ann  Higginson  of  Barkeswell  in  Warwick,  married 
Joanna  Tokesey  and  about  1643  they  came  to  Amer- 
ica, in  Virginia,  where  he  died,  August,  1649,  leaving  a 
widow,  and  an  only  daughter  and  heiress  Lucy.  In 
1650  his  widow  returned  to  England.  In  1644  he  was 
commander  at  Middle  Plantation,  a  pallisadoed  Settle- 
ment (now  Williamsburg)  and  was  spoken  of  as  "  One 
of  the  first  Commanders  to  subdue  the  Country  of  Vir- 
ginia from  the  power  of  the  heathen."  In  1646  as  a 
reward  of  Valiant  service,  he  received  from  the  Colony 
one  hundred  acres  of  land.  He  lies  buried  at  Carter's 
Creek,  Virginia.64

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His  only  daughter,  Lucy,  born  between  1643  and 
1649,  died  November  6,  1675.

On  the  tomb  at  Abingdon  Parish,  erected  by  her 
grandchildren,  are  the  Arms  and  the  following  inscrip- 
tion :

BEALL 

Colonel  Ninian  Beall,  born  in  Dumbartonshire, 
Scotland,  in  1625,  was  in  the  battle  of  Dunbar  against

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Cromwell  1650,  where  he  was  made  a  prisoner  and  soon 
transported  to  Maryland.  His  will  at  Annapolis 
bears  date  of  January  15,  1717.  He  had  married 
Ruth,  the  daughter  of  Robert  Moore,  as  James  Moore, 
in  a  deposition  of  August  15,  1708,  speaks  of  Colonel 
Ninian  Beall  as  his  brother.67 

He  was  Captain  of  Militia  of  Calvert  County,  Md., 
1678;  Major  before  1688;  in  1689  the  Assembly  had 
re-appointed  Ninian  Beall  as  Major;  1690,  one  of  the 
twenty-five  Commissioners  for  regulating  affairs  in 
Maryland,  until  the  next  Assembly;  High  Sheriff  of 
Calvert  County  1692;  designated  Colonel  1693,  and 
Commander  in  Chief  of  Maryland  forces;  frequently 
engaged  against  the  Indians;  represented  Prince 
George's  County  in  the  House  of  Burgesses  1696  to 
1699.  In  this  last  year  an  Act  was  passed  by  the 
Assembly  which  reads :  "  An  Act  of  gratitude  to  Col- 
onel Ninian  Beall." 68  As  a  member  of  the  Assembly  in 
1699,  he  signed  the  petition  to  King  William  III.,  for 
the  establishment  of  the  Church  of  England  in  Mary- 
land, although  he  was  a  Presbyterian  Elder,  he  gave 
the  land  on  Patuxent  for  "Ye  erecting  and  building 
of  a  house  for  ye  Service  of  Almighty  God." 

In  1703,  Nmian  Beall  received  a  grant  of  seven  hun- 
dred and  ninety-five  acres  from  Lord  Baltimore,  called 
the  "  Rock  of  Dumbarton,"  which  includes  much  of 
the  ground  on  which  Georgetown  now  stands.  He  was 
a  very  large  land  holder.  January  18,  1720,  his  son  re- 
ceived a  grant  of  thirteen  hundred  and  eighty  acres, 
known  as  the  "  Addition  to  the  Rock  of  Dumbarton." 69

His  deeds  mention  sons,  Charles,  Ninian,  Jr.,  Thomas, 
John  and  George,  and  daughters,  Hester,  Mary,  Ra- 
chell  and  Jane. 

Colonel  George  Beall,  youngest  child  of  Ninian 
and  Ruth  (Moore)  Beall,  born  at  Upper  Marlboro,  in 
Prince  George's  County,  Md.,  1695,  and  died  in 
Georgetown,  D.  C,  March  15,  1780,  aged  85.  His 
tomb  is  at  Georgetown.  He  was  appointed  a  Major, 
September  21,  1776.70  By  an  Act  of  May  15,  1751, 
the  Legislature  of  Maryland  provided  for  laying  out 
a  town  on  the  Potomac  River  above  Rock  Creek,  and 
a  part  of  George  Beall's  land  was  taken,  and  divided 
into  lots,  he  being  allowed  the  privilege  of  first  select- 
ing two  lots ;  he  sent  the  following  answer : 

"  If  I  must  part  with  my  property  by  force,  I  had 
better  have  a  little  than  be  totally  demolished.  Rather 
than  have  none,  I  accept  these  lots  '  72 '  '  79.'  I  do 
hereby  protest  and  declare  that  my  acceptance  of  said 
lots,  which  is  by  force,  shall  not  debar  me  from  future 
redress  from  the  Commissioners  and  others,  if  I  can 
have  the  rights  of  a  British  subject.  God  save  King- 
George!     George  Beall." 

He  married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and 
Barbara  (Dent)  Brooke.  Among  his  many  children 
there  were  three  named  "  Thomas,"  two  of  whom  died 
young. 

The  last  and  youngest  child,  "  Thomas  Beall  of  Geo 
Esq./"  was  born  September  27,  1748,  and  died  October 
5,  1819.  He  married,  September  26,  1773,  Ann  (or 
Nancy) ,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Collett

ORME— EDMONSTON 

The  credentials  of  the  Rev.  John  Orme  were  received 
by  the  Synod  in  Philadelphia  1720.  He  was  born  in 
Wiltshire,  England,  1691-92;  married  March  14,  1720, 
by  Rev.  Hugh  Conn,  to  Ruth  (born  1705),  the  daugh- 
ter of  Colonel  Archibald  Edmonston  and  Jane  Beall, 
his  wife,  daughter  of  Ninian  Beall. 

Their  son,  John  Orme,  born  1722,  married  first,  Eliz- 
abeth Collett,  a  widow,  and  second,  Lucy  Beall,  a 
widow.  His  daughter  Ann  or  Nancy  (first  wife), 
married  Thomas  Beall  of  Geo  Esq. 

A  settler  in  Talbot  County,  Md.,  1685,  Archibald 
Edmonston  (son  of  Thomas,  son  of  John),  is  first 
mentioned  in  the  land  records  at  Annapolis  in  a  trans- 
fer of  an  assignment  of  one  thousand  acres,  called 
"BeaH's  Camp,"  by  Colonel  Ninian  Beall's  patent, 
dated  1689.  He  was  known  after  1700,  as  "  Colonel," 
and  patented  extensive  tracts  of  land  in  Prince 
George's  County,  later  divided  into  Frederick,  Mont- 
gomery and  Washington  Counties.  He  married  Jane, 
the  youngest  daughter  of  Ninian  Beall,  and  is  said 
to   have   succeeded   his    father-in-law    as    Commander

In  1651,  "  Lieutenant  Thomas  Hinson,  High  Sheriff 
for  ye  Countie  of  Kent,"  ar- 
rived in  the  Province  of  Mary- 
land, accompanied  by  his  wife 
Grace,  his  children,  John,  Grace 
and  Anne  Hinson,  and  three 
servants.  He  settled  in  Kent 
County,  and  in  the  year  1652 
was  filling  the  important  office 
of  Clerk  of  the  County.  On 
July  31st,  1652,  the  Parliamen- 
tary Commissioners,  Richard  Bennett,  Edward  Lloyd, 
Thomas  March  and  Leo.  Strong  issued  a  commission 
to  Thomas  Hynson  and  others  to  be  Commissioners 
of  the  Island  of  Kent,  in  which  very  great  power  and 
authority  was  given  them.  On  March  1st,  1654, 
William  Fuller  and  Wm.  Durand  issued  a  new  com- 
mission to  Thomas  Hynson  and  others  for  the  same 
important  post.  As  High  Sheriff  of  Kent,  Lieutenant 
Hinson  was  the  leading  gentleman  of  Kent,  and  his

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mansion  was  the  meeting  place  of  the  Court — as  the 
old  records  of  the  County  amply  testify.  In  addition 
to  the  above  offices,  Thomas  Hinson,  who  changed  his 
name  to  Hynson  in  1652,  was  Justice  of  the  County 
Court  in  1654 — member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses 
1659 — after  which  he  was  debarred  from  office  by  Lord 
Baltimore  for  serving  under  the  Commonwealth — par- 
ticularly as  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of  1659. 
Thomas  Hinson,  who  was  thirty  years  old  upon  his 
arrival  in  Maryland,  according;  to  a  deposition  regard- 
ing his  age  made  March  29,  1655,  was  a  man  of  means 
and  high  social  position.  He  died  in  the  year  1668, 
intestate,  leaving  a  large  family. 

His  son,  Colonel  John  Hynson,  was  born  in  Eng- 
land. As  a  young  man  he  is  on  record  as  High  Sheriff 
of  Kent,  in  which  office  of  dignity  and  power  his  father 
had  rendered  years  of  service  and  in  which  Colonel 
Thomas  Hynson,  brother  of  Colonel  John  Hynson, 
also  distinguished  himself  in  Talbot  County.  He  was 
a  Member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses  from  Kent 
County  from  1681-1688.  Although  he  included  in  his 
dignities  the  offices  of  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  Mili- 
tary Commander  of  the  County  of  Kent,  he  served 
Church  as  well  as  State,  as  a  Vestryman  of  St.  Paul's 
Parish.74  It  was  probably  his  close  association  with 
the  affairs  of  the  Church  that  brought  both  Rectors  of 
Old  St.  Paul's  a  wooing  at  the  Hynson  Mansion.  The 
Rev.  Stephen  Bordley  on  October  14th,  1702,  claimed 
Anne  Hynson  for  his  bride,  and  two  years  after  his

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death  when  Rev.75  Alexander  Williamson  responded 
to  the  call  from  the  Colonial  Church,  he  promptly  suc- 
ceeded not  only  to  the  Living,  but  also  won  the  widow 
of  his  predecessor,  as  is  shown  in  the  settlement  of  the 
estate  of  Stephen  Bordley.76  Nathaniel  Hynson,  son 
of  Col.  John  Hynson,  in  his  will  proved  January  26, 
1721  (Liber  E.  C.  No.  1,  Fol.  213,  Register  of  Wills 
Office,  Kent  County,  Md.),  mentions  his  nephew 
"  Thomas  Bordley,"  to  whom  he  leaves  a  legacy.  This 
proves  that  the  Ann  Hynson  who  married  Stephen 
Bordley  was  the  daughter  of  Col.  John  Hynson, 
which  is  further  proved  by  a  deed  of  gift  from  him  to 
his  daughter  Ann,  wife  of  Stephen  Bordley,  of  a  piece 
of  land  called  "Bounty."

BOWDOIN 

"  In  the  ancient  records  of  La  Rochelle,  the  name  of 
Bowdoin  was  variously  spelt  Bauldouyn,  Baudouyn, 
Baudouin,  and  finally,  in  Massachusetts,  it  became  Bow- 
doin. 

"  The  Boudouin  family,  of  La  Rochelle,  was  one  of 
the  most  ancient  and  important  of  that  city,  and  was 
among  the  first  disciples  of  the  Reformed  faith.  Several 
of  the  family  distinguished  themselves  by  their  services 
to  the  Protestant  cause  during  the  '  Civil  Wars.'  Its 
different  branches  were  known  by  designations  taken 
from  the  numerous  Seigneuries  which  they  possessed. 
One  of  the  family,  Peirre  Baudouin  Ecuyer,  Sieur  de  la 
Laigne,  de  la  Fonte,  Lousillon,  Le  Pere,  Le  Puy-sur-la- 
Creuse,  in  1502,  married  Demoiselle  Phillippe,  daughter 
of  Jean  Bureau,  Mayor  of  La  Rochelle  in  1448,  Treas- 
urer of  France,  and  Master  of  Artillery  of  France.  At 
the  period  of  the  '  Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,' 
one  of  its  branches  took  refuge  in  Prussia,  another  in 
the  Netherlands,  and  a  third  in  Great  Britian." 

The  ships  that  sailed  nearly  every  month  from  Lon- 
don to  Boston,  were  bringing  over  families  whose  names 
have  become  historical,  and  not  a  few  of  them  had  in- 
herited wealth  and  ancestral  rank.  Such  were  the  Ber- 
nons,  Baudouins,  Casineaus,  Sigourneys,  Faneuils  and 
Allaires,  who  were  here  by  the  autumn  of  1668. * 

The  Massachusetts  Family 
The  colonist,  Pierre  Baudouin,  was  a  native  of  La 

i  History  of  the  Huguenot  Emigration  to  America,  by  Rev.  C.  W.  Baird. 
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Rochelle,  and  lived  on  a  handsome  estate  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  that  city,  which  he  forfeited  by  his  flight, 
when  the  severities  practiced  in  France  towards  the 
Protestants,  compelled  him  to  depart  from  his  native 
land.  He  took  refuge  in  the  city  of  Dublin,  Ireland., 
with  his  wife  and  four  children.2  There  he  obtained  a 
position  in  the  Royal  Customs,  but  a  change  of  officers 
left  him  without  employment,  and  he  was  induced  to 
come  to  America  in  1687,  where  he  settled  in  Casco,  now 
Portland,  Me. 

In  the  summer  of  the  same  year,  he  petitioned  Gover- 
nor Andros  for  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  and  his 
prayer  was  granted,  but  the  patent  for  the  land  was 
temporarily  withheld  by  the  surveyor,  and  in  the 
autumn  of  the  next  year,  1688,  he  was  compelled  to  seek 
redress.  His  letter  to  the  Governor  is  on  record  in  the 
Archives  of  Massachusetts,  and  like  the  writings  of 
other  refugees  that  have  come  down  to  us,  almost  uni- 
formly show  that  the  petitioner  was  a  man  of  intelli- 
gence and  cultivation.  He  obtained  the  grant,  but  only 
remained  two  years  and  a  half  in  Casco,  owing  to  hostile 
attacks  of  the  French  and  Indians.  Hearing  of  the 
establishment  of  a  church  in  Boston  by  his  fellow 
refugees  from  France,  he  removed  to  that  city,  and 
twenty-  four  hours  after  his  departure,  the  fort  at  Casco 
was  attacked  and  destroyed,  followed  by  a  general  mas- 
sacre. A  race  which  had  survived  the  massacre  of  Saint 
Bartholomew  and  the  siege  of  La  Rochelle,  was  not 
destined  to  perish  ignobly  in  the  wilderness.  Pierre 
Baudouin's  death  occurred  in  Boston,  1706. 

His  youngest  son,  James  Baudouin,  remained  in  Bos-

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ton  and  by  his  energy  and  perseverance  rose  to  the  very 
first  rank  among  the  merchants  of  that  place.  He  was 
chosen  a  member  of  the  Colonial  Council  before  his 
Ideath,  and  left  to  his  children,  as  the  fruit  of  a  long 
life  of  industry  and  integrity,  the  greatest  estate  pos- 
sessed at  that  day  by  any  one  person  in  Massachusetts. 
He  died  September  8,  1747. 

His  son,  James,  succeeded  John  Hancock,  as  Gov- 
ernor of  Massachusetts  in  1785,  and  died  1790,  leaving 
a  daughter,  Elizabeth,  who  married  Sir  John  Temple, 
eighth  baronet  of  Stowe,  and  a  son,  James  III.,  who 
was  a  gentleman  of  liberal  education  and  large  fortune, 
and  held  several  diplomatic  positions.  He,  was  a  gen- 
erous benefactor  of  Bowdoin  College,  Maine,  named  for 
his  father.  He  died  childless,  and  with  him,  the  name 
of  Bowdoin  by  direct  descent  passed  from  the  annals 
of  New  England. 

The  Virginia  Family 

The  progenitor  of  this  line,  "  Pierre  Baudouin,  was 
one  of  the  same  noble  stock  which  gave  three  Presidents 
out  of  nine  to  the  old  Congress  of  the  Confederation, 
which  gave  her  Laurences,  and  Marions,  her  Hugers 
and  Manigaults,  her  Prileaus  and  Gaillards,  and 
Legares  to  South  Carolina,  her  Jays  to  New  York,  her 
Baudinots  to  New  Jersey,  her  Brimmers,  Dexters  and 
her  Peter  Faneuil,  and  the  Cradle  of  Liberty  to  Massa- 
chusetts."3 His  wife's  name  was  Elizabeth,  and  they 
had  two  sons  and  a  daughter. 

The  eldest  son,  (John)  Jean  Bowdoin  I.,  died  1717. 
He  settled  in  Virginia,  and  his  name  occurs  in  the

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records4  of  Northampton  County,  October  28,  1698. 
He  seems  to  have  had  the  energy  and  ability  which  char- 
acterized his  father,  brother,  and  the  Huguenots  gen- 
erally, for  at  his  death,  he  had  acquired,  if  not  wealth, 
that  which  was  its  equivalent  in  Colonial  times,  servants 
and  lands.    His  wife  was  Susannah . 

Peter  Bowdoin  II.,  son  of  Jean,  died  in  1745.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses  in  Virginia 
1736.5    He  married  Grace  Harmonson.    Their  son: 

John  Bowdoin  II.  (1731-1775),  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Virginia  House  of  Burgesses,  1774.  He  pur- 
chased the  beautiful  estate  of  "Hungars,"  built  in  1743 
of  brick,  with  carving  of  leaves  and  grapes  above  the 
windows.  It  stood  on  a  slight  elevation  and  commanded 
a  magnificent  view  of  the  Chesapeake.  Broad  steps  led 
up  to  a  portico  tiled  with  black  and  white  marble,  the 
roof  being  supported  by  pillars.  The  Court,  in  front, 
was  surrounded  by  brick  walls  fourteen  feet  high,  over- 
grown with  multiflora,  roses,  and  planted  with  large  box 
trees.  A  brick  walk  led  to  the  entrance  gate,  and  on 
each  side  were  offices,  used  respectively  as  the  house- 
kitchen,  quarter-kitchen,  school-room,  laundry,  flax 
room,  and  infirmary  for  sick  servants.  During  the  Civil 
War,  some  of  the  sheets  and  towels  made  at  "  Hungars  " 
were  sent  to  the  hospitals.  During  the  War  of  1812,  a 
British  cannon  ball  struck  the  wall,  injuring  two  crayon 
portraits  of  the  owners  of  the  house.  Officers  afterwards 
came  ashore,  were  hospitably  received,  and  in  excuse  for 
the  shot  said  that  they  had  no  idea  such  extensive  build- 
ings could  be  a  private  residence.  He  married,  January 
10,  1754,  Grace  Stringer,  and  they  left  five  daughters 
and  two  sons,  John  III.  and  Peter  III.,  a  son,  James,

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having  died  before  his  father.  As  the  name  of  James 
was  transmitted  from  father  to  son  in  the  Boston  branch 
of  the  family,  so  the  names  John  and  Peter  were  alter- 
nately borne  through  four  generations  in  Virginia.  J  ohn 
Bowdoin  left  "Hungars"  to  John  III.,  his  eldest 
son,  and  was  very  explicit  that  in  case  his  widow  should 
remarry,  she  must  leave  "  Hungars  "  and  renounce  the 
guardianship  of  her  children.    She  remained  a  widow. 

Their  son,  Peter  Bowdoin  III.,  (1761-1825) ,  married 
first,  Margaret  Smith;  second,  August  4,  1801,  Leah, 
the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Upshur) 
Teackle.  They  had  two  daughters  and  three  sons,  one 
of  whom  was  George  Edward  Bowdoin? 

The  Bowdoin  family  have  been  in  each  generation, 
staunch  Episcopalians.  Three  generations  have  served 
as  vestrymen  in  "  Old  Hungars  Church,"  and  the  fami- 
lies with  whom  they  have  intermarried  have  belonged  to 
that  communion.  The  name  is  now  extinct  in  North- 
ampton County. 

TEACKLE 

Rev.  Thomas  Teackle  (1624-1695),  the  first  rector 
of  Hungars  Parish,  lived  and  died  on  his  estate  called 
"  Craddock."  He  married  second,  Margaret,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Robert  Nelson,  of  Gray's  Inn,  London,  and  his 
wife,  Mary  Temple.     ( See  pp.  343-344.) 

John  Teackle  I.  (1693-1721),  their  son,  married 
1710,  Susannah,  the  daughter  of  Arthur  and  Sarah 
(Brown)  Upshur. 

Their  son,  Thomas  Teackle  II.  (1711-1769),  mar- 
ried Elizabeth,  (Betty),  the  daughter  of  John  Custis 
and  his  wife  Anne  Upshur.     Their  son: 

Thomas  Teackle  III.,  died  1784.  He  was  a  member

23,  1774.  During  the  Revolution,  he  returned  from  an 
absence  spent  with  the  troops,  to  visit  his  wife  and  child, 
just  as  a  British  man-of-war  landed  at  the  foot  of  the 
garden.  He  secreted  himself  and  escaped,  but  the  sol- 
diers, acting  under  orders  to  burn  the  houses  of  rebels, 
proceeded  to  destroy  the  Teackle  house,  after  apologiz- 
ing for  their  brutality,  and  removing  the  mother  and 
infant  to  the  barn.  After  the  war,  Thomas  Teackle 
III.,  built  the  house  which  is  now  standing.7  His  wife 
was  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Abel  and  Rachel  (Re- 
vell)  Upshur. 

Tneir  daughter,  Leah,  married  Peter  Bowdoin  III. 

The  eldest  son  of  Thomas  III.,  John  Teackle  II. 
(1762-1811),  married,  1783,  Anne  Stockley,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  and  Anne  (Stockley)  Upshur,  whose 
eldest  son,  Thomas,  sold  Craddock,  and  removed  to 
Baltimore.  Their  daughter,  Lavinia,  married  Captain 
William  Graham.

1709),  who  married,  first,  Mary  Clark,  are  as  follows:

His  sons  and  most  of  his  grandsons  were 
Quakers. 

Captain  John  Eyre,  (son  of  Thomas),  who  died 
1719,  was  justice  of  Northampton  County,  March  28, 
1687.13  His  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  Francis,  the 
son  of  Francis  and  Sarah  Stockley. 

The  name  of  Francis  Stockley,  who  died  1655, 
appears  first  in  the  records  of  Northampton  County, 
Va.,  in  1684.

He  arrived  in  Virginia  1607  or  1608,  then  a  boy, 
and  was  given  to  Powhatan,  as  a  hostage  for  Namon- 
tack,  a  young  Indian,  whom  Captain  Newport  took  to 
England.     Savage  settled  eventually  on  the  Eastern

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Shore  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay,  at  a  point  still  known  as 
"  Savage's  Neck  "  and  was  an  invaluable  interpreter.15 
John  Perry  mentions  that  he  served  the  public  without 
recompense,  and  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  an  Indian 
arrow  was  shot  through  his  body.  He  married  Hannah, 
the  daughter  of  Edward  Tyng,  of  Massachusetts. 

Captain  John  Savage,  their  son,  born  1624,  in 
1665  was  Lieutenant.16  He  married  first,  Ann  Elk- 
ington,  and  their  daughter,  Susannah,  married  three 
times,  her  first  husband  being  Thomas  Eyre.

The  first  of  this  family  who  came  to  America  was  Sir 
William  Read,  a  Baronet.  He  lost  his  fortune  because 
he  married  Jane  Spalding  of  a  London  family,  which 
displeased  one  from  whom  he  had  expectations.  He 
emigrated  to  Delaware  where  he  was  appointed  Sheriff 
by  the  King,  but  dropped  his  title.  He  was  several  times 
Warden  of  Emanuel  Church  of  New  Castle,  Del.,  from 
1720.  On  his  death  1736,  the  rector  of  that  church,  Mr. 
Ross,  wrote  to  the  home  secretary:  "  Sir,  The  Church  in 
this  place  has  lately  lost  two  of  its  chief  supporters,  par- 
ticularly one  William  Read,  a  person  of  singular  piety 
and  the  greatest  benefactor  I  had  in  all  my  parish." 1 
He  is  buried  in  a  vault  in  the  churchyard  of  Emanuel 
Church,  under  an  altar  tomb  carved  with  the  Read  arms, 
and  another  coat  of  arms,  and  a  long  and  quaint  in- 
scription in  memory  of  his  wife  Jane. 

"  Here  lyes  the  Body  of  Jane,  wife  of  William  Read 
late  sheriff  of  this  county,  with  the  remains  of  three  of 
their  children  who  died  in  their  Infancy.  She  was  born 
in  London  of  the  ancient  creditable  family  of  Spalding. 
Many  were  her  exemplary  virtues.  Her  temper  meek 
and  carriage  obliging — strict  Chastity — Prudent 
Economy,  Piety  without  ostentation  and  Hospitality 
without  grudging.  Her  gratef ul  loving  Husband  caused 
to  hew  and  here  to  place  this  lasting  monument  of  real 
conjugal  affection — Obit  5  Julii  M.  D.  C.  C.  XXXII 
Anno,  Aetatis  XXXVI."

There  was  also  a  marble  slab  erected  in  his  honor  by 
the  people  of  New  Castle  that  stood  a  long  time  against 
the  wall  of  the  church,  but  being  removed,  for  repairs 
to  the  church,  it  was  broken  in  two  parts  which  were 
leaned  against  the  wall  and  subsequently  lost. 

Hon.  James  Read,  their  son,  was  a  Lieutenant  of  the 
Royal  Navy.2  After  his  marriage  with  Ellen,  the  daugh- 
ter and  heiress  of  James  Bond,  a  man  of  wealth  in 
Georgia,  and  of  the  King's  Council,  he  resigned  from 
the  navy.     Having  distinguished  himself  he  was  urged 


read-bond  arms 


to  remain  but  declined.  He  always  bore  the  title  of 
Captain  thereafter,  though  he  resigned  as  a  Lieutenant. 
He  was  later  engaged  in  a  gallant  exploit,  capturing  a 
French  Privateer  that  had  beaten  off  a  King's  ship, 
boarding  her  in  the  night  with  boats  and  himself  shoot- 
ing the  captain.  He  afterwards  entertained  the  captain 
in  his  own  house  in  Savannah,  who  was  exceedingly 
grateful  to  James  Read  for  his  generous  conduct,  and

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presented  him  with  a  handsome  sword  which  is  still  in 
the  family.  Issue:  Jacob,  George  Padden,  died  s.  p., 
Dr.  William,  James,  died  s.  p.,  Susan. 

Senator  Jacob  Read/  the  eldest  son,  was  born  in 
South  Carolina  1752,  and  died  in  Charleston,  July  17, 
1816.  He  was  educated  at  Princeton  and  studied  law  in 
England  from  1773  to  1776.  During  the  Revolution  he 
served  as  Major  of  the  South  Carolina  Volunteers,  was 
taken  prisoner  and  confined  for  four  years  at  St.  Augus- 
tine, Fla.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Legislature,  and 
1783  was  a  delegate  from  South  Carolina  to  the  Con- 
tinental Congress,  remaining  a  member  of  that  body 
until  1786.  He  was  elected  as  a  Federalist  to  the  United 
States  Senate,  taking  his  seat  on  December  7,  1795.  At 
the  end  of  his  term,  March  3,  1801,  President  John 
Adams  appointed  him  Judge  of  the  United  States  Court 
for  the  district  of  South  Carolina  which  office  he  held  till 
his  death.4  He  married,  September  13,  1785,  Cath- 
arine, the  daughter  of  David  and  Anna  (French)  van 
Horn.    They  had  four  children:

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VAN  HORN 

As  early  as  1647  Cornells  van  Hoorn  was  in  this 
country.  His  name  is  among  the  signers  of  the  petition 
1664  to  Governor  Stuyvesant  for  the  surrender  of  New 
Netherlands  to  the  English.  He  married,  October  4, 
1659,  Anna  Maria  Jansz  von  Jamerica.     His  son: 

Abraham  van  Horn  was  one  of  the  leading  wealthy 
men  of  New  York  and  lived  on  Wall  Street.  June, 
1722,  Governor  Burnet  recommended  him  to  the  Lords 
of  Trade  as  one  of  the  Councillors  of  New  York,5  and 
July,  1723,  he  was  appointed  to  that  office,  holding  it 
until  his  death,  January  14,  1741.  He  married,  Sep- 
tember 16,  1700,  Maria,  the  eighth  daughter  of  David 
and  Zyntje  (or  Tryntri)  (Laurens)  Provoost  of  Am- 
sterdam. Issue:  Anna  Maria,  Catharine,  David,  Mar- 
garet, Samuel,  Anna. 

Their  eldest  son  and  third  child,  David  van  Horn, 
was  baptized  July  20, 1715.  He  was  said  to  be  descended 
from  a  collateral  branch  of  the  family  of  Philip  de 
Montmorency,  Count  van  Horn,  who  was  beheaded  with 
Count  Egmont  in  the  Netherlands.  Forty-two  portraits 
of  the  van  Horn  family  and  many  records  were  de- 
stroyed with  the  van  Horn  residence  in  the  great  New 
York  fire  of  1836.  He  married,  September  25,  1744, 
Anna,  the  daughter  of  Philip  and  Anetjie  (Philipse) 
French,  baptized  April  8, 1722.    Issue:

Printed  and  oral  statements  as  well  as  armorial  bear- 
ings confirm  the  Scotch  descent  of  this  family  and  the 
coat  of  arms  in  their  possession  from  the  time  of  the 
immigration  is  that  given  here  with  a  change  in  the 
tinctures.  These  are  the  arms  of  the  Frenches  of  Thorn- 
dike  and  Frenchland,  County  Berwick.6 

John  French  died  at  Braintree  Manor,  N.  Y., 
August  6,  1692.  According  to  early  records,  he  arrived 
in  New  England  previous  to  1640. 

Philip  French,  his  son  married  Anetjie,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Frederick  Philipse,  and  his  first  wife,  Margaret

The  Philipse  family  owned  large  estates  around 
Tarrytown  and  were  buried  in  the  church  there,  the 
family  on  one  side  and  their  slaves  on  the  other.  Being 
Tories,  at  the  time  of  the  Revolution  they  disposed  of 
all  their  property,  and  returned  to  England. 

The  daughter  of  Philip  and  Anetjie  French,  Anna 
French,  married  David  van  Horn,  whose  daughter, 
Catherine,  married  Jacob  Read,  of  South  Carolina. 

PROVOOST 

David  Provoost  I.,  was  born  in  Holland,  and  died 
January  16,  1656.  He  was  Commander  at  the  Fort 
Good  Hope  1642  to  1647;  first  of  the  nine  men,  1652; 
and  Sergeant  of  the  Blue  Flag  Company,  Burgher 
Corps,  New  Amsterdam  1653,  first  separate  Schont  at 
Bencoolen  (Benkulen)  1655,  Secretary  of  Bencoolen, 
Amersfort  (Amersfoort),  and  midwont  until  his  death. 

David  Provoost  II.,  his  son  (died  1724),  was  Cap- 
tain in  Colonel  Abraham  de  Peyster's  regiment,  New 
York  City,  1700;  Major  1710;  Lieutenant- Colonel 
1716;  member  of  the  General  Assembly  1702  to  1711, 
and  member  of  the  Council  1708  to  1710.  He  married 
Zyntje  (or  Tryntri)  Laurens  from  Amsterdam.  Their 
eighth  daughter,  Maria,  married  Abraham  van  Horn, 
whose  daughter,  Catherine,  married  Jacob  Read. 

HOWARD 

In  the  year  1686,  Joshua  Howard,  a  young  English- 
man of  the  House  of  Howard,  near  Manchester,  Eng., 
came  to  Maryland.  He  obtained  several  grants  of  land 
and  married  Johanna  O'Carroll,  a  lady  of  Irish  descent. 

One  of  his  sons,  Cornelius  Howard,  married  Ruth 
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(1723-1798) ,  the  daughter  of  John  and  Jemima  (Mur- 
ray) Eager,  a  family  which  had  been  long  settled  in 
Maryland. 

Colonel  John  Eager  Howard,  their  son,  was  born 
June  11,  1752,  and  died  October  12,  1827.  He  was 
buried  in  Old  St.  Paul's  Church  Yard,  Baltimore.  His 
funeral  was  attended  by  President  Adams  and  the  mili- 
tary and  civil  authorities.  At  the  time  of  the  Revolution 
he  was  appointed  one  of  the  Committee  of  Observation 

for  Baltimore  County  and  later 
to  be  Colonel  in  the  Militia,  but 
declined  because  of  inexperi- 
ence; he  accepted  after  a  time 
the  commission  of  Captain, 
which  was  dated  January  25, 
1776,  and  signed  by  Mathew 
Tilghman  who  was  President  of 
the  Convention.  Captain  How- 
ard had  then  completed  his 
twenty-fourth  year,  and  within 
two  weeks  had  raised  a  com- 
pany which  was  incorporated 
john  eager  Howard  with  Colonel  Beall's  Brigade  of 

the  Maryland  Flying  Camp, 
then  in  active  service  at  the  front.  At  the  battle  of 
White  Plains,  October  28,  1776,  this  force  with 
Howard  in  command  of  his  company  co-operated 
with  Smallwood's  First  Maryland  and  covered  the 
retreat.  In  December  of  the  same  year  the  Flying 
Camp  was  dismissed,  and  on  the  organization  of  the 
seven  regiments  furnished  by  Maryland,  Captain  How- 
ard became  Major  in  the  Fourth,  under  his  former  com- 
mander, Colonel  Hall,  his  commission  dated  April  10, 
1777.     He  was  appointed  June  1,  1799,  Lieutenant- 
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Colonel  of  the  Fifth  and  the  following  spring  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Sixth.  Finally,  after  the  battle  of  Hol- 
brook's  Hill,  he  succeeded  to  the  command  of  the  Second 
after  the  death  of  Lieutenant- Colonel  Ford.  He  was 
with  General  Greene  in  the  South,  who  gave  him  the 
highest  praise,  pronouncing  him  "  as  good  an  officer  as 
the  world  afforded,"  and  to  have  deserved  "a  statue  of 
gold,  no  less  than  Roman  and  Grecian  heroes."  At  the 
battle  of  Cowpens,  he  seized  the  critical  moment,  and 
turned  apparent  defeat  into  victory  by  his  coolness  and 
courage.  At  one  time  he  had  in  his  hands  seven  swords 
of  the  officers  of  the  71st  Grenadiers  who  surrendered  to 
him.  November,  1788,  Colonel  Howard  was  chosen 
Governor  of  Maryland  and  in  1796  he  was  elected  to  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States  to  fill  a  vacancy,  and  was 
subsequently  elected  for  the  full  term  which  expired 
March  4,  1808.  He  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  Balti- 
more Committee  of  Defence  in  1813.  To  the  over  timid 
at  this  time  he  replied  scathingly  that  he  had  as  much 
property  as  any  at  stake,  and  four  sons  in  the  field,  but 
that  he  would  give  up  all  rather  than  capitulate.  He 
made  the  address  of  welcome  to  General  Lafayette  on 
his  landing  at  Fort  McHenry,  and  with  other  members 
of  the  committee  entered  Baltimore  with  the  Marquis, 
in  whose  honor  he  gave  a  public  reception  at  Beb ^dere. 
Congress  voted  Colonel  Howard  a  medal  at  the  close  of 
the  Revolution,  for  his  valor  at  the  battle  of  Cowpens. 
The  inscription  is  as  follows : 

"  Quod  in  mutantem  hostium  aciem  subito  virmens 
praeclarum  bellicae  virtutis  specimen  in  pugna  ad  Cow- 
pens xvn  Jan.  m.  d.  cclxxxi."   I 

He  made  liberal  public  and  private  gifts  without  re- 
gard to  denomination.  His  gifts  to  the  city  of  Balti- 
more included  the  ground  for  the  first  monument  erected 
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to  Washington,  and  the  beautiful  squares  surrounding 
it,  which  are  known  as  Mount  Vernon  and  Washington 
Place;  also  the  ground  for  the  Methodist-Episcopal 
Church  on  Eutaw  Street,  and  the  lot  on  which  the 
Cathedral  is  built  deeded  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Church ; 
to  the  Presbyterian  Church,  the  ground  on  Fayette 
Street  between  Green  and  Paca  Streets,  known  as 
Westminster  Church;  in  the  corner  of  this  burying- 
ground  lie  the  remains  of  Edgar  Allan  Poe;  to 
Old  Saint  Paul's  Church  he  gave  the  ground  for  its 
beautiful  Rectory  on  Saratoga  Street,  built  in  1792, 
which  reverts  to  the  family  if  otherwise  used.  Beside  these 
are  his  gifts  of  the  ground  for  the  Liberty  and  Howard 
engine  houses,  and  the  markets,  known  as  Lexington 
and  Richmond,  and  a  lot  for  the  interment  of  strangers.7 
He  married,  May  18,  1787,  "at  Cliveden,"  Mar- 
garetta,  the  daughter  of  Benjamin  Chew,  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  Elizabeth  Benson  his  wife.  Margaretta 
Chew  has  historic  notoriety  as  having  won  the  heart  of 
Major  Andre,  who,  on  the  eve  of  the  famous  Mischianza 
1781,  indited  these  lines  to  her: 

"  If  at  the  close  of  War  and  strife 
My  destiny  once  more 
Should  in  the  various  paths  of  life 
Conduct  me  to  this  shore — 

Should  British  banners  guard  the  land 

And  faction  be  restrained, 
And   Cliveden's   mansion    peaceful   stand 

No  more  with  blood  be  stained, 

Say  wilt  thou  then  receive  again 

And  welcome  to  thy  sight, 
The  youth  who  bids  with  stifled  pain 

This  sad  farewell  to-night?  "

EAGER 

Prior  to  1668,  George  Eager  came  to  Maryland,  as 
in  that  year  the  estate  near  Baltimore  was  purchased. 
The  records  give  little  information  before  this  time. 

His  son,  John  Eager,  was  born  1723,  and  died  No- 
vember 17,  1798.  He  married  Jemima  Murray,  and 
their  daughter,  Ruth,  married  Cornelius  Howard.  Their 
son,  John  Eager  Howard,  inherited  large  estates  from 
his  mother.  He  married  Margaretta,  the  daughter  of 
Benjamin  Chew,  and  their  daughter,  Sophia  C,  mar- 
ried William  George  Read. 

CHEW

The  Chews  have  been  settled  in  America  longer  than

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any  other  family  represented  in  the  Provincial  Councils 
of  Pennsylvania.9 

John  Chew  came  to  Virginia  1622  in  the  vessel 
Charitie,  with  three  servants,  followed  by  his  wife  Sarah 
1623,  in  the  "  Seafloure/'10 

He  settled  at  James  City  and  a  deed  of  1624,  granted 
him  "  for  the  better  convenience  and  commoditie  of  his 
new  house  by  him,  now  over  see,  and  builded,  one  rood 
&  9  perches  of  land  lying  and  being  about  the  same 
house."  He  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  from 
Hogg's  Island  until  1623  and  from  Jamestown  1623. 

Colonel  Samuel  Chew,  of  Maryland,  his  fifth  son, 
married  Anne;  the  daughter  of  William  Ayres,  of 
"Ayres  Addition,"  Baltimore  County,  surveyed  for 
Edward  Ayres  on  the  west  side  of  the  Bush  River.11  She 
died  April  13,  1695.  Samuel  Chew  was  great-grand- 
father of  the  Councillor,  residing  in  Maryland  as  early 
as  1648.  (See  pp.  219,  248-249.)  He  had  seven  sons 
and  two  daughters. 

The  fifth  son,  Benjamin  CheWj,  was  born  the  "  13th 
day  of  ye  2  mo  1671,"  and  died  in  Maryland,  March  3, 
1699-1700.  He  married  "  8th  day  of  ye  10th  mo  1692," 
Elizabeth  Benson.  They  had  three  daughters  and  one 
son: 

Samuel  Chew  II.,  their  son,  was  born  August  30, 
1693,  and  died  June  16,  1743.  He  was  known  as  "  Sam- 
uel Chew  of  Maidstone,"  an  estate  near  Annapolis.  He 
practiced  medicine,  became  a  Quaker  and  removed  to 
Kent  County  on  the  Delaware.  He  had  a  residence  in 
the  town  of  Dover  which  is  still  standing,  and  was  also 
the  owner  of  a  plantation  about  three  miles  from  there.

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His  influence  was  strong  in  the  neighborhood  and  his 
abilities  were  recognized  by  the  government.  He  was 
Chief  Justice  of  the  lower  counties  from  1741  until  his 
death.  Though  a  Quaker  he  was  not  opposed  to  lawful 
war,  and  was  therefore  very  valuable  to  a  Governor, 
ordered  by  the  Crown  to  fit  out  troops,  yet  who  met  with 
constant  opposition  from  the  Quakers.  He  married  first, 
October  22,  1715,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Anne  Galloway:  second,  September  28,  1736,  Mary 
Galloway,  the  widow  of  his  brother-in-law,  Samuel 
Galloway.  By  his  first  wife  he  was  the  father  of  the 
Councillor  and  eight  other  children,  of  whom  six  died 
young. 

Chief  Justice  Benjamin  Chew,  of  Cliveden,  their 
son,  was  born  at  his  father's  seat  on  West  River,  Md., 
November  29,  1722,  and  died  January  20,  1810.  He  was 
appointed  Judge  and  President  of  the  High  Court  of 
Errors  and  Appeals  of  Pennsylvania,  his  commission 
being  dated  respectively  the  third  and  fourth  day  of 
October,  1791. 12  He  married  first,  Mary,  the  daughter 
of  John  and  Mary  (Thomas)  Galloway;  and  second, 
Elizabeth,  who  died  in  May,  1819,  the  daughter  of 
James  and  Mary  (Turner)  Oswald.  His  daughter, 
Margaretta,  married  John  Eager  Howard. 

The  parents  of  Mary  Turner,  who  was  a  sister  of 
Joseph  Turner,  the  Councillor,  are  not  known  to  have 
been  in  this  country.  Joseph  was  born  at  Andover, 
Hampshire,  Eng.,  May  2,  1701,  and  came  to  America 
January  13,  1713-14.  One  of  their  sisters  married  James 
Simmes,  a  merchant  in  Jamaica.

DE   VEAUX 

At  the  time  of  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes, 
Colonel  Andrea  de  Veaux,  of  a  Huguenot  family  of 
Brittany,  left  that  country,  and  settled  in  South  Caro- 
lina, where  he  married,  March  24,  1757,  Catherine 
Barnwell j  who  was  descended  as  follows: 

Colonel  John  Barnwell,  married  Anne  Berners. 

John  Barnwell,  married  Martha  Chaplin,  and  their 
daughter,  Catherine,  married  Andrea  de  Veaux.  ( See 
pp.  378-381  for  Barnwell  line.) 

When  the  British,  under  Major-General  Prevost  ad- 
vanced to  Charleston  in  1779,  Andrea  de  Veaux  and  his 
son  Andrea  II.,  then  about  eighteen  years  old,  joined  it, 
and  both  father  and  son  were  distinguished  officers  in 
that  army.  The  latter  recaptured  the  Island  of  New 
Providence,  April,  1783. *  In  a  letter  to  Sir  Guy  Carle- 
ton,  dated  New  Providence,  June  6,  1783,  Colonel  de 
Veaux  says: 

"  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  your  excellency  that 
on  the  first  of  April  last,  not  having  heard  that  peace 
was  concluded,  I  formed  from  St.  Augustine  an  expe- 
dition against  New  Providence  to  restore  its  inhabit- 
ants, with  those  of  adjacent  islands,  to  the  blessings  of 
a  free  government.  I  undertook  this  expedition  at  my 
own  expense  and  embarked  my  men,  which  did  not  ex- 
ceed sixty-five,  recruited  at  Harbor  Island  for  four  or 

i  Recapture  of  the  Island  of  Neto  Providence,  by  R.  MacKenzie. 
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five  days,  &  sailed  for  Providence  which  I  carried  about 
daylight  with  three  of  their  formidable  galleys  on  the 
14th.  .  .  .  My  force  never  at  any  time  consisted  of 
more  than  220  men  and  not  above  150  of  them  has  mus- 
quets,  not  having  it  within  my  power  to  procure  them 
at  St.  Augustine.    .    .    ." 

Leaving  the  English  army  at  the  time  of  his  marriage 
to  Anna  Maria,  the  daughter  of  Philip  and  Effie  (Beek- 
man)  Verplanck,  Colonel  de  Veaux  settled  in  "Red 
Hook,"  Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.,  where  he  built  a  large 
house  surrounded  by  a  park  of  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight  acres,  called  "Almont."  This  estate  was  sold  to 
the  Livingston  family  in  the  latter  part  of  the  eight- 
eenth century  by  Andrea  de  Veaux  II. 

"  It  was  the  career  of  this  man  of  mystery  which  made 
the  estate  famous  throughout  the  country  in.  his  day. 
Favored  of  the  nobility  and  a  protege  of  the  Crown,  he 
was  given  considerable  grants  of  land  in  South  Caro- 
lina, but  soon,  for  reasons  best  known  to  himself,  he 
purchased  from  General  John  Armstrong,  of  Revolu- 
tionary fame,  his  country  seat  in  Dutchess  County 
known  as  '  Almont.'  Apparently  possessed  of  limitless 
wealth,  none  of  his  neighbors  cared  to  inquire  its  source, 
for  de  Veaux  brought  with  him  into  the  heart  of  this 
centre  of  the  old  aristocracy  a  reputation  as  a  duellist 
and  fire-eater,  which  discouraged  undue  curiosity  about 
his  affairs.  He  had  been  commissioned  by  the  Crown 
to  suppress  some  of  the  rebellions  in  the  Bermudas  and 
other  English  dependencies  in  the  West  Indies,  and 
captured  a  number  of  the  forts  which  were  in  rebellion. 
Reproductions  of  the  forts  so  captured  were  after- 
wards cut  in  stone  and  adorned  the  mantels  in  the  old 
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mansion.  .  .  .  De  Veaux  chose  '  ALmont '  as  his  per- 
manent home  more  on  account  of  the  good  anchorage 
and  the  shelter  for  his  ships  provided  by  the  deep  cove 
in  front  of  the  property;  and  back  of  the  island  now 
known  as  '  Cruger's,'  de  Veaux's  sloops  always  came 
under  cover  of  darkness,  and  the  unloading  was  sur- 
rounded with  the  deepest  mystery.  He  brought  from 
the  West  Indies  a  corps  of  natives  as  slaves  or  servants, 
whose  chief  duty  it  was  to  keep  the  inquisitive  off  his 
possessions.  When  he  came  into  possession  of  the  Hud- 
son River  property,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  the 
four  hundred  acres  surrounding  the  mansion  had  been 
cleared.  The  rest  was  a  dense  forest  of  huge  oak  and 
hickory,  which  was  carefully  preserved  by  the  Living- 
stone family,  and  there  remains  to-day  some  two  hun- 
dred acres  of  virgin  forest  on  the  property.  .  .  .  The 
site  of  the  mansion  commands  a  magnificent  view  for 
miles  up  and  down  the  Hudson  River.  The  Catskill 
Mountains  lie  directly  across  the  river,  the  Overlook 
Hotel  being  in  plain  view.  .  .  .  The  famous  old  man- 
sion was  burned  in  1878,  leaving  only  the  old  farm- 
house and  barns.  .  .  .  The  walls  of  the  ruins  are  still 
standing.  It  was  in  the  deep  bay  adjoining  'Almont' 
that  Robert  Fulton,  who  married  a  member  of  the  Liv- 
ingston family,  conducted  the  experiments  with  his 
steamboats.  .  .  .  He  lived  in  a  house  on  the  adjoin- 
ing estate,  which  still  remains."

II.  (1381),  one  John  Sewall  was  Sheriff  of  Essex  and 
Hertfordshire,  England,  whose  coat-of-arms  was  the 
same  as  that  shown  to-day. 

In  Coventry,  Warwickshire,  Henry  Sewall  was  born 
1544,  and  was  alderman  and  mayor  of  Coventry  1589 
and  1606.  He  married  Margaret  Gazebrook,  of  Mid- 
dleton,  and  died  1629.  Two  of  their  sons  were  Henry 
and  Richard. 

The  first  named,  Henry  Sewall  II.,  married  Anne 
Hunt,  emigrated  to  New  England,  and  died,  leaving  an 
only  son,  from  whom  the  New  Englar  1  family  are  de- 
scended.

Doctor  Richard  Tilghman,  born  September  3, 
1626,  was  a  colonist  to  America  in  1660,  and  died  at 
"  The  Hermitage,"  Maryland,  January  7,  1675.  He 
was  a  surgeon  in  the  British  navy,  and  one  of  the  par- 
liamentarians who  signed  the  petition  to  have  justice 
done  King  Charles  I.  He  first  settled  upon  "  Canter- 
bury Manor,"  a  tract  of  a  thousand  acres,  granted  him 
by  Lord  Baltimore,  July  17,  1659.  The  fact  that  the 
patent  was  issued  before  his  arrival,  indicates  that  Doc-

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tor  Tilghman  was  offered  a  special  inducement  to  come 
to  the  province.  Being  a  man  of  family,  he  brought 
with  him  a  heritage  still  treasured  by  his  descendants  of 
to-day,  in  the  form  of  a  "record  book,"  begun  in  the 
year  1540,  during  the  life  of  his  great-great-grand- 
father, William  Tilghman  I.8  In  this  book  he  gives  an 
account  of  his  voyage  to  Maryland.  Each  generation 
has  added  its  entries,  and  it  is  one  of  the  most  complete 
family  records  in  the  State  of  Maryland.  Prior  to  his 
death.  Doctor  Tilghman  received  numerous  patents  for 
land,  which  aggregated,  in  Talbot  County  alone,  over 
eight  thousand,  two  hundred  acres.  One  of  these  pat- 
ents was  for  "  The  Hermitage,"  in  the  year  1666.  To 
this  estate  he  removed,  and  it  has  ever  since  been  the 
family  seat.  He  was  High  Sheriff  for  Talbott  County, 
1670  to  1671.    He  married  Maria  Poxley.    Their  son: 

Hon.  Richard  Tilghman  II.,  born  in  1672,  and 
died  in  1738,  was  Burgess  for  Talbot  County,  1698  to 
1702;  a  member  of  the  Council  from  1711;  Chancellor 
1725.

KILTY 

Captain  John  Kilty,  was  born  1756,  and  died  May 
27,   1811.     He  was  Captain  of  the  first  regiment  of 
Light  Dragoons,  1783,  with  a  record  of  six  years  and 
eight  months'  active  service,  in  the  war  of  the  Revolu- 
tion.    He  was  a  brother  of  Chancellor  William  Kilty,  of 
Maryland,  who  was  first  Chief  Justice  of  the  District 
of  Columbia.   He  married  Miss  Middleton,  but  had  no 
issue.     Both  John  and  William  Kilty  were  taken  pris- 
oners, and  confined  in  separate  prisons  until  the  close  of 
the  war1.    John  Kilty  was  made  Brigadier-General  and 
Adjutant- General  of  Maryland,  and  was  one  of  the 
original  members   of   the    Society   of  the    Cincinnati, 
whose  certificate,  with  the  signature  of  Washington,  is 
in  the  possession  of  Allan  MacSherry,  of  Baltimore. 
He  was  well  educated,  with  a  musical  talent,  which  has 
been  inherited  by  most  of  his  children.  He  held  the  civil 
office  of  Supervisor  of  the  Revenue  of  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, within  the  State  of  Maryland,  appointed  by 
President  Washington.     After  the  war,  General  Kilty 
settled  in  Annapolis.     In  1808,  he  published  The  Land- 
holders' Assistant  and  Landholders'  Guide.     He  had 
issue,  nine  children,  five  sons  and  two  daughters  of 
whom  died  unmarried.     A  younger   daughter,   Ellen 
Ahearn,  married  Major  Smack  of  the  United  States 
Army. 

The  elder  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  Robert  Wil- 
son, a  member  of  the  Maryland  bar,  whose  daughter 
Catherine  Somerville,  married  Richard  MacSherry.

A  physician  of  Baltimore,  Dr.  Richard  MacSherry 
was  commissioned  assistant  surgeon  in  the  United  States 
Navy,  and  detailed  surgeon  to  the  marines  at  the  break- 
ing out  of  the  Mexican  War,  serving  under  General 
Winfield  Scott.  He  was  present  at  the  capture  of 
Chapultepec  and  the  City  of  Mexico.  Dr.  MacSherry 
was  a  Spanish  scholar  and  a  writer  of  note.  He  made 
a  trip  around  the  world  in  the  frigate  Constitution  (Old 
Ironsides),  under  Captain  Jack  Percival.  April  17, 
1851,  he  resigned  from  the  navy,  being  stationed  at  the 
Naval  Hospital,  Norfolk,  and  removed  his  family  to 
Baltimore,  where  he  resided  the  remainder  of  his  life, 
dying  October  9,  1885.  He  was  president  of  the  Medi- 
cal and  Chirurgical  faculty  of  Maryland,  1883,  and  was 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  Baltimore  Academy  of  Medi- 
cine, and  its  first  president. 

He  married  Catherine  Somernille,  the  daughter  of 
Robert  and  Elizabeth  (Kilty)  Wilson.  Issue,  eight 
children   (four  of  whom  died  young)  : 

William  Kilty,  married  Charlotte  Combs,  and  died 
without  issue.

WYNNE 

Doctor  Thomas  Wynne,  was  born  in  northern 
Wales.  The  seal  attached  to  his  will,  probated  Febru- 
ary 20,  1692,  bears  the  design  of  a  triple  towered  castle.2

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He  came  to  this  country  with  William  Penn,  in  the  ship 
Welcome,  landing  at  New  Castle,  October  24,  1682, 
and  in  December,  at  Chester.  At  the  preliminary  As- 
sembly, held  at  Chester,  December  4,  1682,  Thomas 
Wynne  was  appointed  one  of  a  committee  of  three,  to 
request  the  Governor  to  form  a  constitution.  Dr. 
Wynne  and  his  wife  became  Quakers.  He  was  pres- 
ent at  the  first  meeting  of  the  religious  Society  of 
Friends,  held  in  Philadelphia,  November  9,  1683,  and 
was  appointed  one  of  a  committee  to  build  a  meeting- 
house. He  was  a  Member  of  the  Pennsylvania  As- 
sembly, 1683.  According  to  one  account  of  Philadel- 
phia, his  house  was  among  the  first  built  in  that  city 
on  Front  Street,  west  side  above  Chestnut  Street, 
which  was  once  called  Wynne  Street.  He  married, 
1665,  Martha  Buttall,  whose  family  was  identified 
with  the  town  of  Wreyham,  Eng. 

Their  daughter  Sidney  married,  December  20,  1690, 
William  Chew.

CHEW-O'DONNELL 

Benjamin  Chew,  the  son  of  William  and  Sidney 

(Wynne)   Chew,  was  born  in  Anne  Arundel  County, 

1700,  and  died  in  1763.     He  removed  to  Cecil  County, 

prior  to  1744,  where  he  was  Justice  of  the  Peace,  1743 

to  1762.3    He  married,  in  January,  1726,  Sarah  Bond.

It  is  said  that  their  ancestors  in  their  arms  recom- 
mended to  their  posterity — by  the  serpent,  prudence; 
by  his  color,  innocence;  in  a  red  field,  a  bloody  and 
troublous  world;  with  this  motto  or  inscription,  "  Si- 
lentio  et  Diligentia."  x 

According  to  Collison,  the  name  Brent  (from  an 
Anglo-Saxon  word,  meaning  to  burn),  as  applied  to 
certain  portions  of  the  coast,  occurs  in  the  annals  of 
Glastonbury  before  the  time  of  the  Danish  invasions. 
It  was,  he  says,  to  the  devastations  caused  by  the  Danes 
that  some  had  traced  a  fancied  origin  of  the  name.    But

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the  Duchess  of  Cleveland  in  her  book2  says  the  name 
of  "  Brent  is  from  Breaunt,  Breant  or  Brente,  near 
Havre."  The  family  remained  in  Normandy  in  the  six- 
teenth century  as  Viscounts  of  Holot.  This  would 
appear  to  be  the  more  probable  origin  of  the  name,  as 
the  earlier  de  Brents  were  clearly  Norman,  as  indicated 
by  their  name,  by  its  being  on  the  Roll  of  Battel  Abbey,3 
and  also  from  the  Norman  names  of  their  wives,  viz.: 
Malet,  de  Montecute,  de  la  Ford,  Deneband,  le  Eyre, 
Beauchamp,  Latimer.  "It  is  recorded  in  the  'Red 
Book  of  Knights  fees,  in  the  Exchecquer,' 4  that  Odo 
de  Brent,  at  the  time  of  the  Conquest,  was  Lord  of 
Cossington,  now  in  the  County  of  Somerset,  England." 
The  name  of  Odo  de  Brent's  son  is  not  known,  but 
that  of  his  grandson  was  Jeffry,  whose  son,  Nicholas,, 
was  the  father  of  Sir  Robert,  who  died  in  1262    (46 

Henry  III.),  having  married  Millicent .     (She 

married,  second,  Raymond  Malet.5)  Their  son,  Sir 
Robert,  married  Isabella,  the  daughter  of  Simon  de 
Montecute ;  she  survived  him,  his  death  occurring  in  the 
second  year  of  Edward  II.  When  Edward  I.  went 
into  Gascony,  1277,  Sir  Robert  attended  him,  as  he  did 
in  most  of  his  expeditions  into  Scotland,  being  then  a 
Knight.    In  1297  he  was  a  Knight  of  the  Shire  of  Som-

erset,  at  the  Parliament  then  held  at  Westminster.  He 
is  said  to  have  been  the  first  to  use  a  seal  of  his  arms, 
viz.,  a  Wiven,  as  it  is  now  borne  and  has  generally  been 
used  by  his  descendants.6 

His  son,  also  Sir  Robert  de 
Brent,  married  Claricia,  the  daugh- 
ter and  heir  of  Sir  Adam  de  la 
Ford,  of  Ford,  in  the  Parish  of 
Bawdrip,  bv  whom  he  had  the 
Manor  of  Ford,  and  other  lands, 
in  this  County,  Wilts,  Hants  and 
Essex.  Sir  Robert  is  buried  on  the 
north  side  of  the  choir  of  the  Ab- 
bey Church  of  Glastonbury.  This 
Robert  was  also  a  knight  and  a 
great  benefactor  to  the  Abbey  of 
Glastonbury. 
His  son,  Sir  Robert  de  Brent,  married  Elizabeth 
Deneband,  and  died  1357  (25  Edw.  III.) .  One  of  their 
sons,  also  Sir  Robert,  succeeded 
his  father  at  Cossington.  Another 
son,  John,  settled  himself  at  Char- 
ing, in  Kent,  on  some  lands  which 
were  Sir  Adam  de  la  Ford's, 
and  became  the  progenitor  of  a 
family  which  continued  there  with 
great  dignity  for  many  gener- 
ations.8

A  son  of  the  second  marriage, 
Sir  John,  succeeded  to  the  estate 
of  Cossington  (upon  the  death  and 
latimer  extinction  of  the  line  of  his  half- 

brother,  Sir  Robert  Brent).10 

His  son,  Sir  Robert,  married  Margaret,  the  daughter 
of  Hugh  Malet,  of  Currypool. 

Their  younger  son,  Robert,  married  Margery,  the 
daughter  of  George  Colchester,  Lord  of  Stoke  and 
Admington,  and  died  1531.  This  Robert  Brent 
founded  the  Brent  family  of  Stoke  and  Admington, 
whose  place  of  burial  was  in  the  church  at  Ilmington, 
in  Warwickshire,  where  a  memorial  tablet  in  brass 
gives  an  account  of  their  marriages  and  deaths. 

A  son,  Sir  William  Brent,  Lord  of  Stoke  and  Ad- 
mington,  married   Elizabeth  ,   and   died   1595. 

Their  son,  Sir  Robert,  married,  1572,  Mary,  the  daugh- 
ter of  John  and  Katharine  ( Hennage )  Huggef ord,  and 
died  158T.

burie  and  Witten,  and  Katherine  Greville,  his  wife. 
Sir  Richard  died  1652,  and  was  buried  at  Ilmington. 
He  had  thirteen  children,  a  number  of  whom  were  con- 
spicuously connected  with  the  early  history  of  Mary- 
land and  Virginia,  viz.:  Foulke,  Giles,  Mary,  and 
Margaret. 

Their  sixth  child,  George,  was  granted  administra- 
tion on  his  father's  estate,  May  21,  1652.  He  is  men- 
tioned in  his  grandmother's  will  and  in  a  conveyance  of 
1663,  as  of  "Defford."  He  married  Marianna,  the 
daughter  of  Sir  John  Peyton,  of  Doddington;  she  was 
twice  married  after  George  Brent's  death,  and  died 
after  1663.

BRENT    (Continued) 

Captain  George  Brent,  Gent.,  of  "Woodstock," 
Stafford  County,  Va.,  who  came  to  Virginia  before 
1671,  was  the  son  of  George  Brent  of  England  and  his 
wife,  Marianna  (Peyton)  Brent,  and  grandson  of  Sir 
Richard  Brent,  Lord  of  Stoke  and  Admington.  He 
was  Captain  of  a  Troop  of  Horse  1667;  appointed  May 
2, 1683,  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  Receiver- General 
north  of  the  Rappahannock,  and  appointed  July  10, 
1690,  Ranger- General  of  the  Northern  Neck.  He  died 
either  in  1699  or  1700. 

Among  other  large  estates,  George  Brent  acquired 
"Woodstock,"  now  "Acquia,"  and  "Brenton,"  Staf- 
ford County,  Va.  He  was  land  agent  for  Thomas, 
Lord  Culpeper,15  and  associate  land  agent  with  Colonel 
William  Fitzhugh,  of  Virginia,  for  Lady  Culpeper  and

His  brother,   Giles  Brent,  emigrated  to  Maryland 

1638,  married  Mary  ■,  and  died  in  Virginia  1676. 

He  was  sworn  in  as  one  of  the  three  Privy  Councillors 
to  Leonard  Calvert,  March  20,  1638-39.  He  was  ap- 
pointed Treasurer,  the  same  day,  May  29,  1639-40, 
was  Captain  of  the  Military  band  of  St.  Mary's,  "  to 
lead  and  command  them  and  exercise  them  in  discipline 
and  military,"  training  all  the  inhabitants  but  the  Coun- 
cillors on  "  Holy  days  and  at  other  needful  times." 
February  3,  1639-40,  he  was  Commander  of  Kent,  and 
granted  the  Manor  of  Kent  Fort,  on  Kent  Island,  with 
right  to  hold  a  baronial  court.  Governor  of  the  prov- 
ince, during  the  absence  of  Leonard  Calvert  in  Eng- 
land, April  15,  1643,  to  September  10,  1644.  In  1665- 
66  commanded  in  Virginia,  a  military  force  against 
Bacon. 

An  unmarried  sister  of  these  two  men  Margaret 
Brent,  was  left  by  Leonard  Calvert  his  sole  executrix, 
and  she  and  (her  sister)  Mary  Brent,  who  were  present 
at  his  death, 

"  Having  sworn  that  Leonard  Calvert,  by  word  of 
mouth  on  his  death-bed  did  appoint  Thomas  Green, 
one  of  the  Council,  to  be  his  successor.  Green  assumed 
the  reigns  of  Government;  and  on  November  16,  1647, 
This  day  the  question  was  moved  in  Court  whether  or 
no  Mr.  Leonard  Calvert,  remaining  his  Lordship's  sole 
attorney  within  the  province,  and  then  dying,  the  said 
Mr.  Calvert's  administrator  was  to  be  received  for  his 
Lordship's  attorney  within  this  province,  until  such 
time  as  his  Lordship  had  made  a  new  substitution,  or 
that  some  other  remaining  upon  the  present  commis- 
sion was  arrived  in  the  province." 
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The  Governor  demanded  Mr.  Giles  Brent's  opinion 
upon  the  said  query,  and  in  accordance  with  his  reply, 
"  The  Governor  conceived,  and  it  was  ordered  that  the 
administrator  of  Mr.  Leonard  Calvert  aforesaid,  should 
be  received  as  his  Lordship's  attorney  to  the  intents 
above  stated."18  At  the  session  of  1648,  Mistress 
Brent,  relying  upon  this  order,  made  an  application  to 
the  Assembly  "  to  have  a  vote  for  herself  and  another 
as  his  Lordship's  attorney."  This  was  refused  per- 
emptorily by  Governor  Green,  and  the  lady  protested 
in  form  against  all  the  proceedings  of  that  Assembly, 
unless  she  might  be  present  and  vote  as  aforesaid. 

"  Lord  Calvert  being  much  displeased  with  Mistress 
Margaret  Brent's  conduct  (distributing  cattle  among 
the  soldiers)  expressed  bitter  invectives  against  her. 
The  Assembly,  however,  in  their  spirited  address  and 
letter,  generously  defended  her.19     .     .     ." 

Of  Mary  Brent,  another  sister,  there  is  a  record  of 
a  court-baron  held  at  St.  Gabriel's  Manor,  1659,  by  her 
steward.  A  tenant  appeared,  did  fealty  to  the  lady, 
and  took  seisin  of  a  messauge  of  thirty-seven  acres  by 
delivery  of  a  rod,  "  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
manor,"  engaging  to  pay  yearly  "  fifteen  pecks  of  good 
Indian  corn  and  one  fat  capon  or  a  hen  and  a  half; 
and  for  a  heriot  half  a  barrel  of  like  corn  or  the  value 
thereof."  20

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1702,  Susannah,  the  daughter  of  Captain  Daniel  Sey- 
mour, of  Bermuda.  "  It  was  in  regard  to  the  interest 
devised  to  himself,  brothers  and  sisters  by  his  mother's 
half-brother,  William  Green,  of  Bermuda  (which  has 
been  previously  mentioned),  that  Robert  Brent,  of 
'  Woodstock,'  receiving  a  power  of  attorney  from  Nich- 
olas, his  brother,  dated  October  22,  1701,  visited  Ber- 
muda, and  while  there  married  Susannah  Seymour. 
February  28,  1688,  this  Robert  Brent  received  from 
King  James  II.,  the  grant  of  '  all  wrecks  in  and  upon 
any  of  the  rocks,  shelves,  seas  or  banks,  near  the  coast 
of  America,  between  Bermuda,  Porto  Rico  or  between 
Cartagena  and  the  Havana.'  " 21  Their  son  was  Rob- 
ert Brent,  of  Virginia. 

SEYMOUR 

In  1617  William  Seymour  was  foreman  of  the  Grand 
Jury  of  Assize  Court.  In  1619  he  was  Sergeant  Major 
under  Governor  Nat.  Butler,  and  in  1623,  he  was  Coun- 
cillor for  Sandys  Tribe.  The  last  official  mention  of 
him  is  August,  1628. 

In  1638,  Captain  William  Seymour,  Jr.,  was  Coun- 
cillor of  State  and  Commander  of  Paget  Fort,  1653. 
The  last  reference  to  him  is  May  3  and  4,  1653,  as 
Councillor  and  Commander  of  Southampton  Fort. 

Hon.  Florentitjs  Seymour,  was  Governor-General 
of  Bermuda,  1663  to  1668,  and  1681,  in  which  year  he 
died,  on  November  3.  Bermuda  was  at  that  time  part 
of  the  Virginia  Colony.  He  was  Councillor  of  State  and 
Captain  of  Southampton  Fort,  1661. 

Captain    Daniel    Seymour,    his    son,    was    Com-

A  son  of  Robert  and  Susannah  (Seymour)  Brent, 
Robert  Brent,  "  of  Virginia,"  was  born  1704,  and  died 
in  Maryland,  February  4,  1750.  He  married  in  Mary- 
land, May  6,  1729,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Henry  and 
Jane  (Doyne)  Wharton,  who  died  in  Maryland,  Janu- 
ary 15,  1773.  By  this  marriage  he  became  brother-in- 
law  to  Joseph  Pile  II.  who  died  previous  to  July,  1748, 
as  appears  by  renunciation  of  administration  by  his 
widow  Jane,  in  favor  of  his  brother,  Dr.  Francis  Parn- 
ham.  This  marriage  is  recorded  in  Durham  church, 
Charles  County,  Md.,  Trinity  Parish,  an  Episcopal 
church,  where  the  children  were  baptized.  Their  eldest 
daughter,  May,  however,  was  a  Carmelite  nun,  and  her 
brother  bequeathed  money  to  the  nunnery  in  case  of 
her  death.  Their  son  was  Robert,  of  Charles  County, 
Md.

Colonel  Jesse  Wharton,  who  came  from  the  Bar- 
badoes  and  died  in  1676,  was  President  of  the  Council 
of  Maryland,  1672  to  1676.  He  was  appointed  by 
Charles,  third  Lord  Baltimore,  to  be  Deputy-Governor 
of  Maryland   1676,    and   guardian   of   his   eldest   son

Cecil.22  He  married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Hon. 
Henry  Sewall.  After  Colonel  Wharton's  death,  she 
married,  second, Digges.  Her  sister,  Mary  Sew- 
all,  was  the  second  wife  of  George 
Brent,  of  "Woodstock,"  but  the 
Brents  descend  from  his  first  wife. 
The  will  of  Mrs.  Digges  was  dated 
September  20,  1700,  proved  July, 
1710,23  mentions  her  son,  Henry 
Wharton,  who  was  granted  "  Not- 
Icy  Hall,"  July  1,  1708,  will  proved 
February  4,  1745.  He  married 
Jane,  the  daughter  of  Joshua 
Doyne  and  his  wife  Jane,  of  the 
Barbadoes,  he  being  High  Sheriff 
of  St.  Mary's  County,  Md.,  1683. 
He  died  1693,  and  his  wife  1739. 
A  daughter,  Mary  Wharton,  married  Robert  Brent,

August  27,  1661,  Cecil,  Lord  Baltimore,  appointed 
Hon.  Henry  Sewall,  a  member  of  the  Council,  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Province,  Principal  Officer  and  Secretary 
of  the  State  and  Keeper  of  the  "Acts,  Recorded  of 
Grants  and  Wills  and  Chancellor."  He  was  Commis- 
sioner to  sign  Treaty  between  Province  and  Delaware 
Bay  Indians,  and  Commissioner  to  confer  with  Vir- 
ginia about  tobacco  legislation.25  He  married  Jane, 
the  daughter  of  Vincent  Lowe,  Esq.,  of  Denby,  County 
Derby,  Eng.  (born  1593,  died  after  1634,  in  the  eighth 
generation  from  Thomas  Lowe,  who  died  January  10, 
1415) ,  and  his  wife  Ann,  the  daughter  of  William  Cav- 
endish, whom  he  married  1614-15.  After  the  death 
of  Henry  Sewall,  his  widow  married  the  third  Lord 
Baltimore,  and  she  is  buried  at  St.  Giles.  Elizabeth

PILE 

Hon.  John  Pile,  Gent.,  of  "  Salisbury,"  on  the 
Wicomico  River,  Md.,  arrived  in  Maryland  before 
1648  with  his  wife,  Sarah.  He  was  living  1665.  His 
grant  "  Salisbury "  was  originally  for  four  hundred 
acres,  but  was  afterwards  increased  to  a  thousand  acres. 
It  was  the  home  of  his  posterity  for  generations.  He 
was  a  Catholic,  as  were  his  relations,  the  Tettershalls, 
who  came  during  the  year  1648,  apparently  from  the

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same  English  county,  Wilts,  and  under  his  immediate 
care.  John  Pile  was  Privy  Councillor  of  Maryland 
1649  to  1650.  His  commission28  is  dated  1648.  Dur- 
ing the  ascendency  of  the  Puritans,  at  the  period  of  a 
bitter  persecution,  he  came  forward  and  "  Confesseth 
himself  in  Court  to  be  a  Roman  Catholic,  and  hath 
acknowledged  the  Pope's  Supremacy."29  By  1660  he 
had  issue:   Joseph,,  Ann  and  Mary. 

Captain  Joseph  Pile,  Gent.,  of  "  Salisbury,"  was 
Commissioner  for  trial  of  Causes  and  Justice  of  the 
Peace  1676,  and  was  reappointed  each  year  from  1677 
to  1680.30  He  was  a  member  of  the  Assembly  from 
St.  Mary's  November,  1688.  Was  a  Committee  with 
Mr.  John  Stone  from  the  Lower  House  to  consult  with 
the  Upper  House  in  relation  to  oath  of  allegiance.31 
Joseph  Pile  died  1692  and  his  will  is  in  Annapolis.32 
His  only  son,  Joseph,  inherited  Salisbury.  His 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  John  Parnham;  through 
her,  the  descendants  of  Robert  Brent,  of  Charles 
County,  are  of  the  blood  of  the  Privy  Councillor.

A  son  of  Robert  and  Anna  Maria  (Parnham)  Brent, 
Robert  Brent,  "  of  Brentfield,"  Charles  County,  Md., 
was  born  June  17,  1759,  and  died  1810.  He  married, 
February  26,  1783,  Dorotfiy,  the  daughter  of  William 
Leigh,  of  Charles  County  (living  May  11,  1789),  and 
his  wife  nee  Doyne.

Their  son,  William  Leigh  Brent,  was  born  February 
20,  1784,  in  Maryland,  and  died  in  Martinsville,  La., 
July  3,  1848.  He  was  a  lawyer  and  went  to  Louisiana 
just  after  his  marriage,  being  commissioned  by  Presi- 
dent Madison  as  Deputy  Attorney- General  for  the 
western  District  of  the  territory  of  Orleans.  He  prac- 
tised law  successfully  in  the  Attakapas,  and  1822  was 
elected  as  the  Representative  of  Louisiana,  in  Congress, 
that  state  being  then  only  entitled  to  one  Congressman. 
He  was  re-elected  1824  and  1826.  He  remained  in 
Maryland,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  practising 
law,  and  educating  his  children,  from  1826  to  1844, 
when  he  returned  to  Louisiana  and  died  there.  He 
married  in  Maryland,  April  4,  1809,  Maria,  the  daugh- 
ter of  James  Fenwick,  of  "  Pomonky,"  Charles  County, 
and  his  wife,  Henrietta  Maria  Lancaster.  Maria  was 
born  February,  1791-92,  and  died  January  1,  1836. 
"Pomonky"  on  the  Potomac,  just  above  Indian  Head, 
the  country  residence  of  William  Leigh  Brent,  was 
devised  by  will  (dated  January,  and  proved  April  1, 
1771),  of  James  Cole,  son  of  Edward  Cole  III.,  and 
half-brother  to  Sarah  Taney,  who  married  Ignatius 
Fenwick,  Jr.,  to  his  nephew,  James  Fenwick,  after  his 
mother  Sarah's  death.  James  Fenwick,  by  will  proved 
October  14,  1823,  devised  "Pomonky"  to  William 
Leigh  Brent  and  his  wife,  nee  Maria  Fenwick,  for  life, 
then  to  their  son,  Robert  James  Brent.

Cuthbert  Fenwick,35  Gent.  (1614-1655),  an  early 
Virginia  colonist,  became  one  of  the  original  band  of 
Pilgrims  of  1634,  in  Maryland.  All  the  known  facts 
of  his  career  prove  him  to  have  been  a  sincere  believer 
in  the  faith  of  the  ancient  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and 
one  of  the  most  loyal  of  her  children.  He  was  the  spe- 
cial protege  of  one  of  the  noblest  spirits  in  the  band  of

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Pilgrims,  Captain  Cornwallis,  the  Chief  Councillor  of 
the  Governor,  in  1634.  During  Captain  Cornwallis* 
frequent  voyages  to  England,  Cuthbert  Fenwick  lived 
at  "  The  Cross,"  which  was  the  name  of  Captain  Corn- 
wallis' manor-house  (the  Manor  itself  was  called 
"Cornwallis'  Cross"36),  where  he  transacted  faith- 
fully all  business  relating  to  the  manor. 

"  So  intimate  was  the  relationship  that  he  was  sum- 
moned on  one  occasion  (the  only  case  of  so  peculiar  a 
kind  of  representation  .  .  .  upon  the  records)  by 
a  special  writ,  to  sit  as  the  '  Attorney '  of  the  Council- 
lor, at  a  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  ...  in 
1640." 37 

Largely  because  of  enmity  toward  Cornwallis,  rather 
than  any  personal  reason,  Cuthbert  Fenwick  was  sur- 
prised by  the  pirate,  Captain  Ingle,  and  his  party,  and 
confined  as  a  prisoner  on  the  pirate's  ship;  the  manor- 
house  was  much  injured,  and  servants,  furniture  and 
other  property  stolen.  When  traveling  to  Accomac, 
Va.,  on  one  occasion,  Fenwick  was  robbed.38  He  was 
intimate  with  the  Rev.  Thomas  Copley,  and  often  in 
contact  with  Governor  Leonard  Calvert;  took  part  in 
the  little  engagement  of  1635  upon  a  tributary  of  the 
Chesapeake,  between  the  pinnace  commanded  by  War- 
ren (the  lieutenant  of  Clayborne),  and  the  two  armed 
boats,  under  the  command  of  Cornwallis;39  and  sat  in 
the  Assembly  of  1638,40  the  earliest  of  which  we  have 
a  satisfactory  account.  As  an  individual  freeman,  he 
had  a  seat  also  in  the  Legislature  of  the  subsequent

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year.41  Few,  if  any,  of  the  original  colonists  were  mem- 
bers more  frequently  of  the  legislative  body  than  he. 
Again,  he  aided  the  government  in  the  regulation  of  the 
Indian  trade  with  the  colonists;42  and  about  the  same 
time,  reported  the  information  he  had  obtained  respect- 
ing the  murder  of  Rowland  Williams  of  Accomac,43  a 
case  which  engaged  the  prompt  attention  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  resulted  in  the  union  of  Maryland  with  her 
sister  colony44  in  the  punishment  of  the  Nanticokes. 

In  1644,45  he  held  a  commissionership  at  St.  Mary's — 
an  office  out  of  which  grew  that  of  the  early  County 
Court  Judge.  He  was  the  foreman  of  many  of  the  most 
important  trial  juries,  at  the  provincial  court  (in  the 
case,  for  instance,  of  the  Piscataway  Indians  already 
quoted)  ;  the  first  member  of  the  Financial  Commit- 
tee,46 and  probably  the  Speaker47  in  the  Lower  House 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Assembly,  of  1649;  and  in  the 
Protestant  one  of  1650,  he  was  Chairman  of  a  joint 
Committee  upon  the  "  Laws,"  including  Governor 
Green  and  Colonel  Price  from  the  Upper  House.  Al- 
though present  at  the  time,  he  did  not  sign  the  Protes- 
tant Declaration;  upon  the  questions  arising  between 
the  two  religious  parties,  in  the  Protestant  Assembly 
of  1650,  he  voted  with  the  Roman  Catholic  members; 
gave  a  legacy  to  each  of  the  Roman  Catholic  priests, 
in  testimony  of  his  faith  in  the  Church  of  Rome,48  to

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say  nothing  of  the  further  evidence  derived  from  the 
fact  that  so  many  of  his  descendants  are  still  members 
of  the  same  communion.  The  latter  part  of  his  life,  he 
resided  upon  "  Fen  wick  Manor,"  and  died  about  the 
year  1655  ;49  will  dated  March  6,  1654.  He  held  a 
tract  bounded  by  St.  Cuthbert's  Creek.50  '  Fenwick  ' 
was  the  seat  of  a  distinguished  family  of  the  same  name 
in  the  County  of  Northumberland,  Eng.,51  and  '  Fen- 
wick '  was  the  manor  erected  for  the  early  colonist  in 
what  was  subsequently  Resurrection  Hundred,  St. 
Mary's  County."  "  Fenwick  Manor,"  upon  the  Patux- 
ent,  was  surveyed  for  Cuthbert  Fenwick,  in  1651.52 

In  1649,  Cuthbert  Fenwick  was  a  widower,  and  the 
father  of  several  children  (Thomas,  who  probably  died 
young,  Cuthbert,  Ignatius,  and  "Teresa"53).  That 
year  he  married  Jane  (Eltonhead)  Moryson,54  the 
widow  of  Robert  Moryson,  of  "  Kecoughtan  "  County, 
Va.,  and  the  daughter  of  Richard  Eltonhead  of  Elton- 
head. 

Under  the  will  of  Cuthbert  Fenwick,  the  lordship  of 
Fenwick  Manor  was  held  by  Cuthbert,  Jr.,  the  eldest 
son  of  his  first  wife.  The  children  of  his  second  wife 
were  Robert,  Richard  and  John.  The  descendants  of 
the  original  Lord  of  the  Manor  are  many  in  the  United 
States,  and  are  to  be  found  in  civil 55  and  military  serv-

ELTONHEAD

The  Eltonhead  (or  Eltonhed)  family  were  of  Lan- 
cashire County,  England,60  and  descended  from  Henry 
of  Eltonhed  through  Thomas,  Henry,  Nicholas,  John, 
Richard,  William,  to  Richard  of  Eltonhed,  Gent.,  in 
the  eighth  generation  from  Henry.  Richard  was  aged 
eighty-two,  September  23,  1664.  He  married  Ann,  the 
daughter  of  Edward  Sutton,  of  Rushton  Spencer, 
County  of  Stafford.  He  was  the  father  of  Jane,  who 
married  Cuthbert  Fenwick.  She  was  the  sister  of  Rich- 
ard of  "Eltonhead"  and  William  Eltonhead.  The  lat- 
ter was  Privy  Councillor  of  Maryland  and  was  shot  in 
cold  blood  after  the  battle  of  Severn,  "  for  treason,"  by 
the  Puritans.  His  uncle,  Edward  Eltonhead,  was  one 
of  the  "Masters"  of  the  English  "High  Court  of 
Chancery."

The  first  marriage  of  Jane  Eltonhead  was  to  Robert 
Moryson  of  "Kecoughtan"  County,  Va.,61  and  her 
second,  1649,  to  Cuthbert  Fenwick.  She  died  in  1660, 
and  her  will  sheds  much  light  on  the  social  and  domestic 
life  of  that  day,  and  "  enables  us  to  form  some  idea  of 
the  degree  of  comfort  in  the  family  of  this  early  colo- 
nial legislator,  Cuthbert  Fenwick,  and  gives  a  very 
good  key  to  a  bedchamber,  a  lady's  wardrobe,  head- 
dress, and  other  articles,  in  1660.  She  bequeaths  to  her 
step-daughter,  'Teresa,'  a  little  bed,  a  mohair  rug,  a 
blanket,  a  pair  of  sheets,  and  '  the  yellow  curtains  ' ;  her 
taffeta  suit  and  serge  coat;  all  her  '  fine  linen,'  consist- 
ing of  aprons,  handkerchiefs,  head-clothes,  &c. ;  her 
'wedding-ring';  her  hoods,  scarfs  (except  her  'great' 
one),  and  gloves  (except  three  pair  of  cotton);  and 
her  three  petticoats,  one  of  which  is  a  '  tufted-holland,' 
and  another  a  '  new  serge,'  and  the  third  a  '  spangled 
one.'  She  gives  to  her  own  three  children,  Robert,  Rich- 
ard and  John,  her  '  great  scarf,'  all  her  jewels,  '  plate,' 
and  rings  (except  the  'wedding'  one)  ;  and  to  each  of 
them  a  bed  and  pair  of  cotton  gloves.  To  her  stepsons, 
Cuthbert  and  Ignatius,  she  wills  an  '  ell  of  taffeta ' ;  to 
the  Rev.  Francis  Fitzherbert,  a  hogshead  of  tobacco, 
for  five  years.  To  her  negro-servant,  Dorothy,  her  '  red 
cotton  coat '  and  some  '  old  linen ' ;  to  Esther,  her  '  new 
maid-servant,'  all  the  linen  of  '  the  coarser  sort ' ;  to 
Thomas,  the  Indian,  two  pairs  of  shoes,  a  matchcoat, 
and  some  other  things;  to  Anthumpt,  another  Indian, 
several  articles  of  clothing;  to  Thomas's  mother  (the 
'  old  Indian  woman')  three  yards  of  cotton.  To  Wil- 
liam (a  negro),  the  right  to  his  freedom,  provided  he 
pay  a  hogshead  every  year  to  the  church,  and  continue

'  for  ever,'  if  he  leave  her  communion." 62 

COLE 

The  Cole  family  were  first  represented  in  St.  Mary's 
County,  Md.,  by  Robert  Cole  who  died  in  1663.  He 
married  the  widow  of Knott. 

His  son,  Edward  Cole,  a  merchant,  of  St.  Mary's 
(1657-1717),  will  proved  December  20,  1717,  married 
Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Robert  and  Susannah  ( Ger- 
ard) Slye,  born  1669,  living  in  1722. 

Their  son,  Edward  Cole  II. ,  Gent.,  of  "  De  la  Brooke 
Manor,"  will  proved  May  (?)  26,  1761,  married,  1715, 
Anne,  the  daughter  of  James  Neale  and  his  second  wife, 
Elizabeth  Lord.63  Edward  devised  to  wife  Anne,  all 
his  lands  and  a  part  of  De  la  Brooke  Manor  during  her 
life,  and  after  her  death  to  "my  grandson,  Ignatius 
Fen  wick."  The  marriage  of  Anne  Neale  and  Edward 
Cole  is  shown  by  wills;  in  1727,  that  of  James  Neale,64 
and  in  1784,  that  of  his  wife,  Elizabeth.65  Also,  January 
10,  1715,  two  negroes  are  given  "in  consideration  of 
marriage  lately  had  between  Edward  Cole,  of  St. 
Mary's,  and  my  beloved  daughter,  Anne."66  Their 
daughter  Mary  married  Ignatius  Fenwick,  of  "  Cherry- 
fields." 

Their  son,  Edward  III.,  married  Sarah  (Brooke) 
Taney,  widow  of  Michael  Taney  III.,  (and  the  daugh- 
ter of  John  Brooke.)

Captain  Robert  Slye  of  "Bushwood,"  St.  Mary's, 
Md.  (1615-1670),  was  a  Member  of  the  Council  of 
State  in  Maryland  1655,  and  a  Burgess  from.  St.  Mary's 
County,  1658.  He  was  also  Captain  of  Militia.  His 
wife  was  Susanna,  the  daughter  of  Doctor  Thomas  and 
Susanna  (Snow)  Gerard,  of  "St.  Clement's  Manor," 
St.  Mary's.  Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married 
Edward  Cole,  Sr.,  whose  granddaughter,  Mary  Cole, 
married  Ignatius  Fenwick,  of  "  Cherryfields."  Their 
descendant,  Maria  Fenwick,  by  her  marriage  with  Wil- 
liam Leigh  Brent,  connected  that  family  with  the  Cole 
and  Slye  families. 

GERARD

Doctor  Thomas  Gerard,  "  Esq.,"  Lord  of  "  St. 
Clement's  Manor,"  St.  Mary's  County,  Md.  (1600- 
1673),  was  a  Member  of  the  Assembly  of  Maryland 
from  St.  Mary's  Hundred,  and  also  in  1641,  of  the 
Council.  He  seems  to  have  been  a  fearless  and  deter- 
mined man,  and  to  have  acted  on  his  conviction  irrespec- 
tive of  all  parties.67  "  With  the  grant  of  a  manor,  there 
was  frequently  granted  a  right  for  the  Lord  of  the 
Manor  to  hold  a  '  Court  Leet  and  Court  Baron.'  There 
is  a  record  of  the  holding  of  several  of  such  Courts  at 
'  St.  Clement's  Manor,'  from  1659-72,GS  which  gives  an 
interesting  insight  into  the  life  and  customs  of  that  time. 
It  was  in  the  session  of  Assembly  that  met  on  February

Captain  James  Neale,  Gent.,  of  '  Wollaston 
Manor,"  Charles  County,  Md., 
came  to  Maryland  1638  to  1645, 
and  died  1684.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Provincial  Council  of  Mary- 
land 1643  to  1644,  1660  to  1661; 
Burgess  1666;  Commissioner  of 
Treasury  1643.  Attorney  of  Lord 
Baltimore  at  Amsterdam;  was 
commissioned  Captain  by  Lord 
Baltimore  to  raise  troops  against 
the  Dutch  on  Delaware  Bay.  "  On 
the  first  of  September,  in  this  year

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(1642),  Captain  James  Neale,  an  experienced  mariner, 
who  had  lived  in  Spain,  now  settled  on  a  large  estate 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Wicomico  River,  not  far  from 
St.  Mary's,  and  a  prominent  citizen,  arrived  at  Boston 
with  two  pinnaces,  commissioned  by  Governor  Calvert 
to  buy  mares  and  sheep."71  "The  visit  of  the  Com- 
missioners (1659,  Virginia  boundary  dispute)  did  not 
tend  to  the  solution  of  the  question  in  dispute,  and  the

In  1666, 
James  Neale  petitioned  the  Assembly  for  the  naturali- 
zation of  his  four  children,  "  Henrietta  Maria,  James, 
Dorothy,  and  Anthony  Neale,  born  in  Spain,  of  Ann 
his  wife,  during  his  residence  there  as  a  merchant,  and 
when  employed  there  by  the  King  and  Duke  of  York  in 
several  emergent  affairs."74  One  of  James  Neale's 
descendants  was  Archbishop  Neale,  the  successor  of 
Archbishop  Carroll. 

His  son,  James  Neale  II.,75  Gent.,  of  "  Wollaston 
Manor,"  Md.,  died  1768.  He  married  twice,  first  Eliza- 
beth, the  daughter  of  William  Calvert;  second,  Eliza- 
beth, the  daughter  of  Captain  John  Lord,  of  Westmore- 
land, Va.76  His  daughter,  Anne,  married  Edward  Cole

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wick,  Sr.,  whose  great-granddaughter,  Maria  Fenwiek, 
married  William  Leigh  Brent. 

It  was  supposed  for  some  time,  that  Anne  Neale  was 
the  daughter  of  James  Neale's  first  wife,  Elizabeth  Cal- 
vert, the  original  marriage  contract  having  been  found 
among  the  papers  of  Robert  James  Brent.  The  dates, 
however,  indicate  that  she  was  a  daughter  of  the  second 
wife,  Elizabeth  Lord. 

Anthony  Neale,  Gent.,  son  of  Captain  James  and 
Ann  (Gill)  Neale,  died  1723.  He  was  Lieutenant  of 
His  Lordship's  Troops  of  Charles  County,  Md.,  Jan- 
uary, 1686.  He  married  Elizabeth,77  the  daughter  of 
William  Roswell,  whose  wife  was  Emma  Turner,  the 
widow  of  Thomas  Turner. 

Their  son,  Raphael  Neale  (1683-1743),  married 
Mary,  the  daughter  of  Baker  and  Ann  (Calvert) 
Brooke.  The  will  of  Raphael  Neale  was  proved  July 
20,  1743.    His  wife's  will  was  proved  in  May,  1763. 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  John  Lancaster, 
Sr.,  who  was  appointed  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Charles 
County,  November  21,  1778,  and  reappointed  July  24, 
1779.  Their  son,  John  Lancaster,  Jr.,  of  Cob  Neck, 
Charles  County,  was  appointed  first  Lieutenant  of  Cap- 
tain Yeakes'  Company,  May  28,  1779.

ROSWELL,   OR   ROSEWELL 

A  patent  was  issued  September  8,  1666,  to  William 
Roswell,  of  two  hundred  acres  of  land  five  miles  from 
Chaptico,78  for  transporting  four  persons  into  the  Col- 
ony ;  also,  on  the  same  date,  a  patent  for  three  hundred 
acres,  adjoining  land  of  Emma  Turner,  called  "  St. 
Barbara's,"  for  transporting  William  Johnson  and  three 
others.  "  St.  Barbara's  Addition,"  one  hundred  and 
twenty  acres  was  surveyed  for  him  December  28, 
1680  (?).79 

He  was  Commissioner  for  St.  Mary's  County,  March 
22,  1663,  and  August  29,  1668.  Commissioned  Justice 
of  the  Peace  for  St.  Mary's  County,  September  5,  1664. 
March  2,  1675,  he  was  appointed  of  St.  Mary's  Com- 
mission with  Joseph  Pile;  reappointed  and  of  the 
Quorum,  March  4,  1678.80 

He  married  Emma  Turner,  the  widow  of  Thomas 
Turner,  as  recited  in  patent  to  her  for  St.  Barbara's, 
dated  July  26,  1664.  Mrs.  Turner  was  also  the  widow 
of  William  Johnson,  planter. 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth  Roswell,  married 
Anthony  Neale,  as  set  out  in  an  affidavit  of  her 
mother,  in  the  case  of  Shorter  vs.  Boswell.81

Michael  Taney  came  to  Maryland  about  1660.  His 
will  was  dated  May  18,  and  proved  June  21,  1692.83  He 
was  High  Sheriff  of  Calvert 
County,  Md.,  1685-89.  "On  the 
third  of  August  the  Assembly  met 
at  the  house  of  Philip  Lynes,  at  the 
head  of  Britton  Bay,  and  Michael 
Taney,  the  Sheriff  of  Talbot 
County,  was  brought  before  them 
on  the  third  of  September,  and  im- 
prisoned at  Charleston  because  he 
would  not  acknowledge  their  au- 
thority."84 Michael  Taney,  al- 
though a  Protestant,  refused  to 
prostitute  his  office  of  High  Sheriff 
and  do  the  behest  of  Cood  and  Jow- 
els  in  furtherance  of  their  insurrec- 
tionary schemes,  for  which  he  was 
arrested,  but  defended  himself  with  courage  and  spirit 
before  the  Protestant  Assembly  1689."  85  His  first 
wife  was  named  Mary,  and  was  living  in  1685. 

His  son,  Michael  Taney  II.,  of  Calvert  County,  Md., 
who  died  1702,  married  Dorothy,  the  daughter  of  Roger 
and  Dorothy  (Neale)  Brooke.  She  was  the  grand- 
daughter of  Captain  James  Neale  and  Ann  Gill,  his 
wife.  Her  will  (being  then  Mrs.  Dorothy  Smith,  having

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Smith) ,  was  dated  August  18,  1730,  and  proved  Febru- 
ary, 1730-1."86  "  Dorothy,  widow  of  Michael  Taney,  2d., 
gave  bond  January  9,  1702-3,  for  administration  of  his 
estate,  her  sureties  being  Roger  Brooke  and  Thomas 
Taney."87 

Their  son,  Michael  Taney  III.,  of  Calvert  County, 
Md.,  died  in  1743.  In  his  will  dated  June  2,  1743,  and 
proved  March  24,  1743,88  he  mentions  his  wife  Sarah, 
his  son,  Michael,  and  daughter,  Dorothy  Brooke,  and 
his  son-in-law,  Basil  Brooke.  He  also  makes  provision 
for  his  unborn  daughter,  Sarah.  He  married,  as  his 
second  wife,  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  John,  and  the  grand- 
daughter of  Roger  Brooke.

His  will  was 
proved  November  30,  1612.  He  married  Susan,  the 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Forster  of  Etherstone,  County 
Durham.    Their  third  son: 

Robert  Brooke,  Esq.,  of  "De  la  Brooke  Manor" 
(1602-1655),  received  at  Wadham  College,  Oxford,  the 
degree  of  B.  A.,  July  6,  1620,  and  that  of  M.  A.,  four 
years  later.     He  emigrated  to  America  in  1650. 

"  So  impressed  was  Cecilius  Calvert  by  the  coming  of 
Robert  Brooke  (to  Maryland)  that  he  made  it  the  sub- 
ject of  a  special  message  to  Governor  Stone  and  to  the 
Privy  Council,  with  instructions  to  them  to  enroll  and 
register  his  grant  to  Robert  Brooke  in  the  common

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registry  of  the  said  province  for  the  better  confirmation 
and  manifestation  thereof."  The  grant  consisted  of  a 
whole  county  and  Mr.  Brooke  was  endowed  with  "  such 
honors,  dignities,  privileges,  fees,  perquisites,  profits  and 
immunities  as  are  belonging  to  the  said  place  and  office 
of  commander  of  the  said  county,  etc."  He  was  further 
given  the  power  to  call  Courts  for  the  purpose  of  hear- 
ing civil  causes,  etc.  Lord  Baltimore  also  appointed 
Robert  Brooke  commander-in-chief  under  him,  "of  all 
the  forces  which  shall  be  armed,  levied  or  raised  in  the 
said  county  and  to  lead  and  conduct  them  against  the 
Indians  and  other  foreign  enemies."  The  Proprietary 
also  forwarded  to  Maryland  a  commission  naming 
Robert  Brooke  as  a  "  Member  from  Privy  Council  to 
meet  and  assemble  himself  in  Council  upon  all  occa- 
sions." 

"  Therefore,  when  on  the  last  day  of  June,  1650, 
Robert  Brooke,  lineal  descendant  of  King  Fergus  II. 
(A.  D.  404) ,  sailed  into  the  Patuxent  River  in  his  own 
ship,  with  a  retinue  of  28  servants,  he  was  accorded,  no 
doubt,  the  welcome  which  the  heralding  of  Lord  Balti- 
more naturally  insured  to  him.  Charmed  by  the  pic- 
turesque shores  of  the  Patuxent,  he  sailed  many  miles 
farther  up  than  any  adventurer  had  sailed,  and  chose 
for  his  abiding  place  the  two  thousand  acres  known  as 
the  Manor  of  De  la  Brooke,  of  which  his  eldest  son, 
Baker,  was  created  lord,  while  his  father  became  com- 
mander of  the  new  county  named  Charles,  in  honor  of 
the  King." 

"The  fact  that  he  came  to  Maryland  as  a  friend  of 
King  Charles  and  was  an  adherent  and  Privy  Councillor 
of  the  Lord  Baltimore  and  changed,  his  allegiance  to  the 
Cromwellian  party  when  they  deposed  Governor  Stone, 
in  1652,  has  caused  much  surmise  among  his  descend- 
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ants.  Robert  Brooke  was,  however,  not  the  only  man 
who  changed  his  politics  at  this  time,,  and  it  is  quite  im- 
possible to  judge  at  this  distance  whether  he  thought  he 
could  best  serve  Lord  Baltimore's  interests  as  acting- 
Governor  under  Parliament,  or  whether  he  really  was 
diplomatic  and  accepted  the  goods  the  gods  provided. 
Certain  it  is,  however,  that  Lord  Baltimore  resented  the 
change  of  front  by  annulling  his  commission  as  com- 
mander of  Charles  County  in  1654,  at  which  time  Cal- 
vert County  was  erected  in  its  place." 

"  Ten  of  his  children  came  to  Maryland  from  Eng- 
land with  Robert  Brooke  and  Mary,  his  wife.  It  is, 
therefore,  not  surprising  that  it  took  a  ship  of  his  own 
to  bring  his  family  across  the  ocean.  .  .  .  Although 
Robert  Brooke  lived  only  five  years  after  coming  to 
Maryland,  he  left  a  lasting  impression  upon  the  history 
of  his  day." 90 

The  settlement  founded  by  Robert  Brooke,  in  1650, 
(who  was  a  Protestant),  twenty  miles  from  the  mouth 
of  the  Patuxent,  was  probably  Anglo- Catholic.  There 
were  originally  forty  persons  in  the  company,  including 
Brooke's  own  very  large  family,  now  represented  by  the 
Brookes  of  Brooke-Grove,  in  Montgomery,  and  by  a 
vast  number  of  descendants  in  Prince  George's,  and  in 
other  counties  of  the  western  shore.91  The  settlement 
was  erected  into  a  county,  under  the  name  of  Charles; 
and  one  of  Mr.  Brooke's  sons  created  lord  of  the  manor, 
called  "  De  la  Brooke,"  which  formed  the  chief  seat  of 
the  little  colony.  Under  a  commission  from  the  pro- 
prietary, Mr.  Brooke  was  the  first  commander  of  the 
County,  he  also  held  a  seat  in  the  Privy  Council,  and  at

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a  later  period,  but  during  the  ascendancy  of  the  Puri- 
tans, was  elevated  to  the  post  of  President,  which  was 
a  position  analogous  to  that  of  lieutenant-general  or 
Governor.92 

The  first  wife  of  Robert  Brooke,  whom  he  married 
February  25,  1627,  was  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Thomas 
Baker  "of  Battle,  Esq.,"  in  Sussex  County;  he  married 
second,  May  16,  1635,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Roger  and 
Cecilia  (Proper)  Mainwaring,  who  died  November  29, 
1663.  Issue,  first  wife,  two  sons,  and  two  daughters,  the 
elder  son  being  Baker  Brooke  ;  issue  second  wife,  eleven 
children,  seven  of  whom  were  sons,  one  being  Roger 
Brooke. 

Colonel  Baker  Brooke  (1628-1679),  of  "De  la 
Brooke  Manor,"  Calvert  County,  was  born  in  Sussex, 
Eng.,  and  arrived  in  Maryland  1650.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Council  of  Maryland  from  1658  until  his 
death,  and  Surveyor-General  1671  to  1679.  Also 
Colonel  of  the  Calvert  County  Militia.  Pie  married 
Ann,  the  daughter  of  Governor  Leonard  Calvert  and 
the  granddaughter  of  the  first  Lord  Baltimore.  Their 
daughter,  Mary,  married  Raphael  Neale,  and  through 
her  descendants,  the  Brooke  and  Calvert  families  are 
connected  with  the  Brents.  (See  Calvert,  Neale,  Lan- 
caster and  Fenwick.) 

One  of  the  sons  of  Robert  Brooke,  by  his  second 
marriage,  Roger  Brooke,  Gent.,  of  Battle  Creek,  Cal- 
vert County,  Md.,  a  half  brother  of  Colonel  Baker 
Brooke,  was  born  September  20,  1637,  and  died  April 
8,  1700.  He  was  Justice  1674  to  1684;  High  Sheriff, 
April  18,  1684,93  to  May  30,  1685,  and  of  the  Quorum

married,  first,  Dorothy,  the  daughter  of  Captain  James 
Neale,  Gent.,  of  "  Wollaston  Manor,"  and  his  wife  Ann 
Gill;  second,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Walter,  and  the 
granddaughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Wolesley,  of  Stafford- 
shire, Eng.,  niece  of  Anne  Wolesley,  the  first  wife  of 
Philip  Calvert. 

One  of  the  sons  of  Roger  Brooke's  first  marriage  was 
John,  and  one  of  the  daughters  was  Dorothy.

Their  daughter,  Sarah,  was  twice  married,  first  to 
Michael  Taney  III.,  the  son  of  Michael  and  Dorothy 
(Brooke)  Taney,  and  second  to  Edward  Cole  III.,  the 
son  of  Edward  and  Ann  (Neale)  Cole.

As  early  as  1587  Sir  Thomas  Forster,  of  Etherstone, 
County  Durham,  Eng.,  descended  from  the  Forsters  of 
Northumberland  is  spoken  of  as  a  barrister  in  both 
Coke's  and  Croke's  Reports.  He  became  a  reader  of 
the  Society  of  the  Inner  Temple  1596;  called  November

MAINWARING 

The  Bishop  of  St.  David's,  England,  Roger  Main- 
waring,  was  born  at  Stretton  in  Shropshire  (though  of  a 
Cheshire  family,  which  Lloyd  says  was  a  noble  one) . 
He  received  the  degree  of  B.  A. 
at  All  Souls  College,  Oxford,  Feb- 
ruary, 1607-8;  M.  A.  July  5, 
1611;  B.  D.  and  D.  D.  July  2, 
1625.  He  was  Vicar  of  St.  Giles 
in  the  Fields,  and  Chaplain  to 
King  Charles  I.  .  .  .  "  Before 
whom  preaching  (July  27),  those 
sermons  which  he  afterwards  pub- 
lished and  entitled,  Religion  and  mainwaring 
Allegiance,  he  was  called  in  question  for  it  by  the 
Parliament  charged  with  endeavoring  to  destroy  the 
King  and  Kingdom,  by  his  Divinity  and  censured  to 
be  Imprisoned;  was  fined  £1000,  and  ordered  to  make 
his  submission,  and  was  Disabled  to  have  or  enjoy  any 
Preferment  or  office.  However,  the  King  soon  after 
Pardoned  him,  and  gave  him  the  rich  living  of  Stam- 
ford-Rivers in  Essex,  1633.  Made  him  dean  of  Wor- 
cester, and  two  years  after  nominated  him  to  this 
Bishopriek."  " 

He  died  at  Caermarthen,  July  1,  1625.100  Bishop 
Mainwaring  was  the  father  of  Mary,  the  second  wife  of 
Robert  Brooke,  of  "  De  la  Brooke  Manor."

One  of  this  family,  Leonard  Calvert,  married  Alicia, 
the  daughter  and  heiress  of  John  Crosland,  of  Cros- 
land,  whose  son,  Sir  George  Calvert,  Knight,  first  Lord 
Baltimore,  married  first,  Ann,  the  daughter  of  John 
Mynne,  of  Hartingfordbury.101    Their  second  son: 

Governor  Leonard  Calvert,  was  born  1606.  He 
was  Governor  of  Maryland  from  its  first  settlement 
1634,  until  his  death,  June  9,  1647.  Governor  Calvert 
was  supposed,  until  recently,  not  to  have  married.  Late 
researches  have  disclosed  the  fact  of  his  marriage,  though 
the  name  of  his  wife  is  unknown.  He  left  two  children, 
William  and  Ann. 

"  1647  June  19th.  Then  came  Margaret  Brent 
Gent.102  &  desyred  the  testimony  of  the  pr'nt  Governor 
Mr.  Tho.  Green  concerning  the  last  will  &  Testam't  of 
the  late  Governor  Leonard  Calvert  Esq'r.  And  the  s'd 
Governor  did  authorize  Giles  Brent  Esq'r.  one  of  his 
Lo'ps  Councell  to  administer  an  oath  unto  him  the  s'd 
Governor  concerning  the  fores'd  business. 

"  The  s'd  Governor  Thos.  Green  Esq'r.  answered 
upon  oath  concerning  the  last  will  &  Testam't  of  Leo 
Calvert  Esq'r.  afores'd.  That  he  the  said  Leo.  Calvert 
lying  uppon  his  death  bed,  some  6  hours  before  his 
death,  being  in  p'rfect  memory  directing  his  speech  to 
Mrs.  Margaret  Brent  sayd  in  pr'nce  of  him  the  s'd  Mr. 
Green  &  some  others.  I  made  you  my  sole  Exequutrix, 
Take  all  and  pay  all.  After  w'ch  words  hee  the  s'd  Leon. 
Calvert  desyred  every  one  to  depart  the  room  &  was  for 
some  space  in  private  conference  with  Mrs.  Marg. 
Brent,  afores'd.    Afterwards  the  s'd  Mr.  Green  come-

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ing  into  the  room  againe,  he  heard  the  said  M.  L.  Cal- 
vert appoint  certain  Legacies  in  manner  following  viz. 
I  doe  give  my  wareing  clothes  to  James  Linsay  &  Rich- 
ard Willam  my  servants,  specifying  his  cloath  suit  to 
Rich.  Willam  &  his  black  suit  to  James  Linsey,  and  his 
waring  Linnen  to  be  divided  between  them  allso  I  give 
a  mare  colt  to  my  God-sonne  Leon.  Greene  allso  he  did 
desyre  th't  his  Exequutrix  should  give  the  first  mare  colt 
th't  should  fall  this  yeare  (&  if  none  fall  in  this  yeare, 
then  the  first  th't  shall  hereafter  fall)  unto  Mrs.  Tem- 
perance Pippet  of  Virginia  and  further  he  deposeth  not.

"Father  Andrew  White  in  his  narrative  speaks  of 
Governor  Calvert  who  died  at  St.  Mary's  City  9th 
June,  1647,  as  being  most  tenderly  ministered  to  in  his 
last  moments  by  his  kinswomen  Margaret  &  Mary 
Brent."  103 

"  The  first  mention  of  William  Calvert,  is  contained 
in  the  record  of  a  suit,  begun  at  an  uncertain  date,  but 
which  was  in  progress  in  April,  1661.404  The  case  was 
one  of  William  Calvert,  an  infant  suing  by  Cecilius 
Lord  Baltimore,  his  guardian,  the  heirs  of  Wm.  Stone 
for  the  recovery  of  certain  lands.  .  .  .  The  Petition 
alleges,  that  Leonard  Calvert,  the  late  Governor,  died 
seized  of  a  tract  of  land  &c. ;  that  William  Calvert  was 
his  son  and  heir,  and  that  the  Defendants  entered  in  his 
absence,  and  prays  recovery.  The  Defendants  asked  a 
Jury  trial ;  the  title  of  Leonard  Calvert  was  not  denied ; 
but  the  Plaintiff  could  only  recover  by  proving  the 
marriage  of  Leonard  and  his  own  heirship,  which  he

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must  have  succeeded  in  doing  as  the  Plaintiff  had  judg- 
ment. This  record  therefore  establishes  the  marriage 
of  Leonard  and  the  legitimacy  of  his  son.  But  the 
records  of  the  Province  are  full  of  confirmation  of  these 
facts.  Leonard  Calvert  must  have  married  shortly  after 
his  arrival  in  England,  perhaps  June,  1643,  so  that 
William,  born  1644,  would  have  been  still  an  infant,  age 
about  17,  1661.  As  alleged  in  this  suit,  Leonard  Calvert 
returned  to  Maryland  without  his  wife  in  November  or 
later  in  1644,  and  she  must  have  given  birth  to  Ann 
Calvert  1645.  ...  In  addition  to  these  record  proofs, 
Lord  Baltimore,  Cecilius  Calvert,  his  son  Charles  Cal- 
vert and  his  brother  Philip,  constantly  recognize  the  re- 
lationship, especially  as  set  forth  in  Proceedings  of  the 
Council,  28th  July,  1669,  where  a  commission  of  Lord 
Baltimore  to  him  as  Councillor,  was  issued  as  follows: 
"  His  Lordship's  dear  nephew  to  be  of  the  Council  and 
to  take  rank  directly  after  the  Chancellor."  (Philip  Cal- 
vert, who  had  been  Governor. ) 

A  member  of  House  of  Burgesses,  and  of  the  Council, 
William  Calvert  was  also  Judge  of  Testamentary  Court 
and  one  of  the  Deputy-Governors  and  principal  Secre- 
tary of  Province,  from  October  20th,  1669,  until  May, 
1682,  when  he  was  drowned  in  the  Wicomico. 

Governor  Calvert's  daughter,  Ann  Calvert,  received 
the  same  recognition  as  her  brother  ( See  Calvert  papers, 
244  et  se.)  She  married  Baker  Brooke  who  thereafter 
was  always  recognized  as  a  nephew  of  Lord  Baltimore. 
Ann,  after  the  death  of  Baker  Brooke,  married  Henry 
Brent,  brother  of  Captain  George  Brent,  a  nephew 
of  Giles.105  Her  daughter,  Mary  Brooke  married 
Raphael  Neale.

An  eminent  lawyer,  the  Hon.  Robert  James  Brent, 
of  "Pomonky,"  Charles  County,  Md.,  the  son  of  Wil- 
liam Leigh  and  Maria  (Fenwick)  Brent,  was  bom  in 
Louisiana,  May  12,  1811,  and  died  in  Baltimore,  Md., 
February  4,  1872. 

"..  .  .  The  reports  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Maryland 
show  the  large  number  of  cases  he  argued  before  those 
tribunals.  He  was  the  last  of  the  Attorney- Generals  of 
Maryland  under  the  old  constitution,  when  the  appoint- 
ment was  for  life,  and  when  the  office  carried  large 
powers  of  appointment  of  deputies  in  the  several  coun- 
ties and  also  large  emoluments  by  way  of  fees.  He  was 
appointed  Attorney- General  of  Maryland  February  12, 
1851,  and  was  a  member  of  the  Constitutional  Conven- 
tion of  that  year,  and  being  opposed  to  the  large  power 
reposed  in  the  hands  of  one  man,  in  the  person  of  the 
Attorney- General,  under  the  then  law,  and  also  to  the 
system  of  fees  by  which  the  Attorney- General  was  paid, 
he  voted  to  abolish  the  office,  and  thus  with  great  civic 
virtue  legislated  himself  out  of  office."  107

del County,  Gent.     Their  son: 

John  Lawrence,  of  "Linganore  Hills,"  Frederick 
County,  Md.,  was  born  October  26, 1743,  in  Anne  Arun- 
del County,  and  died  1782.  On  April  20,  1766,  he  mar- 
ried Martha,  the  daughter  of  Stephen  West,  Gent.,  born 
in  Prince  George's  County,  Md.,  (who  came  to  Mary- 
land  1711),   and  his  wife  Martha    (Hall)    West,   of 
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Prince  George's  County.  Sir  John  West,  Stephen's 
father,  was  of  Horton,  Buckinghamshire,  Eng.  John 
Lawrence  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Observa- 
tion, Frederick  County,  1775,  and  a  Justice  1777. 

Their  son,  Upton  Lawrence,  a  lawyer  of  Hagers- 
town,  was  born  in  Frederick  County,  July  21,  1779, 
and  died  March  31,  1824.  He  married,  January  31,  1803, 
Elizabeth  Hager,  "  Proprietress  "  of  Hagerstown,  and 
the  daughter  of  Jonathan,  Jr.,  and  Mary  Magdalena

Major  Richard  Ewen,108  one  of  the  eight  who  first 
took  up  lands  on  the  Patapsco  River,  on  the  south  side 
a  little  above  its  mouth,  was  of  Anne  Arundel  County, 
Md.  Three  hundred  and  fifty  acres  were  taken  up 
November  19,  1652,  and  again  six  hundred  acres  on 
November  26,  1652,  which  was  called  "  Scotland,"  on 
the  Bay  Shore,  a  little  above  the  Severn  River.  Sub- 
sequently, six  hundred  and  forty  acres  were  taken  up  in 
three  tracts  on  the  West  River.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Council  of  Maryland;  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  of 
1657,  which  was  called  by  the  Puritans  at  Patuxent,  and 
one  of  the  High  Commissioners  to  govern  Maiyland 
under  Lord  Protector  Cromwell,  also  Major  in  the 
forces  of  the  Colony.  In  1657,  Richard  Ewen  was 
Judge  of  the  Provincial  Court;  1658,  was  named  as  a 
member  of  the  first  board  of  Commissioners  of  Anne 
Arundel  County,  but  declined  the  honor.  In  1659  he 
became  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly  (which  was 

los  Md.  Hist.  Mag.  vol.  Ill,  No.  1,  p.  56. 
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called  by  Lord  Baltimore's  direction)  and  was  elected 
Speaker.  Was  Commissioner  of  Anne  Arundel  County 
1664,  and  on  April  13,  1664-5,  he  was  appointed  by 
Governor  Calvert,  High  Sheriff.  In  November  follow- 
ing, he  again  became  one  of  the  Commission,  and  after- 
wards a  County  Justice.    He  married  Sophia . 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  became  the  wife  of  Rich- 
ard Talbot  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  who  died  1663, 
after  which  she  married,  second,  William  Richardson. 
Her  daughter,  Elizabeth  Talbot,  married  Benjamin 
Lawrence,  Sr. 

DORSEY 

Colonel  Edward  Dorset,  of  Anne  Arundel  County, 
Md.,  died  in  1705.  He  married  Sarah,  the  daughter  of 
Nicholas  Wyatt,  of  Virginia,  and  Anne  Arundel 
County,  Md.  Edward  Dorsey  was  Justice  of  his  county, 
1686  to  1689;  Associate  Judge  of  High  Court  of  Chan- 
cery, 1694  to  1696;  commissioned  Major  1694,  and  a 
Burgess  1692  to  1697,  and  1700-1705. 

John  Dorsey,  their  son,  died  1764.  He  married 
Honor,  the  daughter  of  John  Elder,  of  Maryland,  and 
their  daughter,  Susannah,  married  Leaven  Lawrence. 

HAGER 

"  The  Hager  family  is  of  old  Saxon  origin;  the  very 
name  denotes  its  source  and  its  antiquity.  The  '  Heger  ' 
was  one  of  the  '  sworn  and  knowing  freemen,'  called 
'  Vierherren,'  holding  the  Folkmoete  or  Thing,  which 
was  legislature,  divine-sendee  and  court  of  justice  com- 
bined. The  mystic-square  of  the  Thing,  on  which  sat 
or  stood  the  officers,  was  called  'Die  Hegung,'  and  one 
of  the  Vierherren,  who  had  to  look  to  it  that  no  un- 
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initiated  person  overstepped  the  boundaries  of  the 
square,  was  the  Heger;  afterwards,  the  representative 
of  the  Count  or  Graf,  when  holding  court,  was  called 
Heger.  Such  offices  in  very  early  times  became  hered- 
itary .  .  .  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  office  of  Heger 
very  early  furnished  the  name  for  a  family  connected 
with  the  same  for  several  generations." 

Captain  Jonathan  Hager  (heger)  was  born  in 
Germany  1719,  and  came  to  America  1730.  He  died 
November  6,  1775.  He  was  wounded  as  Captain  of 
Volunteers  in  Braddock's  Defeat,  near  Fort  Duquesne, 
July  9,  1755.  He  was  founder  of  Hagerstown,  Md., 
1750  and  a  member  of  the  Assembly  1771-73.  Also  a 
Member  of  the  Committee  for  raising  money  for  the 
Revolution  and  of  the  Committee  of  Correspondence 
and  Observation.109 

He  was  married  in  1740,  to  Fraulein  Elizabet  Kirsh- 
ner,  who  died  in  April,  1765.  The  town  now  known  as 
Hagerstown  was  named  by  its  founder  "  Elizabeth- 
town,"  for  his  wife,  and  it  was  so  incorporated  and 
known  for  a  long  time.  Custom  brought  about  a  change, 
and  in  1813  the  present  name  was  made  legal. 

The  cause  of  Captain  Hager's  death  was  an  accident 
at  his  saw  mill  on  the  Antietam  Creek  near  the  town. 
He  had  given  a  lot  of  land  on  which  to  build  a  German 
Reformed  Church  and  he  was  superintending  the  prep- 
aration of  timber  for  the  same,  when  a  log  slipped, 
knocked  him  down  and  crushed  him.  As  soon  as  he 
could  be  rescued,  he  was  carried  into  a  house  near  by  and 
laid  upon  the  floor.  His  great-grandaughter,  Miss 
Martha  Lawrence,  had  in  her  possession  the  silver  watch 
he  wore  at  the  time  and  which  had  the  dent  made  by  the 
log  in  passing  over  it. 

109  Gentlemen's  Mag.  Aug.,   1755. 
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Contributing  more  than  any  other  citizen  to  develop 
the  country  in  which  he  had  settled,  he  died  in  the  midst 
of  his  usefulness.  Had  he  lived  a  year  longer,  he  would 
have  seen  the  town  he  founded  the  county  seat  of  a  new 
county  named  in  honor  of  General  Washington.  His 
son: 

Captain  Jonathan  Hager,  Jr.,  "  Proprietor  "  of 
Hagerstown,  born  December  13,  1755,  and  died  from 
disease  contracted  in  the  dungeon  of  a  prison  in  Nova 
Scotia,  December  18,  1798.  He  went  into  the  revolu- 
tionary army  at  the  age  of  about  twenty  having  raised 
and  equipped  a  company  of  soldiers  at  his  own  expense, 
and  was  captured  by  the  enemy  at  the  battle  of  Long 
Island  and  carried  to  Annapolis  Royal,  Nova  Scotia. 
His  brother-in-law,  General  Daniel  Heister,  visited  him 
in  prison,  and  prevailed  upon  his  captors,  owing  to  his 
extreme  youth,  to  allow  him  employ  instructors  to  com- 
plete his  education.  His  brother-in-law  also  carried  away 
with  him  a  writing,  conveying  to  Jonathan's  sister,  Gen- 
eral Heister's  wife,  the  portion  of  his  father's  estate, 
which  the  young  prisoner  thought  should  be  rightfully 
hers,  although,  according  to  the  law  then  in  force,  he, 
as  the  eldest  son,  received  the  whole  estate.  But  at  this 
time,  he  had  not  attained  his  majority,  and  the  deed  of 
agreement  had  no  binding  force.  After  he  had  passed 
his  twenty-first  birthday,  while  still  in  prison,  General 
Heister  got  leave  of  the  Board  of  War  to  go  to  Hali- 
fax and  get  Ms  brother-in-law  to  make  a  good  deed.  This 
was  done.  It  was  impossible,  however,  to  have  deeds 
drawn  up  and  executed  in  Halif ax,  with  proper  formal- 
ity, and  on  his  return,  General  Heister  took  the  matter 
to  the  Legislature,  which  passed  an  act  to  cure  the 
defects  in  the  said  deed.  On  five  hundred  of  the  four- 
teen hundred  acres  thus  conveyed  to  Mrs.  Heister,  her 
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husband  laid  out  the  addition  to  Hagerstown,  known  as 
Heisterboro. 

His  marriage  to  Magdalena,  the  daughter  of  Major 
Christian  and  Elizabeth  Ann  (Hoffman)  Ohrendorf, 
of  "  Pleasant  Valley,"  Md.,  occurred  November  17, 
1783.  She  was  born  October  20,  1767,  and  died  June 
8,  1845,  and  was  very  beautiful.  (She  married,  second, 
Captain  Henry  Lewis.) 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  "  Proprietress "  of  Ha- 
gerstown, married  Upton  Lawrence,  whose  daughter, 
Matilda,  married  Robert  James  Brent. 


OHRENDORF 

Major  Christian  Ohrendorf,  of  "Pleasant  Val- 
ley," Md.,  was  born  in  Prussia,  November  23,  1726, 
and  died  December  10,  1796.  He  came  to  America  in 
1741,  and  November,  1774,  was  appointed  representa- 
tive of  Frederick  County,  in  regard  to  the  new  expor- 
tation policy  agreed  upon  by  the  Continental  Congress. 
He  was  commissioned  Major  of  the  36th  Battalion  of 
Frederick  County,  April  20,  1776.  "He  was  First 
Lieutenant  2nd  Maryland  Battalion  Flying  Camp, 
June  to  December  1776;  Captain  April  1st,  1778; 
transferred  to  1st  Maryland  (Line)  January  1st,  1781, 
and  served  to  close  of  war."  Major  Ohrendorf  was  one 
of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  and  in  June,  1794,  was  ap- 
pointed a  Major  in  an  expedition  fitted  out  against  the 
Indians  on  the  Western  Frontier.  He  married,  April 
2,  1749,  Elizabeth  Ann  Hoffman,  who  died  July,  1829. 

Their  daughter,  Mary  Magdalena,  married  Jona- 
than Hager,  Jr.,  "Proprietor"  of  Hagerstown,  and 
their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  Upton  Lawrence, 
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whose  daughter,  Matilda  Lawrence,  married  Robert 
James  Brent. 

KEYSER 

The  first  one  of  the  male  line,  of  whom  there  is  certain 
knowledge,  is  Leonhard  Keyser,  of  Scharding,  in  Ba- 
varia. In  the  early  part  of  the  sixteenth  century  he 
separated  from  the  Catholic  Church.  He  was  a  Mass 
priest  in  Bavaria,  a  man  of  learning,  or  what  passed  for 
such,  in  the  monasteries.  He  accepted  the  writings  of 
Zwingly  and  Luther  and  went  to  Wittenberg,  and  there 
held  converse  with  the  doctors,  partook  with  them  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  and  joined  himself  to  the  Separated 
Cross-bearing  Church  of  the  Anabaptists  in  1525.  He 
returned  to  Bavaria,  spreading  the  work  of  the  Gospel 
with  great  zeal  and  power.  He  was  taken  at  Scharding 
in  Bavaria,  by  the  Bishop  of  Passau,  and  by  the  other 
priests  and  capitulates  of  the  Church,  and  condemned  to 
be  burned  alive.  On  his  trial  he  repeatedly  refused  to 
speak  in  the  Romish  language.  He  would  answer  them 
only  in  the  German  language — the  people's  tongue. 
Three  days  before  Laurentis,  in  August,  1527,  he  was 
taken  to  his  execution.110 

The  colonist,  Dirck  Keyser,  was  born  in  Holland, 
1635,  and  died  in  Pennsylvania,  November  30,  1714. 
He  married  Elizabet  ter  Himpel.  Their  descendants 
are  as  follows : 

Peter  Dirck,  was  born  November  26,  1676,  and  died 
September  12,  1724;  married  Margaret  Souplis,  born 
1682,  died  1700. 

Dirck  II.  (1701-1757),  married  Alitze  De  Neuss 
(1702-1756). 

Michael,  was  born  August  30,  1745,  and  died  October 

no  Compiled  from   the  Keyser  Book. 
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5,  1825;  married,  November  25,  1767,  Catherine,  the 
daughter  of  John  George  Knorr ;  she  was  born  July  28, 
1728. 

Samuel,  of  Baltimore,  was  born  March  12,  1778,  and 
died  July  11,  1839;  married,  1804,  Mary,  the  daughter 
of  Henry  and  Barbara  (Close)  Stouffer;  she  died  1805. 

Samuel  S.,  of  Baltimore,  was  born  February  18,  1805, 
and  died  February  20,  1871.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  the 
daughter  of  William  and  Ruth  (Davis)  Wyman,  whom 
he  married  in  1834,  was  born  September  17,  1812,  and 
died  February  29,  1886. 

William,  also  of  Baltimore,  was  born  November  23, 
1835;  married  in  Baltimore,  November  10,  1858,  Mary 
Hoke,  the  daughter  of  Robert  James  and  Matilda 
(Lawrence)  Brent. 

Mathilde  Lawrence  Keyser,  was  born  February 
26,  1870,  and  married,  April  23,  1902,  William  Maurice 
Manly. 

WYMAN 

The  colonist,  Francis  Wyman  of  Woburn,  born  1618, 
and  died  November  28,  1699,  was  one  of  the  thirty-two 
inhabitants  of  Charlestown  who  established  the  town  of 
Woburn,  December  18,  1640.  He  was  an  early  pro- 
prietor of  Billerica.  He  married,  second,  October  22, 
1650,  Abigail,  the  daughter  of  William  Read  of  Wo- 
burn. 

Their  son,  William  Wyman  (1656-1705),  married 
Prudence,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Putnam  of  Lynn 
and  his  wife  Ann,  the  daughter  of  Edward  Holyoke. 
Their  son  was  Joshua  (1692-1770),  who  married  Mary 
Pollard. 

The  colonist,  John  Putnam,  was  of  Salem,  1640,  and 
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married  Priscilla .    Their  eldest  son,  Thomas,  of 

Lynn,  was  born  in  England,  and  early  removed  to  Sa- 
lem. His  wife,  Ann  Holyoke,  died  September  1,  1665. 
He  was  a  lieutenant  and  deacon,  1681,  and  died  May  5, 
1686.  Thirteen  of  the  family  had,  in  1832,  been  deacons 
of  the  First  Church  of  Danvers,  and  of  the  name  (some- 
times perverted  to  Putmun),  in  1828,  there  had  been 
twenty-five  graduates  of  Harvard,  two  of  Yale,  and 
seven  of  other  New  England  colleges.111 

William  Wyman,  the  son  of  Joshua  and  Mary 
(Pollard)  Wyman,  was  born  January  2,  1739,  and  died 
March  3,  1820.  He  was  "  in  Patterson  Regiment  at  the 
Battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  June  17,  1775."  He  married,  in 
1765,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Doctor  George  Griggs 
and  Alice,  his  wife. 

Their  son,  William  Wyman  III.,  of  Lowell,  Mass., 
was  born  February  10,  1782,  and  died  August  15,  1864. 
He  married,  September  11,  1806,  Ruth,  the  daughter 
of  Colonel  Adam  Davis,  of  Roxbury,  Mass.  She  was 
born  in  1786,  and  died  September  6,  1864. 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  Samuel  S.  Key- 
ser,  of  Baltimore,  whose  son,  William  Keyser,  married 
Mary  Hoke  Brent,  and  their  daughter  is : 

Mathilde  Lawrence  Keyser  Manly, 

Member  of  Chapter  I.,  The  Colonial  Dames  of 
America.

GOUGH 

The  first  record  of  this  family  is  in  1707,  when  Peter 
Colleton,  Landgrave,  disposed  of  all  his  property  in 
South  Carolina  to  John  Gough,  Dominick  Arthur  and 
Michael  Mahon,  all  of  Barbadoes,  October  12,  1709, 
"  John  Gough  sen.  of  the  Island  of  Barbadoes  "  received 
a  grant  of  land,  proving  that  he  was  in  South  Carolina 
by  this  time;  will  dated  November  29,  1738,  and  proved 
February  7,  1739.  In  this  he  mentions  his  sons  John, 
Richard,  Edward,  O'Neal  and  Francis,  and  his  daugh- 
ters, Ann  and  Mary.  (He  leaves  bequests  also  to  Ann 
Lejau,  daughter  of  Francis  Lejau,  and  her  sister 
Mary.) 

The  will  of  O'Neal  Gough,  dated  March  11,  1750, 
was  proved  August  30,  1751.  In  it  he  names  his  wife 
Mary,  a  daughter  Mary,  and  a  son  John.  He  married 
Mary,  the  daughter  of  John  Parker  II.,  and  widow  of 
William  Clifford  (died  1744).  After  O'Neal  Gough's 
death,  she  married,  third,  September  12,  1754,  Thomas 
Jones. 

John  Gough,  born  about  1748,  died  at  his  planta- 
tion, Cane  Acre,  St.  Paul's  Parish,  S.  C,  1786.  His 
name  appears  as  Ensign  in  William  Clay  Snipe's  com- 
pany, in  the  Colleton  Regiment  of  Foot,  August  5, 
1775,  and  was  Lieutenant  in  Captain  James  Skirving's 
company  of  the  Berkeley  Militia,  1776.  His  will,  dated 
April  11,  was  proved  June  22,  1786;  his  wife  was  prob- 
ably dead.  Two  of  his  children  were:  John  Parker, 
who  married  Emma  Lightwood,  and  Jane  Caroline, 
who  married,  first,  Ferguson  Parker;  second,  Dr.  Ed- 
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ward  Washington  North.  Their  son,  John  Gough 
North,  married  Jane  Gibert  Petigru,  whose  daughter, 
Jane  Caroline,  married  Charles  Lockhart  Pettigrew. 

PARKER 

The  earliest  known  member  of  this  South  Carolina 
family,  is  "  John  Parker,  late  of  the  Island  of  Jamaica, 
mariner,"  whose  estate  was  administered  in  Charleston, 
February  20,  1694-95,  by  Thomas  Barker  and  his  wife 
Sarah,  widow  of  John  Parker.  (Thomas  Barker  was 
a  Captain  of  militia  and  was  killed  in  the  Yemassee 
War.  His  children  were  Charles,  Mary  and  Anne.) 
It  appears  from  the  will  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Barker,  dated 
March  30,  1728,  and  proved  October  23,  1729,  that 
John  Parker  had  a  son  John,  to  whom  she  leaves  a  silver 
tankard. 

This  son,  John  Parker  II.,  died  1737  or  before,  as  in 
that  year  the  inventory  of  his  estate  was  filed.  His 
wife  Jane,  who  died  1755,  married,  second,  Hugh 
Grange,  her  will  being  written  July  15,  1754,  and 
proved  November  1,  1755.  From  the  wills  of  "his 
mother  and  his  wife,  it  appears  that  he  had  the  fol- 
lowing children:  Susannah,  Dorothy,  Mary,  married 
first,  William  Clifford,  second,  O'Neal  Gough,  third, 

Thomas  Jones;  Anne;  Jane,  married Saunders; 

Dorcas;  Rebecca;  John  III.,  and  Sarah,  who  married 
Charles  Lowndes. 

NORTH 

Edward  North,  the  founder  of  this  South  Carolina 
family,  was  born  in  England,  March  20,  1747,  and  died 
in  America  after  1794.  He  was  captain  of  a  fine  mer- 
chantman, but  settled  in  Bermuda.    Later  he  moved  to 
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Charleston,  S.  C,  where  he  established  a  prosperous 
business  as  a  linen  merchant.  He  took  an  active  part 
in  the  Revolution,  being  a  member  of  Captain  Dray- 
ton's volunteer  company  1775,  rising  to  the  rank  of 
Captain.  At  one  time  he,  with  forty  other  prominent 
citizens  of  Charleston,  was  arrested  by  the  English,  and 
sent  to  the  prison  ships  at  St.  Augustine,  Fla.  He  mar- 
ried, March  4,  1776,  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  Richard 
and  Mary  Baker.  (Richard  Baker  died  October,  1769, 
and  his  wife  1796.)  Six  children,  viz.:  Edward  Wash- 
ington, John  Laurens,  Richard  Baker,  Tucker,  Sarah, 
Mary. 

The  eldest  son,  Edward  Washington  North,  was  born 
in  Charleston,  S.  C,  May  15,  1778,  and  died  March  22, 
1843.  He  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania May,  1797,  and  practiced  for  some  years  in  St. 
Luke's  Parish,  S.  C.  During  the  War  of  1812,  he 
served  as  surgeon  at  Forts  Moultrie  and  Johnson.  He 
moved  to  Charleston  1818,  and  became  one  of  the  most 
successful  physicians  of  the  day.  He  married,  first, 
March  11,  1802,  Jane  Caroline,  the  daughter  of  John 
Gough,  and  widow  of  Ferguson  Parker;  second,  Mrs. 
Arabella  Dart,  who  died  1840.  By  first  wife,  seven  chil- 
dren :  Edward,  John  Gough,  Richard  Laurens,  James 
Hayward,  Eliza  Emily,  Anne  Jane  and  Susan  Emma. 

Their  second  son,  John  Gough  North,  a  prominent 
lawyer  in  Georgetown,  S.  C,  died  in  1834.  He  mar- 
ried, 1827,  Jane  Gibert  Petigru,  the  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam and  Louise  (Gibert)  Pettigrew,  born  August  17, 
1800,  and  died  November  3,  1863.  Four  children,  viz.: 
Mary,  Louise,  Gibert,  Albert,  and  Jane  Caroline, 
the  eldest,  who  married  Charles  Lockhart  Pettigrew, 
whose  daughter  was  Jane  North  Pettigrew. 
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PETTIGREW,    OR   PETIGRU 

The  earliest  known  member  of  this  family  is  James 
Petigru,  who  left  France  in  the  time  of  Louis  XIV.,  on 
account  of  his  religion,  and  went  to  England,  where  he 
became  an  officer  in  Cromwell's  army.  After  the  mar- 
riage of  his  son  James  to  a  Scottish  lady,  he  changed 
his  name  to  Pettigrew,  owing  to  the  great  enmity  be- 
tween the  English  and  French.  His  son,  James  Petti- 
grew, was  an  officer  in  King  William's  army  at  the  bat- 
tle of  the  Boyne ;  after  peace  was  declared  was  given  a 
tract  of  three  hundred  acres  in  the  county  of  Tyrone. 
He  married  Martha  Moore  and  settled  in  Ireland, 
where  his  home  was  called  "  Crilly  House,"  and  here 
he  lived  and  died.    They  had  nine  children. 

One  of  these,  James  Pettigrew  III.,  was  born  in  Ire- 
land April,  1713.  He  is  said  to  have  been  wild  in  his 
youth,  and  while  preparing  for  Trinity  College,  Dublin, 
1731,  eloped  with  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Captain 
George  and  Rachel  (Higginbottom)  Cochran,  of  the 
"  Grange,"  Ireland.  A  famous  beauty,  she  was  born 
1713,  and  died  October  7, 1786.  He  is  said  to  have  emi- 
grated to  America  with  his  family  November,  1741,  and 
to  have  landed  at  New  Castle,  below  Philadelphia.  Dr. 
Benjamin  Franklin,  whom  he  came  to  know,  tried  in 
vain  to  persuade  him  to  study  medicine.  He  obtained 
a  tract  of  three  hundred  acres  of  land  near  the  present 
Chambersburg,  Penn.,  and  lived  there  until  the  French 
and  Indian  War,  when,  shortly  after  Braddock's  defeat, 
he  sold  his  land  and  moved  to  Lunenburg  County,  Va., 
removing  after  a  few  years  to  Granville  County,  N.  C. 
Toward  the  end  of  October,  1768,  he  again  sold  his 
property,  and  settled  in  South  Carolina,  a  few  miles 
above  Abbeville  Court  House,  and  lived  in  this  neigh- 
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borhood  until  his  death.  After  coming  to  America  he 
was  "  converted,"  it  is  said,  by  Whitfield,  and  became 
an  extremely  devout  Presbyterian.  In  Granville 
County,  N.  C,  he  gave  the  land  on  which  the  church 
was  built,  and  it  was  while  attending  a  church  meeting 
that  he  contracted  the  cold  from  which  he  died,  Decem- 
ber 24,  1784.  Of  their  thirteen  children,  Charles  and 
William  carry  down  the  line  of  descent. 

The  elder  son,  Charles  Pettigrew,  was  born  March 
20,  1743,  at  Chambersburg,  Penn.,  and  died  April  8, 
1807.  He  remained  in  North  Carolina  when  his  parents 
moved  to  South  Carolina.  He  was  made  master  of  the 
public  school  at  Edenton,  N.  C,  in  June,  1773,  and 
during  the  winter  of  1774  and  1775  he  went  to  England 
in  order  to  be  admitted  to  Holy  Orders.  He  was  or- 
dained deacon  and  priest  by  his  Diocesan,  the  Bishop 
of  London,  and  returned  at  once  to  North  Carolina, 
where  he  was  Rector  of  the  church  in  Edenton,  from 
1778  to  1784.  He  took  an  active  part  in  the  Revolu- 
tion, accompanying  the  State  militia  in  some  of  its  cam- 
paigns. Soon  after  the  war  the  church  in  North  Caro- 
lina was  definitely  organized,  and  May  28,  1794,  he  was 
unanimously  elected  Bishop  of  the  new  diocese  by  its 
convention.  He  died  before  he  could  be  consecrated, 
constant  ill  health  preventing  his  travelling  to  Philadel- 
phia. He  married,  first,  October  29,  1778,  Mary,  the 
daughter  of  Colonel  John  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Vail) 
Blount,  of  "  Mulberry  Hill,"  who  was  born  1735,  and 
died  March  16,  1786;  second,  June  12,  1794,  Mary,  the 
daughter  of  James  Lockhart,  of  "  Scotch  Hall."  Two 
children  by  first  wife. 

One  of  these,  Ebenezer  Pettigrew,  was  born  March 
10,  1783,  and  died  July  8,  1848.  He  was  a  member  of 
Congress  and  of  the  North  Carolina  Legislature,  each 
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for  one  term.  He  married,  May  17,  1815,  Ann  Blount, 
the  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Blount)  Shepard, 
who  was  born  November  16,  1795,  and  died  July  1, 
1830. 

Their  son,  Cha?*les  Lockhart  Pettigrew,  was  born 
February  21,  1816,  and  died  November  20,  1873.  He 
married,  April  20,  1853,  Jane  Caroline,  the  daughter  of 
John  Gough  and  Jane  Gibert  (Petigru)  North.  She 
was  born  July  16,  1828,  and  died  March  8,  1887.  Their 
daughter,  Jane  North  Pettigrew,  married  Stephen  Mil- 
ler, the  son  of  David  Rogerson  and  Katherine  Boykin 
(Miller)  Williams. 

Another  line  from  James  Pettigrew,  the  colonist,  de- 
scended from  his  youngest  son,  William  Pettigrew,  who 
was  born  in  Lunenburg  County,  Va.,  February  26, 
1758,  and  died  on  his  plantations  near  Abbeville,  S.  C, 
January  23,  1837.  He  came  south  with  his  father,  and 
was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  Army,  serving  from 
1776  to  1783.  In  his  own  account  of  his  service  he  says, 
he  "  never  was  drafted,  but  always  volunteered."  At 
the  suggestion  of  his  eldest  son,  James  Louis  Pettigrew, 
the  distinguished  lawyer  of  South  Carolina,  all  his  chil- 
dren changed  the  spelling  of  the  family  surname  to  the 
original  French  name  "  Petigru."  He  married  Louise 
Guy,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Jean  Louis  and  Isabeau 
(Boutiton)  Gibert,  who  was  born  September  14,  1767, 
and  died  September  14,  1826.  The  line  of  descent  is  as 
follows :

Arms:     Barry,  nebuly   of  six,  or   and  sable. 
Motto:    Lux  Tua  Via  Mea. 

The  Blount  family *  of  North  Carolina  is  descended 
from  two  brothers,  Thomas  and  James,  who  came  to 
Virginia  before  1660,  and  moved  to  Chowan  Precinct, 
North  Carolina,  1669.  (Another  brother  remained  in 
Virginia. ) 

Captain  James  Blount  brought  with  him  a  copper- 
plate of  the  armorial  bearings  of  his  family,  which  was  de- 
stroyed by  his  great-grandson,  James  B.  Shepard,  when 
a  candidate  on  the  Democratic  ticket  for  Governor  1850. 
He  was  living  in  Isle  of  Wight  County,  Va.,  1660,  but 
moving  to  North  Carolina  in  1669,  became  one  of  the 
leaders  in  the  colony.  He  was  Captain  of  the  Militia,  a 
member  of  the  Court,  and  one  of  the  Lords  Proprietors' 
Deputies.  His  home  was  "  Mulberry  Hill,"  near  Eden- 
ton,  on  Albemarle  Sound.  He  married  Anne,  the 
daughter  of  Balthazar  Willis,  of  Ipswich,  Mass.,  and 
the  widow  of  Robert  Roscoe  of  Roanoke.  Children: 
James,  Thomas,  John,  Ann,  and  Elizabeth.  After 
James  Blount's  death,  in  1686,  his  widow  married,  third, 
Seth  Sothel,  Governor  of  North  Carolina,  and,  fourth, 
Colonel  John  Lear  of  Nansemond  County,  Va. 

i  Iti  a  chart  published  1902  by  H.  M.  B.  Prescott,  the  pedigree  of  the 
family  is  traced  from  Siegfried  the  Dane,  first  Count  of  Guisnes,  A.  D. 
935,  and  his  wife  Estrude  of  Flanders. 
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John  Blount,  their  third  son,  was  born  in  Chowan 
Precinct,  September  16,  1669,  and  died  March  17,  1726. 
He  was  elected  to  nearly  every  office  in  the  colony.  A 
member  of  the  vestry  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Edenton, 
1701,  he  served  for  several  years;  a  member  of  the 
Assembly  1704  and  1711;  Justice  of  the  General  Court 
many  years,  and  appointed  on  the  Council  as  one  of  the 
Lords  Proprietors'  Deputies  1722.  He  lived  and  died 
at  "Mulberry  Hill,"  the  plantation  left  him  by  his 
father.  He  was  married,  June  4,  1695,  by  Captain 
John  Fendall,  to  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  John  and 
Mary  (Burton)  Davis,  of  Henrico  County,  Va.,  and 
the  granddaughter  of  John  Burton,  who  died  1687.  She 
was  born  February  18,  1679,  and  died  1733.  Twelve 
children,  viz.:  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Martha,  Es- 
ther, John,  Thomas,  James,  Ann,  Joseph,  Rachel, 
Charles  Worth. 

Colonel  John  Blount  II.,  their  eldest  son,  was 
born  at  "  Mulberry  Hill,"  May  15,  1706,  and  died  there 
February  10,  1754.  He  was  Colonel  of  the  Militia; 
Receiver  of  the  Port  of  Roanoke ;  Justice  of  the  Peace 
1731,  and  a  Member  of  the  Assembly  1739  and  1740. 
He  married  Sarah  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah 
and  Mary  (Lillington)  Vail.  Six  children,  viz. :  James, 
Frederick,  Wilson,  Elizabeth,  Martha,  and  Mary,  who 
married  Rev.  Charles  Pettigrew. 

Their  second  son,  Frederick  Blount,  was  Clerk  of  the 
Court  of  Pasquotauk  County,  N.  C,  1772.  He  mar- 
ried, April  5,  1769,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Stephen  and 
Sarah  (Swann?)  Williams,  and  widow  of  Samuel 
Swann  III.  Their  daughter,  Mary,  married  William 
Shepard,  of  Newberne. 
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VAIL 

In  1639,  Jeremiah  Vail2  was  living  in  Salem,  Mass. 
He  was  a  blacksmith  by  occupation  as  long  as  he  lived 
in  this  colony,  but  in  1650,  he  moved  to  Gardiner's 
Island,  off  Long  Island,  where  for  some  years  he  super- 
intended Lieutenant  Lion  Gardiner's  farms.  In  1655 
he  moved  to  Easthampton,  Long  Island,  and  in  1659 
to  Southold,  where  he  died  1687.     He  married,  first, 

Catherine  ;  second,  May  24,  1660,  Mrs.  Mary 

Paine;  third,  before  1685,  Joyce .    Six  children. 

The  eldest  son  of  the  first  marriage,  Jeremiah  Vail 
II.,  was  baptized  in  Salem,  Mass.,  December  30,  1649, 
and  died  in  Southold,  Long  Island,  November  28,  1726. 
He  was  a  blacksmith  and  farmer  like  his  father,  and  a 
noted  fox  hunter.  The  name  of  his  first  wife  is  not 
known.  He  married,  second,  1691,  Ann  Hampton,  the 
widow  of  Benjamin  Moore;  she  outlived  her  second  hus- 
band but  one  month.    Four  children. 

Jeremiah  Vail  III.  is  mentioned  in  his  father's  will, 
as  the  eldest  son,  but  his  younger  brother,  Thomas,  is 
made  executor  and  is  given  the  home  farm.  Jeremiah 
is  on  record  March  22,  1697-98,  as  a  mariner,  and  his 
enrollment  on  the  census  list  that  year,  with  Mary  Vail, 
is  the  last  record  of  him  on  Long  Island.  Undoubtedly 
he  is  the  Jeremiah  Vail  who  came  to  North  Carolina 
early  in  the  eighteenth  century,  settling  in  Chowan  Pre- 
cinct. In  a  legal  dispute  with  John  Blount,  April, 
1720,  he  is  referred  to  as  "  Jeremiah  Vail,  mariner." 
He  was  repeatedly  selected  to  serve  on  the  Grand  Jury, 
and  for  one  year  at  least,  1727,  he  was  a  Member  of  the 
Assembly.  He  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Major 
Alexander  Lillington  and  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth

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Cooper;  she  was  born  April  22,  1683.  A  daughter, 
Sarah  Elizabeth,  married  Colonel  John  Blotjnt  II., 
and  in  her  will,  dated  June  6,  1769,  she  mentions  silver 
spoons  marked  "  S.  E.  V." 

LILLINGTON 

Alexander  Lillington,  the  first  of  the  name  in 
America,  was  born  in  England  1643,  and  died  in  North 
Carolina  September  11,  1697.  He  was  a  man  of  great 
prominence  in  the  colony,  being  Major  of  the  Militia, 
a  Member  of  the  Court  1690  to  1694;  Deputy- Governor 
1693  to  1695  in  the  absence  of  the  Governor,  and  Presi- 
dent of  the  Council  the  year  of  his  death.  He  married, 
first,  June  11,  1668,  Sara,  the  daughter  of  Thomas 
James;  second,  June  13,  1675,  Elizabeth  Cooper;  third, 
March  19,  1695,  Mrs.  Ann  Steward.  Two  children  by 
first  wife,  and  seven  children  by  second  wife. 

A  daughter  by  the  second  marriage,  Mary  Lillington, 
married  Jeremiah  Vail  III.,  and  their  daughter, 
Sarah  Elizabeth,  married  John  Blount  II. 

WILLIAMS 

William  Williams,  one  of  the  early  settlers  of  Cur- 
rituck, N.  C,  was  there  as  early  as  1704.  His  name 
appears  as  a  member  of  the  vestry  of  that  parish  1715, 
also  as  a  member  of  the  Assembly,  and  for  some  years 
he  was  Justice  of  the  Peace.  His  wife  was  Mary  Tulle, 
and  in  his  will,  written  February  2,  1725,  and  probated 
January,  1726,  he  mentions  the  following  children: 
Thomas,  Stephen,  Tulle,  and  two  married  daughters, 
Jane  Brent  and  Abigail  Phillips. 

Colonel  Stephen  Williams,  their  second  son,  died 
1767.    He  served  repeatedly  on  the  Commission  of  the 
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Peace,  and  was  a  Member  of  the  Assembly  1733,  1754, 
1760, 1761, 1764  and  1766.  In  1754  he  was  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  of  the  Currituck  Foot.  He  married  Sarah 
(Swann?).  Their  daughter,  Mary,  married,  first, 
Samuel  Swann  III.;  second,  Frederick  Blount;  third, 
1784,  Richard  Templeman.  A  daughter,  Mary,  by  the 
second  marriage,  married  William  Shepard,  and  their 
daughter,  Ann  Blount,  married  Ebenezer  Pettigrew. 

SHEPARD 

David  Shepard  settled  in  Carteret  County,  N.  C, 
early  in  the  eighteenth  century.  His  name  appears  on 
Commissions  of  the  Peace  from  1739  to  1750.  (David 
Shepard,  Jun.,  is  also  named  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
as  early  as  1744.)  In  1754  he  was  Major  of  the  Car- 
teret Regiment  of  Foot.  He  died  late  in  the  year  1774, 
and  in  his  will  mentions  three  sons,  Solomon,  Jacob, 
and  Elijah;  five  married  daughters,  Sarah  Wallis,  Re- 
becca Saunders,  Abigail  Ward,  Wilkins  Taylour,  Eliz- 
abeth Taylor,  and  several  grandchildren.  The  name  of 
his  wife  is  not  known. 

Jacob  Shepard,  his  second  son,  was  born  September 
18,  1734,  and  died  June  16,  1773.  He  was  a  Member 
of  the  Assembly  from  Carteret  1769,  and  again  the 
year  of  his  death.  He  was  an  engineer  and  surveyor, 
and  according  to  tradition  he  assisted  George  Washing- 
ton in  surveying  the  Dismal  Swamp  Canal.  His  wife's 
name  was  Sara,  who  afterwards  married  Mr.  Gibbs. 
They  had  three  children:  John,  William,  and  Han- 
nah, who  married,  November  25,  1778,  Charles  Riddle, 
of  Philadelphia,  Vice-President  of  Pennsylvania  1776. 

William  Shepard,  the  younger  son,  died  1819.  He 
was  commissioned  Captain  of  the  tenth  regiment  of 
North  Carolina  Continental  Troops,  January  20,  1778,

Abraham  Shepard,  Colonel,  and  was  part  owner  of  the 
privateers  Snap  Dragon  and  Three  Sisters.  He  was  a 
prominent  planter  and  merchant  of  Newberne,  and 
owned  Shepard's  Point,  now  Morehead.  After  the 
Revolution  he  took  an  active  part  in  politics,  being  a 
strong  Federalist,  and  in  1788  was  a  Member  of  the 
State  Legislature.  He  married,  November  12,  1794, 
Mary,  the  daughter  of  Frederick  and  Mary  (Williams) 
Blount,  who  was  born  June  13,  1773,  and  died  October 
12,  1864.  They  had  ten  children:  John  Swann,  Ann 
Blount,  who  married  Ebenezer  Pettigrew;  William 
Biddle,  Charles  B.,  Mary,  Hannah  Biddle,  Frederick 
Blount,  Penelope  Swann,  Richard  Muse,  and  James  B. 

GIBERT 

This  family  is  descended  from  Pierre  Gibert  and  his 
wife  Louise  Guy,  of  Lunes,  a  village  in  Languedoc, 
France.  The  family  belonged  to  the  Huguenot  church, 
and  two  of  the  sons,  Jean  Louis  and  Etienne,  became 
famous  preachers  of  this  faith. 

The  elder  son,  Jean  Louis  Gibert,  was  born  at  Lunes, 
June  29,  1722,  and  died  in  New  Bordeaux,  S.  C,  early 
in  August,  1773.  He  determined  when  quite  young  to 
become  a  pastor  in  the  Huguenot  church,  and  spent 
three  years  at  the  seminary  in  Lausanne,  1746  to  1749. 
After  his  ordination  he  returned  to  his  own  province 
and  took  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  the  church.  The 
times  were  particularly  difficult  and  the  persecutions 
most  intense.  He  preached  ten  years,  attended  synods, 
built  churches  and  was  in  constant  danger  of  his  life. 
With  the  consent  of  his  parish  1761,  he  went  to  London 
to  obtain  from  the  British  government  permission  to 
lead  a  number  of  his  people  to  the  English  possessions 
in  America.    After  many  delays,  and  through  the  help 
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of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  he  embarked  on 
Christmas  Day,  1763,  with  two  hundred  followers,  for 
South  Carolina.  There  were  further  delays  and  the 
colony  did  not  sail  until  February  22,  1764.  They  ar- 
rived in  Charleston  April  14,  and  were  welcomed  by 
all.  The  land  allotted  them  was  near  where  Abbeville 
now  is,  and  by  the  fall  of  1764  many  houses  were 
erected.  The  village  was  called  New  Bordeaux.  The 
soul  of  the  colony  was  their  pastor,  Gibert.  He  had 
brought  with  him  a  well  selected  library,  and  began  at 
once  to  organize  schools  for  the  boys  and  girls.  Unfor- 
tunately, he  did  not  live  to  see  the  success  of  his  efforts. 
A  monument  was  erected  later  to  his  memory,  on  which 
were  four  inscriptions,  two  in  English,  one  in  French, 
and  one  in  Latin.  He  married  Isabeau  Boutiton  (after 
his  death  she  married  Pierre  Engivin) .  They  had  three 
children:  Joseph,  Jeanne,  and  Louise  Guy.  The  line 
of  descent  is  as  follows:

William  Gibson,  of  "Rose  Hill,"  Baltimore  Town, 
Md.,  was  born  in  Leonardtown,  Md.,  September  22, 
1753,  and  died  April  29,  1832.  He  is  buried  with  his 
children  and  grandchildren  in  "  Old  St.  Paul's  Church 
Yard."  When  quite  young  he  came  to  Baltimore 
Town  and  subsequently  bought  "  Rose  Hill,"  which  was 
situated  in  the  suburbs ;  the  house  stood  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  Eutaw  and  Lanvale  streets.  Appointed  a 
member  of  the  Court  of  Admiralty  in  1776,  also  the 
same  year  one  of  the  signers  of  Continental  Money, 
and  in  1797  one  of  the  electors  for  the  first  Mayor  of 
Baltimore,  he  was  chosen  "  to  receive  for  safe  keep- 
ing all  monies  in  hands  of  Commissioners  of  said  Town

Vestryman  in  Old  St.  Paul's  Church  for  many  years. 
He  married,  December  21,  1775,  Sarah,  daughter  of 
John  and  Sarah  Morris,  of  Joppa,  Md. 

Their  eldest  son,  John  Gibson  III.,  of  "  Chestnut 
Hill,"  Baltimore,  was  born  1784,  and  educated  at  St. 
John's  College,  Annapolis.  He  was  one  of  the  success- 
ful merchants  of  Baltimore  in  the  early  part  of  the  last 
century.  When  quite  young  he  was  chosen  Vestryman 
of  "  Old  St.  Paul's  Parish,"  serving  in  that  capacity  for 
nearly  thirty-five  years,  and  only  resigning  to  become 
one  of  the  founders  of  St.  John's  Parish,  Huntington, 
in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  his  home,  "  Chestnut 
Hill."  To  this  congregation  he  renderedVery  impor- 
tant service  and  died  a  member  of  its  Vestry,  February 
24,  I860.  He  married,  September  18,  1806,  Elizabeth 
C,  daughter  of  George  II.  and  Mary  (Carr)  Grundy, 
of  "Bolton."     Issue:

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Other  Sons  of  William  Gibson 

The  second  son,  Professor  William  Gibson,  of 
Philadelphia,  was  born  1788.  After  graduating  at 
Princeton  in  1806,  he  took  his  medical  degree  at  the 
University  of  Edinburgh,  1809,  and  was  the  pupil  of 
Sir  Charles  Bell,  the  eminent  Scotch  surgeon.  On  his 
return  to  this  country  he  practiced  in  Baltimore,  and 
was  one  of  the  earliest  professors  of  surgery  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland.  In  the  Baltimore  Riots  of  1812 
he  rendered  essential  service.  He  again  visited  Europe 
in  1814,  and  fought  on  the  side  of  the  allied  forces  at 
the  Battle  of  Waterloo,  where  he  was  slightly  wounded. 
In  1819  he  succeeded  Dr.  Physick  in  the  chair  of  sur- 
gery in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  he  re- 
mained more  than  thirty  years.2  He  was  the  author  of 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery ,  Rambles  in  Europe, 
containing  sketches  of  eminent  surgeons,  and  Lectures 
on  Eminent  Belgian  Surgeons  and  Physicians.  At  the 
age  of  seventy  he  removed  to  Newport,  and  died  in  1868. 
Dr.  Gibson  married,  first,  Sarah,  daughter  of  Colonel 
Samuel  Hollingsworth ;  and  second,  Sarah  Smith,  of 
Loudoun  County,  Va.  He  had  issue  by  the  first  mar- 
riage, a  son  and  daughter,  and  by  the  second  marriage 
two  daughters.  His  son,  Charles  Bell  Gibson,  was  born 
in  Baltimore,  1816,  and  died  in  Richmond,  1865.  He 
held  the  position  of  Surgeon-General  of  the  Confeder- 
ate States  Army.  He  married  Ellen  Ayre,  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

The  third  son  of  William  Gibson,  of  "  Rose  Hill," 
James  Gibson,  of  "  Ingleside,"  was  one  of  the  volun- 
teers to  defend  Baltimore  in  1814,  and  was  wounded 
in  the  Battle  of  North  Point.  He  married  Emily, 
daughter  of  George  II.  and  Mary  (Carr)   Grundy,  of

The  ancestor  of  the  American  family,  Edmund 
Grundy,  of  Chapel  House,  Bolton  Le  Moors,  Eng.,  was 
born  1695.  He  married  Anne  Bradshaw.  Their  son, 
George  Grundy  I.,  of  Chapel  House,  was  born  1726, 
and  died  1810.  He  mar- 
ried, 1749,  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  William  OBy- 
rom,  of  Preston,  Lancas- 
tershire,  Eng.  (1690-1736), 
who  married,  1714,  Mar- 
garet Pearson  (1685- 
1775). 

Their  son,  George 
Grundy  II.,  of  "Bolton," 
was  born  at  Chapel  House, 
1755,  and  died  February  14, 
1825.  In  1783  he  came  to 
reside  in  Baltimore,  where 
his  home,  adjoining  that  of  William  Gibson  ("Rose 
Hill"),  called  after  his  old  home  (Bolton  Le  Moors), 
was  a  facsimile  of  Chapel  House.  All  the  bricks,  man- 
tels, doors  and  windows  were  brought  from  England. 
It  had  its  secret  vault,  which  was  placed  under  the  brick 
pavement  in  front  of  the  entrance,  where,  during  the 
Battle  of  North  Point,  and  bombardment  of  Fort  Mc- 
Henry,  the  silver,  on  which  was  engraved  the  Grundy 
arms  and  crest,  with  other  valuables,  were  hidden,  and 
the  coach  and  four  stood  ready,  day  and  night,  to  con-

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vey  the  family  to  a  place  of  safety.  The  large  bow- 
window  at  the  end  of  the  hall,  where  all  the  daughters 
stood,  when  married,  overlooked  a  rare  and  very  beauti- 
ful horn-beam  tree,  which  Mr.  Grundy  planted  as  a 
small  bush,  in  the  year  he  built  "  Bolton,"  1785,  bring- 
ing it  from  Chapel  Hill.  There  is  only  one  like  it  in 
the  country,  and  that  is  in  Cambridge,  Mass.  It  was 
at  a  ball,  given  at  "  Bolton,"  that  Prince  Jerome  Bona- 
parte met  the  beautiful  Elizabeth  Patterson.  "Bol- 
ton "  is  now  a  name  of  the  past.  The  Fifth  Regiment 
Armory  is  built  on  its  site.  The  following  extracts  are 
from  a  letter  of  Mary  (Carr)  Grundy,  the  wife  of 
George  Grundy  II.,  to  the  family  at  Bolton  Le  Moors, 
England : 

"Baltimore,  May,  1784.  .  .  .  I  will  continue  this 
letter  in  part  to  all,  as  you  will  each  equally  rejoice  to 
hear  of  our  safe  arrival,  after  a  passage  of  8  weeks  and 
three  days.  .  .  .  By  what  I  have  seen  of  Baltimore, 
I  have  not  a  doubt  that  I  shall  be  very  happy  and  like 
the  place  very  well,  I  give  it  already  the  preference  to 
New  York.  The  ladies  are  very  polite,  and  about  23 
or  24  have  called,  and  many  more  I  expect,  when  they 
have  all  been  I'll  send  you  a  list  of  their  names  and 
those  I  shall  like  to  keep  up  an  acquaintance  with.  I  am 
more  fond  of  my  country  than  I  thought  I  was  when 
with  you,  could  I  have  yr  company  here  with  the  rest 
of  my  dear  friends  how  much  would  I  give  America  the 
preference  it  deserves,  to  all  the  world  besides.  .  .  . 
They  are  the  fondest  here  of  fashions  you  ever  saw,  I 
have  had  the  mantua-maker  to  take  the  patterns  of  my 
Capes.  Caps  have  gone  out  and  the  hair  is  tied  in  a 
knob  at  the  top.  I  was  apprehensive  if  you  remember 
that  Mrs.  Sayres  had  made  a  mistake  and  not  put  in 
my  bonnet — whether  a  wilful  one  or  not  I  cannot  say —

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but  there  was  no  such  thing  in  the  box.  I  think  it  very 
ungentil  in  her  as  I  paid  5/6  and  cannot  replace  it  here 
under  a  great  deal  of  money,  gauze  and  ribbons  &ct 
being  very  high,  but  this  is  a  trivial  circumstance  com- 
pared with  Mr.  Preston's  neglect  in  not  sending  my 
china,  which  they  promised  faithfully  to  do,  the  vessel 
is  now  unloaded  and  no  such  box  is  to  be  found,  and 
unless  you  have  found  out  the  mistake  and  send  it  by  the 
first  opportunity  I  shall  be  at  a  great  loss  what  to  do, 
as  it  won't  be  long  in  my  power  to  put  off  having  '  tea- 
company' — to-morrow  I  shall  have  some  ladies  from 
Phila  old  acquaintances,  Miss  Abbey  Biddle,  Mrs.  Lux 
&ct — I  am  under  the  necessity  of  having  them  as  they 
return  on  Monday.     .     .     ." 

In  1780,  in  New  York,  George  Grundy  II.  married 
Mary,  daughter  of  Captain  George  Carr,  of  England, 
and  his  wife,  Mary  Marks  (or  Marx),  of  Philadelphia 
(1724-1803).  She  was  born  1763,  and  died  1797.  Issue:

The  Botelers,  of  England,  from  whom  those  in  this

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country  descend,  are  of  Norman  extraction,  and  derive 
their  origin    (according  to  the  old  chronicles),  from 

Rollo  himself,  the  founder 
of  the  Norman  dynasty. 
There  are  many  different 
versions  of  the  Roll  of  Bat- 
tle Abbey,  in  all  of  which 
the  name  of  "  Boteler "  is 
to  be  found.4 

The  Botelers,  of  Eastry, 
Kent  County,  Eng.,  whose 
descendants  settled  in  Cal- 
vert County,  Md.,  are  of 
very  ancient  standing  in 
Kent  County.  As  far  back 
as  the  beginning  of  the  fif- 
teenth century,  we  find  Sir 
John  Boteler,  of  Sand- 
wich, in  the  County  of 
Kent,  Mayor  of  that  cor- 
poration (1440-1445),  also  one  of  the  supporters  of 
the  canopy  of  Queen  Margaret,  wife  of  Henry  VI., 
and  also  one  of  the  Burgesses  in  Parliament. 

The  colonist,  Edward  Boteler  II.,  was  a  son  of  Ed- 
ward Boteler  I.,  of  Eastry  and  came  to  Maryland  in 
1669.  He  died  prematurely  from  grief,  on  account 
of  the  misappropriation  of  funds  by  his  partner  in  Lon- 
don. He  married  Anne,  daughter  of  George  and 
Anne  Lingan,  who  died  about  1717. 

Their  son,  Edward  Boteler  III.,  was  left  in  the 
charge  of  Thomas  Lingan,  the  boy's  maternal  uncle, 
to  be  sent  to  England.  This  was  not  done,  and  he  re- 
mained  in  lower  Maryland,  marrying  Priscilla  Lin-

Their  only  son: 

Captain  Henry  Boteler,  of  Park  Hall,  Pleasant 
Valley,  Washington  County,  Md.,  was  born  November 
15, 1728,  and  died  1814.  "  He  commanded  a  Company 
of  Rangers  in  the  French  and  Indian  War,  1757,  gar- 
risoned Fort  Frederick,  and  by  right  of  seniority  was 
the  Commandant.  Was  Captain  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  his  Commission  dated  July  4,  1776."  The  fol- 
lowing is  from  a  letter  of  Hon.  A.  R.  Boteler,  Foun- 
tain Rock,  Va. : 

"  Captain  Boteler  was  no  less  enterprising  in  peace 
than  patriotic  in  war.  Arnong  the  enduring  evidences 
of  his  public  spirit  was  the  opening  of  the  first  road  from 
Harper's  Ferry,  Va.,  to  Frederick,  Md.,  which  was  not 
only  projected  by  him,  but  located  and  made  under 
his  personal  supervision.  The  method  he  adopted  for 
removing  rocks  from  the  road  bed  along  the  ragged 
ridges  below  Harper's  Ferry,  at  the  base  of  the  moun- 
tain (which  has  since  become  historical  as  Maryland 
Heights),  was  as  original  and  effective  as  that  ascribed 
to  Hannibal,  in  his  famous  passage  across  the  Alps. 
He  had  large  log  fires  built  upon  the  rocks,  which  when 
red  hot,  were  drenched  with  water  from  the  river,  and 
thus  rendered  sufficiently  pliable  to  be  quarried,  without 
the  use  of  gun  powder,  that  being  too  precious  a  com- 
modity to  be  wasted  on  engineering  operations." 

His  wife,  Sarah  Elsby,  was  the  daughter  of  an  Eng- 
lishman who  lived  near  Brandywine,  Del.  Her  ma- 
ternal grandmother  was  one  of  the  Huguenots  who 
came  to  this  country  after  the  "  Revocation  of 
Nantes,"    1685. 
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Their  son,  Doctor  Henry  Boteler,  of  Fountain  Rock, 
Sheperdstown,  W.  Va.,  born  1779,  and  died  1836, 
married,  1814,  Priscilla,  daughter  of  Alexander  and 
Angelica  KaufFman  (Peale)  Robinson,  who  was  born 
January  8,  1797,  and  died  February  15,  1820.     Issue:

LINGAN 

The  Lingans  (whose  name  is  spelled  equally  Lin- 
gen  and  Lingayne  in  the 
English  records),  long 
held  large  and  valuable 
possessions  in  Hereford, 
Eng.,  and  the  name  Lin- 
gan  was  notable  in  the 
twelfth,  thirteenth  and 
fourteenth  centuries.  The 
second  John  of  the  "  De 
Lingen  "  race  had  a  grant 
of  free  warren  1256,  and 
the  third  John  was  knight- 
k  ed  at  a  great  solemnity  in 

*■""  1305,    before    accompany- 

lingan  mff  Edward   I.   upon  his 

last  expedition  to  Scotland.  Sir  Ralph  was  a  Member 
of  Parliament  for  Hereford  1373,  during  the  reign  of 
Edward  III.,  and  in  1381,  during  the  reign  of  Rich- 
ard II.     In  the  great  Cathedral  at  Hereford  are  in- 
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scriptions  to  Cecelia,  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Lingen, 
Knight  of  Sutton,  and  Alice  his  Lady,  May  9,  1689. 
In  the  struggle  between  Charles  I.  and  his  Parlia- 
ment, in  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century,  Sir 
Henry  espoused  the  royal  cause  and  for  some  time 
maintained  a  troop  of  horse  for  the  King's  service. 
He  was  subjected  to  fines  and  confiscations  that 
greatly  reduced  his  wealth.  One  amounted  to  <£5000, 
the  highest  sum  levied  upon  a  commoner,  and  King- 
Charles  failed  in  any  way  to  remember  the  loyalty  or 
to  compensate  the  losses. 

The  Lingans  known  to  be  in  Calvert  County,  Md., 
in  1664,  were  of  Herefordshire  descent,  and  bore  the 
same  arms  as  the  English  family  of  Hereford.  The 
annals  of  the  Lingans,  of  Calvert  County,  were  acci- 
dentally destroyed.5 

Hon.  George  Lingan,  of  Calvert  County,  Md.,  was 
a  Commissioner  of  the  Provincial  Court  of  Maryland, 
1686,  and  a  Member  of  the  Maryland  Assembly  from 
Calvert  County,  November  14,  1688.6  His  will  was 
probated  1708,  and  mentions  his  wife  Anne  and  four 
children,  Thomas,  Anne,  Martha,  and  Katharine;  also 
sons-in-law,  Edward  Boteler,  Josiah  Wilson,  and  Henry 
Boteler.  Anne,  the  eldest  daughter,  married  Edward 
Boteler  II.,  and  their  son,  Edward  III.,  married  Pris- 
cilla,  daughter  of  Thomas  Lingan.

"  The  Robinsons,7  of  Rokeby,  are  descended  from  the 
Robertsons,  Baron  Struan,  of  Perthshire,  Scotland. 
William  Robinson  settled  at  Kendall  in  the  reign  of 
Henry  VIII.,  and  his  eldest  son,  Ralph,  became  the 
owner  of  Rokeby,  in  the  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  by 
his  marriage  with  the  eldest  daughter  and  co-heiress  of 
James  Phillips,  of  Brignal,  near  Rokeby."  It  was  of 
Rokeby  Park  and  the  Rokeby  Robinsons  that  Sir  Wal- 
ter Scott  wrote  his  poem  Rokeby,,  and  to  this  family 
belonged  Richard  Robinson,  Archbishop  of  Armagh, 
and  Primate  of  Ireland,  Baron  Rokeby,  in  the  peerages 
of  both  England  and  Ireland,  and  other  dignitaries. 
In  the  time  of  Cromwell,  a  son  of  this  family  went  to 

i  Eng.  Nat.  Diet,  of  Biog. 
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Ireland  and  settled  on  their  estate  in  Armagh,  to  which 
Sir  Walter  Scott  alludes  in  his  poem,  and  the  Balti- 
more, Louisville,  and  St.  Louis  Robinsons  are  of  this 
Irish  branch. 

The  first  of  the  line  to  emigrate,  Alexander  Robin- 
son, born  in  the  County  of  Armagh,  1751,  came  to 
America  to  obtain  the  release  of  his  brother  Arthur,  who 
was  an  officer  in  the  British  army,  and  taken  prisoner  in 
the  Revolutionary  War.  He  brought  with  him  a  crude 
painting  of  the  coat  of  arms  as  here  described,  which,  as 
is  the  case  with  most  Irish  arms,  has  "  supporters." 
After  effecting  his  object,  he  settled  in  Baltimore  in 
1783,  and  was  one  of  the  most  successful  merchants  of 
his  day,  dying  August  9,  1845.  He  never  returned  to 
his  native  land.  He  married,  first,  Priscilla  (Lyles) 
Booth  (1760-1790);  second,  July  15,  1794,  Angelica 
Kauffman,  daughter  of  Charles  Willson  and  Rachel 
(Brewer)  Peale,  who  was  born  December  22,  1775, 
and  died  August  8,  1853.  An  interesting  story  is  told 
of  Angelica  Peale. 

"  When  General  Washington  was  on  his  way  to  New 
York  to  be  inaugurated  as  first  President  of  the  United 
States  .  .  .  a  triumphal  arch  was  erected  on  both 
sides  of  the  (Schuylkill)  river,  covered  with  laurel 
branches  and  approached  through  avenues  of  ever- 
greens. As  Washington  passed  under  the  last  arch 
Angelica  Kauffman  Peale,  daughter  of  the  eminent 
artist,  and  a  child  of  rare  beauty,  who  was  concealed  in 
the  foliage,  let  down  a  handsomely  ornamented  civic 
crown  of  laurel,  which  rested  upon  the  head  of  the 
patriot,  while  the  multitude  filled  the  air  with  long  and 
loud  huzzas."8

The  Rector  of  Edith  Weston,  in  Rutlandshire,  Eng., 
the  Rev.  Charles  Peale,  was  heir  entail  to  the  Manor 
Wootton,  in  Oxfordshire,  the  estate  of  Charles  Will- 
son,  M.  D. 

His  son,  Charles  Peale,  born  1709,  and  died  1750, 
was  educated  for  the  Church  of  England,  but  pre- 
ferred coming  to  America,  where  he  settled  in  Chester- 
town,  Md.,  1742.  He  was  master  of  the  county  school 
and  received  boarding  and  day  scholars  in  classical 
studies  and  surveying,  and  occasionally  officiated  in 
the  pulpit.  A  letter-book  of  Charles  Peale  is  still  in 
existence,  dated  1745  to  1747,  written  in  a  manly,  well- 
formed  hand  and  always  signed  with  his  monogram. 
He  married,  1740,  Margaret  Trigg,  who  died  1791.

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James,  married  and  had  descendants;  he  was  one  of 
the  original  members  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati. 

Elizabeth,  married  Captain  Digby  Polk. 

Charlotte,  married  Colonel  Ramsay. 

St.  George,  died  unmarried. 

Charles  Willson  Peale,  born  1741,  and  died 
1827,  was  known  as  the  "Revolutionary  artist,"  but 
was  twenty-four  years  of  age  before  he  began  his 
career,  as  the  poverty  of  his  widowed  mother  compelled 
her  to  apprentice  him  to  a  saddler  in  his  early  youth. 
Peale's  first  lessons  in  painting  were  from  Mr.  Hesse- 
lius,  the  British  artist  (who  had  married  Mrs.  Henry 
Woodward,  nee  Mary  Young,  a  lady  of  fortune,  resid- 
ing in  Annapolis),  who  employed  Peale  to  paint  his 
wife's  portrait  that  he  might  acquire  some  knowledge  of 
the  proper  process  of  mixing  colors.  Hearing  of  the 
celebrity  of  Copley,  Peale  went  by  sea  to  Boston  to 
study  with  him.  On  his  return,  his  friends  were  so  well 
assured  of  his  genius  that  they  furnished  him  with  the 
means  of  going  to  London,  where  he  studied  under  Sir 
Joshua  Reynolds  and  West.  The  friends  were  to  be 
repaid  by  paintings,  on  his  return,  which  accounts  for 
the  great  number  of  portraits  that  are  still  in  existence. 
While  abroad,  he  met  Angelica  KaufFman,  whom  he 
greatly  admired,  naming  his  daughter  for  her. 

He  commanded  a  company  of  volunteers  at  the  bat- 
tles of  Trenton,  Princeton,  Germantown,  and  Mon- 
mouth, also  sharing  in  the  hardships  of  Valley  Forge. 
In  1777,  he  was  elected  a  Representative  from  Phila- 
delphia to  the  State  Legislature;  became  one  of  the 
original  members  of  the  Philosophical  Society  of  Phil- 
adelphia, and  was  a  naturalist,  establishing  the  first 
museum  and  academy  of  fine  arts  in  America.  After 
the  war  he  inherited  "Wootton  Manor,"  in  England, 
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but  declined  the  estate  and  title,  preferring  to  remain  in 
America,  having  fought  for  her  independence.  The 
last  years  of  his  life  he  had  a  country  home  near  Ger- 
mantown,  Pa.,  with  a  hanging  garden,  grotto,  foun- 
tain, and  a  hospitable  table  for  all  his  friends.  His  last 
painting  was  a  full-length  portrait  of  himself  at  the  age 
of  eighty-three. 

He  married,  first,  1767,  Rachel,,  daughter  of  John 
IV.  and  Eleanor  (Maccubin)  Brewer,  of  Brewerton, 
Annapolis,  Md.,  born  1744,  and  died  1790;  issue,  ten 
children;  second,  1791,  Elizabeth  de  Peyster;  issue,  six 
children;  third,  a  Quakeress,  Hannah  More. 

His  daughter  by  the  first  marriage,  Angelica  Kauff- 
man  Peale,  married  Alexander  Robinson.  Their 
daughter  Prisvilla  married  Dr.  Henry  ~Boteler,  whose 
daughter,  Priscilla  Charlotte,  married  Charles  Crosdale 
Gibson. 

BREWER 

John  Brewer  I.,  of  Brewerton,  Annapolis,  Md. 
(or  Bruere,  as  it  was  written  in  Wales,  and  for  several 
generations  in  this  country),  was  born  in  the  south  of 
Wales  early  in  the  seventeenth  century,  and  died  1667,9 
survived  by  his  wife  and  three  children.  He  emigrated 
to  Massachusetts,  but  settled  in  Virginia,  1645,  going 
to  Maryland  with  the  Puritan  Colony,  1649,  which  set- 
tled on  the  present  site  of  Annapolis,  naming  the  town 
Providence. 

In  1659  he  patented  "Brewerton,"  South  River, 
Md.,  and  there  built  a  brick  residence  still  in  possession 
of  the  family.  This  plantation,  with  other  adjacent 
farms,  contained  nearly  three  thousand  acres;  he  was 
also  an  owner  of  six  hundred  and  forty  acres  on  Wye 

a  Biog.  Cycl.  of  Rep.  Men  of  Md.  and  District  of  Columbia,  p.  65. 
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River,  Talbot  County,  Md.  He  was  one  of  the  few 
men  of  that  period  who  adhered  to  the  law  of  primogeni- 
ture, and  left  a  large  landed  estate  in  entail.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  Justices  of  Anne  Arundel  County 
Court,  appointed  July  12,  1658,  by  Leonard  Calvert, 
and  with  Samuel  Chew  represented  the  county  in  the 
House  of  Burgesses,  April  16,  1661.10  He  married 
Elizabeth,  whose  surname  is  believed  to  have  been 
Heathcote.  She  died  in  1667,  and  in  her  will  she 
names  Rachel,  John,  and  William. 

Their  son,  John  Brewer  II.,  died  in  1690.  He  mar- 
ried Sarah,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Sarah  (Warner) 
Ridgely.

The  colonist,  Clement  Theobald  (pronounced  in  ac- 
cordance with  English  custom  "Tibbals"),  living  in 
Lower  Norfolk  County,  Va.,  1641, x  went  to  Maryland, 
1654,  dying  in  Charles  County  1675.  The  coat  of  arms 
borne  by  his  descendants  in  America,  indicates  that  he 
came  of  the  Theobalds  of  Kent,  Eng.2    He  was  twice

maid  servants  and  one  Thomas  Mayer  (in  what  capa- 
city is  not  stated).  Settling  at  Hingham,  Mass.,  he 
was  one  of  the  first  deacons  of  the  church,  and  Deputy 
in  the  Plymouth  Council  1641.  Removing  to  Reho- 
both,  Mass.,  he  died  there  November  3,  1649.  Issue, 
among  others,  John,  Henry,  and  Daniel.5 

The  eldest  son,  Lieutenant  John  Smith,  commanded 
the  Hingham  Fort  during  King  Philip's  War,  and  rep- 
resented the  town  in  the  Plymouth  Court  for  many 
years.  He  married  Sarah  Woodward.  His  younger 
brother,  Daniel,  was  magistrate  of  Rehoboth,  and  rep- 
resented that  place  in  the  Plymouth  Court  from  1679 
to  1692;  also  Deputy  Governor  in  1684,  1690,  and  1691, 
dying  April  28,  1692.  His  wife  was  Esther  Chicker- 
ing.    A  brother  of  these  men: 

Ensign  Henry  Smith,  born  in  England,  was  one 
of  the  original  surveyors  of  the  Rehoboth,  Attleboro 
and  Taunton  purchases  from  the  Indians,  and  repre- 
sented Rehoboth  in  the  Plymouth  Court.  He  married 
Elizabeth  Cooper,  of  Hingham,  Eng.,  who  came  to 
America  with  her  parents  on  the  ship  Diligent. 

Their  son,  Deacon  Henry  Smith,  was  born  Decem-

becca Wood   (or  Atwood). 

Their  son,  John  Smith,  born  at  Rehoboth  April  16, 
1717,  married  second,  Elizabeth  Hills,  a  widow,  nee 
Ide.  They  removed  to  Chester,  Windsor  County,  Vt., 
where  they  died. 

Their  fourth  child,  Dr.  Nathan  Smith,  born  at  Re- 
hoboth September  30,  1762,  and  died  January  26,  1829, 
removed  with  his  parents  to  Vermont  in  boyhood. 
Near  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  while  not 
yet  arrived  at  manhood,  he  joined  a  body  of  Vermont 
Militia  stationed  on  the  frontier,  to  hold  in  check  the 
hostile  Indians,  and  narrowly  escaped  being  shot  by  an 
Indian  lying  in  ambush.  When  he  was  about  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  he  assisted  Dr.  Josiah  Goodhue,  re- 
siding in  Putney,  Vt.,  to  tie  an  artery  at  a  surgical 
operation.  His  deftness  elicited  commendation  from 
the  surgeon,  and  was  the  cause  of  his  determination  to 
become  a  physician.  After  a  year  of  preparation,  he 
became  the  pupil  of  Dr.  Goodhue,  later  attending  the 
Medical  School  of  Harvard  University,  receiving  his 
degree  of  M.  B.  in  1790.  Later,  in  December,  1796, 
he  went  abroad  to  Glasgow,  Edinburgh  and  London. 
He  was  elected  corresponding  Member  of  the  London 
Medical  Society,  and  shortly  after  his  return  to  Amer- 
ica, the  degree  of  M.  D.  was  conferred  upon  him  by 
Dartmouth  College,  where  he  originated  the  Medical 
School  in  1797.  He  was  of  the  first  Medical  Faculty 
of  Yale,  and  in  1820  the  organizer  of  the  Medical  De- 
partment of  Bowdoin  College. 

After  accepting  the  professorship  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery  in  the  newly  organized  Medical  Department 
of  Yale  in  1813,  Dr.  Smith,  who  had  lived  in  Hanover, 
N.  H.,  made  his  home  in.New  Haven,  Conn.    Here  he 
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labored  as  teacher  and  practitioner  for  sixteen  years, 
until  his  death. 

He  married  first,  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Gen- 
eral Jonathan  and  Thankful  (Sherman)  Chase,  no  is- 
sue ;  second,  Sarah  Hall,  daughter  of  General  Jonathan 
and  his  second  wife  Sarah  (Hall)  Chase.  Issue  four 
sons  and  five  daughters. 

Their  second  son,  Dr.  Nathan  Ryno  Smith,  born  at 
Cornish,  N.  H.,  May  21,  1797,  and  died  at  Baltimore, 
Md.,  July  3,  1877;  was  graduated  from  Yale  1817,  and 
received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  from  the  same  institution 
1823.  He  began  to  practice  in  Burlington,  Vt.  where, 
in  cooperation  with  his  father,  he  founded  the  Medical 
School  of  the  University  of  Vermont,  in  which  he  held 
the  professorship  of  surgery  and  anatomy.  For  two 
years,  1825  to  1827,  he  was  professor  of  anatomy  in 
Jefferson  Medical  College,  Philadelphia,  which  posi- 
tion he  relinquished  in  1827,  to  accept  the  professorship 
of  surgery  in  the  University  of  Maryland.  Becoming 
a  resident  of  Baltimore,  his  fame  was  soon  established; 
the  degree  of  LL.D.  was  given  him  by  Princeton  in 
1862.  He  published  several  medical  works,  one  a  trans- 
lation from  the  French.  July  26,  1821,  he  married,  at 
Colchester,  Vt.,  Julietta  Octavia,  the  daughter  of  Dr. 
Jabez  Penniman,  and  his  wife,  Frances  (Montesque) 
Allen;  she  was  born  in  Burlington,  Vt.  July  10,  1798; 
died  in  Baltimore,  Md.  April  12,  1883.  Issue,  nine 
children;  the  eldest,  Sarah  Frances,  married  Dr.  Elisha 
Warfield  Theobald. 

The  parents  of  Jabez  Penniman  were  Jesse  and  Lois 
(Wood)  Penniman.  His  supposed  descent  from  James 
Penniman,  the  colonist,  who  married  Lydia,  the  sister 
of  the  Bev.  John  Eliot,  Apostle  to  the  Indians,  has 
not  been  exactly  traced.    His  wife  Frances,  the  daugh- 
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ter  of  Colonel  Monte  and  Margaret  (Schoolcraft) 
Montesque,  had  an  interesting  career,  as  did  her  mother, 
the  daughter  of  Jacobus  and  Anna  Christina  (Kem- 
mer)  Schoolcraft,6  of  Schoharie,  descended  from  Jo- 
hann  Schoolcraft.  Margaret  Schoolcraft  married  at 
the  early  age  of  seventeen,  April  6,  1750,  Colonel  Mon- 
tesque, an  officer  of  the  British  army,  killed  in  a  battle 
with  the  French  and  Indians.  She  married  second, 
Crean  Brush,  a  strong  loyalist,  whom  the  colonists 
styled  "  a  virulent  tory,"  who  procured  the  passage  of 
a  bill  offering  a  reward  of  <£100  for  the  apprehension 
of  Ethan  Allen,  the  second  husband  of  Crean  Brush's 
step-daughter,  Frances  Montesque.7 

The  exact  date  of  Fanny  Montesque's  first  marriage 
to  Captain  Buchanan  of  the  British  army,  is  not  known. 
She  had  been  engaged  to  another  British  officer,  who 
is  known  to  her  great-grandchildren  only  by  the  in- 
scription "  F.B.  AE.23,"  on  the  back  of  his  miniature, 
which  she  wore  many  years,  and  never  permitted  out 
of  her  possession.  He  was  drowned  while  attempting 
to  cross  the  Hudson  in  a  small  boat  during  a  storm, 
to  pay  his  court  to  her.  Her  husband,  Captain  Buch- 
anan, was  killed  within  twelve  months  of  their  marriage. 
Thus  her  early  love  affairs  ended  tragically.  At 
twenty-three,  with  her  mother  (who  had  married  a 
third  time,  Patrick  Wall),  she  went  to  live  in  West- 
minister, Vt.,  where  she  met  General  Ethan  Allen,  who 
at  first  made  little  progress  in  his  suit,  but  they  were 
finally  married  in  1784,  and  had  three  children. 

October  28,  1792,  nearly  four  years  after  the  death 
of  General  Allen,  she  married  Dr.  Jabez  Penniman,

Their  second  daughter,  Julietta  Octavia,  married  Dr.

CHASE 

In  the  Parish  of  Chesham,  Eng.,  is  recorded  the  bap- 
tism of  Thomas  Chase,  whose  son  Richard,  baptized 
August  3,  1542,  married,  1564,  Joan  Bishop.  Their 
son  Aquila  Chase,  baptized  August  14,  1580,  married 
Sarah . 

The  colonist,  Aquila  Chase  II,9  baptized  in  Chesham, 
1618,  married  Anne,  the  daughter  of  John  Wheeler. 
He  was  afterwards  of  Hampton  and  Newbury,  in  New 
England. 

Their  son,  Moses,  Chase,  born  December  24,  1663, 
served  as  Ensign  in  the  Essex,  Mass.,  Regiment.  He 
married  Anne  Follansbee,  in  1684. 

Their  son,  Daniel  Chase,  born  September  20,  1685, 
married  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  George  March,  Jan- 
uary 2,  1707. 

The  eldest  of  their  ten  children,  Judge  Samuel  Chase, 
born  in  Sutton,  Mass.,  September  28,  1707,  died  in 
Cornish,  N.  H.,  August  12,  1800.  He  was  Judge  of 
"  ye  Court  of  ye  County,  N.  H."  When  seventy  years 
of  age  he  served  in  the  regiment  of  his  son,  Colonel 
(afterwards  General)  Chase,  at  Bennington  and  Sara- 
toga. At  Cornish,  he  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of 
Samuel  Dudley. 

General  Jonathan  Chase,  third  son,  born  in  Sut- 
ton, Mass.  December  6,  1732,  was  an  early  settler  of

He  com- 
manded a  regiment  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  took 
part  in  the  battles  of  Bennington  and  Saratoga,  being 
present  at  the  surrender  of  Burgoyne.  He  married 
second,  at  Hollis,  N.  H.,  October  22,  1770,  Sarah,  the 
daughter  of  Rev.  David  and  Elizabeth  (Prescott) 
Hall,  who  was  born  December  15  or  17,  1742,  and  died 
October  13,  1806.  Sarah  Hall,  fifth  child,  was  the  sec- 
ond wife  of  Dr.  Nathan  Smith,  and  mother  of  Dr. 
Nathan  Ryno  Smith. 

DUDLEY 

The  colonist,  Francis  Dudley,  born  in  England  1640, 
settled  in  Concord,  Mass.,  where  he  married  Sarah,  the 
daughter  of  George  Wheeler,  of  Concord;  she  died 
December  12,  1713. 

Their  third  child,  Samuel  Dudley,  was  born  in  Con- 
cord, 1682,  and  died  in  Douglass,  Mass.,  1777,  where 
he  was  first  Selectman  1746  and  1747,  and  a  Magis- 
trate. At  one  time  he  lived  in  Sutton,  Mass.;  it  has 
been  inferred  that  this  town  was  named  in  compliment 
to  him,  it  being  the  earlier  name  of  the  Dudleys  of 
Dudley  Castle,  Eng.  He  married  first,  November  1, 
1704,  Abigail  King,  who  died  1720.  Their  youngest 
child  Mary,  married  Judge  Samuel  Chase.10 

HALL 

In  1630,  John  Hall,  of  Coventry,  Eng.,  came  to 
America,  and  settled  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  removing 
to  Barnstable  1640.  He  went  to  Yarmouth  1653, 
where  was  Selectman  1685,  dying  July  23,  1696.  He 
married,  second,  Bethia -11

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His  son,  John  Hall  II,  a  deacon  of  Yarmouth,  was 
born  in  Charlestown  1637,  and  died  October  14,  1710. 
He  married  Priscilla,  the  daughter  of  Austin  (or 
Augustine)  Bearse,  of  Barnstable,  who  came  to  Amer- 
ica from  Southampton,  Eng.,  1638;  she  was  born 
March  10,  1643,  and  died  March  30,  1710. 

Joseph  Hall.,  their  son,  a  deacon  of  Yarmouth,  and 
one  of  the  Selectmen  for  many  years,  was  born  Sep- 
tember 29,  1663,  and  died  January  27,  1737.  He  mar- 
ried first,  February  12,  1690,  Hannah,  the  daughter 
of  Rev.  John  and  Margaret  (Winslow)  Miller. 

Their  son,  Rev.  David  Hall,  was  born  in  Yarmouth, 
August  6,  1704,  and  died  in  Sutton,  Mass.,  May  8, 
1789.  Graduating  from  Harvard  College  1724,  and 
ordained  pastor  of  Sutton  October  15,  1729,  he  held 
this  position  until  his  death.  Dartmouth  College  gave 
him  the  honorary  degree  of  D.D.  1777.  He  was  an 
intimate  friend  of  Dr.  Jonathan  Edwards,  and  one  of 
the  candidates  for  the  Presidency  of  Princeton  College, 
when  Jonathan  Edwards  was  elected  to  that  office.  He 
married,  June  24,  1731,  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Dr. 
Jonathan  and  Rebecca  (Bulkeley)  Prescott,  born  De- 
cember 2, 1713,  and  died  August  7,  1803.  Their  daugh- 
ter Sarah,  married  General  Jonathan  Chase. 

PRESCOTT 

From  the  ancient  Prescotts  of  Standish,  Lancashire, 
Eng.,  was  descended  James  Prescott  of  that  place,  one 
of  the  gentlemen  required  by  order  of  Queen  Elizabeth 
(1564)  to  keep  in  readiness  horsemen  and  armor. 

His  son,  Roger  Prescott,  of  Shevington,  Lancashire, 
married  second,  August  20,  1568,  Ellen  Shaw,  of 
Standish. 

Their  son,  Ralph  Prescott,  baptized  1571,  was  a  resi- 
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dent  of  Shevington,  will  proved  January  24,  1609.  He 
married  Ellen . 

Their  son,  John  Prescott,  of  Sowerby,  Yorkshire, 
Eng.,  landed  in  Boston  1640,  and  settled  in  Water- 
town,  Mass.  He  married,  January  21,  1629,  Mary 
Platts. 

Captain  Jonathan  Prescott,  their  son  who  died 
December  5,  1721,  removed  to  Concord,  Mass.,  which 
he  represented  in  the  General  Court  nine  years, 
and  was  a  Captain  of  Militia.  He  married  second, 
December  23,  1675,  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  John 
Hoar,  Esq.,  an  Attorney  of  Concord;  she  died  Sep- 
tember 25,  1687.  (He  married  third,  Rebecca  Wheeler, 
the  widow  of  Colonel  Peter  Bulkeley. ) 12 

Their  son,  Doctor  and  Major  Jonathan  Prescott, 
born  in  Concord,  April  5,  1677,  resided  there  for  many 
years,  practising  medicine,  and  dying,  October  28,  1729. 
The  inscription  on  his  gravestone  in  the  Concord  ceme- 
tery, in  a  good  state  of  preservation,  relates  that  he  was 
"  A  gentleman  of  virtue  and  merit,  an  accomplished 
physician,  but  excelling  in  chirurgery."  He  married, 
July  9,  1701,  Rebecca,  the  only  daughter  of  Colonel 
Peter  and  Rebecca  (Wheeler)  Bulkeley,  who  was  born 
April  5, 1677,  and  died  October  28, 1729.  Their  daugh- 
ter, Elizabeth,  married  Rev.  David  Hall,  whose  daugh- 
ter Sarah,  married  General  Jonathan  Chase. 

BULKELEY

Hugh  de  Bulkeley,  of  Woove,  married  Helen,  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  Wilbraham,  of  Woove;  he  died 
1450. 

Humphrey  de  Bulkeley,  of  Woove,  married  Grissell, 
the  daughter  and  heiress  of  John  Molton,  of  Molton. 

William  de  Bulkeley  III,  of  Oakley,  married  Bea- 
trice, the  daughter  of  William  Hill,  of  Bemsingstall. 

Thomas  de  Bulkeley,  of  Woove,  married  Elizabeth, 
the  daughter  of  Randall  Grovenor,  of  Bellaporte. 

Rev.  Edward  de  Bulkeley,  D.D.  rector  of  Odell, 
Eng.,  married  Olyff  Irby,  of  Lincolnshire.    Their  son: 

Rev.  Peter  Bulkeley,  B.D.,  was  born  in  Bedford- 
shire, Eng.,  January  31,  1582  (or  3),  and  died  in  Con- 
cord, Mass.,  (of  which  town  he  was  the  founder)  March 
9,  1659.  A  distinguished  non-conformist  minister,  he 
had  preached  twenty-one  years  in  England,  before 
coming  to  America,  in  1635.  His  first  wife  Jane,  "  a 
most  virtuous  gentlewoman,"  the  daughter  of  Thomas 
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Allen,  of  Goldington,  Eng.,  had  nine  sons  and  two 
daughters  among  them  Edward  II;  his  second  wife, 
Grace,  the  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Chitwood,  had  four 
children. 

The  eldest  child,  Rev.  Edward  Bulkeley  II,  born  in 
England  1614,  succeeded  his  father  as  pastor  of  the 
church  in  Concord,  Mass.  No  record  has  been  found  of 
the  date  of  his  marriage  or  of  his  wife's  name.  He  died 
January  4,  1696,  at  Chelmsford,  Eng.,  but  was  buried 
at  Concord. 

Colonel  Peter  Bulkeley,  M.A.,  eldest  son,  was 
born  in  Concord,  Mass.,  January  3,  1640,  O.S.,  and 
died  there  May  24,  1688.  Graduating  at  Harvard  Coir 
lege  1660,  he  took  a  second  degree,  and  was  chosen  a 
Fellow  1663.  He  served  four  years  as  Deputy  for 
Concord  in  the  General  Court,  and  held  the  office  of 
Speaker  1676.  In  September  of  that  year,  he  was  sent 
to  England  with  William  Stoughton,  to  treat  with  King 
Charles  II  concerning  certain  charges  which  had  been 
preferred  in  England  as  to  the  "  great  independence 
of  the  colony  in  making  laws,"  etc.  Appointed  Major 
of  the  "  former  regiment  of  Middlesex  "  in  1680,  and 
elected  to  the  office  of  the  "  First  Commissioner  in  Re- 
serve "  1684,  he  was  appointed  by  Governor  Andros 
March  3,  1687,  one  of  the  Associate  Justices  of  the 
newly  established  High  Court.  Though  only  forty- 
seven  years  old  at  this  time,  he  appears  to  have  been  in 
poor  health  and  not  equal  to  the  duties  which  his  new 
office  imposed,  if  we  can  credit  the  statements  of  Ran- 
dolph, who,  in  writing  to  England,  January,  1688,  just 
before  Colonel  Bulkeley' s  death,  as  to  the  necessity  of 
sending  Judges  from  that  country  to  Massachusetts, 
says:  "As  for  Mr.  Bulkeley,  he  is  stupefied  and  drown  in 
melancholv,  and  almost  useless,  being  seldom  with  us." 
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He  married,  April  16,  1667,  Rebecca,  the  daughter  of 
Lieut.  Joseph  and  Sarah  Wheeler  (afterwards  the  third 
wife  of  Captain  Jonathan  Prescott).  An  only  daugh- 
ter, Rebecca,  married  Dr.  Jonathan  Prescott,  whose 
granddaughter,  Sarah  Hall,  married  General  Jona- 
than Chase.

The  eldest  son  of  Elisha  Warneld  and  Sarah  Frances 
(Smith)  Theobald,  Samuel  Theobald  III,  was  born  in 
Baltimore,  Md.,  November  12,  1846.

PITTS 

While  on  a  visit  to  Baltimore,  William  Pitts  of  Eng- 
land, stayed  over  night  in  a  Baltimore  County  hotel, 
and  in  a  dream  was  greatly  enamoured  of  a  beautiful 
"  French  lady."  At  breakfast,  next  morning,  seated 
opposite  him  at  table,  was  the  lady  of  his  dream.  He 
was  introduced,  and  subsequently  married  her,  but  his- 
tory does  not  give  her  name.1 

His  son,  Thomas  Pitts,  married  Susannah  Lusby, 
and  removed  to  Frederick  County,  Md. 

Their  son,  Rev.  John  Pitts  (1772-1821),  married 
1804,  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Nicholas  and  Anne 
(Griffith)  Hall.  He  belonged  originally  to  the  Church 
of  England,  but  falling  under  the  influence  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  became  a  "  preacher." 

Their  son,  Charles  Hall  Pitts'  (1814-1864),  is  re- 
membered as  one  of  the  "  gifted  lawyers  "  of  Balti- 
more. He  married,  June  25,  1844,  Elizabeth  Reynolds 
(1825-1855). 

Their  son,  Charles  Hall  Pitts  II  (1845-1887),  mar- 
ried, 1870,  Mary  Bacot  (1851-1881),  the  daughter  of 
Samuel  J.  Person  (1823-1869),  of  Carthage,  N.  C, 
and  Mary  Bacot  London,  his  wife.  Their  daughter, 
Alice  Dickinson,  married  James  Piper. 

HALL 

Captain  Nicholas  Hall,  was  of  New  Market,  Md.,

GRIFFITH 

The  history  of  the  Griffiths  of  Wales,  forms  an  excit- 
ing review  of  the  feudal  splendor  of  Griffith,  Prince 
of  Wales.  Their  descendants  in  Maryland  fought  as 
valiantly  for  independence  as  did  their  fathers  in  Wales. 

The  emigrant,  William  Griffith,  married  Sarah,  the 
daughter  of  John  Maccubin,  who  came  from  the  Low- 
lands, and  claimed  descent  from  the  McAlpines  of  the 
Highlands,  who  go  back  to  Kenneth  II,  first  King  of 
Scotland,  and  Ellinor  (Carroll?),  his  wife. 

Their  son,  Orlando  Griffith,  married  1717,  Katharine, 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Katharine  (Greenbury) 
Ridgely  Howard. 

Hon.  Henry  Griffith,  their  son,  who  died  1794, 
was  in  the  Colonial  Assembly  from  Frederick  County, 
Md.,  also  one  of  the  Committee  of  Observation,  1777.3 
He  married,  second,  Ruth,  the  daughter  of  John  and 
Anne  (Dorsey)  Hammond,  whose  daughter,  Anne,  mar- 
ried Captain  Nicholas  Hall. 

HAMMOND-DORSEY 

Major- General  John  Hammond,  married  Mary, 
the  daughter  of  John  Howard,  Sr.,  and  the  grand- 
daughter of  Matthew  Howard,  the  emigrant.4

HOWARD 

Five  brothers,  Matthew,  Cornelius,  Samuel,  John  and 
Philip,  emigrated  from  England  and  settled  on  the 
Severn  River,  Maryland,  in  1658. 

The  elder  of  these  brothers,  Matthew  Howard  (1635- 
1694),  was  the  ancestor  of  the  following  line: 

John  Howard  I,  married  Susannah  Stevens,  whose 
daughter,  Mary,  married  John  Hammond  I. 

John  Howard  II,  married  Katharine,  the  daughter 
of  Colonel  Nicholas  Greenberry,  and  the  widow  of 
Henry  Ridgely  II. 

Their  daughter,  Katharine  Howard,  married  Orlando 
Griffith,  whose  son,  Colonel  Henry  Griffith,  mar- 
ried Ruth  Hammond. 

Captain  Philip  Howard,  the  youngest  of  these  five 
emigrant  brothers,  died  1701.  He  was  "  one  of  his  Maj- 
esty's Justices  "  1694,  and  one  of  the  Commissioners  to 
lay  out  Annapolis,  Md.  He  married  Ruth,  the  daugh- 
ter of  John  Baldwin,  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  Md. 

Their  daughter,  Hannah,  married  Major  Charles 
Hammond,  whose  son  John  married  Anne,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Colonel  Edward  Dorsey,6  and  their  daughter 
Ruth  married  Hon.  Henry  Griffith.

1747,  and  died  1816,  came  to  North 
Carolina  about  1767,  becoming 
Private  Secretary  to  Governor 
William  Try  on  1769,  Secretary  to 
the  Province,  and  Clerk  of  the 
Crown  for  New  Hanover  County, 
N.  C,  1770.7  He  married,  1785, 
Peggy  (Marsden)   Chivers.

The  original  emigrants  of  this  family  came  to  Dor- 
chester, Mass.,  about  1630,  one  of  whom,  Thomas  Lord, 
born  in  England,  settled  in  Newtown  (later  Cam- 
bridge), and  in  1636  is  named  as  "  one  of  the  original 
proprietors  and  settlers  of  Hartford,  Conn."  His  wife 
was  Dorothy ■  (1589-1676). 

The  Lords  of  North  Carolina  are  undoubtedly  a 
branch  of  the  New  England  family.  They  came  to 
North  Carolina  "  by  way  of  South  Carolina,"  and  it  is 
believed  that  they  formed  a  part  of  the  Dorchester  Col- 
ony from  Massachusetts,  that  settled  in  South  Carolina 
1696.  Their  pastor  was  the  Rev.  Joseph  Lord,  whose 
death  was  recorded  on  a  simple  monumental  stone  still

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in  existence  near  Summerfield  in  that  state.  In  1752, 
these  colonists  moved  in  a  body  to  Georgia,  and  the 
South  Carolina  records  say  that  "  some  of  them  went 
into  North  Carolina.'' 

It  was  at  an  earlier  date  than  this,  however,  October 
19,  1739,  that  William  Lord,  of  North  Carolina,  the 
first  of  whom  we  have  authentic  knowledge,  settled  on 
Cape  Fear  River,  and  was  a  large  planter  in  Bruns- 
wick County,8  where  he  died  1748.  He  married,  about 
1728,  Margaret,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Margaret 
Espey. 

Colonel  William  Lord  II  (1732-1780),  their  son, 
was  also  a  large  planter  in  Brunswick  County,  he  and 
his  father  residing  there  until  the  beginning  of  the  Revo- 
lutionary War,  when  they  removed  to  Wilmington  for 
greater  security  and  protection.  The  town  of  Bruns- 
wick was  abandoned,  and  now  only  the  ruins  of  the  beau- 
tiful church  of  St.  Philip  and  its  surrounding  burial- 
ground  are  left  to  mark  the  site  of  the  town  which  had 
been  the  home  of  the  Royal  Governors,  Tryon  and 
Dobbs.  "  In  that  churchyard  lie  the  remains  of  the 
Lords  who  dwelt  there.  Their  gravestones  still  re- 
main, but  of  the  early  colonists  no  memorials  exist." 
William  Lord  represented  Brunswick  in  the  Legislature 
1765  to  1777;  was  High  Sheriff  1771 ;  on  the  Committee 
of  Safety  June  20,  1775;  on  the  Provincial  Council 
at  Halifax,  which  framed  the  State  Constitution,  April, 
1775,  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  North  Carolina 
Regiment,  June,  1776.9  He  married,  July  13,  1758, 
his  cousin,  Sarah  Espey. 

Their  son,  John  Quince  Lord,  married,  1792,  Eliza- 
beth S.,  the  daughter  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth  (Shar-

SHARPLES 

Among  the  treasured  family  heirlooms,  is  a  quaint 
old  silver  "  tankard,"  marked  "  J.  S.  J."  (being  the  in- 
itials of  John  and  Jane  Sharpies),  with  the  coat  of 
arms,  consisting  of  a  shield  and  three  stags  stalking  a 
cup.10 

The  colonist,  John  Sharpies  (1621-1685),  was  the 
son  of  Jeffrey  Sharpies  and  his  wife  Margaret  Ashley, 
of  Winbunbury,  Chester  County,  England.  He  emi- 
grated in  1682,  just  two  months  before  William  Penn, 
and  settled  on  Ridley  Creek,  near  Chester,  Pa.,  with  his 
wife  and  seven  children. 

"  They  purchased  from  William  Penn  one  thousand 
acres  of  land,  and  having  felled  a  large  tree,  took  shel- 
ter among  the  boughs  thereof  for  about  six  weeks,  in 
which  time  they  built  a  cabin  against  a  rock  that  an- 
swered for  their  chimney  back,  and  also  contained  the 
date  of  the  year  (1682)  when  the  cabin  was  built.  Here 
the  family  lived  twenty  years.  The  original  grant  is 
still  preserved,  bearing  the  autograph  and  seal  of  the 
illustrious  Penn." 

Elected  to  the  first  Pennsylvania  Assembly,  John 
Sharpies  declined  the  office,  being  a  Quaker.  In  1882, 
his  descendants  celebrated  the  two  hundredth  anniver- 
sary of  his  arrival  in  Chester,  Pa.  They  came  from 
nearly  every  state  in  the  Union  and  numbered  three 
thousand  eight  hundred.  He  married,  1662,  Jane 
Moore.

Another  coat  of  arms  entitled  "  Original  Du  Bois 
Arms  "2  is  described  as  "  Armes 
d'or,  a  Faigle  eploye  de  sable 
ongle,  becque  de  gueules." 

The  name  Du  Bois  is  one  of 
the  oldest  in  France,  and  exists 
also  in  Flanders  and  England. 
Pere  Anseline  and  Dufourney 
in  their  great  work,  "  Maison 
Itoyale  de  France"  speak  of  the 
family  Du  Bois  as  the  "  Grand 
Masters  of  the  Forests  of 
France."  Some  authors  trace 
the  name  to  Neustria,  a  part  of  France  afterwards 
known  as  Normandy,  where  it  existed  before  Rollo 
invaded  that  province,  and  became  the  first  Duke 
of  Normandy.  As  regards  the  orthography  of  this  an- 
cient name, — it  is  universally  admitted  in  France  that 
the  prefix  de,  de  la  or  du  is  a  badge  of  noble  extraction 
and  the  name  is  seldom  found  in  books  of  Heraldry 
written  otherwise  than  with  a  small  d  and  a  capital  B. 

The  progenitors  of  this  line  in  New  Netherlands, 
Louis  and  Jacques,  sons  of  Chretien  du  Bois,  wrote  their 
name  in  this  manner.  Louis  du  Bois,  born  at  Wicres, 
near  Lille  in  Artois,  France,  1626,  migrated  to  Man-

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heim  in  the  Palatinate  of  the  Rhine,  Germany,  to  es- 
cape religious  persecution.  He  married,  October  10, 
1655,  Catherine  Blanshan  or  Blanjean.  They  emi- 
grated to  America  1660,  with  their  two  sons,  Abraham 
and  Isaac.  Louis  du  Bois  died  1696,  and  his  wife  Cath- 
erine survived  him  several  years.

The  McKims  of  Maryland  descend  from  John  Mc- 
Kim, born  in  Londonderry,  Ireland,  1670. 

Thomas  McKim,  the  immigrant  (1710-1784),  a  son 
of  John  by  a  second  marriage,  settled  in  Philadelphia, 
October  3, 1734,  and  was  Justice  of  New  Castle  County 
Court,  1774.3  His  wife  was  Agnes  McMorry,  a  widow, 
whom  he  married  April  3,  1739. 

Alexander  McKim  (1748-1832),  their  son,  Dele- 
gate to  the  Maryland  Assembly.  1778,  one  of  the  Balti- 
more Town  Council  1797,  and  Commissioner  1805,  was

CHIFFELLE 

The  colonist,  Henry  Francis  Chiffelle  (1704-1758), 
born  in  Switzerland,  came  from  England  to  Charleston, 
S.  C,  1734.  Before  his  departure,  he  was  ordained  a 
minister  of  the  Church  of  England  by  the  Bishop  of 
London.  The  first  rector  of  the  newly  settled  parish  of 
St.  Peter's,  Purysborough,  he  officiated  there  until  his 
death.5  He  married  in  this  province,  Marguaritte,  the 
daughter  of  Abraham  Erhardt,  a  native  of  Switzer- 
land. 

Philotheos  Chiffelle  (1753-1794),  their  son,  was 
a  Delegate  to  the  Provincial  Congress  from  Purysbor- 
ough, S.  C,  1775.6  He  married  Rebecca,  the  daughter 
of  Thomas  and  Rebecca  (Holman)  Hutchinson. 

Their  son,  Thomas  Philotheos  Chiffelle,  married 
Henrietta  Columbia,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Judith 
(Smith)  Ladson,  whose  daughter,  Mary  Ladson  Chif- 
felle, married  Edmund  James  du  Bois.

The  Fairfaxes,  said  to  be  of  Saxon  stock,  at  the  time 
of  the  Conquest,  were  seated  at  Towcester  (or  Torces- 
ter)  in  Northumberland.  The  name  is  of  Saxon  ori- 
gin, from  two  words  meaning  fair  hair.  The  play  upon 
the  words  in  the  family  motto, 
"Fare  fac,"  is  referred  to  in 
several  books  on  Heraldry.

BIRD 

The  colonist,  William  Bird,  was  born  in  England 
1707,  and  died  November  16,  1762.  He  came  to  Berks 
County,  Pa.,  before  1729,  in  which  year  he  obtained 
land  along  "  Hay  Creek,"  in  Robinson  township.  The 
iron  business  in  this  region  was  first  started  by  him  in 
1740,  by  the  erection  of  a  forge  on  Hay  Creek  near  the 
Schuylkill.  In  1750  he  laid  out  a  town  below  the  forge, 
towards  the  river  and  called  it  "  Birdsboro."  In  1751 
he  erected,  within  the  limits  of  the  town  plan,  a  fine 
two-story,  cut-stone  mansion  house.  This  building  is 
still  standing  in  good  condition.  For  a  long  time  it 
was  a  hotel,  the  "Birdsboro  House."  It  is  a  notable 
example  of  the  architecture  of  that  period,  and  was  the 
gathering  place  of  the  most  prominent  people  of  the 
time.  Taking  up  additional  tracts  of  land  by  means 
of  warrant  and  survey,  William  Bird  secured  three  thou- 
sand acres,  by  the  year  1756.  Three  years  later  he 
built  the  furnace  in  Union  township,  and  a  year  later 
the  one  in  lower  Heidelburg  township.  These  enter- 
prises were  carried  on  by  him  until  his  death,  and  later, 
first  by  his  son,  Mark  Bird,  and  then  until  1794  by  his 
widow,  who  leased  the  property,  the  final  results  being 
the  large  and  rich  modern  iron  industry  in  Birdsboro. 

Not  only  as  a  business  man  did  William  Bird1  estab- 
lish lasting  activities,  but  as  a  churchman  he  founded 
and  strengthened  St.  Mary's  Church,  a  mission  of  the 
Church  of  England,  the  first  to  be  established  in  1762 
in  Reading,  and  St.  Gabriel's  Church  in  Morlatton,  now

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Douglassville.  He  also  gave  a  helping  hand  to  the 
church,  built  in  1753,  by  the  Swedish  Lutherans,  which 
was  afterwards  merged  into  the  Episcopal  congregation. 

The  Pennsylvania  Gazette,  November  26,  1761,  gave 
the  following  obituary  notice: 

"  Philadelphia,  November  26.  Last  week  departed 
this  Life  of  a  Appoplectic  Fit  at  the  Town  of  Reading 
in  Berks  County  William  Bird  Esq.  one  of  His  Maj- 
esty's Justices  of  the  Peace  for  that  County,  a  Gentle- 
man who  by  his  Industry,  had  acquired  with  great  Repu- 
tation a  very  considerable  Fortune,  and  a  man  of  Strict 
Honor  and  Integrity.  In  him  only  dwelt  the  Amiable 
Graces  of  an  Affectionate  Husband,  a  tender  loving 
Parent,  a  Kind  Master  and  a  sincere  Friend;  loved  his 
country,  and  was  ever  pleased  to  do  a  Kind  Office  to 
any  who  needed  it.  *  He  lived  in  Charity  with  all  Men, 
was  highly  esteemed,  and  his  death  was  sincerely  la- 
mented." 

The  marriage  of  William  Bird  to  Brigetta,  the  fourth 
child  of  Marcus  and  Margaret  (Jones)  Huling,  was 
solemnized  by  the  Rev.  Alexander  Murray,  October 
28,  1735.  They  are  buried  at  St.  Gabriel's  Church, 
Douglassville,  where  also  are  the  records  of  the  Bird 
and  Huling  families.  Issue,  six  children,  four  recorded 
as  follows: 

The  eldest  son,  Marcus,  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Safety  of  Berks  County,  and  Lieutenant-Col- 
onel of  Pennsylvania  troops  during  the  Revolution;  he 
married  Mary  Ross,  the  sister  of  the  signer. 

Rachel  married  James  Wilson,  Signer  from  Penn- 
sylvania, member  of  Congress,  Delegate  to  the  Consti- 
tutional Convention,  1787,  and  appointed  Justice  of 
the  United  States  Supreme  Court  at  its  formation,  by 
Washington,  holding  that  office  until  his  death. 
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Mary,  married  George  Ross,  the  third  son  of  the 
signer.

HULING 

The  Hillings  came  from  France,  and  several 
branches  belonged  to  the  nobility.  A  large  number  of 
this  name  were  of  the  Protestant  faith,  and  fled  to 
many  lands  during  the  Huguenot  persecution.2  Wil- 
liam and  Abraham  Huling,  who  came  to  New  Jersey  in 
1674,  were  of  those  who  fled  to  England.  Ambrose 
Hulin  emigrated  to  South  Carolina.  The  name  is  some- 
times spelled  Hewling. 

The  ancestor  of  the  so-called  "  Swedish  branch  "  of 
the  family  was  Marquis  Jean  Paul  Frederick  de  Hul- 
ingues,  a  Huguenot  nobleman  of  the  Province  of  Beam 
and  attached  to  the  Court  of  Henry  of  Navarre.  He 
was  in  Paris,  at  the  time  of  the  massacre  of  St.  Bar- 
tholomew (1572),  but  escaped  with  his  betrothed,  Isa- 
bella du  Portal,  a  lady  in  waiting  to  Catherine  de 
Medici.  Fleeing  to  Dieppe,  they  were  married  there, 
and  taking  a  vessel  put  to  sea,  but  adverse  winds  carry- 
ing them  be}Tond  their  destination,  they  settled  in 
Sweden.  The  Marquis  had  but  one  son.  A  grandson, 
Lars  (i.  e.  Lawrence)  Huling,  who  came  with  the  Swed- 
ish emigrants  to  the  Delaware,  prior  to  1640,  had 
two  sons,  Lars  and  Marcus.  The  Hulings  of  America 
descend  from  Marcus,  son  of  Lars  Huling,  born  in 
1687  (not  the  son  of  Marcus,  brother  of  Lars,  as  stated 
in  the  Memorial  of  the  Huguenots) ,  who  was  known  in 
Morlatton,  now  Douglassville,  as  early  as  1720,  and 
married  Margaret,  daughter  of  Mons  Jones.

Owing  to  trouble  with  the  Indians,  Marcus  Huling 
and  two  others  were  commissioned  by  Governor  Patrick 
Gordon,  about  1728,  to  preserve  the  peace  in  the  then 
remote  Swedish  settlement  of  Manatawny  (Morlat- 
ton)  .3  The  Swedish  settlement  of  Morlatton,  the  early 
home  of  the  Bird,  Huling  and  Jones  families,  although 
only  about  sixty  miles  from  Philadelphia,  was  so  inac- 
cessible, for  lack  of  roads,  that  upon  the  occasion  of 
the  wedding  of  Magdalene  Huling,  the  daughter  of 
Marcus,  to  Mathias  Holstein,  of  "  Swedes  Ford,"  near 
Norristown,  the  bride,  with  her  entire  retinue,  made  the 
journey  thither  in  canoes,  a  distance  of  about  forty 
miles.4  Huling  was  a  noted  Indian  fighter.  During 
one  of  his  encounters  with  them  he  was  obliged  to  jump 
over  the  crest  of  the  "  Blue  Hill,"  a  precipitous  part  of 
the  country,  landing  ninety  feet  below ;  from  this  point 
he  jumped  forty  feet  more  and  reached  the  bank  of  the 
river  with  a  dislocated  shoulder.  This  is  known  in  local 
history  as  the  "  big  jump."  In  1735  he  lived  on  Dun- 
can's Island,  fourteen  miles  from  Harrisburg.5  At 
one  time  he  owned  the  island,  which  was  called  by  his 
name.  In  1757  he  went  to  Port  Pitt,  where  he  is  said 
to  have  acquired  the  point  of  land  on  which  Pittsburg 
now  stands,  but  sold  it  for  .£200.  Pie  was  severely 
wounded  in  a  fight  with  the  Indians,  and  returned  to 
Duncan's  Island,  dying  April  2,  1757,  and  was  buried 
at  St.  Gabriel's  Church,  Douglassville.  Brigetta, 
fourth  child  of  Marcus  Huling,  married  William 
Bird. 

JONES 

The  colonist,  Mounce  (or  Mons,  Moses)  Jones,  died

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1727;  married  Ingeborge  ;  lived  in  Pennsylvania 

before  1704,  he,  and  other  Swedes,  receiving  that  year 
grants  of  land,  from  three  hundred  to  twelve  hundred 
acres  each,  in  what  is  now  Amity,  and  part  of  Douglass 
township,  Berks  County.  The  region  was  known  as 
the  Swedish  settlement  of  "  Manatawny."  Mons  Jones 
built  the  quaint  old  stone  house  in  Morlatton,  now 
Douglassville,  Berks  County,  still  standing  near  the 
Schuylkill  bridge;  its  date-stone  (1716)  contains  the 
initials  of  Mons  Jones  and  of  his  wife  Ingeborge.  So 
substantial  were  its  walls  that  it  was  the  place  of  defence 
against  Indian  incursions,  and  it  is  believed  to  have  been 
originally  surrounded  by  a  wall  and  supplied  with  some 
of  the  appointments  of  a  fort.  Mons  Jones  had  a  large 
family  and  many  of  his  descendants  live  in  Berks  and 
adjoining  counties  of  Pennsylvania.  His  daughter 
Margaret  married  Marcus  Huling. 

BIRD    (Continued) 

William  Bird  II.,  the  youngest  son  of  William  and 
Brigetta  (Huling)  Bird  (1757-1812),  was  Second- 
Lieutenant  in  the  Pennsylvania  troops,  March,  1776.6 
He  married,  first,  Julianna  Wood,  of  Reading,  Pa.,  and 
second,  1781,  Catherine,  the  daughter  of  John  and 
Jemima  (Shaw)  Dalton,  the  mother  of  his  children. 
She  was  born  in  Alexandria,  Va.,  1763,  and  died  at 
"  The  Aviary,"  1822.  William  Bird  moved  to  Alexan- 
dria 1780,  and  in  1796  went  to  Warren  County,  Ga., 
settling  at  the  "  Shoals  of  the  Ogeechee,"  where  he  es- 
tablished iron  works,  among  the  first  in  Georgia.  His 
home  was  called  "  The  Aviary."  Issue,  twelve  children, 
most  of  them  being  represented  by  descendants  in  the 
Southern  States.

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At  "  The  Aviary  "  was  born  in  1814  his  distinguished 
grandson,  William  L.  Yancey,  the  son  of  his  eldest 
daughter,  Caroline,  who  married  Hon.  Benjamin  C. 
Yancey,  of  South  Carolina. 

His  third  daughter,  Louisa  Bird,  married  Captain 
Robert  Cunningham,  of  South  Carolina,  and  it  was  her 
daughter,  Ann  Pamela  Cunningham,  who  organized  the 
"Mount  Vernon  Ladies  Association,"  1853,  and  de- 
voted her  life  to  its  work. 

One  of  his  sons  was  James  Wilson  Bird. 

DALTON 

Records  in  the  Dalton  family  Bible,  formerly  belong- 
ing to  Catherine  Dalton,  but  destroyed  during  the  Civil 
War,  carried  the  pedigree  back  to  a  younger  branch  of 
a  family  of  which  Sir  John  Dalton  was  the  head,  and 
long  established  in  England.  Investigations  by  Hon. 
William  L.  Yancey,  a  grandson  of  Catherine  Dalton, 
who  was  familiar  with  this  Dalton  Bible,  and  later  re- 
search by  others  of  the  family,  substantially  ratifies  these 
Bible  records  and  show  that  John  Dalton,  first  of  the 
name  in  Aimer ica,  was  of  the  younger  branch  of  the 
Dalton  family,  of  York  County,  Eng.,  and  that  the 
elder  line  had  become  extinct  during  the  life  of  John 
Dalton,  the  colonist. 

The  head  of  the  Daltons  of  Hanxwell,  County  York, 
was  Colonel  John  Dalton,  fifth  in  descent  from  John 
Dalton,  who  was  settled  at  Kingston-upon-Hull,  1458, 
and  was  a  son  of  Sir  William,  who  was  knighted  in 
1629 ;  died  1649,  and  was  buried  in  York  Minster.  Col- 
onel John  Dalton  married  Hon.  Dorothy,  the  daughter 
of  Sir  Conyers  Darcy  (Lord  Darcy) ,  under  whom  Dal- 
ton was  Lieutenant-Colonel,  and  was  wounded  July  5, 
1643,  while  conducting  Queen  Henrietta  Maria  from 
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Bridlington  to  Oxford.  He  died  of  his  wound  July, 
1644,  and  is  buried  at  York  Minster.  The  elder  line  of 
his  descendants  became  extinct  in  1792,  upon  the  death 
of  Francis,  his  great-grandson,  and  the  title  reverted  to 
a  descendant  of  one  of  the  younger  sons  of  Colonel 
John  Dalton. 

The  colonist,  John  Dalton,  one  of  several  brothers, 
had  settled  in  Westmoreland  County,  Va.,  before  1722, 
although  coming  to  this  country  in  the  period  between 
1685  and  1690,  going  first  to  Gloucester  County. 

His  son,  John  Dalton,  born  1722,  died  in  Alexandria, 
Va.,  1777.  He  removed  to  Alexandria,  then  Belhaven, 
in  1755,  and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  town,  and 
one  of  the  first  trustees.  He  was  a  vestryman  of  "  Old 
Christ  Church,7  serving  with  George  Washington, 
John  Shaw  and  Thomas  Carlyle.  The  latter  was  his 
partner,  and  after  his  death,  the  guardian  of  his  two 
daughters,8  who  lived  with  Thomas  Carlyle,  whose  resi- 
dence was  the  "  Braddock  House."  John  Dalton's 
residence  is  now  the  "  Home  for  Aged  Men."  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Correspondence  for 
Alexandria,  1775.  Washington9  wrote  of  him  as  "  Cap- 
tain." He  married  in  December,  1749,  Jemima,  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Jane  Shaw,  of  Alexandria, 
born  April  4,  1730,  and  died  December  3,  1765. 

Their  daughter,  Jenny  Dalton,  married  William  Her- 
bert. They  have  no  descendants  living.  Two  of  their 
grandchildren  were  taken  suddenly  ill  while  on  a  visit 
to  Mt.  Vernon,  and  died  there.  Both  were  quite  young, 
and  the  last  of  their  family.  Their  father  was  Noblett 
Herbert,  who  married,  1819,  at  Mt.  Vernon,  Mary  Lee

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Washington  (who  died  1827),  the  fourth  child  of  Cor- 
bin  Washington,  the  son  of  John  Augustine  Washing- 
ton, who  was  the  son  of  Augustine  Washington  and 
Mary  Ball. 

The  only  other  surviving  child,  Catherine  Dalton, 
married,  1781,  William  Bird  II.,  the  wedding  taking 
place  at  "  Cameron,"  near  Alexandria,  as  stated  in  the 
Family  Bible. 

SHAW 

The  Shaws  were  very  early  represented  in  this  coun- 
try by  John  Shaw,  who  came  to  Lancaster  County,  Va., 
in  1705,  as  surgeon  to  Captain  Robert  Tayloe,  of  Lon- 
don, the  brother  of  the  second  William  Tayloe,  of  Rich- 
mond County.  Of  this  voyage  Mr.  Joseph  Tayloe 
wrote:  "Mr.  John  Shaw  was  ye  Chy11  of  ye  Cabin — - 
ye  most  Inteligible  Gent  on  board  ye  Ship." 

Their  son,  William  Shaw,  moved  from  Westmore- 
land County  to  Alexandria.     His  wife,  Eleanor , 

died  there  1774. 

Their  son,  Thomas  Shaw,  was  born  in  Westmoreland 
County,  and  moved  to  Alexandria  with  his  father.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  1765.10 
He  married  Jane  — — ,  who  died  1768.  He  died  in 
1777.  Their  daughter,  Jemima  Shaw,  married  John 
Dalton,  of  Alexandria,  Va. 

B IRD    ( Con  tinned ) 

One  of  the  sons  of  William  and  Catherine  (Dalton) 
Bird,  James  Wilson  Bird,  was  born  in  Alexandria,  Va., 
1787,  and  died  1868,  near  Sparta,  Ga.  He  married, 
February  1,   1820  Frances  Pamela,  the  daughter  of

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John  and  Philoclea  (Edgeworth)  Casey,  born  1789, 
and  died  1855,  then  living  in  Savannah,  Ga.

CASEY 

A  young  surgeon  of  Edgeworthtown,  Ireland,  John 
Casey,  married  Philoclea  Edgeworth,  and  moved  with 
his  family  to  Prince  George  County,  Md.,  where  he 
appears  in  the  census  of  1790.  Later  he  lived  in 
Georgetown,  Md.,  where  he  died,  1794.  Evidently  he 
was  in  close  touch  with  the  Catholic  Church,  as  Henry 
Rozier  and  the  Rev.  Nottley  Young  were  his  executors, 
and  his  will  was  witnessed  by  Rev.  Robert  Molyneux, 
an  early  president  of  Georgetown  College.  Issue,  four 
children. 

The  only  daughter,  Frances  Pamela,  born  1789,  lived 
under  the  care  of  her  guardian,  Henry  Rozier,  at  Notley 
Hall,  on  the  Potomac,  until  she  moved  to  Savannah, 
Ga.,  to  live  with  her  brother,  Dr.  John  Casey,  whose 
wife  was  a  daughter  of  the  distinguished  jurist,  Judge 
John  McPherson  Berrien.  Here  she  married  James 
Wilson  Bird. 

EDGEWQRTH 

Family  tradition  tells  of  the  treasonable  effort  of  Sir 
Edward  Tyrrell  against  Henry  II.  of  England.  His 
property  was  confiscated,  but  restored  to  his  daughter, 
Caroline  Tyrrell,  upon  her  marriage  with  one  in  favor, 
Robert,  son  of  John  Edgeworth. 

From  them  was  descended  Roger,  a  monk,  whom  we 
find  at  Edgeworth,11  now  Edgeware,  Middlesex,  in  the 
time  of  Henry  VIII.,  who  followed  in  the  footsteps  of 
his  sovereign,  renounced  his  faith  and  married. 

nM«m.  R.  L.  Edgeworth   (father  of  Maria  E.) 
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During  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  his  sons  Edward  and 
Francis  went  to  Ireland.  The  eldest,  Edward,  was 
made  Bishop  of  Down  and  Connor,  and  dying  without 
issue  in  1593,  left  his  brother  Francis,  clerk  of  Hanapor, 
in  1619,  who  was  the  founder  of  the  family  in  Ireland. 
Francis  married  Jane,  daughter  of  Sir  Edmund  Tuite, 
knight  of  Sonna  in  the  County  of  Westmeath. 

Their  son,  John,  married  the  daughter  of  Sir  Hugh 
Cullum,  of  Derbyshire.     He  was  a  captain. 

Their  only     child,  John  Edgeworth,  married 

Bridgeman.  He  was  knighted  by  Charles  II.,  and  his 
first  son  was  Francis ;  his  fifth  son,  Essex,  was  the  father 
of  Abbe  Edgeworth,  who  attended  Louis  XVI.  on  the 
scaffold.  Lady  Edgeworth,  widow  of  Sir  John,  lived 
at  her  husband's  castle  of  Lissard,  Ireland,  dying  when 
ninety  years  old. 

In  direct  descent  from  Sir  John  was  Philoclea  Edge- 
worth,  who  married  John  Casey,  of  Edgeworthtown, 
Ire.,  in  County  Longford,  and  shortly  after  moved  to 
America  with  her  husband  and  settled  in  Prince  George 
County,  Md.  She  died,  leaving  four  children:  John, 
Thomas,  Francis  P.  M.  and  one  daughter,  Frances 
Pamela,  three  months'  old.  Another  daughter,  Philo- 
clea, died  some  time  before  her  mother. 

The  authoress,  Maria  Edgeworth,  in  a  letter  to  Mrs. 
Victor  Smith's  great-aunt,  says:  "We  all  without 
doubt,  descend  from  one  common  great-great-grand- 
father; and  whether  there  be  two  or  three  great-grand- 
fathers between  us  and  the  common  stock,  Sir  John,  I 
do  not  know,  but  indisputably  I  am  your  kinswoman, 
Maria  Edgeworth." 

The  youngest  child  of  John  and  Philoclea  (Edge- 
worth)  Casey,  Frances  Pamela  Casey,  married  James 
Wilson  Bird.

A  son  of  James  Wilson  and  Frances  Pamela  (Casey) 
Bird,  William  Edgeworth  Bird,,  born  July  21,  1825, 
and  died  January  11,  1867,  resided  in  Hancock  County, 
Ga.  He  was  Captain  of  Company  E,  15th  Georgia  Vol- 
unteers, C.  S.  A.;  later  Major  on  the  staff  of  Major- 
General  Benning,  and  was  wounded  at  the  second^  battle 
of  Manassas.

The  immediate  ancestors  of  the  Williams  family  were 
for  many  generations  settled  at  Great  Yarmouth, 
County  of  Norfolk,  Eng.,  where  they  are  frequently 
mentioned  in  the  local  records.1 

Of  this  family,  Stephen  Williams,  buried  at  Great 
Yarmouth,  September  19,  1625,  married,  1605,  at  St. 
Nicholas  Church,  Margaret,  the  daughter  of  Nicho- 
las and  Winifred  Cooke,  of  North  Repps,  Norfolk. 
Margaret  died  1625;  she  was  sister  and  devisee  of 
Thomas  Cookej  of  Great  Yarmouth,  whose  will  is  dated 
November  3,  1623. 

Their  son,  Robert  Williams,  was  baptized  in  Yar-

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mouth,  December  10, 1608,  and  died  in  Roxbury,  Mass., 
September  1,  1693.  Robert  removed  to  Norwich, 
England,  and  was  Freeman  of  that  town,  1630,  and 
warden  of  his  guild,  1635.  He  came  to  New  England 
in  the  ship  John  and  Dorothy,  of  Ipswich,  1637,  set- 
tled in  Roxbury,  and  became  Freeman  the  following 
year.  In  1644  he  was  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and 
Honorable  Artillery  Company.  He  was  accompanied 
to  New  England  by  his  brother  Nicholas,  who  died  in 
Roxbury  at  Robert's  home,  August  27,  1672. 

He  married,  first,  Elizabeth  Stalhan;  second,  Mar- 
garet, the  widow  of  John  Fearing.  Issue,  among 
others,  first  wife : 

Captain  Stephen  Williams,2  born  1640,  and  died 
1720,  was  Captain  of  a  Troop  of  Horse,  serving  "  at 
the  Eastward,"  1704  and  1705,  and  from  1707  to  1712, 
was  Captain  of  the  "  Red  Troop  of  Horse,"  in  com- 
mand of  the  frontier.  In  the  summer  of  1710,  his  troop 
served  as  a  guard  to  Colonel  Schuyler  and  the  Maqua 
Indians. 

He  married,  1666,  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  Joseph 
and  Mary  (Thompson)  Wise.  She  was  born  1647,  and 
died  1728. 

Their  son,  Ensign  Joseph  Williams,  was  born  1682, 
and  died  1720;  married,  1706,  Abigail,  the  daughter  of 
John  and  Mary  (Torrey)  Davis,  born  1687,  and  died 
1771.     Their  son: 

Colonel  Joseph3  Williams,  was  born  1708,  and 
died  1798.  He  rendered  important  services  to  his  coun- 
try, both  military  and  civil.  He  served  as  Colonel  of  a 
regiment,  in  the  Mohawk  War  of  1755,  and  later  in  the 
Canadian  campaign.    As  Representative  for  his  native

town  of  Roxbury,  1765,  he  urged  the  repeal  of  the 
Stamp  Act,  and  in  March,  1770,  was  chairman  of  the 
committee  that  waited  on  Governor  Hutchinson,  after 
the  "Boston  Massacre,"  to  demand  the  withdrawal  of 
the  British  troops  from  Boston.  In  March,  1775,  he 
was  muster  master  of  the  Minute  Men,  for  the  town  of 
Roxbury,  and  two  months  later  one  of  the  officers  of 
the  "Main  Guard,"  encamped  at  Cambridge. 

He  married,  March  23,  1732,  Martha,  the  daughter 
of  Henry  and  Martha  (Deming)  Howell,  born  1713, 
and  died  1766.     Their  son  was  Joseph. 

HOWELL

The  manor  of  Westbury,  in  the  Parish  of  Marsh  Gib- 
bon, Bucks  County,  Eng.,  was  purchased,  in  1536,  by 
William  Howell,  who  died  November  30,  1557.  He 
had  issue,  by  second  wife,  Anne  Dyer,  a  son  Henry, 
who  became  possessed  of  the  manor,  by  the  terms  of  his 
father's  will,  and  was  buried  July  20,  1625.     His  son : 

Edward  Howell,  was  baptized  at  Marsh  Gibbon, 
July  22,  1584,  and  sold  Westbury  in  June,  1639.  He 
came  to  New  England,  where  he  was  made  Freeman  in 
Boston,  March  14,  1639-40,  and  lived  for  a  time  at 
Lynn,  but  soon  removed  to  Southampton,  L.  I.,  then  a 
part  of  Connecticut.  He  was  Governor's  Assistant, 
1647  to  1653,  and  died  1656.  His  wife  Frances  was 
buried  at  Marsh  Gibbon,  July  2,  1630,  nine  years  be- 
fore his  departure  for  America,     Their  son: 

Major  John  Howell,  of  Southampton,  born  1624, 
and  died  1696,  was  Deputy,  1662  to  1664,  com- 
manded a  detachment  against  the  Dutch,  1673  to  1674, 
and  was  Major  of  Horse,  1684.     His  tombstone,  at 
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Southampton,  bears  the  family  arms.  He  married 
Susanna . 

Their  son  John  (1648-1696)  married,  1673,  Martha, 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Ann  White. 

Their  son  Henry  (1685-1754)  married  Martha,  the 
daughter  of  David  and  Mary  Deming. 

DEMING-TREAT 

John  Deming  (1610-1705),  of  Wethersfleld,  Conn., 
a  Deputy,  1649  to  1661,  and  one  of  the  patentees  of 
Connecticut,  named  in  the  Royal  Charter  of  1662, 
married  Honour,  the  daughter  of  Richard  and  Alice 
(Gaylord)   Treat. 

Their  son  David  married  Mary ,  whose  daugh- 
ter Martha  married  Henry  Howell. 

Richard  Treat,  of  Wethersfleld  (1584-1669),  was 
Deputy,  1637  to  1638;  Assistant,  1658  to  1665,  and  a 
Member  of  Governor  Winthrop's  Council,  1663  to 
1665.  He  was  also  one  of  the  patentees  of  Connecti- 
cut, 1662.     He  married  Alice  Gaylord. 

Their  daughter  Honour  married  John  Deming, 
whose  daughter,  Martha  Deming,  married  Henry 
Howell. 

WILLIAMS    (Continued) 

One  of  the  participants  in  the  Battle  of  Lexington 
was  Joseph  Williams,  son  of  Colonel  Joseph  and  Mar- 
tha (Howell)  Williams.  He  was  born  1738  and  died 
1822.  He  was  a  Sergeant  in  the  2d  Company  of  Rox- 
bury,  Mass.  During  the  Revolution  he  was  a  Member 
of  the  Committee  of  Correspondence  and  Safety  of 
Roxbury. 

In  1763  he  married  his  cousin  Susanna,  the  daughter 
of  Benjamin  and  Mary  (Williams)  May.  She  was 
born  1741,  and  died  1782.     Their  son  was  George.

in  1647  was  a  Member  of  the  Roxbury  Military  Com- 
pany. His  first  wife,  whose  name  is  not  recorded,  died 
in  1651. 

Their  son,  John  II.  (1631-1671),  married  Sarah 
Brewer. 

Their  son,  John  III.  (1663-1730)  ;  married  Prudence, 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Prudence  (Robinson) 
Bridge;  born  1664;  died  1723. 

Their  son  Benjamin  (1708-1774)  married,  first,  1737, 
Mary,,  the  daughter  of  Stephen  and  Mary  (Capen)  Wil- 
liams, and  the  granddaughter  of  Captain  Stephen  and 
Sarah  (Wise)  Williams;  second,  Abigail  (1724-1799), 
the  widow  of  John  Gore.     Daughter,  first  wife : 

Susanna,  married  her  cousin,  Joseph  Williams. 
Daughter,  second  wife : 

Abigail  (1754-1783),  married  Cumberland  Dugan 
(1747-1836),  of  Baltimore,  and  they  are  buried  in 
Westminster  Church.

CAPEN 

The  first  New  England  ancestor  of  Mary  {Capen) 
Williams,  was  Bernard  Capen,  bom  1562,  who  came 
to  New  England  before  1636,  settling  at  Dorchester, 
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Mass.,  where  he  died  November  8,  1638;  married, 
1596,  June,  the  daughter  of  Oliver  Purchis,  born  1578, 
and  died  1653. 

Their  son,  Captain  John  Capen  (1613-1692),  was  a 
Member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Com- 
pany, 1646;  Deputy  for  Dorchester,  1671,  1673,  and 
1678,  and  Captain  of  the  Militia,  1683;  married,  1647, 
Mary  (1631-1704),  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Bass/  of 
Braintree  Mass.,  who  was  Deputy,  1641  and  later. 

Their  son  Samuel  (1648-1733)  married,  1673,  Su- 
sanna, the  daughter  of  Edward  Payson,  born  1655,  died 
1737. 

Their  daughter  Mary,  born  1679,  married  Stephen 
Williams,  of  Boxbury. 

Their  daughter,  Mary  Williams  (1714-1750),  was 
the  first  wife  of  Benjamin  May. 

Their  daughter,  Susanna  May,  married  Joseph  Wil- 
liams. 

WILLIAMS    (Continued) 

One  of  the  sons  of  Joseph  and  Susanna  Williams, 
George  Williams,  was  born  1778,  and  died  1852.  He 
settled  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  married,  June  1,  1815, 
Elizabeth  Bordley,  the  daughter  of  Matthew  and  Sarah 
(Bordley)  Hawkins.  Their  son  was  George  Hawkins 
Williams. 

HAWKINS 

The  ancestor  of  this  family,  Thomas  Hawkins,  set- 
tled at  Nominy,  Westmoreland  County,  Va.,  and  later 
removed  to  Maryland,  where  he  purchased  from  Gov- 
ernor Thomas  Green,  1650,  Poplar  Island,  then  con- 
taining a  thousand  acres. 

He  married  Elizabeth,  the  widow  of  Daniel  Stipping, 

*  Col.  Bees,  of  Mass.,  Vols,  i,  ii,  iii. 
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of  Virginia,  and  died  October  12,  1656.  (His  widow 
married,  third,  Seth  Foster,  of  Talbot  County,  and  had 
two  daughters ;  the  elder  married,  first,  Colonel  Vincent 
Lowe,  brother  of  Jane  Lowe,  the  wife  of  Charles,  Lord 
Baltimore;  and  second,  Colonel  William  Coursey.) 
Thomas  Hawkins  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  had  issue,  two 
sons:  Thomas  II.,  died  in  1677,  leaving  no  male  issue. 
The  second  son: 

Colonel  John  Hawkins  (1655-1717),  of  Queen 
Anne  County,  acquired  extensive  landed  estates  and  was 
prominent  in  public  affairs.  In  1694  he  was  a  County 
Commissioner  for  Talbot  County,  Justice  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Court  of  Maryland,  1698,  and  represented  Queen 
Anne  County  in  the  Assembly,  1714  to  1717. 

A  communion  service  of  silver,  presented  by  him  to 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Centreville,  is  still  used  in  that 
church.  The  tankard  bears  the  inscription:  "  The  Gift 
of  Colonel  John  Hawkins,  1717,"  while  on  the  chalice 
is  inscribed:  "The  Gift  of  Collonell  John  Hawkins  of 
Chester  River  in  Maryland  1716."  Ernault  Hawkins, 
the  son  of  Colonel  John,  completed  the  service  by  the 
gift  of  a  patten  on  which  is  inscribed:  "The  Gift  of 
Ernault  Hawkins." 

The  first  wife  of  John  Hawkins  was  Frances,  the 
daughter  of  Roger  Gross,  of  Anne  Arundel  County. 

Their  son  John  (1681-1745),  by  his  first  wife,  Eliza- 
beth (living  in  1713),  had  three  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters. 

One  son,  Matthew,  married,  July  25,  1746,  Frances, 
the  daughter  of  James  and  Frances  Gould. 

Their  son,  Matthew  II.,  removed  to  Harford  County, 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Bay,  and  died  there  1813.  He 
married  Sarah  (died  1805),  the  daughter  of  Doctor 
William  Bordley,  of  Chestertown. 
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Their  daughter,  Elizabeth  Bordley  Hawkins,  who 
died  1850,  married,  June  1,  1815,  George  Williams,  of 
Baltimore. 

BORDLEY 

Two  of  the  sons  of  the  Rev.  Stephen  Bordley,  Pre- 
bendary of  St.  Paul's,  London,  Stephen  and  Thomas, 
came  to  Maryland  in  1694.  The  younger  son,  Thomas, 
then  about  twelve  years  old,  eventually  settled  at  An- 
napolis, rose  to  distinction  as  a  lawyer,  and  was  Attor- 
ney-General of  the  Province  in  1715.  He  was  twice 
married,  and  died  1726,  leaving  a  numerous  progeny. 
One  of  his  sons,  John  Beale  Bordley,  was  a  Justice  of 
the  Provincial  Court  in  1766. 

The  elder  son  of  the  Prebendary,  the  Rev.  Stephen 
Bordley,  was  inducted  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Parish, 
Kent  County,  June  23,  1697,  and  continued  to  officiate 
until  his  death,  some  twelve  years  later.  He  was  buried 
August  25,  1709.  He  married,  October  14,  1700, 
Anne,  the  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Hynson,  the  son 
of  Thomas  Hynson.  Issue,  three  daughters  and  two 
sons,  Thomas  and  Stephen. 

Their  elder  son,  Thomas  Bordley  (1704-1752),  mar- 
ried, second,  December  21,  1731,  Anne  (born  1707), 
the  granddaughter  of  Michael  Miller. 

Their  son,  Doctor  William  Bordley,  of  Chestertown 
(1741-1784),  was  an  active  patriot  in  the  Revolution 
and  a  zealous  member  of  the  County  Committee;  in  1777 
he  was  commissioned  Colonel  of  the  13th  Battalion  of 
Kent  County.  By  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth,  the  widow 
of  John  Tilden,  he  had  issue:

HYNSON

land, 1651.  He  was  Clerk  of  Kent  County,  1652-53; 
County  Commissioner,  1652  to  1656;  High  Sheriff, 
1655  to  1656;  Member  of  the  Assembly,  1654,  1659  to 
1660. 

His  son,  Colonel  John  Hynson,  died  1705.  He  was 
a  Member  of  the  Maryland  Assembly,  1681  to  1683, 
1694  to  1697,  1701  to  1704,  and  Colonel  of  the  County 
Militia,  1694.

Michael  Miller  (1644-1699),  was  High  Sheriff  of 
Kent  County,  1678,  1681  to  1682;  in  1690  was  one  of 
the  Committee  of  Twenty  for  regulating  affairs  in 
Maryland;  a  Member  of  the  Assembly,  1678  to  1699.5

He  married,  first,  1719,  Elizabeth, 
born  1703;  the  daughter  of  Abraham  Redgrave,  of 
Kent  County;  and  second,  1734,  Mary,  daughter  of 
James  Lee  and  widow  of  James  Lynch,  of  Baltimore 
County.

James  Gittings,  of  Long  Green,  born  1736,  and 
died  1823,  was  a  Member  of  the  Baltimore  County 
Committee,  1774  to  1775;  Captain  in  the  County  Mili- 
tia, 1775,  Major,  1776,  and  Member  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, 1789.  He  married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of 
George  Buchanan  (1698-1750),  of  the  Buchanans, 
of  Auchentorlie,  in  Scotland,  one  of  the  commissioners 
for  laying  out  Baltimore,  1729,  and  a  Member  of  the 
Assembly,  1745  to  1750. 

Their  son,  James  II.,  born  1769,  died  1819,  married

STERETT 

James  Sterett,  died  in  1796.     His  son: 
John  Sterett,  died  January  1,  1787.     He  was  a 
Member  of  the  Legislature  from  Baltimore  County, 
1783  to  1785.   .  He  married  Deborah,  the  daughter  of 
John  and  Mary  (Dorsey)  Ridgely,  who  died  in  1786.

ADDISON-TASKER 

Colonel  John  Addison/  came  to  Maryland  before 

1678,  and  settled  in  Charles  County,  of  which  he  was 
one  of  the  Justices,  1689.  At  the  formation  of  Prince 
George's  County,  1695,  his  estates  were  included  in  that 
county.  He  was  a  Member  of  the  Council  of  Mary- 
land from  1692  until  his  death,  in  1706;  Chancellor  and 
Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal,  from  December,  1696,  until 
January,  1699;  commissioned,  August  14,  1695,  Col- 
onel of  the  Militia  of  Prince  George's  County.  He 
married  1678,  Rebecca,  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Wil- 
liam Wilkinson,  one  of  the  first  Anglican  clergymen 
who  settled  in  Maryland,  and  the  widow  of  Thomas 
Dent,  Esq. 

Colonel   Thomas   Addison,  their   only   son,   born 

1679,  and  died  1727,  like  his  father,  was  a  Member  of 
the  Council,  serving  from  1721  until  1727.  He  was 
twice  married,  first,  1701,  to  Elizabeth,  the  daughter 
of  Captain  Thomas  and  Eleanor  (Brooke)  Tasker; 
second,  to  Eleanor,  the  daughter  of  Colonel  Walter 
and  Rachel  (Hall)  Smith.  Issue,  first  wife:  two 
daughters,  one  of  whom,  Eleanor,  born  1705,  married

Richard  Smith/  came  to  Maryland,  February,  1649, 
and  settled  on  St.  Leonard's  Creek,  Calvert  County. 
His  wife  Eleanor  arrived  in  August,  1651.  He  was  a 
lawyer,  and  frequently  appears  in  the  records  of  the 
Provincial  Court.  He  was  commissioned  Attorney- 
General  of  the  Province,  1657,  holding  office  under 
Fendall's  administration,  until  1660,  and  was  a  Mem- 
ber of  the  Assembly  from  1661  to  1667.  He  was  liv- 
ing in  1684.    Issue:    Richard  and  Walter. 

The  elder  son,  Captain  Richard  Smith,  died  in  1714. 
He  was  Captain  of  a  company  of  Militia  in  Calvert 
County,  and  for  his  opposition  to  the  revolutionsts,  1689, 
was  imprisoned  for  some  time.  In  1693  to  1694  he  was 
Surveyor-General  of  the  Province. 

He  married,  first,  Elizabeth,  the  youngest  daughter 
of  Robert  Brooke,  of  De  la  Brooke  Manor  and  Brooke 
Place,  who  was  born  1655;  second,  July  13,  1686,  Bar- 
bara, the  daughter  of  Henry  Morgan,  of  Kent  County, 
and  the  widow  of  John  Rousby,  of  Calvert  County; 
third,  Maria  Johanna,  the  widow  of  Colonel  Lowther, 
and  the  daughter  of  Charles  Somerset,  Esq.,  the  third

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son  of  Lord  John  Somerset,  who  was  the  son  of  the  first 
Marquis  of  Worcester. 

Colonel  Walter  Smith/  the  younger  son  of  Rich- 
ard Smith,  Sr.,  was  a  Member  of  the  Assembly  for  Cal- 
vert County,  1696  to  1704,  1708  to  1711,  and  made  Pre- 
siding Justice  of  Calvert  County  Court,  May  10,  1699. 
He  was  Captain  1689,  Major  1695,  and  Colonel  1706, 
in  the  Calvert  County  Militia,  dying  in  1711.  He  seems 
to  have  had  Jacobite  tendencies,  for  July,  1698,  he  was 
required  to  give  security  to  appear  at  the  next  Provin- 
cial Court  for  drinking  King  James'  health. 

He  married,  1686,  Rachel  (who  died  October  28, 
1730),  the  daughter  of  Richard  Hall/  who  arrived 
in  Maryland  before  1663,  with  his  wife  Elizabeth,  died 
in  1688,  and  was  Burgess  for  Calvert  County,  1666  to 
1670,  1674  to  1685. 

Richard  Smith  III,10  son  of  Walter,  was  High 
Sheriff  of  Calvert  County,  1728.  He  lived  at  Lower 
Marlboro,  and  died"  1732,  having  married,  as  her  sec- 
ond husband,  Eleanor,  the  daughter  of  Colonel 
Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Tasker)  Addison.  She  was 
born  March  20,  1705,  and  married  four  times,  viz.: 
First,  Bennett  Lowe;  second,  Richard  Smith  III.; 
third,  Captain  Posthumus  Thornton;  fourth,  Corbin 
Lee. 

A  son  of  Richard  and  Eleanor  (Addison)  Smith, 
Captain  John  Addison  Smith,  of  Baltimore,  who  died 
May  8,  1776,  married,  October  17,  1765,  Sarah,  the 
daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  Rogers  (she  married, 
second,  John  Merryman) .

The  immediate  ancestors  of  William  Rogers,  of  Bal- 
timore, who  died  in  June,  1761,  were  Nicholas  Rogers, 
of  Maryland,  his  grandfather,  who  died  1690,  and  Nich- 
olas Rogers  II.,  his  father,  who  died  1720. 

His  daughter  Sarah,  married  Captain  John  Addison, 
the  son  of  Richard  Smith. 

RIDGELY 

Robert  Ridgely,  came  to  Maryland  about  1660,  and 
settled  at  St.  Inigoes,  in  St.  Mary's  County.  He  soon 
became  a  man  of  note,  acquiring  a  considerable  law 
practice,  and  in  1665  was  Clerk  of  the  Council.  He 
qualified  as  Clerk  of  the  Provincial  Court,  January  19, 
1670-71,  and  on  June  5,  1671,  he  was  commissioned 
Chief  Clerk  to  the  Secretary,  Register  and  Examiner 
of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  as  the  Deputy  of  Sir 
William  Talbot,  then  about  to  leave  the  Province. 
Robert  Ridgely  died  in  1681,  leaving  a  handsome  es- 
tate to  his  wife  Martha  and  their  four  children. 

Their  second  son,  Charles  Ridgely,  who  died  in  1705, 
was  a  minor  at  the  date  of  his  father's  death;  married 
Deborah,  the  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Dorsey  (see 
pp.  249-251).  Deborah  Dorsey,  married  second,  Rich- 
ard Clagett,  and  was  the  grandmother  of  the  Right 
Rev.  Thomas  John  Clagett,  the  first  Episcopal  bishop 
of  Maryland. 
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Colonel  Charles  Ridgely  (1702-1772),  son  of 
Charles  and  Deborah  Ridgely,  removed  to  Baltimore 
County,  where  he  acquired,  in  1745,  the  Hampton  es- 
tate, then  called  "  Northampton."  He  was  County 
Commissioner,  1741  to  1754,  and  represented  his 
county  in  the  Assembly,  1751  to  1754.  His  wife, 
Rachel  Howard,  who  died  1750,  was  the  daughter  of 
John  Howard,  of  Timberneck,  son  of  John  Howard 
of  Anne  Arundel  County. 

John  Ridgely  (1723-1771),  their  son,  was  County 
Commissioner,  1750  to  1756,  and  a  Member  of  the 
Assembly,  1768.  He  married  Mary  Dorsey  (1725- 
1786),  daughter  of  Caleb  and  granddaughter  of  Col- 
onel John  Dorsey  (see  Dorsey),  and  their  daughter 
Deborah  married  John  Sterett,  whose  daughter, 
Harriet,  married  James  Gittings. 

Their  son,  John  Sterett  Gittings,  married  Eleanor 
Addison  Smith,  whose  daughter,  Eleanor  Addison

The  Steeles  are  descended  from  John  Steele,  of 
White  Haven,  Cumberland  County,  Eng.,  who  married 
Dorothy,  the  daughter  of  Sir  John  Ponsonby  of  Hale 
Hall,  Cumberland  County,  whose  family  dates  from  the 
time  of  William  the  Conqueror.  They  had  four  children : 
Henry,,  Peter,  Isaac,  Isabella. 

Henry  Steele,  who  died  February  5,  1782,  and  is 
buried  at  the  family  place  "  Weston,"  Dorchester 
County,  Md.,  came  to  America  in  1752  and  settled  near 
Vienna,  Md.  He  was  a  man  of  refinement,  and  learn- 
ing, who  owned  large  tracts  of  land  in  Dorchester 
County,  viz.:  The  Nanticoke  Plantation,  The  Forest, 
Indian  Town,  Chickininconico,  also  a  large  number  of 
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slaves.  He  held  many  offices  in  the  Province  of  Mary- 
land, being  Justice  1759,  Burgess  1763  to  1770,  in  the 
first  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Maryland  1777, 
and  represented  Dorchester  County  at  the  Convention 
at  Annapolis  June  22,  1774.  He  married  in  1756, 
Anne,  the  daughter  of  James,  and  Anne  (Rider)  Bil- 
lings. Major  James  Billings,  who  died  1749,  held 
the  office  of  Justice  1743  to  1744. l  His  wife  Anne,  was 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Anne  (Hicks)  Rider.  Issue 
of  Henry  and  Anne  Steele,  four  children,  viz. :  James, 
Henry,  Isaac,  and  Peter. 

Their  eldest  son,  James  Steele,  born  at  "Weston," 
Dorchester  County,  Md.,  January  17,  1760,  and  died 
September  16,  1836,  on  his  way  home  from  Bedford 
Springs,  is  buried  in  Annapolis.  Obtaining  his  educa- 
tion at  Wilmington  Academy,  Delaware,  he  moved  to 
Cambridge,  Md.,  where  he  owned  several  thousand  acres 
of  land,  which  "  he  divided  among  his  children  during 
his  life,"  also  a  large  number  of  slaves.2  Some  years 
later  he  moved  to  Annapolis,  and  the  Steele  house  of 
that  day,  is  still  standing  there.  He  married  Mary, 
the  daughter  of  John  Rider  and  Sarah  (Maynadier) 
Nevett  (she  married  second  Dr.  James  Murray  of  An- 
napolis) .  Issue,  ten  children,  viz. :  John,  James,  Isaac 
Nevett,  Charles  Hutchins,  Henry  Maynadier,  Anne, 
Sarah,  Catharine,  Isabel  and  Mary  Campbell. 

Their  third  son,  Isaac  Nevett  Steele,  born  in  Cam- 
bridge, Dorchester  County,  April  25,  1809,  and  died 
April  10,  1891,  is  buried  at  Greenmount,  Baltimore. 
He  went  to  St.  John's  College,  Annapolis,  and  after- 
wards to  Trinity  College,  Hartford.  At  eighteen  years 
of  age,  he  began  the  study  of  law,  receiving  the  degree

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of  LL.  D.,  July  31,  1827,  came  to  the  bar  in  1830,  rose 
rapidly,  and  in  1839  was  appointed  Deputy  for  the  At- 
torney-General of  Maryland,  which  office  he  held  until 
1849.  In  that  year  he  accepted  a  position  of  Charge 
dAffaires  to  Venezuela.  While  there  he  narrowly  es- 
caped death  from  robbers  who  broke  into  the  house, 
hoping  to  find  money,  which  it  was  customary  for  per- 
sons to  deposit  with  the  diplomatic  representatives  of 
their  respective  nationalities.  While  in  Venezuela,  Mr. 
Steele  gained  much  credit  for  having  secured  the  settle- 
ment of  heavy  claims  on  the  part  of  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  which  had  been  postponed  so  long  as  to 
be  regarded  as  hopeless.  On  his  return  home  in  1853, 
he  resumed  the  practice  of  law,  to  which  he  devoted  him- 
self until  his  death.  At  one  time  Chairman  of  the  Whig 
State  Central  Committee,  in  1880  was  Democratic 
Presidential  Elector  of  Maryland.  There  were  few 
cases  before  the  Maryland  Courts,  involving  great  prin- 
ciples or  large  interests,  in  which  Mr.  Steele  was  not 
counsel,  and  he  ranks  among  the  leaders  of  the  Ameri- 
can bar.  He  married  at  Washington,  January  22, 
1849,  Rosa  Landonia,  the  daughter  of  Hon.  John  Nel- 
son, of  Maryland.     They  had  eight  children,  as  follows :

RIDER 

In  1687,  John  Rider,  Esq.,  of  England,  and  his  wife 
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Dorothy,  the  daughter  of  Colonel  Charles  Hut- 
chins,  died  on  the  voyage  to  America,  leaving  their 
son,  John  Rider  II  (1686-1739) ,  to  his  maternal  grand- 
father, who  left  him  large  and  valuable  tracts  of  land  in 
Dorchester  County,  Md.,  including  the  family  home 
"  Weston." 

In  his  will,  dated  February  15,  1737,  Colonel  John 
Rider  II,  divided  his  property  among  his  three  daugh- 
ters, viz.:  Sarah  Nevett,  Anne  Billings,  and  Dorothy 
Henry.  Colonel  and  Commander  of  all  the  Militia, 
Horse  and  Foot,  in  Dorchester  County,  he  was  also  Jus- 
tice 1708  to  1720,  Commissioner  of  Schools  1723,  Judge 
1725,  and  in  the  Assembly  1729.3  His  commission  was 
issued  by  "  Samuel  Ogle,  Esq.,  Governor,  &  Com- 
mander-in-chief in  &  over  the  Province  of  Maryland  & 
the  Territory  thereto  belonging.  .  .  .  Given  at  the 
City  of  Annapolis,  August  8th.  The  eighteenth  year 
of  his  Lordships,  the  Lord  proprietor,  Dominion  Anno- 
Domini  1732."  He  married,  January  23,  1705,  Anne, 
the  daughter  of  Colonel  Thomas  Hicks,  of  Dorches- 
ter County,  Md.,  and  their  daughter,  Anne,  married 
Major  James  Billings,  whose  daughter  Anne,  mar- 
ried Henry  Steele. 

HUTCHINS-HICKS 

Colonel  Charles  Htjtchins,  who  died  1699,  came 
from  England  and  settled  in  Vienna,  Dorchester 
County,  Md.,  1665,  where  he  built  "  Weston  House," 
which  is  still  standing.  Justice  1674  to  1691,  Burgess 
1690  to  1695,  and  for  many  years  one  of  the  Council  of 
their  Majesties,  King  William  and  Queen  Mary,  for 
the  Maryland  Colony,  he  was  also  Colonel  of  the  Mili- 
tia, and  commissioned  to  treat  with  the  Indians.     In

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those  days  there  was  direct  trade  between  Vienna  and 
England,  and  the  ship,  in  which  his  only  daughter  Doro- 
thy, whom  he  had  sent  to  England  to  be  educated,  was 
expected,  anchored  in  the  Nanticoke  River,  at  the  foot 
of  his  lawn.  Instead  of  his  daughter,  however,  he  re- 
ceived her  miniature,  and  a  letter  informing  him  she 
was  engaged  to  John  Rider.  Colonel  Hutchins,  disap- 
pointed and  angry,  threw  the  miniature  into  the  fire — 
fortunately  it  was  rescued,  and  is  now  in  the  possession 
of  one  of  his. descendants.  Dorothy  Hutchins  married 
in  England  1685,  John  Rider,  a  man  of  culture  and 
position.  They  both  died  on  the  voyage  to  America 
1687,  leaving  their  young  son,  John,  to  Colonel  Hut- 
chins, who  brought  him  up  and  left  him  all  his  property.4 
John  Rider  married  Anne,  the  daughter  of  Colonel 
Thomas  Hicks  (1659-1722),  who  came  from  White- 
haven, Cumberland  County,  Eng.,  and  settled  in  Dor- 
chester County,  Md.,  holding  offices  under  the  Colonial 
Government,  being  Justice  1692  to  1722,  and  Burgess 
1694  to  1697.5     The  name  of  his  wife  is  not  known. 

His  daughter  Anne,  married  John  Rider  II,  whose 
daughter  Anne  married  James  Billings,  and  their 
daughter,  Anne  Billings,  married  Henry  Steele. 

NEVETT-MAYNADIER 

Richard  Nevett,,  a  Burgess  of  Dorchester  County, 
Md.,  1638,  was  one  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  the 
Colony  in  St.  Mary's,  September  13,  1642.6 

Thomas  Nevett,  his  son,  was  born  in  Cambridge, 
Dorchester  County,  Md.,  1669,  died  there  February  10, 
1748,  and  is  buried  in  Christ  Church  graveyard.     He

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owned  large  estates  and  held  offices  under  the  Colonial 
Government,  being  Justice  1732  to  1748,  and  Judge  of 
the  Provincial  Court  1742.7  He  married  Sarah,  the 
daughter  of  John  and  Anne  (Hicks)  Rider. 

Their  son,  John  Rider  Nevett,  born  1746,  was  on 
board  a  sailing  packet,  going  to  Annapolis  to  serve  as 
a  juror,  when  the  boat  capsized  in  a  violent  storm  near 
Cambridge,  and  he  was  drowned,  April  13,  1772.  An 
attempt  at  rescue  was  made,  and  Mr.  Nevett  tried  to 
cling  to  the  vessel  until  the  women  and  children  were 
saved,  but  became  exhausted  and  lost  his  hold ;  is  buried 
in  Christ  Church  graveyard,  Cambridge.  He  married 
Sarah,  the  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Mary  (Murray) 
Maynadier.  (She  married  second,  Dr.  James  Murray 
of  Annapolis.)  Their  daughter  Mary  married  James 
Steele. 

A  Huguenot  minister,  Rev.  Daniel  Maynadier,  ex- 
pelled under  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  fled  from  Languedoc, 
France,  to  Annapolis,  Md.  Two  of  his  brothers  started 
with  him,  one  going  to  Ireland,  the  other  to  the  West 
Indies.8     He  married  Mrs.  Parrott. 

Their  son,  Daniel  Maynadier  II,  married  Mary,  the 
daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  (Ennalls)  Murray.  Is- 
sue, eight  children,  of  whom  the  fourth,  Sai'ah,  married 
at  the  age  of  sixteen,  John  Rider  Nevett.  (See  pp.

HOOPER-DENWOOD 

Captain  Henry  Hooper  I,  emigrated  from  England 
with  his  wife  Sarah  and  son  Henry,  settling  in  Calvert 
County,  Md.,  1651.  They  brought  over  many  settlers 
with  them.  December  20,  1667,  the  family  moved  to 
Dorchester  County,  Md.,  as  that  year  one  hundred  acres 
were  surveyed  on  Hooper's  Island,  near  Hungar  River, 
for  Henry  Hooper.9  Subsequently  by  grants  they  ac- 
quired many  thousand  acres. 

Henry  Hooper  II,  their  son,  lived  in  1684  on  Hoop- 
er's Island.  The  rent  rolls  of  Dorchester  County,  Md., 
show  that  he  had  surveyed  August  12,  1669,  "  Hooper's 
Lot  "  and  other  estates.10  He  married  first,  Elizabeth, 
the  daughter  of  Levin  Denwood  I.     Their  daughter

NELSON 

Arms:     'Argent,  a  cross  flory  azure  over  all  a  bend  gules. 
Crest:    A   dexter  arm  erect  holding  a  tilting  spear  all  proper. 

Prior  to  1694,  John  Nelson  came  from  England  and 
settled  in  Frederick  County,  western  Maryland.  The 
old  Queen  Anne  service  of  sil- 
ver belonging  to  him  is  still  in 
the  possession  of  his  descendants. 
It  is  recorded  that  "  '  Dumfries  ' 
was  surveyed  July  10,11  1694, 
for  John  Nelson,  lying  in  the 
fork  of  the  Eastern  branch  of 
the  Potomac  River,"  also  other 
large  tracts  of  land  in  Ohio  and 
Virginia.  He  married,  and  his 
wife  married  second,  Edward 
Packwood. 

His  son,  Arthur  Nelson,  had 
ten  tracts  of  land  surveyed  for 

him,  among  them,  "Arthur's  Seat,"  in  1720;  "Token 
of  Love,"  and  "Point  of  Rocks,"  in  1722,  all  lying 
near  the  Potomac  River,  western  Maryland.12 

Arthur  Nelson  II.,  his  son,  was  living  in  1774  at 
"  Point  of  Rocks  "  homestead.  He  was  an  ardent  pa- 
triot and  one  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  Maryland; 
appointed,  November  18,  1774,  one  of  the  Committee 
to  represent  Frederick  County  to  carry  into  execution 
the  association  agreed  on  by  the  Continental  Congress.13

General  Roger  Nelson^  the  youngest  son,  was  born 
in  1760  at  the  Nelson  homestead,  "  Point  of  Rocks," 
Frederick  County,  Md.,  died  in  Frederick,  June  7, 1815, 
and  is  buried  in  All- Saints'  Church  graveyard.  At  the 
age  of  sixteen  he  joined  Colonel  William  Washington's 
troop  of  horse,  then  acting  in  Charleston,  S.  C.  With 
the  other  Continentals  he  engaged  in  the  defence  of 
Charleston,  and  after  its  surrender,  underwent  great 
hardships  for  several  months,  in  the  British  prison  ships 
in  the  harbor.  He  entered  the  Maryland  Line  with 
the  rank  of  Lieutenant,  July  15,  1780,  served  until  the 
close  of  the  war  1783,  when  he  was  made  Brigadier- 
General,  and  received  several  wounds  at  the  Battle  of 
Camden.  After  the  war  he  studied  law  and  practised 
with  success.  For  several  years  he  was  in  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Maryland,  and  U.  S.  Representative  from  1804 
to  1810;  also  Judge  of  the  Upper  District  of  Mary- 
land, 1810  to  1815.14  He  married  in  1777,  Mary 
Brooke,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Katharine  (Mur- 
dock)  Sim.  They  had  four  children:  Arthur,  born 
1788,  Katharine  Murdock,  born  1790,  Joseph,  born 
1792,  and  John. 

The  youngest  son,  John  Nelson,  was  born  in  Freder- 
ick, Md.,  1794,  died  in  Baltimore,  January  8,  1860,  and 
is  buried  at  Greenmount.  Graduating  from  William 
and  Mary  College  with  honors,  and  later  Representative 
from  Maryland  in  Congress  1821  to  1823,  he  received

with  several  of  the  "  most  famous  successes  that  the 
annals  of  the  law  record."  15  He  married  at  Washing- 
ton, November  18,  1816,  Frances  Harriet,  the  daughter 
of  William  Ward  and  Mary  (Bond)  Burrows,  who  was 
born  June  14,  1798,  and  died  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  April

SIM 

Implicated  in  the  Scottish  rebellion  of  1715,  Dr. 
Patrick  Sim  fled  from  Scotland,  where  he  possessed 
the  estate  of  "  Kilcairn,"  which  was  confiscated.  He 
settled  in  Prince  George's  County,  Md.,  where  he  mar- 
ried, 1718,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Barbara 
(Dent)  Brooke,  of  Brookefield  Manor.  She  died  in 
1758  and  her  will,  dated  February  16,  and  proved 
March  31,  1758,  mentions  the  following  children:

Colonel  Joseph  Sim,  was  born  in  Prince  George's 
County,  Md.,  and  died  November  27,  1793.  Justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  one  of  the  famous  Assembly 
held  at  Annapolis,  June  22,  1774,  which  denounced  the 
English  bill  closing  the  Port  of  Boston,  he  represented 
his  County  in  the  Convention  of  June  15,  1775,  which

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met  at  Annapolis,  and  which  framed  the  Constitution, 
known  as  the  Association  of  the  Freemen  of  Mary- 
land. Serving  in  the  Convention  of  Maryland  which 
governed  the  Province  during  the  Revolution,  and  one 
of  the  first  Privy  Council  under  the  state  Government 
in  1777,  he  was  also  one  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
1780.16  He  married  first,  Katharine,  the  daughter  of 
William  and  Anne  (Addison)  Murdock.  Four  chil- 
dren; Patrick,  Thomas,  Anthony,  and  Mary  Brooke, 
who  married  Roger  Nelson.

A  younger  son  of  John  de  Honeywood,  of  "  Honey- 
wood,"  Robert  de  Honeywood,  of  "  Charing  Kent " 
and  "  Marks  Hall,"  Essex,  married  Mary  (1527-1620) , 
the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Robert  Waters,  of  Lenham, 
Kent  County,  Eng.,  when  she  was  sixteen  years  of 
age.     She  lived  in  the  reigns  of  Henry  VIII,  Edward

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VI,  Mary,  Elizabeth,  and  seventeen  years  in  the  reign 
of  James  I.  Her  grandson,  Dr.  Michael  de  Honey- 
wood,  Dean  of  Lincoln  Cathedral,  stated  that  he  was 
at  a  dinner  party  given  by  her  to  two  hundred  of  her 
descendants.  Her  daughter,  Priscilla  de  Honeywood, 
married,  1567,  Sir  Thomas  Engham,  Knight  of  Good- 
weston.

MURDOCK 

William  Mtjrdock  was  born  in  Prince  George's 
County,  Md.  In  1756  he  was  appointed  Commissioner 
to  disburse  the  state  fund  for  protection  against  the 
hostile  Indians;  also  the  state  fund  for  the  expedition 
against  Fort  Duquesne.  In  the  House  of  Delegates 
1765  to  1776,  he  represented  Maryland  in  the  Stamp 
Act  Congress  of  National  Deputies,  which  met  at  New 
York  in  October,  1765;  on  the  Committee  to  draw  up 
and  report  a  vote  of  thanks  to  those  members  of  the 
British  Parliament  who  had  defended  the  rights  of  the 
Colonists,  and  in  1768,  was  appointed  on  a  Committee 
to  draft  a  petition  to  the  King,  remonstrating  against 
the  imposition  of  taxes  on  imported  articles.17  He  mar- 
ried Anne,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elinor  (Smith) 
Addison;  she  died  in  1769,  and  their  daughter,  Katha- 
rine, married  Joseph  Sim. 

SMITH-ADDISON 

Richard  Smith^  of  "  Hallscroft,"  Calvert  County, 
Md.,  was  a  large  land-owner,  rights  for  himself  and 
wife  Ellinor  being  entered  in  1649  and  1651.     The  rec-

houses."  He  also  purchased  "  Hallscroft,"  seven  hun- 
dred acres  of  land,  February  7,  1675.

Colonel  Walter  Smith,  the  youngest  son  of  Rich- 
ard, signed  the  "  Declaration  against  choosing  Bur- 
gesses," August  20,  1689,  also  the  addresses  of  the  Prot- 
estant inhabitants  of  Calvert  County.  He  had  "  Halls- 
croft "  surveyed  May  1,  1695,  for  a  surplusage  of  nine 
hundred  and  seventy-two  acres,  making  the  whole  es- 
tate one  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-two  acres, 
and  May  10,  had  a  grant  of  five  hundred  acres  in  Balti- 
more County,  called  "  Bear  Neck."  He  was  Vestry- 
man of  All  Saints'  Parish,  Calvert  County,  from  1696 
until  his  death,  the  last  vestry  meeting  which  he  attended 
being  April  2, 1711.  His  will  was  proved  June  4,  1711, 
by  his  wife  Rachel,  the  daughter  of  Richard  Hall,  and 
her  will  was  proved  February  3,  1731.  Issue:  Walter, 
Lucy,  Ellinor,  Anne,  Rebecca,  who  married  Daniel 
Dulany,  Sr.,  Elizabeth,  who  married  Rev.  Mr.  Battle, 
Richard,  and  Mary.

The  first  of  his  name  in  America,  William  Burrows, 
was  born  at  St.  Olive's  Parish,  Southwark, .

The  Bonds  are  descended  from  Jonas  Bond,  who 
married  Rosa  Wood,  Bury  St.  Edwards,  Eng. 

Their  son,  Thomas  Bond,  died  1658,  married  Eliza- 
beth   ,  and  was  the  father  of  Thomas  II,  who  emi- 
grated to  Maryland  in  1645,  and  settled  in  Calvert 
County. 

His  son,  Richard  Bond,  was  born  in  Calvert  County, 
Md.,  and  died  November  16,  1719.  He  married,  1702, 
in  a  Quaker  Meeting-house  at  West  River,  Md.,  Eliza- 
beth, the  daughter  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Smith)  Ben- 
son, and  the  widow  of  Benjamin  Chew.  Their  chil- 
dren were:  Richard,  born  1705,  Sarah,  Thomas,  John, 
Benson,  and  Phineous. 

Their  second  son,  Thomas  Bond  (1712-1784),  re- 
ceived a  medical  education  abroad,  returned  to  America 
and  settled  in  Philadelphia  in  1734,  where  he  was  an 
eminent  physician,  giving  the  first  clinical  lecture  in 
America.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Penn 
Hospital  1751,  one  of  the  original  trustees  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania,  and  instrumental  in  its  incor- 
poration 1754.  He  married  Sarah  Venables,  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Dr.  Thomas  Bond,,  Jr.,  their  son,  born  in  Philadel- 
phia 1735,  studied  medicine  with  his  father.  In  1776 
he  became  surgeon  of  the  "  Flying  Camp,"  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  resisting  the  advance  of  the  British  army. 
The  troop  joined  General  Washington's  forces  at  the 
time  of  the  capture  of  Fort  Washington,  and  partici- 
pated in  the  retreat  which  ended  in  the  battles  of  Prince- 
ton and  Trenton.  In  1779  became  Assistant  Surgeon 
of  the  Philadelphia  City  troop,  and  appointed  Medical 
Purveyor  of  the  army  1781,  by  the  Continental  Con-

gress,  serving  through  the  entire  war.  In  1793  he  made 
a  visit  to  Morgantown,  Va.,  died  there,  and  was  buried 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church.  One  hundred  and  eight 
years  afterwards  a  contractor,  who  was  tearing  down 
the  old  church,  unearthed  the  tomb  of  Dr.  Bond,  and 
the  brass  plate  on  the  coffin  bore  the  following  inscrip- 
tion: "Thomas  Bond,  Jr.,  of  Philadelphia,  died  July 
17th,  1793." 20  His  remains  were  brought  to  Phila- 
delphia in  1901,  and  are  buried  in  Christ  Church  grave- 
yard. He  married  Anne  Morgan;  their  daughter, 
Mary,  married  William  Ward  Burrows. 

SMITH-BENSON 

The  progenitor  of  this  Smith  line,  Nathan  Smith, 
of  Calvert  County,  Md.,  was  the  father  of  Thomas,  who 
married  Alice .21 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married  John  Benson,  of 
Calvert  County. 

Their  daughter,  Elizabeth  Benson,  married,  first, 
Benjamin  Chew,  second  Richard  Bond;  their  son, 
Thomas  Bond,  and  his  wife,  Sarah  Venables,  were  the 
parents  of  Thomas  Bond  II,  who  married  Anne  Mor- 
gan.

TILDEN,  OR  TYLDEN 

Arms:    A  saltier  between  four  pheons. 

Crest:    A  battle  ax  with  a  serpent  twisted  around  it. 

Motto:     "  Truth  and  Liberty." 

The  Tyldens  of  "  Milsted  Manor  "  have  been  seated 
in  Kent  for  many  centuries.  One  possessed  Milsted, 
another  moved  to  Sussex,  and  a  third,  emigrating  to 
America,  founded  the  large  family  of  Tildens.  In  the 
reign  of  Edward  III,  William  Tylden  paid  aid  for 
lands  in  Kent,  when  the  Black  Prince  was  knighted. 

Joseph  Tylden  I,  born  in  England  before  1600,  was 
one  of  the  forty- two  "  adventurers  "  of  the  Plymouth 
Colony,  1620.1 

His  son,  Nathaniel  Tilden,  one  of  the  founders  of 
Scituate,  Mass.,  came  to  the  Colony  before  1628.  He 
married,  in  England,  Lydia,  the  daughter  of  Thomas 
and  Elizabeth  Bourne.2 

Ensign  Joseph  Tilden  II.,  their  son,  born  in  Eng- 
land, was  Ensign  in  the  Colonial  Militia  1652.  He 
married  in  England,  1648,  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of 
John  and  Elise  de  Twysden  of  "  Royden  Hall,"  Kent. 
Sir  William  Twysden,  first  Baronet,  was  one  of  the 
gentlemen  who  escorted  James  VI  of  Scotland  to  Lon- 
don, when  he  took  possession  of  the  British  Crown. 
Adam  de  Twysden  possessed  estate  of  Twysenden  in 
Kent,  in  the  time  of  Edward  I.

Thomas  Bourne  of  Tenderten,  Kent,  of  the  same 
family  as  Rear-Admiral  Nehemiah  Bourne,  who  com- 
manded the  Parliamentary  forces,  was  born  in  England 
1601,  and  died  in  Marshfield,  Mass.,  1684.  A  Deputy 
from  Marshfield  1642,  he  was  Assistant  to  Governor 

Winslow,  1642  to  1646.     He  married  Elizabeth . 

One  of  their  daughters  married  John  Bradford,  a  son 
of  the  Governor,  and  another  daughter  married  Josiah 
Winslow,  a  brother  of  Governor  Edward  Winslow. 
Their  daughter,  Lydia,  married  Nathaniel  Tilden. 

LITCHFIELD

a  graduate  of  St.  John  College,  Cambridge,  1631-32, 
and  A.  M.  1635;  Representative  to  the  General  Court 
from  Hingham,  Mass.,  1636  to  1638,  and  first  Deputy 
from  Hingham.4

The  elder  Doane  (1590-1675) ,  born  in  Eastham,  Cape 
Cod,  a  Deputy  to  the  General  Court  1633,  was  with 
Captain  Miles  Standish  and  William  Bradford  on  the 
Board  of  Assistants  to  Governor  Winslow. 

HINCKLEY-STUDLEY 

Governor  Thomas  Hinckley,  born  in  England 
1618,  the  son  of  Samuel  Hinckley,  was  Representative 
1647,  Assistant  of  the  Colony  of  Maryland,  the  first 
Deputy-Governor  1680,  and  Governor  1681  to  1692. 
His  daughter,  Mary,  married  John  Weyborn  and  their 
descendants  are  as  follows: 

Elizabeth  Weyborn  married  John  Merritt. 

Mary  Merritt,  born  1668,  married,  1683,  Benjamin 
Studley,  who  was  born  in  England,  1661. 

Studley  is  an  old  English  name  found  in  Kent  and 
Yorkshire,  the  seat  of  the  family  being  "  Studley 
Park,"  near  where  are  the  ruins  of  the  celebrated  Foun- 
tain Abbey  and  Lord  Ripon's  estate,  Studley  Royal.

HAYLEY 

The  Hayleys  are  believed  to  have  been  originally 
Hawleys.  After  the  American  Revolution,  an  effort 
was  made  by  the  estate  of  Lord  Hawley  (extinct  Irish 
peerage)  to  find  the  descendants  of  two  sons  of  a  former 
peer  who  had  come  to  the  colony  of  Massachusetts,  and 
it  is  said  that  one  of  the  Hayley  family,  Sylvestre  by 
name,  was  paid  an  annuity  by  the  estate  of  the  widow  of 
Lord  Hawley,  during  his  lifetime.6 

The  Hayleys  claim  descent  from  Robert  Cecil,  Lord 
Burleigh,  Queen  Elizabeth's  famous  Premier.  Robert 
Cecil  is  a  frequently  recurring  name  in  the  Hayley  fam- 
ily, and  Salisbury  Hayley  possessed  an  old  seal  with 
the  Cecil   (Salisbury)   coat  of  arms  engraved  on  it. 

The  first  of  the  name  in  New  England,  Andrew  Hay- 
ley, had  a  land  grant  near  Kittery  in  1660,  which  is  in 
possession  of  a  branch  of  the  family,  and  the  house 
built  by  him  is  yet  standing.  He  married  Deborah, 
the  daughter  of  Gowan  Wilson,  who  founded  the  town 
of  Kittery,  Me.7 

Their  son,  Andrew  Hayley  II,  married  Elizabeth,

Their  son,  Robert  Cecil  Hayley,  married  September 
10,  1772,  Elizabeth  Parker. 

Their  son,  William  Wentworth  Hayley,  married  at 
Rye,  N.  H„  September  15,  1807,  Nancy  Litchfield 
Doane,  who  was  born  March  27,  1787. 

Their  son,  Salisbury  Hayley,  was  born  near  Kittery, 
Me.  Graduating  from  Bowdoin  College,  he  studied 
medicine  and  later  law;  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at  Los 
Angeles,  Cal.,  in  December,  1868.  He  married,  at  St. 
Augustine,  Fla.,  1841,  Maria  de  Burgos  (1821-1848), 
the  daughter  of  Guiseppe  Martinelli,  and  his  wife  Hero- 
nima  Pozzo  di  Borgo.  The  mother  of  Giuseppe  Mar- 
tinelli was  one  of  the  Gustiniani  family  of  Venice,  and 
his  wife  the  daughter  of  Pedro  Jose  Pozzo  di  Borgo  and 
his  wife  Maria  de  Velasquez,  was  born  near  Ajaccio, 
Corsica;  he  himself  was  educated  at  Brienne  and  emi- 
grated to  Augustine,  Fla.,  during  the  Spanish  posses- 
sion. With  others  loyal  to  Spain,  he  loaned  money  to 
the  Spanish  King,  Ferdinand  VII,  to  carry  on  the  war 
against  Napoleon,  and  a  claim,  known  as  the  Mcintosh 
claim,  is  held  by  the  heirs  of  Pozzo  di  Borgo  and  others. 
Their  daughter,  Ellen  Salisbury,  married  Yates  Stir- 
ling, descended  from  Major  Thomas  Yates. 

The  Pozzo  di  Borgo  have  been  long  known  in  the  an- 
nals of  Corsica.8  In  the  sixteeth  century  they  distin- 
guished themselves  in  the  service  of  Venice,  and  the 
Corsican  poet,  Biagino  de  Luca,  eulogizes  in  his  epic 
poem,  '  Ornano  Maro,"  several  Pozzo  di  Borgo,  and 
predicts  immortal  glory  to  their  race.

YATES 

Captain  Thomas  Yates,  born  in  England,  and  died 
at  his  country  seat  "  Springfield,"  near  Baltimore  Town, 
October  15,  1815,  served  throughout  the  War  of  the 
Revolution.  June  19,  1776,  a  Lieutenant  in  Captain 
MacCubbin's  Company;  August  5,  1776,  promoted  to 
Captain ;  served  under  General  Lafayette  at  Yorktown, 
and  present  at  the  surrender  of  Lord  Cornwallis.  He 
was  Captain  of  the  3d  Company,  4th  Battalion,  in  Brig- 
Gen.  Smallwood's  Brigade  of  Regulars,  March  27, 
1777.  (Other  officers  were  Colonel  Josias  Carrol  Hall, 
Lieut.-Col.  Samuel  Smith,  Major  John  Eager  How- 
ard.) He  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Charles 
Frederick  and  Mathilda  (Jarrold)  Myers  (von  Myers) ; 
she  died  at  "  Springfield,"  November  30,  1796. 

Their  daughter,  Margaret  Yates,  married  in  Balti- 
more, June  24,  1802,  Jacob,  the  son  of  Jacob  Walsh; 
she  died  April  25,  1824.  One  of  their  sons,  Thomas 
Yates  Walsh,  was  Congressman  from  the  Fourth  Dis- 
trict of  Maryland,  and  a  noted  wit  and  speaker.  Their 
daughter,  Elizabeth  Ann,  married  Archibald  Stirling. 

Through  her  father's  line,  the  von  Myers,  Mary 
Myers  Yates  was  descended  (through  his  daughter 
Sarah)  from  William  the  Silent,  Prince  of  Orange,  and 
his  fourth  wife,  Marie  Louise  de  Chatillon,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Gaspar  de  Coligny,  Admiral  of  France,  the  son 
of  Gaspar  de  Coligny,  Marshal  of  France,  and  Louise 
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de  Montmorency.     Mathilda  Jarrold  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  Captain  Jarrold  of  the  Royal  Navy. 

STIRLING 

Arms:     Argent,    on    a    bend   engrailed   azure,    between    two    roses    one  in 

chief  and  the  other  in  base,  gules,  three  buckles  or. 
Crest:     A  stag's  head  issuing  from  a  ducal  coronet. 
Motto  :     "  Gang  forward."  9 

The  colonist,  James  Stirling,  born  near  Stirling,  Scot- 
land, 1752,  died  at  his  country  seat,  near  Baltimore, 
June  25,  1820.  Of  the  Scotch  fam- 
ily of  Stirling,  of  Kier  and  Cad- 
der  (Cawdor),  he  came  to  the  col- 
onies about  1774.  The  origin  of 
the  family  is  variously  attributed 
to  Henry  de  Strevelin,  the  young- 
est son  of  David,  Earl  of  Hunting- 
ton, the  brother  of  King  William 
the  Lion,  and  by  later  investiga- 
tors to  Walter  de  Strieulyng,  born 
about  1100.10  The  estate  of  the 
head  of  the  house  is  Keir,  near 
Stirling,  a  beautiful  and  historical 
place,  dating  back  to  the  twelfth 
century.  James  Stirling  received  a 
testimonial  from  General  Greene  "  for  bravery  at  York- 
town,"  where  he  fought  for  his  adopted  country.  He 
married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Judge  Andrew  Gib- 
son, of  Carlisle,  Pa.

STIRLING 
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Their  son,  Archibald  Stirling,  born  July,  1798,  in 
Baltimore,  Md.,  and  died  there  February,  1888,  was  a 
founder  of  the  Savings  Bank  of  Baltimore.  For  many 
years,  until  the  time  of  his  death  at  the  age  of  ninety, 
he  was  its  President.  He  married  Elizabeth  Ann,  the 
daughter  of  Jacob  and  Margaret  (Yates)  Walsh;  she 
was  born  in  December,  1809,  and  died  at  "  Snowdoun," 
their  country  place,  near  Baltimore,  in  September,  1859. 

Their  son,  Rear- Admiral  Yates  Stirling  (retired), 
was  born  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  May  6,  1843.  Appointed 
to  the  United  States  Naval  Academy,  as  Acting  Mid- 
shipman upon  recommendation  of  Hon.  Henry  Winter 
Davis,  Representative  of  the  Fourth  District,  Mary- 
land, he  entered  the  Academy  September  27,  1860, 
graduating  May  28,  1863,  and  being  commissioned  an 
Ensign  on  the  same  day.  He  served  in  the  Civil  War 
on  sloop-of-war  Shenandoah,  North  Atlantic  Blockad- 
ing Squadron.  In  April,  1864,  he  was  temporarily 
detached  from  the  Shenandoah,  while  that  vessel  was 
under  repairs,  in  consequence  of  damage  received 
in  a  cyclone,  and  served  until  June,  1864,  on 
flagship  Minnesota,  on  staff  of  Rear- Admiral  S.  P. 
Lee,  and  on  monitor  Onandago,  on  James  River,  during 
General  Grant's  advance  upon  Richmond;  in  both  at- 
tacks on  Fort  Fisher;  promoted  to  Master,  November 
10,  1865;  Lieutenant,  November  10,  1866;  Lieutenant- 
Commander,  March  12,  1868;  and  served  in  various 
ships  and  stations.  Promoted  to  Commander,  Novem- 
ber 26,  1880;  stationed  at  Washington  Navy  Yard 
1882-1884;  commanded  the  Iroquois,  Pacific  Station, 
1884  to  1886;  commanded  Receiving  Ship  Dale,  1887- 
1890;  commanded  Dolphin,  1890-1891;  on  the  Examin- 
ing and  Retiring  Board,  1891-1892;  Light  House  In- 
spector, Baltimore,  Md.,  1892  to  1894;  promoted  to 
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Captain,  September  16,  1894;  commanded  the  Newark, 
South  Atlantic  Squadron,  1895-1896;  commanded  Lan- 
caster, and  also  the  naval  force  on  South  Atlantic  Sta- 
tion, 1896-1897;  Member  Light  House  Board,  1898- 
1900;  commanded  Naval  Station  San  Juan,  Puerto 
Rico;  promoted  to  Rear- Admiral,  June  8,  1902;  Com- 
mandant Puget  Sound  Navy  Yard,  1902  to  1903;  com- 
manded Phillipine  Squadron,  Asiatic  Fleet,  1903  to 
1904;  commanded  Asiatic  Fleets  1004  to  1905.  Re- 
tired, May  6,  1905,  upon  reaching  the  age  of  sixty-two 
years.

DE   WOLF 

There  seems  to  be  good  warrant  for  the  claim  that 
the  first  De  Wolf  who  came  to  America  was  a  younger 
son  of  one  of  the  Barons  de  Wolff  of  the  Livonian  fam- 
ily, which  is  an  offshoot  of  the  Saxon  branch. 

The  legend  of  the  origin  of  the  name  of  "  de  Wolf," 
which  is  practically  the  same  in  every  country  in  which 
there  are  representatives  of  the 
family,  is  that  Louis  de  Saint- 
Etienne,  of  the  French  noble 
family  of  that  name,  was  one 
of  the  attendants  of  King 
Charles  V.,  of  France,  on  a 
hunting  expedition.  During 
the  chase,  a  wolf  cub  crossed 
the  King's  path.  Charles  threw 
his  lance,  wounding  the  cub, 
and  breaking  the  weapon 
against  a  tree.  An  enormous 
she-wolf,  seeing  her  offspring  DE  wolf 

wounded,  rushed  from  her  hiding-place  upon  the  King, 
who  had  only  his  hunting  knife  with  which  to  defend 
himself.  At  this  moment,  Louis  de  Saint-Etienne  sprang 
between  the  savage  beast  and  the  King,  dispatching  it 
with  his  sword,  for  which  act  of  bravery  the  King 
knighted  him,  dubbing  him  "  de  Loup."  And  so  orig- 
inated the  noble  French  family  of  that  name. 

His  grandson,  Emile  de  Loup,  accompanying  the 
Princess  Mathilda  to  Germany  at  the  time  of  her  mar- 
riage to  the  eldest  son  of  Frederick,  Elector  and  Duke 
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of  Saxony,  in  1423  became  a  favorite  at  the  Saxon 
Court,  and  was  created  a  Baron  in  1427.  He  then 
changed  his  name  from  the  French  to  the  German,  and 
was  known  thereafter  as  "  de  Wolf."  His  direct  de- 
scendant, Maximillian  de  Wolf,  founded  the  Belgian 
branch  of  the  family,  and  from  him,  also,  descended  the 
de  Wolfs  of  Holland,  Prussia  and  Livonia. 

The  first  known  ancestor  of  the  family  in  America, 
Balthasar  De  Wolf,  is  mentioned  in  the  court  records 
of  Hartford,  Conn.,  March  5,  1656.  He  was  chosen 
"  Committee  of  the  town  "  1677,  and  was  living  in 
1695.     He  married  Alice ,  who  was  living  in  1687. 

Their  eldest  child,  Edward  De  Wolf,  was  born  1646, 
and  died  1712.  He  and  his  brother  Stephen,  "  were  of 
the  Connecticut  Volunteers,"  in  King  Philip's  War. 
He  married  Rebecca . 

Their  son,  Charles  De  Wolf,  was  born  September  18, 
1673,  and  died  December  5,  1731.  He  lived  in  Glas- 
tonbury and  Middletown,  Conn.,  and  married  Prudence 
White. 

Their  son,  Charles  De  Wolf  II.,  born  in  Lyme,  Conn., 
1695,  emigrated  to  Gaudaloupe  and  married,  March 
31,  1717,  Margaret  Poiter.  He  continued  to  reside 
there  until  his  death  in  1731. 

Their  fourth  child,  Mark  Antony  De  Wolf,  was  born 
in  Gaudaloupe,  November  8,  1726,  and  died  November 
9,  1793.  When  about  seventeen  years  of  age  he  accom- 
panied Captain  Simeon  Potter  in  one  of  his  ships  to 
Bristol,  R.  L,  and  shortly  afterwards,  August  25,  1744, 
married  Abigail,  the  daughter  of  Hopestill  and  Lydia 
Potter  and  a  sister  of  Captain  Simeon  Potter.  She  was 
born  February  2,  1726.  Within  a  few  months  of  his 
marriage,  war  between  England  and  France  having 
been  declared,  he  sailed  on  the  privateer  Prince  Charles 
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of  Lorraine,  under  the  command  of  his  brother-in-law, 
Captain  Potter.  In  1773,  this  same  intrepid  Captain 
Potter  commanded  the  Bristol  Contingent  of  the 
"  fleet "  of  nine  long-boats  which  captured  and  burned 
the  Gaspee.  Having  had  enough  of  privateering, 
Mark  Antony  returned  to  Rhode  Island,  purchased  a 
farm  near  Bristol,  and  settled  down  to  a  quiet  life. 

One  of  his  sons,  Hon.  James  De  Wolf,  born  in  Bristol, 
R.  I.,  March  18,  1764,  and  died  there  December  21, 
1837,  inherited  his  father's  earlier  fondness  for  a  "  stren- 
uous life,"  deserting  the  farm  when  only  a  boy,  joined 
his  uncle  "  Sim  "  Potter  and  became  a  privateersman. 
While  so  engaged  and  preying  upon  British  commerce, 
he  was  twice  captured.  Later,  he  became  famous  as 
an  owner  of  privateers  and  slavers,  and  accumulated 
a  large  fortune  for  that  time.  His  most  famous  ves- 
sel the  Yankee  is  said  to  have  netted  "  a  round  million 
of  dollars  in  prize  money."  With  grim  humor  he  re- 
named the  British  ship  Shannon  which  he  captured  and 
converted  into  a  privateer  the  Balance,  and  another  priv- 
ateer that  soon  followed  her  he  named  the  Remittance. 
It  has  been  said  that  he  was  the  only  American  who 
collected  his  own  "  French  claims."  His  communica- 
tion to  the  Government  at  Washington  asking  for  a 
"  letter  of  Marque  and  Reprisal  "  for  the  Yankee,  which 
was  written  only  eleven  days  after  war  with  England 
had  been  declared  by  President  Madison,  is  of  sufficient 
historical  interest  to  warrant  its  reproduction: 

"Bristol,  R.  L,  30th  June,  1812. 
"  To  Hon.  William  Eustis,  Secretary  of  War: — Sir: 
I  have  purchased  and  now  ready  for  sea,  an  armed  Brig 
(one  of  the  most  suitable  in  this  country  for  a  Priva- 
teer) of  one  hundred  and  sixty  tons  burthen,  mounting 
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eighteen  guns,  and  carries  one  hundred  and  twenty  men, 
called  the  Yankee,  commanded  by  Oliver  Wilson.  Be- 
ing desirous  that  she  should  be  on  her  cruise  as  soon  as 
possible,  I  beg  you  will  cause  a  commission  to  be  for- 
warded as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Collector  of  the 
District,  that  this  vessel  may  not  be  detained.  I  am 
very  respectfully,  Sir,  Your  obedient  servant,  James 
De  Wolf." 

Within  less  than  two  weeks,  on  July  13,  the  desired 
commission  was  issued,  and  without  loss  of  time  the 
Yankee  put  to  sea.  One  of  her  first  captures,  made 
off  the  coast  of  Nova  Scotia,  August  1,  was  the  fine 
ship  Royal  Bounty,  more  than  four  times  as  large  as 
•  the  Yankee,  and  carrying  ten  guns.  The  Bounty  put 
up  a  stiff  fight,  but  was  soon  compelled  to  strike  her 
colors.  It  is  said  that  in  her  first  cruise,  of  less  than 
three  months,  the  Yankee  captured  ten  prizes,  took  or 
destroyed  nearly  half  a  million  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty, and  paid  for  herself  many  times  over.  For  thirty 
years  James  De  Wolf  represented  Bristol  in  the  State 
Legislature,  and  for  two  years  acted  as  Presiding  Offi- 
cer of  the  Lower  House.  In  1821  he  represented 
Rhode  Island  in  the  United  States  Senate,  but  finding 
his  duties  there  interfered  with  the  oversight  of  his  in- 
creasing business  interests  at  home,  he  resigned  his  seat 
in  the  Senate  before  the  expiration  of  his  term.  He 
married,  January  7,  1790  Nancy  (or  Ann),  the  daugh- 
ter of  William  and  Mary  (Le  Baron)  Bradford;  she 
was  born  August  6,  1770,  and  died  in  Bristol,  R.  I., 
January  2,  1838.  Their  son  was  Mark  Antony  De 
Wolf  II.1

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BRADFORD 

A  native  of  Austerfield,  Yorkshire,  Eng.,  William 
Bradford  is  the  first  of  the  family  of  whom  we  have 
record.  The  date  of  his  birth  is  not  known,  but  he 
died  in  Austerfield,  and  was  buried  January  10,  1595. 
His  son,  William  Bradford  II.,  married,  1584,  Alice 
Hanson. 

William  Bradford  III.,  of  Mayflower  fame,  their 
son,  was  born  in  March,  1588,  and  died  May  9,  1657. 
He  lived  in  Austerfield.  At  the  age  of  seventeen,  how- 
ever, he  went  to  Scrooby,  and  became  an  associate  of 
Brewster,  who  was  the  head  of  what  was  called  the 
"  Separatist  Church."  The  "  Separatists "  tried  to 
leave  England  in  a  body,  but,  failing  in  this  attempt, 
they  left  in  small  boats,  going  first  to  Amsterdam  and 
later  to  Leyden,  where  they  remained  for  eleven  j^ears. 
At  the  end  of  this  time  they  concluded  to  emigrate  to 
America,  and  sailed  from  Delf  in  the  ship  Speedwell, 
having  arranged  to  meet  the  Mayflower,  on  board  of 
which  were  a  number  of  their  co-religionists,  at  South- 
ampton. The  Speedwell  proved  unseaworthy,  and  such 
of  her  passengers  as  had  not  lost  heart,  were  transferred 
at  Plymouth  to  the  Mayflower,  many  of  those  who  had 
originally  embarked  on  the  Mayflower  having  also  be- 
come disheartened,  and  returned  to  their  homes,  prefer- 
ring, it  would  seem,  persecution  to  seasickness.  The 
Mayflower  sailed  from  Plymouth,  September  16,  1620, 
with  one  hundred  and  two  emigrants  on  board,  William 
Bradford,  Miles  Standish,  and  John  Carver  being  the 
leaders  of  the  company.  On  the  death  of  John  Carver, 
the  first  Governor  of  Plymouth  Colony,  William  Brad- 
ford succeeded  him,  and  twice  subsequently  was  elected 
Plymouth's    Governor.     Dorothy    May,    of   Wisbeck, 
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Bradford's  first  wife,  whom  he  had  married  at  Leyden, 
November  26,  1613,  was  drowned  from  the  Mayflower, 
while  she  was  at  anchor  in  Plymouth  Bay,  before  the 
ship's  company  had  landed.  Three  years  afterwards 
he  married  Alice  Carpenter,  the  widow  of  Constant 
Southworth,  who,  tradition  says,  was  in  love  with  him 
before  he  left  England;  she  died  1670. 

William  Bradford  IV.,  their  son,  born  in  Plymouth, 
June  17,  1624,  and  died  February  20,  1703,  second  in 
command  to  Miles  Standish,  commanded  the  Plymouth 
forces  in  King  Philip's  War,  having  the  rank  of  Major, 
and  receiving  a  serious  wound.  He  was  Deputy-Gov- 
ernor of  Plymouth  from  1682  to  1686,  1689  to  1691, 
and  in  the  last  named  year  one  of  the  Council  of  Mas- 
sachusetts.    He  married  Alice  Richards. 

Major  John  Bkadford,  their  son,  born  February 
20,  1653,  was  a  Major  of  the  Plymouth  forces,  and  the 
first  Deputy  from  Plymouth  to  the  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts  1689.  He  married,  February  5,  1674, 
Mercy  Warren. 

Their  son,  Samuel  Bradford,  born  December  23, 
1683,  and  died  March  26,  1740,  lived  in  Plympton,  and 
was  a  Lieutenant  of  the  Plympton  Battery.  He  mar- 
ried, October  21,  1714,  Sarah  Gray. 

Governor  William  Bradford  V.,  their  son,  born 
November  8,  1728,  and  died  in  Bristol,  R.  I.,  July  6, 
1808,  was  a  physician  and  practised  his  profession  in 
Warren,  R.  I.,  1751.  He  removed  soon  after  to  Bris- 
tol, where  he  practised  law,  having  abandoned  medicine. 
He  was  Rhode  Island's  last  Deputy-Governor  under 
the  Crown,  the  first  Governor  under  the  Continental 
Congress,  and  from  1792  to  1797  representing  the  State 
in  the  United  States  Senate.  He  married,  1751,  Mary, 
the  daughter  of  Dr.  Lazarus  and  Lydia  (Bartlett)  Le 
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Baron;  she  was  born  1731,  and  died  October  2,  1775; 
their  daughter,  Nancy,  married  Hon.  James  De  Wolf.2 


LE    BARON 

The  "  Nameless  Nobleman  "  of  Jane  Austen's  novel, 
Dr.  Francis  Le  Baron,  was  born  in  Provence,  France, 
in  1668,  and  died  August  8,  1704.  From  early  child- 
hood he  had  been  brought  up  as  the  foster-son  of  Dr. 
Louis  Pictou,  a  physician  of  Bordeaux,  to  whom  his 
father  had  confided  him,  with  the  injunction  that  he 
be  raised  a  good  Catholic,  always  wear  a  gold  cross 
which  hung  about  his  neck,  and  be  buried  with  it.  His 
real  name  and  identity,  though  known  to  Dr.  Pictou 
and,  before  his  death,  revealed  to  Francis,  have  re- 
mained a  mystery  to  this  day.  There  is  some  ground 
for  the  belief  that  it  was  "  de  Montarnaud,"  but  if  such 
were  the  case,  he  never  revealed  it,  and,  it  is  said,  would 
laughingly  reply  to  the  too  curious  that  he  was  "  Baron 
de  rien  de  tout."  Through  the  influence  of  his  foster- 
father,  who  bequeathed  to  him  such  property  as  he  pos- 
sessed, he  became  a  physician.  With  a  portion  of  this 
inheritance,  he  fitted  out  a  privateer,  which  he  called 
LJ  Angle,  for  the  purpose  of  preying  upon  the  commerce 
of  England,  that  country  and  France  being  then  at  war. 
In  1694,  this  ship,  of  which  Dr.  Le  Baron  was  acting  as 
surgeon,  was  wrecked  in  Buzzard's  Bay,  Mass.  The 
ship's  company  succeeded  in  reaching  Falmouth  in 
small  boats,  where  they  were  all  promptly  made  pris- 
oners by  the  hostile  inhabitants,  with  the  exception  of 
Dr.  Le  Baron.  He  managed  to  escape  capture,  and 
making  his  way  inland,  came  to  the  house  of  a  colonist

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named  Wilder.  Only  the  colonist's  daughter  was  at 
home  at  the  time.  To  her  he  told  of  his  plight,  and, 
whether  or  not  it  was  love  at  first  sight,  she  offered  him 
shelter,  and  with  the  connivance  of  her  parents,  kept  him 
in  hiding  for  some  time.  Perhaps  because  the  colonists 
were  greatly  in  need  of  a  physician,  he  was  ultimately 
paroled  and  became  a  medical  practitioner  in  Plymouth. 
A  year  later,  in  1695,  Mary  Wilder  became  his  wife. 
She  was  born  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  April  7,  1668,  and 
died  September  25,  1737. 

Their  third  child,  Dr.  Lazarus  Le  Baron,  who  was 
born  December  26,  1698,  married,  first,  May  16,  1720, 
Lydia  Bartlett  ( a  granddaughter  of  Lieutenant  Francis 
Griswold,  and  a  great-great-granddaughter  of  Richard 
Warren,  one  of  the  Mayflower  pilgrims) ;  second, 
Lydia  (Bradford)  Cushman.  Issue,  first  wife :  Mary, 
who  married  William  Bradford  V,  of  Bristol,  R.  I.3

The  fourth  son  of  Hon.  James  and  Nancy  Brad- 
ford) De  Wolf,  Mark  Antony  De  Wolf  II,  was  born 
in  Bristol,  R.  I.,  September  28,  1797,  and  died  there  in 
March,  1851.  He  married  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  Octo- 
ber 10,  1821,  Sophie  Catherine  Virginia,  the  daughter 
of  Pierre  Leon  and  Bridget  (Colman)  De  Chappotin; 
she  was  born  in  Brookfield,  N.  H.,  July  8,  1802.  and 
died  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  January  10,  1879.  Their  son 
was  Francis  Le  Baron  De  Wolf.

Colonel  Dudley  Colman,  born  August  13,  1745, 
and  died  in  Dover,  N.  H.,  November  16,  1797.  As 
Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  regiment  of  Massachusetts 
troops,  commanded  by  Colonel  Edward  Wiggleworth, 
commissioned  by  the  Provincial  Congress,  June  24, 
1776,  he  saw  much  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 
He  married  Mary  Jones.     Issue,  among  others : 

Henry,  who  spent  many  years  in  England,  dying  at 
Islington,  August  17,  1849.  He  was  the  author  of 
several  works  upon  European  Agriculture,  and  was  an 
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intimate  friend  of  Lady  Byron,  who  erected  a  handsome 
monument  over  his  grave  in  Kensal  Green.

DEXTEB 

All  the  Irish  Dexters  were  de- 
scended from  Bichard  de  Exces- 
ter,  Governor  and  Lord  Justice  of 
Ireland,  who  died  in  1269.  The 
family  probably  emigrated  to  Ire- 
land from  Devonshire,  Eng.,  as  the 
name  implies  that  they  lived  in  or 
near  the  cathedral  town  of  Exeter. 
At  the  time  of  the  Irish  massacre 
of  the  Protestants,  October  27, 
1641,  Bichard  Dexter,  of  Slane, 
County  Meath,  one  of  the  de- 
scendants of  Bichard,  with  his  wife  Bridget  and  their 
children,  fled  to  England,  shortly  afterwards  emigrating 
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to  America.  The  exact  date  of  his  arrival  is  not  known, 
but  he  was  living  in  Boston  prior  to  February  28,  1642. 
He  settled  at  Charlestown,  Mystic  side,  and  later  re- 
moved to  Maiden,  Mass.,  where  he  had  purchased  a 
farm.     He  died  in  Charlestown,  Mass.,  1680. 

Their  son,  John  Dexter,  born  in  Ireland  1639,  and 
died  in  Maiden,  December  8,  1677,  married  Sarah . 

John  Dexter  II.,  their  son,  was  born  August  21, 
1671,  and  died  November  14,  1722.  He  was  "  Captain 
of  a  company  of  foot  under  George  I  "  and  "  Deacon  " 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  for  a  number  of  years 
was  Selectman  of  the  town  of  Maiden.  He  married 
Winnifred,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca 
(Crawford)  Sprague;  she  was  born  in  Maiden,  Mass., 
December  31,  1673,  and  died  there  December  5,  1752. 

Their  son,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Dexter,  born  in  Maiden, 
Mass.,  October  23,  1700,  and  died  January  29,  1755,  in 
Dedham,  Mass.,  was  graduated  from  Harvard  College 
1720,  and  ordained  Minister  of  the  First  Church  in  Ded- 
ham, May  6,  1724.  He  married  in  Boston,  July  9, 
1724,  Catharina,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Maria 
Catharina  (Smith)  Mears;  she  was  born  September  25, 
1701,  and  died  in  Dedham,  June  10,  1797. 

Samuel  Dexter  II.,  their  son,  born  in  Dedham, 
Mass.,  March  16,  1725,  and  died  in  Mendon,  Mass., 
June  10,  1810,  was  Representative  from  Dedham  to  the 
General  Court  from  1764  to  1768,  and  elected  to  the 
Council  each  year  from  1766  to  1774.  He  married, 
June  28,  1748,  in  Boston,  Hannah,  the  daughter  of 
Andrew  and  Mary  (Germaine)  Sigourney. 

Their  second  son,  Andrew  Dexter,  born  in  Boston, 
Mass.,  May  4, 1751,  and  died  in  Athens,  N.  Y.,  Novem- 
ber 12,  1816,  married  in  Woodstock,  Conn.,  May  5, 
1778,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Simon  and  Mary  (Rich- 
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ardson)  Newton;  she  was  born  in  Newport,  R.  I.,  No- 
vember 20,  1757,  and  died  September  13,  1825. 

Their  second  child,  Samuel  Dexter  III.,  born  in  Bos- 
ton, Mass.,  July  5,  1781,  was  graduated  from  Brown 
University  1801,  and  was  a  resident  of  Providence,  R.  I. 
where  he  died  February  26,  1862.  Unlike  his  forbears, 
who  were  little  given  to  multi-marriages,  he  had  four 
wives.  His  third  wife,  Amey  Martin,  whom  he  mar- 
ried in  Providence,  R.  I.,  September  10,  1821,  was  the 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Abby  Brown  Martin,  and  was 
born  in  Providence,  May  9,  1805,  where  she  died  Sep- 
tember 7, 1826.  Their  daughter,  Caroline  Martin,  mar- 
ried Francis  Le  Baron  De  Wolf.4' 

MARTIN 

The  colonist,  Richard  Martin  of  Badcombe,  Somer- 
setshire, Eng.,  arrived  in  America  1663,  to  take  posses- 
sion of  property  left  him  by  his  brother  Robert  of  Reho- 
both,  Mass.,  who  came  here  in  1635.  Richard  Martin 
died  in  Rehoboth,  March  2,  1694.5 

His  son,  John  Martin,  born  in  England,  1633,  and 
died  in  Rehoboth,  March  21,  1713,  where  he  settled 
when  he  emigrated  with  his  father,  was  surveyor  of  high- 
ways there  from  1673  to  1685. 

His  third  son,  Ephraim  Martin,  was  born  in  Reho- 
both, February  7,  1676,  and  died  there  June  25, 1734. 

His  eldest  son,  Edward  Martin,  was  born  in  Reho- 
both, October  22,  1700,  and  died  there  June  2,  1745. 

Captain  Sylvanus  Martin,  his  only  son,  was  born 
in  Rehoboth,  July  17,  1727,  and  died  there  August  13, 
1782.     He  commanded  a  company  of  Massachusetts

THOMAS 


During  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne  of  England,  two 
brothers,  James  and  Samuel  Thomas,  emigrated  from 
Wales,  were  among  the  first  settlers  of  Kent  County, 
Md.,  and  possessed  of  landed  property.  One  was  said 
to  be  a  Whig,  the  other  a  Tory,  but  they  lived  in  fra- 
ternal affection  and  friendship.  James  Thomas,  born 
in  Wales  or  West  England,  married  first  an  English 
lady,  who  came  to  America  with  him,  and  second,  Eliza- 
beth Hacket,  born  in  Maryland,  her  parents  being  of 
English  descent.  The  property  of  Samuel  (a  Colonel 
of  Militia)  who  died  without  children,  descended  by  his 
will  to  two  nephews. 

One  of  these  nephews,  James  Thomas  II.,  born  in 
Kent  County,  Md.,  married  Elizabeth  Bellicum  (who 
married  second,  Mr.  Farrell)  ;  she  was  born  in  Cecil 
(or  New  Castle)    County,  her  father,  a  colonist  from 
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Holland,  being  one  of  the  first  settlers  on  the  Delaware, 
and  evidently  a  large  land  owner.  Elizabeth  and  one 
of  her  brothers,  Christopher  Bellicum,  held  landed 
property  in  Kent  County,  Md. 

Dr.  Philip  Thomas,1  their  son,  was  born  near  Ches- 
tertown,  Kent  County,  Md.,  June  11,  1747,  and  died  in 
Fredericktown,  Md.,  April  25,  1815.  Appointed  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Frederick  County  a  Delegate  to  attend 
the  General  Congress  at  Annapolis,2  June  22,  1774, 
when  resolutions  condemning  the  blockading  of  the  port 
of  Boston  were  passed,  he  also  represented  the  county, 
November  18,  1774,  in  carrying  into  execution  the  asso- 
ciation agreed  on  by  the  American  Continental  Con- 
gress.3 January  24, 1775,  being  directed  to  promote  sub- 
scriptions for  the  purchase  of- arms  and  ammunition,  he 
was  placed  on  the  Committee  of  Observation  for  Fred- 
erick County,  remaining  a  member  during  its  entire  ex- 
istence. Delegated  to  represent  the  county4  at  any 
Provincial  Convention5  to  be  held  at  the  City  of  An- 
napolis before  October,  1775,6  he  served  also  on  the 
Committee  of  Correspondence,7  and  was  County  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel during  the  greater  portion  of  the  Revo- 
lutionary War.8  He  was  sent  as  a  Delegate  to  the 
House  of  Delegates,  November  10,  1777,9  and  June  16, 
1779,10  became  Justice  of  the  Peace.    Further  responsi-

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bilities  were  soon  laid  upon  him  for  at  the  June  session, 
General  Assembly  of  1780,  an  act  was  passed  "to  en- 
courage raising  a  voluntary  troop  of  Light-Horse  in 
Baltimore  Town  and  each  County  of  this  State."  This 
act  provided  that  any  number  of  Militiamen,  not  ex- 
ceeding forty-five,  and  not  under  fifteen  years  of  age, 
in  Baltimore  Town  or  in  any  of  the  counties  of  the  state, 
were  authorized  to  form  themselves  into  a  troop  of  horse. 
The  officers  when  in  service  were  to  have  the  same  ra- 
tions, pay  and  forage  as  was  allowed  to  the  Continental 
Horse;  the  companies  were  to  be  under  the  militia  rules 
and  in  case  of  invasion  were  to  serve  under  the  direction 
of  the  Governor  in  any  part  of  the  state.  The  records 
of  this  office  show  that  February  3,  1781,  commission 
was  issued  to  Philip  Thomas  appointing  him  Captain, 
and  John  Ross  Key,  Lieutenant,  of  a  Troop  of  Horse, 
called  the  Frederick  Light  Dragoons.  Dr.  Thomas  did 
not  remain  long  in  command,  for  on  the  20th  of  the 
same  month,  he  was  made  Lieutenant-Colonel,  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Colonel  Baker 
Johnson,  the  brother  of  Governor  Thomas  Johnson, 
and  John  Ross  Key  succeeded  him  as  Captain. 

By  virtue  of  Dr.  Thomas'  appointment  the  entire 
militia  of  the  county  was  under  his  supervision  with 
power  to  call  them  into  action  at  all  times  and  to  do 
everything  in  his  discretion  for  defending  and  strength- 
ening the  county.  He  supervised  and  directed  the  rais- 
ing, arming  and  equipping  of  all  the  soldiers  sent  from 
Frederick  County  to  the  armies,  from  February,  1781 
to  the  close  of  the  war.  The  proceedings  of  the  "  Coun- 
cil of  Safety  "  record: 

"  Monday,  June  4th,  1781,  That  the  Lieutenant  of 
Frederick  County  immediately  arm  equip  and  march 
500  militia  of  his  command  under  proper  officers  to 
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Georgetown  in  Montgomery  County  and  there  to  re- 
main till  the  Board  otherwise  direct." 

This  order  was  occasioned  by  the  movement  of  the 
armies  towards  Yorktown,  with  the  view  of  capturing 
the  British  Army  under  Lord  Cornwallis.  The  Lieu- 
tenants of  the  various  counties  were  ordered  to  facilitate 
the  march  of  Generals  Lafayette  and  Wayne  through 
Maryland,  to  seize  all  the  salt  and  fresh  meats  in  their 
districts,  and  to  impress  all  vessels,  wagons,  teams, 
drivers,  etc.,  for  the  transportation  of  troops,  cannon, 
stores,  etc.  General  Anthony  Wayne  passed  through 
Frederick,  May  31,  1781,  to  join  Lafayette  in  Virginia, 
and  Colonel  Thomas  ordered  five  hundred  militia  to  be 
sent  to  the  same  command,  which  was  retreating  through 
Virginia  towards  Maryland.  The  Frederick  Light 
Dragoons,  then  commanded  by  John  Ross  Key,  crossed 
the  Potomac  on  the  18th  of  June,  and  joined  Lafayette 
in  the  surrender  of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown. 

When  Washington  was  marching  to  Yorktown,  his 
army  was  suffering  greatly  for  the  want  of  food.  In 
this  pressing  emergency,  Philip  Thomas,  the  untiring 
commander,  besides  recruiting  Washington's  army  with 
nearly  a  regiment  of  men,  forwarded  an  immense  quan- 
tity of  flour  and  other  provisions,  and  five  hundred  cat- 
tle, to  Georgetown,  from  which  point  it  was  hauled  to 
the  army.  After  the  surrender  of  Cornwallis,  Colonel 
Thomas  took  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  removal  of  the 
prisoners  to  Maryland  and  finally  sent  them  to  Lancas- 
ter, Penn.  During  all  this  trying  period  his  bold  de- 
meanor and  unwavering  confidence  infused  hope  and 
courage  into  many  wavering  hearts.  His  patriotic  ex- 
ertions in  support  of  the  cause  often  received  the  grate- 
ful acknowledgment  of  the  leading  generals  and  states- 
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men  of  the  time.11  He  was  elector  for  General  Wash- 
ington to  the  first  Presidency  of  the  United  States,  and 
was  appointed  by  him  supervisor  of  distilleries. 

About  1770,  Dr.  Thomas  removed  to  Fredericktown, 
Md.,  where  he  was  married,  February  18,  1773,  by  the 
Rev.  Daniel  McKennon,  to  Jane  Contee,  the  daughter 
of  John  and  Jane  (Contee)  Hanson,  who  was  born  in 
Charles  County,  Md.,  February,  1747,  and  died  in 
Frederick,  Md.,  June  17,  1781.    Issue: 

Catherine  Hanson,  born  October  15,  1775;  married 
Dr.  Ashton  Alexander,  a  celebrated  physician  of  Balti- 
more. Issue :  Ashton,  George,  who  married  Miss  Lev- 
ering, and  Elizabeth,  who  married  John,  the  son  of 
Chief  Justice  Marshall. 

Rebecca  Bellicum,  born  February  8,  1777,  married 
Judge  Alexander  Contee  Magruder.  Issue:  Rebecca 
Thomas,  married  Major  Scott,  U.  S.  A.;  Jane,  married

HANSON 

The  Maryland  Hansons  are  descended  from  Roger 
de  Rastric,  who  was  seated  at  Rastric,  Parish  of  Hali- 
fax, York  County,  Eng.,  in  the  year  1251.  The  name 
of  Rastric  continued  through  four  generations  until  the 
year  1330,  when  John  de  Rastric  assumed  the  surname 
of  Hanson  (a  diminutive  of  Henry's  son),  and  signed 
his  name  John  Hanson  to  a  deed  in  1337.  He  married 
Alice,  the  daughter  of  Henry  de  Woodhouse  (grand- 
daughter, and   heiress   of   Alexander   de   Woodhouse

John  of  London,  third  son,  married  Frances,  the 
daughter  of  John  Prichard;  issue,  three  sons,  of  whom 
the  eldest: 

Colonel  John,  while  taking  a  summer  tour  in  Sweden, 
fell  in  love  with  and  married  a  Swedish  lady,  who  was 
closely  connected  in  friendship  with  the  Royal  family. 
They  died  early,  leaving  a  son : 

Colonel  John  Hanson,  who  was  reared  in  familiar 
intimacy  with  Gustavus  Adolphus,  then  a  youth  about 
the  same  age.    He  entered  the  army  at  a  suitable  time, 
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served  with  credit,  rose  to  the  rank  of  Colonel,  became 
a  trusted  officer,  and  was  always  retained  near  the  royal 
person  in  action.  While  defending  and  attempting  to 
shield  the  King,  he  was  slain  in  battle  with  Gustavus 
Adolphus,  at  Lutzen,  November  16,  1632.  He  left  four 
sons:  Andrew,  Randal  or  Randolph,  William  and 
John,  all  of  whom  were  taken  under  the  immediate  pro- 
tection of  the  Royal  family  of  Sweden.  In  August, 
1642,  Queen  Christina  placed  them  in  the  special  care 
of  Lieut. -Colonel  John  Printz,  Governor  of  New 
Sweden,  with  whom  they  came  to  the  Delaware,  and  re- 
mained there  on  Tinicum  Island  until  the  year  1653, 
when  they  came  to  Kent  Island,  Md.12 

John  Hanson,  the  youngest  of  the  four  sons  of  Col- 
onel John  Hanson,  of  the  Swedish  Army,  was  born  in 
Sweden  about  1630.  After  a  short  sojourn  on  Kent 
Island,  he  finally  settled  in  Charles  County  about 
1655-6  where  he  died  1713.  He  married  Mary,  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  Hussey,  who  was  Justice  for 
Charles  County,  Md.,  1672.13 

Colonel  Samuel  Hanson,  second  son,  born  in 
Charles  County,  Md.,  1685,  and  died  1740,  was  Burgess 
for  Charles  County  1716  to  1728,  Commissary  1734, 
and  Clerk  of  the  Provincial  Court  1739.14  He  married 
Elizabeth  (1689-1764) ,  the  daughter  of  Colonel  Wal- 
ter Story  (1666-1726,  the  son  of  Walter  Story  a  set- 
tler, and  Elizabeth  his  wife) ,  a  Magistrate  for  Charles 
County,  1696.15  Among  their  children  were  two  sons, 
Walter  and  John. 

The  elder,  Judge  Walter  Hanson,  of  "Harwood"

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(1711-1794),  was  High  Sheriff  of  Charles  County, 
1739;  Justice,  1741  to  1786;  one  of  the  Quorum  from 
1749,  and  Presiding  Justice  1778.10  He  married  Eliza- 
beth, the  daughter  of  William  Hoskins. 

Hon.  John  Hanson,  of  "  Mulberry  Grove,"  Charles 
County,  was  born  there  1715,  and  died  at  "  Oxen  Hill," 
Prince  George's  County,  Md.,  November  22,  1783. 
Long  before  the  American  Revolution  he  took  an  active 
part  in  the  affairs  of  the  Province  of  Maryland,  and 
wielded  strong  influence  in  the  administration  of  colonial 
affairs.  He  represented  Charles  County  in  the  Lower 
House  of  Assembly  in  the  years  1757,  1758,  1765,  1766, 
1768,  and  in  the  political  discussions  which  took  place 
during  these  exciting  years  in  relation  to  the  oppression 
of  the  Mother  Country,  he  took  a  leading  and  distin- 
guished part,  and  soon  ranked  with  the  Chases,  the 
Tilghmans  and  the  Carrolls,  in  the  regard  of  his  fellow 
citizens.  Out  of  the  disputes  which  took  place  between 
the  two  houses  of  Assembly  from  1757  to  1768,  parties 
were  formed,  and  the  Lower  House  of  Assembly,  being 
composed  of  the  representatives  of  the  people  in  the 
Province,  drew  to  its  body  the  ablest  men  in  Maryland.17 
John  Hanson  was  one  of  the  strongest  advocates  of  the 
non-importation  system,  and  among  the  first  to  sign  the 
agreement,  June  22,  1769,  "  neither  to  import  nor  to 
purchase  any  article  then  taxed,  or  which  should  there- 
after be  taxed  by  Parliament,  for  the  purpose  of  rev- 
enue." In  October  following,  their  patriotism  was  put 
to  the  test.  Several  packages  of  goods  were  landed  in 
Charles  County  contrary  to  the  terms  of  the  non- 
importation association,  and  openly  and  without  fear

it  Maryland  Senate  and  House  Journals. 
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of  detention  or  punishment,  the  association  of  the 
county,  under  the  leadership  of  Hanson,  compelled  the 
owners  to  reship  the  goods  to  England.18 

From  the  close  of  the  French  and  Indian  War,  Fred- 
erick County  assumed  importance  as  a  region  of  uncom- 
mon productiveness,  attracted  a  large  number  of  promi- 
nent persons  from  other  portions  of  the  province  and 
Pennsylvania,  and  became  a  favorite  section  with  emi- 
grants from  Germany,  Switzerland  and  Great  Britain. 
Repairing  thither  in  1773,  John  Hanson  led  the  people 
to  become  practically  a  unit  in  their  devotion  to  the 
principles  of  the  Revolution.  Almost  immediately  up- 
on his  arrival  in  Frederick,  his  counsel  was  sought  by 
the  people  and  his  associates.  The  passage  of  the  "  Bos- 
ton Port  Bill,"  in  1774,  roused  the  people  of  Maryland. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Frederick,  held  at  the 
Courthouse,  June  20,  1774,  John  Hanson  presided.19 
Philip  Thomas,  John  Hanson,  and  his  son,  Alexander 
Contee  Hanson,  were  appointed  Delegates  to  the 
"  General  Congress  at  Annapolis."  They  were  also 
chosen  members  of  the  Committee  of  Observation,  John 
Hanson,  Chairman,  which  position  he  held  until  it  was 
abolished  by  the  establishment  of  the  State  govern- 
ment.20 

Shortly  after  assuming  the  duties  of  his  office  he  sent 
<£200  sterling  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  Boston,  which 
was  acknowledged  by  Samuel  Adams  of  that  city. 
"  The  General  Congress  "  or  Convention  of  Maryland, 
assembled  at  Annapolis  June  22,  and  adjourned  June

of  Maryland  in  Statuary  Hall  at  the  Capitol,  Washington 
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25,  1774.  John  Hanson  as  Delegate  from  Frederick 
County,  assisted  in  the  adoption  of  a  series  of  non-im- 
portation resolutions 21  of  the  strongest  character.  The 
citizens  of  Frederick  in  1774  and  1775,  formed  new 
Committees.  John  Hanson,  as  Chairman,  representing 
them,  was  also  a  Delegate  in  the  Provincial  Convention 
at  Annapolis,  October,  1775.  Became  Treasurer  of 
Frederick  County,  June  21,  1775. 22 

The  Maryland  Delegates  in  Congress  required  of  the 
county  two  companies  of  expert  riflemen  to  join  the 
army  at  Boston.  These  were  organized  at  once,  and 
marched  from  Frederick  July  18,  1775,  less  than  thirty 
days  after  John  Hanson  called  for  them.  They  arrived 
at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  August  9,  1775,  making  the  long 
journey  over  difficult  roads  in  twenty-two  days  without 
the  loss  of  a  man.  These  were  the  first  troops  from  the 
south  to  join  Washington.  In  the  proceedings  of  the 
convention  of  Maryland,  which  assembled  July  26, 
1775,  John  Hanson's  boldness  in  advocating  and  ad- 
vancing sentiments  which  might  prove  disastrous  to  him 
afterwards,  alarmed  even  his  friends,  but  he  knew  no 
fear  and  was  prepared  to  take  the  consequences.  The 
Convention  issued  its  Declaration  of  Independence23 
known  as  the  "Association  of  the  Freemen  of  Mary- 
land." At  a  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  middle 
district  of  Frederick  County,  held  at  the  Courthouse  in 
Frederick  Town,  September  12,  1775,  John  Hanson 
was  placed  on  the  Committee  of  Observation  according 
to  the  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  Maryland.  De- 
cember 26,  1775,  he  was  appointed  by  the  Provincial 
Convention  on  the  committee  to  establish  a  gunlock

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manufactory  at  Frederick.24  He  also  filled  positions  on 
various  other  important  committees. 

During  his  Chairmanship  of  the  Committee  of  Ob- 
servation, the  formidable  Tory  conspiracy  of  Lord  Dun- 
more,  Dr.  John  Connolly,  Allen  Cameron,  Dr.  John 
Smith  and  White  Eyes,  an  Indian  Chief,  was  discovered 
and  frustrated.25  John  Hanson  had  the  people  of  Fred- 
erick County  on  the  alert  and  to  their  vigilance  was  due 
the  discovery  and  frustration  of  this  well-conceived  plot. 

January  20,  1776,  John  Hanson  was  appointed  by 
the  Maryland  Council  of  Safety  on  a  committee  to  col- 
lect silver  and  gold  from  the  inhabitants  of  Frederick 
County,  for  the  benefit  of  the  popular  cause.26  October 
9,  1776,  he  was  on  a  commission  which  proceeded  to  the 
camps  of  the  Maryland  troops  to  reorganize  those  al- 
ready in  service  upon  the  new  footing,  and  to  induce 
as  many  as  possible  to  enlist  for  the  war.27  The  Com- 
mission were  directed  to  act  under  the  advice  of  Wash- 
ington in  appointing  the  officers  of  the  new  battalions. 
Hanson  was  tendered  the  nomination  of  Delegate  to 
the  first  State  Legislature,  but  could  not  accept  because 
of  his  other  important  work.  Prevailed  upon,  however, 
to  accept  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly  at  the  sessions 
of  1779,  1780  and  1781,  he  led  in  the  support  of  all 
measures  of  the  popular  cause.  In  the  Congress  of 
1780,  notwithstanding  all  the  States  had  ratified  the 
Articles  of  Confederation  excepting  Maryland,  she  re- 
newed her  previous  instructions  to  the  delegates  not  to 
sign  unless  provision  was  made  towards  settling  the 
question  of  the  western  lands.    Elected  a  delegate  John

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Hanson  made  great  efforts  to  remove  the  impediment, 
and  with  the  aid  of  his  colleagues  succeeded  in  effecting 
a  compromise.  January  29,  1781,  Maryland  passed 
"  an  act  to  empower  the  Delegates  of  this  State  in  Con- 
gress to  subscribe  and  ratify  the  Articles  of  Confedera- 
tion." March  1,  was  assigned  as  the  time  for  complet- 
ing the  Confederation,  and  on  that  day  John  Hanson, 
with  Daniel  Carroll,  signed  the  Articles  and  the  Union 
of  the  states  was  complete. 

After  his  entrance  to  Congress,  November  5,  1781, 
John  Hanson  was  elected  President.  General  Wash- 
ington was  presented  to  that  body  November  28,  1781. 
After  the  surrender  of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown,  Wash- 
ington returned  to  his  home  at  Mount  Vernon,  where 
he  remained  several  weeks,  and  then  set  out  for  Phila- 
delphia. Being  attended  by  two  members  he  made  his 
appearance  in  Old  Independence  Hall,  and  was  intro- 
duced to  Congress.  President  Hanson  greeted  him 
with  an  address. 

It  appears  by  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings,  April 
15,  1782,  that  President  Hanson  was  rendered  unable 
by  sickness  to  discharge  the  functions  of  his  place  as 
President  in  Congress,  and  it  was  resolved  "that  one 
of  the  members  present  be  chosen  by  ballot  to  act  as 
chairman  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  order  in  the  house, 
but  that  all  official  papers  shall  nevertheless  be  signed 
and  authenticated  by  the  President  as  heretofore."  His 
term  of  office  expired  November  4,  1782,  and  a  resolu- 
tion of  thanks  was  passed  by  Congress.  Failing  health 
compelled  him  to  decline  reelection  as  a  delegate  to 
Congress,  and  he  decided  to  withdraw  from  public  life 
after  having  served  his  state  and  country  continuously 
from  1757  to  1783.28

France  Genealogigue " 
the  name  is  written  "  De 
Contee  of  Rochelle,"  and 
the  title  of  "Viscount" 
is  attached.  It  also  ap- 
pears that  there  are  three 
other  families  of  Contee 
and  Conte  in  France,  all 
evidently  having  the  same 
origin.  Marquis  of  Gra- 
viers,  Count  de  Noirant 
of  Normandy,  and  Baron 
de  Conte  of  Orange,  all  have  the  same  arms.  Adolp  de 
Contee  was  High  Sheriff  of  London  and  Middlesex 
1643.  The  motto  under  his  arms  in  Guild  Hall,  Lon- 
don, is  "  Pour  Dieu  et  mon  Roi." 

The  first  Contee  from  whom  it  is  possible  to  trace, 
Peter  Contee,  of  Barnstable,  Devonshire,  Eng.,  married 

Catherine  .    His  father's  name  is  not  known,  but 

his  mother  was  Grace  Contee,  and  he  had  a  brother 
John. 

Alexander  Contee,  their  son,  born  in  England 
1691,  was  "  baptized  ye  22nd  day  of  April,  1693,"  and

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died  in  Maryland  1740.  He  emigrated  to  America  with 
his  uncle,  the  Hon.  Colonel  John  Contee  (subsequently 
a  member  of  the  Council  of  State  1707  to  1708),  and 
settled  in  Prince  George's  County,  Md.  He  was  Clerk 
of  that  county,  and  Burgess  1724.  His  will,  dated  1739 
and  proved  1741,  displays  the  strongly  marked  individu- 
ality of  the  testator,  and  is  remarkable  for  beauty  of 
style.  In  it  much  silver  plate  is  bequeathed,  including 
a  silver  punch  bowl ;  extensive  real  estate  is  disposed  of, 
"  Buck's  Range,"  a  tract  in  Baltimore  County,  being 
given  to  his  daughter  Jane.  His  personal  estate  in- 
cluded negroes  and  many  pounds  sterling.29  He  de- 
sired to  be  buried  according  to  the  service  of  the  Eng- 
lish church,  and  gave  a  guinea  respectively  to  the  rector 
of  St.  Paul's,  in  Prince  George's  and  Port  Tobacco  Par- 
ish in  Charles  County,  with  the  request  to  preach  a 
funeral  sermon  on  "  Ye  Folly  and  Danger  of  ye  Death- 
bed Repentance."  A  small  tea-service  with  a  muffineer 
and  waiter,  all  bearing  the  family  arms  and  the  Tower 
of  London  Stamp  for  the  year  1734,  which  belonged 
to  Alexander  Contee,  has  descended  through  five  gener- 
ations to  the  present  owner,  Douglas  H.  Thomas.  The 
punch  bowl  mentioned  in  Alexander  Contee's  will  de- 
scended through  another  branch  of  the  family,  for  one 
hundred  and  thirty-six  years,  but  in  1876,  also  passed 
into  the  possession  of  Mr.  Thomas.30  Alexander  Con- 
tee married  Jane,  born  in  Prince  George's  County,  Md., 
the  daughter  of  Colonel  Thomas  and  Barbara  (Dent) 
Brooke,  whose  daughter  Jane,  married  John  Hanson.

Robert  Brooke,  Esq.,    of   De   la   Brooke   Manor 
(1602-1655),  married  first  Mary  Baker.

his  wife  Rebecca,  the  daughter  of  the  Rev.  William 
Wilkinson;  their  daughter  Jane,  married  Alexander 
Contee,  whose  daughter  Jane,  married  John  Hanson.

The  son  of  Dr.  Philip  Thomas  and  Jane  (Contee) 
Hanson,  John  Hanson  Thomas,  was  born  in  Frederick- 
town,  May  16,  1779,  and  died  there  May  2,  1815.  He 
married,  October  5,  1809,  Mary  Isham,  the  daughter 
of  Rawleigh  and  Elizabeth  (Marshall)  Colston,  of 
"  Honeywood,"  Va.,  who  was  born  at  "  Honeywood," 
January  23,  1789,  and  died  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  Decem- 
ber 11,  1844.    Their  son  was  John  Hanson  Thomas  II. 

COLSTON 

At  the  time  of  the  Conquest,  the  Colstons,  who  de- 
scend from  Robert  de  Colston,  of  Colston  Hall,  in  the 
county  of  Lincoln,  were  a  family  of  consequence. 
William  Colston  (1608) ,  traced  through  sixteen  gener- 
ations. 

His  son,  Edward  Colston,  the  notable  philanthropist 
of  Bristol,  Eng.,  born  November  2,  1638,  is  buried  in 
All  Saints'  Church,  Bristol.  On  his  tomb  a  long  epitaph 
recites  that  he  lived  "  84  years,  11  months,  and  nine 
days,  and  then  departed  this  life  11  October,  1721,  at 
Mortlake  in  Surrey,  and  lieth  buried  in  a  vault  by  his

ancestors,  in  the  first  cross  alley  under  the  reading  desk 
of  this  Church." 

William  Colston,  born  in  England  1660,  and  died 
in  Virginia  1701,  is  the  first 
from  whom  there  is  an 
authentic  genealogical  rec- 
ord. He  came  from  Bristol,  ^z^&'^'  ^ 
Eng.,  settled  in  Rappahan- 
nock County,  Va.,  and  was  a 
gentleman  of  means  as 
shown  by  his  will,  probated 
December  3,  1701.  Therein 
he  devises  many  tracts  of 
land,  negroes,  etc.,  and 
"money  in  England."  He 
was  Clerk  of  Rappahannock  County  1683,  and  after  the 
partition  of  that  county  was  Clerk  of  Richmond  County, 
from  1692  to  1701.31  He  was  also  Justice  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Court,  High  Sheriff  of  Richmond  County  and 
Burgess  1692.  He  had  a  certificate  granted  at  a  court 
held  for  Rappahannock  County  April  4,  1688,  accord- 
ing to  an  act  of  the  Assembly,  "  for  eighteen  hundred 
acres  of  land  due  for  the  importation  of  thirty-six  per- 
sons, and  himself,  twice  imported."  From  this  it  is 
inferred  that  William  Colston  came  to  Virginia  and 
finding  the  country  agreeable,  returned  to  England  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  over  a  retinue  of  servants,  for 
household  and  agricultural  purposes.  He  married  first, 
before  1687,  Mrs.  Ann  Hull;  had  one  son  William; 
married  second,  Ann,  the  daughter  of  William  Gooch 
of  York  County,  Va.,  and  the  widow  of  Thomas  Beall. 

Captain  Charles  Colston  of  "  Exeter  Lodge,"  Va., 
their  son,  born  April  17,  1691,  and  died  1724,  was  Cap- 
si  Richmond  County  Records. 
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tain  of  the  Virginia  Militia  and  Justice  of  Richmond 
County  1724.  He  married  Rebecca,  the  youngest 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Frances  (Allerton)  Tr avers, 
and  the  widow  of  John  Taverner;  she  was  born  at 
"  Exeter  Lodge,"  Va.,  October  10,  1692,  and  died  De- 
cember 29,  1726. 

Travers  Colston  of  "  Exeter  Lodge,"  Va.,  their'son, 
born  at  "  Exeter  Lodge,"  Va.,  January  4,  1714,  and 
died  in  November,  1751,  was  High  Sheriff  of  North- 
umberland County  1745.  He  married  second,  Susanna, 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Ann  (Metcalf)  Opie,  and 
the  widow  of  Rodman  Kenner  of  "  Kennerly " ;  she 
was  born  in  Virginia  February  5,  1719,  and  died  at 
''Exeter  Lodge,"  Va.,  1750.    Issue: 

William,  a  Captain,  married  Lucy,  the  daughter  of 
Colonel  Langdon  Carter,  of  "  Sabine  Hall,"  Richmond 
County,  Va. 

Rawleigh,  born  at  "  Exeter  Lodge,"  Va.,  May  11, 
1747,  and  died  at  "  Honeywood,"  Va.,  1823,  married 
Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Randolph 
(Keith)  Marshall,  and  the  sister  of  Chief  Justice  Mar- 
shall; Mary  Isham,  their  daughter,  married  John  Han- 
son Thomas,  whose  son  was  John  Hanson  Thomas  II. 

GOOCH 

Major  William  Gooch.,  of  English  descent,  settled 
near  the  present  site  of  Yorktown.  He  represented 
York  County  in  the  House  of  Burgesses,  November, 
1654,  and  was  one  of  the  Councillors  appointed  by  the 
General  Assembly  March  31,  1655.32     The  inscription

Burke's  Peerage  and  Baronetage,  edition  1896,  gives  a  William  Gooch, 
uncle  of  the  Governor  of  Virginia  of  that  name,  as  having  died  in  1655.

His  daughter,  Ann  Gooch,  mar- 
ried,    first,     Captain     Thomas 
Beall,  and  second,  William 
Colston.    Their  son,  Charles  Colston,  married  Rebecca 
Tr avers,  and  their  son  was  Travers  Colston. 

TRAVERS 

Two  brothers,  William  and  Rawleigh  Travers,  Eng- 
lish colonists,  are  recorded  in  Lancaster  and  Rappa- 
hannock and  Richmond  Counties 
early  in  the  seventeenth  century. 
In  1653,  a  patent  for  three  hun- 
dred acres  of  land  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Rannahannock  River 
was  granted  to  Rawleigh  Travers, 
and  William  Travers  was  witness 
to  a  will  May  17,  1656.  In  1661, 
a  tract  of  five  hundred  acres  on 
Morattica  Creek  was  conveyed  to  him  by  Thomas  Chet- 
wood.  He  was  also  named  as  legatee  under  the  will 
of  Giles  Hussey,  1668.

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Colonel  William  Travers,  born  in  England  1630, 
and  died  in  Virginia  1679,  was  given  his  title  officially 
by  the  House  of  Burgesses  of  Virginia.  As  Captain, 
with  Colonel  John  Washington,  Captain  John  Lee,  Mr. 
William  Mosely,  and  Mr.  Robert  Beverly,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  settle  the  bounds  of  Northumberland  and 
Westmoreland  Counties ;  as  Colonel  of  Rappanhannock 
County,  in  1675,  the  Royal  Council  of  Virginia  ap- 
pointed him  one  of  a  commission  to  employ  Indians  in 
defence  of  the  colony,34  He  was  Burgess  for  Lancas- 
ter County  1677,  and  Speaker  of  the  House.  He  mar- 
ried Rebecca ,  who  was  administratrix  of  his  will,

Rawleigh,  a  Justice  of  Richmond  County,  1701,  mar- 
ried Sarah  Taverner,  to  whom  he  devised  "  Exeter 
Lodge,"  which  he  had  inherited  from  his  father,  during 
her  widowhood,  with  reversion  to  his  niece,  Rebecca 
Travers.

Captain  Samuel  Travers,  the  eldest  son  of  William 
and  Rebecca,  was  Captain  of  the  Virginia  Militia  1685 
to  1693;  Justice  of  the  Provincial  Court  of  Rappahan- 
nock County,  and  Sheriff  1693.35  He  married  Fran- 
ces, the  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Elizabeth  (Willoughby) 
Allerton.     Issue : 

Elizabeth,  married  JohnTarphy,  a  Justice  and  High 
Sheriff  of  Richmond  County  1721. 

Winifred,  married  Daniel  Hornby  of  "  Hornby

Rebecca,  married,  first,  John  Taverner;  second, 
Charles  Colston,  whose  son  Travers,  married  Su- 
sanna Opie,  and  their  son  was  Rawleigh  Colston. 

ALLERTON 

Deputy- Governor  Isaac  Allerton,  of  the  Allerton 
family  of  Suffolk,  Eng.,  was  born  in  1585-86,  "  as  we 
learn  from  a  deposition  made  September  26,  1639,  in 
which  he  is  described  as  '  Isaacke  Allerton,  of  New 
Plimmouth  in  New  England,  Merchant,  aged  about  53 
years.'  "  He  is  named  in  the  Leyden  records  as  "of 
London,"  being  admitted  to  citizenship  there,  February 
7,  1614.  He  was  one  of  the  four  signers  of  the  letter 
from  Leyden  Church  to  Carver  and  Cushman,  June  1, 
1620.  Save  himself,  his  brother-in-law  Priest,  and  the 
subsequent  Governor  of  the  Colony,  William  Bradford, 
none  of  the  colony  appear  to  have  attained  the  honor 
of  being  freemen  of  Leyden.  A  Mayflower  passen- 
ger 1620,  and  Signer  of  the  Compact,  Allerton  was  ac- 
companied on  the  voyage  to  America  by  his  first  wife, 
Mary  Norris,  whom  he  had  married  at  the  Stadhius, 
Leyden,  November  4,  1611.  They  brought  with  them 
three  children,  Bartholomew  (who  subsequently  re- 
turned to  England),  Remember  and  Mary. 

He  started  New  England  commerce,  by  building  a 
vessel  called  the  Hope,  used  in  trading  with  the  Dutch 
in  New  Amsterdam,  and  with  the  Virginia  colonists. 
Tobacco  was  the  staple  export  of  Virginia,  but  he 
brought  away  in  addition,  a  store  of  beaver  which  the 
planters  had  purchased  of  the  Indians.     In  exchange 
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for  these  commodities,  they  left  with  the  Virginians 
supplies  brought  from  England,  from  Barbadoes  and 
New  England.  When  Bradford  was  chosen  Governor, 
after  Carver's  death  in  the  spring  of  1621,  Allerton  was 
made  Assistant,  or  Deputy- Governor,  an  office  which 
he  held  alone  until  1624,  when  the  number  of  Assistants 
was  increased  to  five,  and  in  1633  to  seven,  of  whom  he 
was  one.  One  of  the  "  Undertakers  "  in  1627,  and  said 
to  have  made  five  voyages  to  England  as  an  agent  for 
the  Colony,  he  was  actively  engaged  in  business  in  the 
Massachusetts  colonies  from  1631  until  1637  or  1638. 
He  had  a  trading  post  at  Machias,  1632-33,  which  was 
pillaged  by  the  French,  and  his  fishing  station  at 
Marblehead  was  burned  1635. 

He  appears  to  have  had  some  trouble  with  his  breth- 
ren at  Plymouth  and  removed  to  Marblehead,  which 
place  he  and  his  son-in-law,  Moses  Maverick,  founded. 
Soon  he  committed  the  unpardonable  sin  of  sympathiz- 
ing with  the  Quakers,  opposing  the  measures  used 
.  against  them,  and  he  found  it  convenient  to  leave  with- 
out notice. 

The  New  Amsterdam  records  place  him  there  Feb- 
ruary, 1639,  and  he  probably  became  a  resident  in  the 
fall  of  1688,  thus  being  one  of  the  earliest  English 
settlers.  From  that  time  for  twenty  years  he  played 
a  prominent  and  honorable  part  in  the  political  and 
business  life  of  the  Dutch  colony.  During  the  earlier 
years  of  his  life  there,  he  was  associated  in  business  with 
Govert  Loockermans,  one  of  the  leading  and  most  in- 
teresting figures  in  the  history  of  those  times,  and  it  is 
quite  possible  that  he  lived  at  Loockerman's  house  on 
the  Hoogh  Street  (the  present  Stone  Street),  when  at 
Amsterdam.  January  20,  1642,  he  sold  his  yacht 
"  Hope  "  to  Governor  Loockermans  of  New  Amster- 
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dam.  The  following  year  he  and  Loockermans  had  a 
grant  there  of  two  lots  on  the  Great  Highway.  Evi- 
dently he  resided  some  time  at  New  Amsterdam,  for 
when  an  uprising  of  the  Indians  in  the  neighborhood 
was  feared,  at  the  request  of  Director  Kieft,  the  "  Com- 
monalty" elected,  September  13,  1643,  eight  selectmen 
for  counsel  and  advice  on  public  affairs,  Allerton  be- 
ing one  of  the  number.  He  was  the  only  one  of  the 
Pilgrim  Fathers  who  became  a  resident  of  New  York. 

"  In  April,  1647,  Isaac  Allerton  purchased  from  one 
Phillip  de  Truy  the  land  lying  between  the  Highway, 
now  Pearl  Street,  and  the  shore  line  of  the  East  River, 
which  was  then  west  of  the  present  location  of  Water 
Street.  This  strip,  which  was  probably  not  more  than 
a  few  feet  in  width,  extended  from  the  present  location 
of  Peck  Slip  southerly,  nearly  if  not  quite,  to  where 
Fulton  Street  now  is.  At  the  upper  end  of  this  pro- 
perty, where  it  appears  to  have  been  the  widest,  and 
where  a  small  bay  or  cove  ran  into  the  land  just  north 
of  it,  he  increased  the  width  by  filling  in  and  building  a 
wharf,  and  on  this  he  erected  a  large  building  for  a 
warehouse,  with  a  smaller  one  adjoining  on  the  west  for 
a  residence,  and  from  that  time  until  long  after  his 
death,  '  Allerton's  Buildings  '  were  a  prominent  land- 
mark in  the  Dutch  city.  All  the  available  evidence 
tends  to  prove  that  Allerton's  buildings  and  wharf  cov- 
ered nearly  the  site  now  occupied  by  Nos.  6,  8,  10  and 
12  Peck  Slip." 

The  "  Duke's  Plan  "  of  New  York  1661,  represents 
Allerton's  buildings  on  the  East  River  outside  of  the 
city  limits,  just  south  of  the  "  Passage  Place  "  to  Long 
Island,  and  the  same  occurs  on  the  "  Nicholl's  Map  " 
in  1664-68. 

"  Although  Isaac  Allerton  became  a  resident  of  New 
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Haven  at  about  the  time  he  purchased  the  land  of  de 
Tray,  seats  in  the  Meeting  House  there  being  assigned 
to  him  and  his  wife,  on  March  10,  1646,  and  where  he 
built  himself  '  a  grand  House  on  the  Creek  with  four 
Porches,'  (the  site  of  which  on  the  corner  of  State  and 
Fair  Streets  has  been  marked  with  a  tablet  and  inscrip- 
tion by  the  New  Haven  Colony  Historical  Society), 
the  New  Amsterdam  records  show  that  he  maintained 
his  business  and  residence  there  until  his  death,  the  court 
records  showing  him  to  have  been  present  in  court  July, 
1658  .  .  .  Isaac  Allerton  continued  to  have  intimate 
and  friendly  relations  with  the  Massachusetts  colonies, 
after  leaving  Plymouth,  a  large  share  of  the  trade  be- 
tween them  and  the  Dutch  passing  through  his  hands, 
and  he  was  always  active  in  assisting  natives  of  New 
England,  even  giving  his  personal  guarantee,  for  the 
purpose  of  avoiding  quarrels  between  his  countrymen 
and  the  people  of  New  Amsterdam. 

"  Great  interest  attaches  to  Isaac  Allerton's  connec- 
tion with  Virginia.  For  years  he  had  been  trading 
there  carrying  them  grain,  flour,  and  other  products 
of  the  northern  colonies,  bringing  back  the  tobacco 
which  formed  almost  their  only  crop,  and  in  1650  estab- 
lishing a  plantation  for  himself  in  what  is  now  West- 
moreland County,  upon  the  Maehoatick  River,  now 
called  the  Machodoc,  a  small  tributary  to  the  Potomac. 
He  was  the  last  survivor  of  those  who  are  generally 
counted  the  leaders  of  the  Pilgrims  .  .  ." 

A  tablet  was  erected  to  the  memory  of  Isaac  Aller- 
ton, June  1,  1904,  at  No.  8  Peck  Slip,  New  York  City, 
by  the  Society  of  the  Mayflower  descendants  in  the 
State  of  New  York.  He  died  in  New  Haven  1659. 
The  records  there  show  that  his  inventory  was  brought 
into  Court  April  5,  1659,  the  son  Isaac  being  away  at 
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the  time,  probably  in  Virginia.  The  latter  produced 
his  father's  will,  July  5  following,  and  was  appointed 
to  settle  the  estate,  but  the  next  day  relinquished  the 
trust  to  certain  others,  although  the  Court  endeavored 
to  persuade  him  to  the  contrary  as  being  the  deceased's 
"  eldest  and  onely  sonne."  In  fact,  Isaac  is  the  only 
child  referred  to  in  his  will,  which  mentions  debts  due 
him  in  Barbadoes,  Delaware  Bay  and  Virginia.  No 
stone  marks  the  grave  of  Isaac  Allerton  but  on  the 
corner  of  Union  and  Fair  Streets,  set  in  a  brick  wall 
is  a  marble  slab,  with  this  inscription: 

"  On  this  ground  lived  Isaac  Allerton,  a  pilgrim  of 
the  Mayflower,  The  Father  of  New  England  Com- 
merce." 

The  "  House  with  four  Porches,"  already  mentioned, 
which  stood  on  this  ground,  and  had  fourteen  fireplaces, 
was  said  by  a  writer  of  that  day  to  have  been  the  finest 
between  Boston  and  New  Amsterdam.  No  remains  of 
it  are  left. 

His  first  wife  having  died  February  25,  1621,  Isaac 
Allerton  married  second,  about  1626,  Fear,  the  daugh- 
ter of  William  Brewster,  the  first  Elder  of  Plymouth 
Colony,  or  as  he  has  sometimes  been  called  "  The 
Father  of  New  England."  Fear  Brewster,  a  passen- 
ger on  the  Ann,  1623,  died,  December  12,  1634.  How 
soon  after  this  Allerton  again  married,  is  not  apparent, 
but  in  1644  a  third  wife,  Johanna,  is  mentioned.36 

Colonel  Isaac  Allerton,  the  only  son  of  Isaac  and 
Fear  (Brewster)  Allerton,  born  at  Plymouth  Colony 
1630,  and  died  between  October  25,  and  December  30, 
1702,  lived  some  years  with  his  grandfather,  Elder  Wil-

1650,  he  is  supposed  to  have  settled  in  Virginia  about 
1655,  on  the  plantation  belonging  to  his  father,  on  the 
west  side  of  Machoatick  River.  The  records  of  North- 
umberland County,  (including  Westmoreland)  show 
that  an  order  dated  February  6,  1650,  was  made  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  concerning  the  complaint  made 
by  the  Machoatick  Indians  about  Mr.  Allerton's  plan- 
tation. The  Court  directed  that  "  if  the  Indians  were 
not  content  with  Allerton  being  there,  to  remove  them, 
but  an  inquisition  being  made,  the  said  Indians  and  the 
Werowance  Peckaton,  declared  they  were  well  content 
with  Mr.  Allerton  staying  there  so  long  as  the  land 
wherever  he  hath  already  cleared  be  useful,  provided 
that  no  more  housing  be  there  built  than  is  now  upon 
it."  This  plantation  is  laid  down  on  Herrman's  map  of 
Virginia  and  Maryland,  engraved  by  Faithorne  1670, 
his  nearest  neighbors  being  John  Lee,  Henry  Corbin 
and  Dr.  Thomas  Gerrard.  He  was  appointed  by  Sir 
William  Berkeley,  Governor  and  Captain-General  of 
Virginia,  with  Colonel  John  Washington,  Captain 
John  Lee  and  five  others,  Justices  of  Westmoreland 
County,  in  1663. 

Neill,  in  his  "  Virginia  Carolorum  "  states  that  in  an 
expedition  against  the  Indians  (the  Marylanders  being 
under  Major  Thomas  Truman,  and  the  Virginians 
under  Colonel  John  Washington),  Colonel  George 
Mason  and  Major  Isaac  Allerton  united  their  forces 
about  September  27,  1675.  Finding  no  enemy,  they 
laid  seige  for  six  weeks  to  a  neighboring  fort  of  friendly 
Susquehannas,  who,  finally  stealing  away  by  night, 
soon  bitterly  retaliated  upon  the  whites.  Colonel  Isaac 
Allerton  Avas  appointed  1679,  with  Colonel  Leger  Codd 
and  Colonel  George  Mason  to  superintend  the  build-

ing  of  a  fort  and  magazine  on  the  Potomac  River.  He 
was  one  of  the  committee  of  the  Association  of  North- 
umberland, Westmoreland,  and  Stafford  Counties,  No- 
vember 1,  1667;  second  on  the  Commission  of  Peace  for 
Westmoreland  and  of  the  Quorum,  November  5,  of 
that  year;  a  Burgess  1676  and  1677;  appointed  by 
James  II  1680,  Collector  of  Customs  for  York  River; 
Lieutenant- Colonel  of  Westmoreland  County  1680  to 
1682;  of  the  Royal  Council  1680  to  1683;  Escheator- 
General  for  Westmoreland  County  1683,  and  at  the 
Council  held  at  James  City,  October  18,  1688,  with 
others,  including  the  Governor,  Lord  Howard  of  Ef- 
fingham. 

The  will  of  Colonel  Allerton,  dated  October  25,  1702, 
and  proved  December  30  following,  after  a  pious  pre- 
lude disposes  of  his  estate.  To  his  daughter  Travers 
(the  wife  of  Samuel  Travers),  who  "has  had  a  suffi- 
cient part  or  portion  of  my  estate  given  her  in  con- 
sideration of  marriage,  I  do  therefore  for  memorial  sake 
give  unto  her  three  daughters,  Elizabeth,  Rebecca  and 
Winifred  Travers,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  pounds  of 
tobacco  apiece,"  when  seventeen  years  of  age  or  upon 
marriage.  He  made  his  son  Willoughby  Allerton,  re- 
siduary legatee  and  executor.37 

As  early  as  1652  Colonel  Isaac  Allerton  had  a  wife 
Elizabeth;38  he  married  second,  Elizabeth,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  Willoughby,  of  Lower  Norfolk,  Va. 
Issue : 

Sarah,  married  (second  wife),  Hancock  Lee  of 
"  Ditchley,"  Va.     They  were  the  progenitors  of  Gen-

Frances,  married  Samuel  Trayers. 

Willoughby,  married  Hannah,  the  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Keene  and  the  widow  of  John  Bushrod  of  Nominy 
Plantation.  His  will  proved  March  25,  1724/25,  di- 
rects that  he  "  be  interred  in  silence,  without  any  show 
of  funebrious  rites  and  solemnities,  and  that  my  grave 
be  impalled  with  a  brick  wall,  together  with  all  the  rest 
of  my  friends  and  relations,  a  years  time  after  my 
death." 

BREWSTER 

Elder  William  Brewster,  born  1566-67,  was  the 

son  of  William  Brewster 
appointed  by  Archbishop 
Sandys  in  January,  1575- 
76,  as  receiver  of  Scrooby, 
and  bailiff  of  the  manor 
house  in  that  place,  belong- 
ing to  the  Archbishop,  be- 
ing given  a  life  tenure  of 
both  offices.  As  the  parish 
registers  do  not  begin  until 
1695,  no  record  of  the  son's 
birth,  baptism  or  marriage 
has  been  found  after  care- 
ful research.39  An  affidavit 
made  at  Leyden,  June  25,  1609,  states  that  Elder  Wil- 
liam Brewster,  his  wife  and  son  Jonathan  declare  their

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ages  to  be  respectively  forty-two,  forty  and  sixteen 
years.  William  Bradford's  statement  that  Brewster 
was  "nere  fourskore  years  of  age  (if  not  all  out)  when 
he  dyed,"  agrees  with  the  affidavit.  Therefore  he  was 
born  in  1566  or  1567,  and  he  "  dyed  at  Plymouth  in  New 
England  the  10th  of  April,  1644." 4lj 

"  He  matriculated  at  Peterhouse,  Cambridge,  De- 
cember 3,  1580,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  he  remained 
there  long  enough  to  take  his  degree.41  He  is  next 
found  as  a  '  discreete  and  f aithfull '  assistant  of  Wil- 
liam Davison,  Secretary  of  State  to  Queen  Elizabeth, 
accompanying  that  gentleman  on  his  embassy  to  the 
Netherlands  in  August,  1585,  and  serving  him  at  Court 
after  his  return,  until  his  downfall  in  1587.  After  the 
retirement  of  Davison,  Brewster  returned  to  Scrooby, 
where  he  lived  '  in  good  esteeme  amongst  his  freunds, 
and  ye  gentlemen  of  those  parts,  espetially  the  godly 
and  religious,  doing  much  good  in  promoting  and  fur- 
thering Religion.'  In  1590  he  was  appointed  admini- 
strator of  the  estate  of  his  father  who  died  in  the  sum- 
mer of  that  year,  leaving  a  widow,  Prudence.  His 
father  was  '  Post '  at  Scrooby,  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  it  is  said  that  the  Elder's  grandfather  held  the  same 
office.42  Sir  John  Stanhope,  who  became  Postmaster 
General  in  June  1590,  appointed  one  Samuel  Bever- 
cotes  to  succeed  the  deceased  Brewster.  Through  the 
influence  of  Davison,  however,  the  old  postmaster's 
son  William,  was  appointed  to  the  office,  which  he  held 
until  September  30,  1607,  (O.  S.).  His  residence  at 
Scrooby  was  the  old  manor  house.43     In  this  house  the

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members  of  the  Pilgrim  Church  were  accustomed  to 
meet  on  the  Lord's  day,  where  Brewster  'with  great 
loue  entertained  them  when  they  came  making  prouis- 
sion  for  them  to  his  great  charge.'  The  Pilgrims,  at- 
tempting to  remove  to  Holland  in  the  latter  part  of 
1607,  were  imprisoned  at  Boston,  through  the  treach- 
ery of  the  master  of  the  ship  that  was  engaged  to  trans- 
port them.  Bradford  says  that  Brewster  '  was  ye 
cheefe  of  those  that  were  taken  at  Boston,  and  suffered 
ye  greatest  loss ;  and  of  ye  seuen  that  were  kept  longst 
in  prison,  and  after  bound  ouer  yo  ye  assises.'  Through 
Bradford  also,  we  learn  that  Brewster  after  he  reached 
Holland,  suffered  many  hardships  and  spent  most  of 
his  means  in  providing  for  his  '  many  children.'  He 
was  not  so  well  fitted  as  the  other  Pilgrims  for  the  hard 
labor  which  became  their  common  lot,  yet  he  bore  his 
condition  cheerfully.  During  the  latter  part  of  the 
twelve  years  spent  in  Holland,  he  increased  his  income 
very  much  by  teaching  and  by  the  profits  from  a  print- 
ing press  which  he,  by  the  help  of  some  friends,  set  up 
in  Leyden.  At  the  end  of  that  time,  '  for  sundrie  weigh- 
tie  and  solid  reasons  '  which  are  duly  set  forth  in  Brad- 
ford's History,  among  which  was  a  true  missionary 
spirit,  the  Church  at  Leyden  resolved  to  emigrate  to 
Virginia. 

"  Brewster,  the  Elder  of  the  Church,  who  had  been 
chosen  to  that  office  during  the  Pilgrims  stay  at  Leyden, 
was  desired  by  those  chosen  to  go  first,  'to  goe  with 
them,'  while  John  Robinson,  the  pastor,  stayed  with  the 
majority  who  should  follow  later.  Thus  it  happens 
that  we  find  Elder  Brewster,  his  wife  Mary,  and  two 
young  sons  among  the  passengers  of  that  famous  vessel, 
the  Mayflower,  which   dropped  anchor  in  Plymouth 
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harbor,  December  16,  1620  (O.  S.)-  At  Plymouth, 
Brewster  bore  an  important  part  in  establishing  the 
Pilgrim  Republic,  not  shrinking  from  even  the  severest 
manual  labor,  and  '  when  the  church  had  no  other  min- 
ister, he  taught  twise  eury  saboth  and  ye  both  power- 
fully and  profitably,  to  ye  great  contentment  of  ye 
hearers '  "   .    .    . 

He  signed  the  Mayflower  Compact ;  was  member  and 
Chaplain  of  the  first  military  company  organized  at 
Plymouth  ...Colony,  under  Captain  Myles  Standish,  and 
served  against  the  Indians;  Deputy,  1636. 

"  His  wife  Mary,  whose  maiden  name  has  not  been 
discovered,  'dyed  at  Plymouth  in  new  England  the 
17th  of  Aprill,  1627.' 44  Bradford  says  that  though 
she  died  long  before  her  husband,  '  yet  she  dyed  aged,' 
but  by  her  affidavit  of  1609,  she  was  less  than  sixty  years 
of  age,  and  it  is  probable  that  the  '  great  &  continuall 
labours,  with  other  crosses  and  sorrows,  hastened  it  (i. 
e.  old  age)  before  ye  time.'  Elder  Brewster  survived 
his  wife  many  years.  .  .  .  August  20,  1645,  a  final 
division  of  the  Elder's  estate  was  made  by  Bradford, 
Winslow,  Prince  and  Standish,  between  '  Jonathan  and 
Loue  his  onely  children  remayneing.'  " 45 

As  has  been  said,  on  the  voyage  to  America,  Elder 
Brewster  was  accompanied  by  his  wife  and  two  younger 
sons,  whose  names  were  Love  and  Wrestling.  Jona- 
than, his  eldest  son,  came  in  the  Fortune  1621,  and 
his  daughters,  Patience  and  Fear  in  the  Ann,  1623. 
Patience  married  Thomas  Prince,  Governor  of  Ply- 
mouth Colony  1634,  and  Fear  married  (second  wife) 
Isaac  Allerton,  Deputy-Governor  of  Plymouth 
Colony.  Their  son  Isaac,  married  second,  Elizabeth 
Wiiloughby.

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WILLOUGHBY 

Captain  Thomas  Willoughby,  born  in  England 
1601,  and  died  in  Virginia  1658,  was  according  to  a 
tradition  in  the  family  a  nephew  of  Sir  Percival  Wil- 
loughby of  Wallaton.46  Coming  to  Virginia  1610,  after 
reaching  manhood  he  became  one  of  the  leading  mer- 
chants of  the  colony.  There  is  a  certificate,  dated  1627, 
by  Thomas  Willoughby  of  Rochester,  aged  twenty- 
seven  years,  in  regard  to  a  ship  in  which  he  was  about 
to  go  to  Virginia.47  There  can  be  hardly  a  doubt  that 
he  was  the  patentee  returning  from  a  visit  home.  He 
was  a  Justice  of  Elizabeth  City  1629  to  1632,  and  of  the 
Council  1644,-  1646,  and  1650.  In  1654,  he  patented 
large  tracts  of  land  in  lower  Norfolk  County,  which 
his  descendants  owned  for  many  generations,  and  part 
of  which,  ( Willoughby 's  Point,  near  Norfolk,  the 
Manor  Plantation)  is  still  owned  by  descendants  of 
other  names.48  His  wife's  name  is  not  known  unless, 
as  is  probable,  it  appears  under  a  patent  to  him  in  1654 
when  Alice,  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Willoughby  were 
among  the  head  rights.  In  the  records  of  Lower  Nor- 
folk County  is  the  following:  "  Att  a  Court  held  16 
Aug.  1658,  upon  the  peticon  of  Mr.  Thomas  Wil- 
loughby, a  Commission  of  Administration  is  granted 
unto  him  upon  his  father's  estate.  Captain  Willoughby, 
who  deceased  in  England,  hee  putting  in  Security  ac- 
cording to  law."     Issue,  two  children,  viz: 

Thomas,  born  in  Virginia,  December  25,  1632,  was 
educated  at  Merchants  Tailor's  School,  London,  where 
his  name  appears  as  the  "  only  son  of  Thomas  Wil-

loughby  of  Virginia,  gentleman."       He  was  Justice, 
Burgess  and  one  of  the  Council.49 

Elizabeth,  married  Isaac  Allerton.  Their  daugh- 
ter, Frances  Allerton,  married  Samuel  Travers,  whose 
daughter,  Rebecca,  married  Charles  Colston. 

OPIE 

The  first  of  the  name  in  Virginia,  Thomas  Opie,  of 
English  descent,  married  Helen, 
the  only  child  of  Rev.  David  Lind- 
say.    Their  son: 

Captain  Thomas  Opie,  of  the 
Virginia  Militia,  died  November 
16,  1702.  The  name  of  his  wife  is 
not  known.  He  is  buried  beneath 
the  same  tombstone  as  his  grand- 
father, as  the  following  inscription 
records :  opie 

"  Here  also  lyeth  the  body  of  Captain  Thomas  Opie, 
Jr.,  of  Bristol,  grandson  of  Mr.  David  Lindsay,  who 
departed  this  life  16  November,  1702."  50 

His  son,  John  Opie,  of  Richmond  County,  Va.,  who 
died  1722,  married  Ann,  the  daughter  of  Richard  and 
Ann  Metcalf,  and  the  granddaughter  of  Gilbert  Met- 
calf ;  she  died  1725.  Their  daughter,  Susanna,  married 
first,  Rodham  Kenner,  and  second,  Travers  Colston. 

LINDSAY 

The  Lindsays  are  of  ancient  origin.  The  line  of  descent 
is  from  William  de  Lindsay  of  Ercildoun,  who  flour- 
ished about  1138,  through  sixteen  generations  to  Rev.

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LINDSAY 


David  Lindsay,  known  to  the  world  as  the  minister  of 
Leith,  the  celebrated  Bishop  of  Ross,51  who  was  Chap- 
lain for  King  James  I.  of  England  and  VI.  of  Scot- 
land.    He  is  said  to  have  been  a  man  of  great  ability 

and  deep  learning,  and  held 
several  offices  under  the 
crown.  The  Bishop  had  the 
honor  of  being  the  only 
minister  of  note  who  had 
prayers  for  the  beautiful 
and  unhappy  Mary,  Queen 
of  Scots,  at  the  time  of  her 
execution.  He  accompa- 
nied King  James  on  his 
matrimonial  voyage  to  Den- 
mark, and  performed  the 
marriage  ceremony.  Their  children,  King  Charles  I., 
and  his  brother,  Prince  Henry,  were  baptized  by  Mr. 
Lindsay.     He  died  in  1613,  leaving  two  children,  viz: 

Rachel,  married  Rt.  Rev.  John  Spottswoode,  Arch- 
bishop of  St.  Andrews,  who  died  December  2,  1639, 
and  was  the  ancestor  of  the  families  of  Spottswood, 
Dandridge,  Randolph,  Lee,  Carter  of  Shirley,  and 
others  of  Virginia. 

Sir  Hierome,  of  Annatland,  and  the  Mount  "  Lord 
Lion  King  at  Arms  "  who  died  1642,  married  first  Mar- 
garet Colville,  the  daughter  of  a  Scottish  Knight. 

Their  son,  Rev.  David  Lindsay  (1603-1667),  settled 
in  Northumberland  County,  Va.,  prior  to  1655,  as  he 
was  granted  a  judgment  that  year  in  that  County 
Court,  and  was  the  Rector  of  Old  Wicomico  Church. 
Not  much  is  known  of  his  life  work,  as  the  old  parish 

gi  Lindsay  Geneah,  by  Margaret  Isabella  Lindsay. 
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records  have  been  destroyed.  His  tombstone  bears  the 
following  inscription : 

"  Here  lyeth  interred  ye  body  of  that  Holy  and  Rev- 
erant  Divine,  Mr.  David  Lindsay,  late  Minister  of 
Yeocomico,  born  in  ye  Kingdom  of  Scotland,  ye  first 
and  lawful  sonne  of  ye  Rt.  Honerable  Sir  Hierome 
Lindsay,  Knt.,  of  Ye  Mount,  Lord  Lyon-King-at- 
arms,  who  departed  this  life  in  ye  64th  year  of  his  age 
ye  3rd  April  Anno  Dom.  1667." 

His  will,  is  dated  April  2,  1667;  in  it  he  bequeaths 
"  all  my  goods,  lands,  chattels,  debts,  servants,  move- 
ables, or  what  else  is  mine  unto  my  living  daughter 
Helen,  whom  I  constitute,  appoint  and  ordain  my  law- 
full  executx  to  this  my  last  will  and  Testam*  to  be  ful- 
filled, and  I  do  hereby  give  and  bequeath  my  whole 
estate  to  my  loving  daughter  Helen  Lindsay  to  her, 
her  heirs,  etc."    His  daughter,  married  Thomas  Opie.52 

METCALF 

A  merchant  of  London,  Gilbert  Metcalf,  the  son  of 
Richard  of  North  Allerton,  York 
County,  Eng.,  came  before  1708, 
to  Richmond  County,  Va.,  with  his 
wife  Jane,  who  died  1725.  A  deed 
is  recorded  in  that  county 53  from 
"Jane  Metcalf  wife,  and  executrix 
of  Gilbert  Metcalf,  late  of  London, 
deceased."  (Gilbert  Metcalf  was 
an  uncle  to  Sir  Gilbert,  Knight, 
Lord  Mayor  of  York,  1695 ) .  Issue : 
Richard,  married  Ann  (she  married  second,  Ed-

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ward  Barrow),  and  their  daughter  Ann  married  John 
Opie,  whose  daughter,  Susanna,  married  second,  Trav- 
ers  Colston. 

MARSHALL 

Captain  John  Marshall,  born  in  Ireland  1610, 
served  in  cavalry  under  King  Charles  at  the  battle  of 
Edge  Hill.  With  his  family,  he  emigrated  to  Virginia 
about  1650,  and  settled  at  Jamestown,  afterwards  re- 
moving to  Westmoreland  County,  and  was  Captain 
of  the  Virginia  troops  in  the  Indian  Wars.54 

His  son,  Thomas  Marshall,  a  planter,  was  born  in 
Washington  Parish,  Westmoreland  County,  Va.;  will 
probated  May  31,  1704.    He  married  Martha . 

Captain  John  Marshall  of  "  The  Forest,"  their 
son,  born  in  Virginia,  1700,  and  died  April,  1752,  he 
was  Captain  of  the  Virginia  troops  in  the  Indian  Wars. 
He  married,  1722,  Elizabeth  (1704-1775),  the  daugh- 
ter of  John  Markham,  (born  in  England,  and  died  in 
Virginia). 

Colonel  Thomas  Marshall,  their  son,  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, April  2,  1730,  and  died  in  Kentucky,  June  22, 
1802.  He  is  said  to  have  attended  with  George  Wash- 
ington, the  school  of  Rev.  Archibald  Campbell,  Rector 
of  Washington  Parish,  Westmoreland  County.  Here 
began  the  intimate  friendship  which  lasted  through  life, 
between  Washington  and  Marshall.  He  accepted  the 
agency  of  Lord  Fairfax  to  superintend  his  landed 
estates,  to  make  leases,  collect  rents,  etc.,  and  often  ac- 
companied Washington  in  his  surveying  excursions  for 
Lord  Fairfax  and  others.  He  was  a  Burgess  of  Vir- 
ginia, Lieutenant  during  the  French  War,  and  with 
Braddock  in  his  ill  fated  expedition,  though  not  present 
at  the  fight  in  which  he  was  slain..    One  of  that  band  of

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early  patriots  which  resolved  to  resist  the  encroachments 
of  the  British  Crown  at  the  hazard  of  all  that  is  dear 
to  men,  when  the  Revolutionary  War  broke  out.  Their 
heroic  spirit  manifested  itself  in  raising  a  patriotic  com- 
pany known  as  Culpeper  Guards,  and  when  formed 
into  a  regiment  he  was,  made  Major.  He  distinguished 
himself  at  the  battle  of  Great  Bridge,  the  first  engage- 
ment on  Virginia  soil,  and  was  at  Valley  Forge  with 
his  sons,  John  (afterwards  Chief  Justice  of  the  U.  S.) 
and  Thomas.  At  the  battle  of  Germantown,  when 
General  Mercer  was  killed,  he  succeeeded  to  the  com- 
mand. It  has  been  said  that  at  Brandywine  where  a 
horse  was  killed  under  him,  that  Colonel  Marshall  saved 
the  patriot  army  from  destruction.  For  such  distin- 
guished services,  the  House  of  Burgesses  of  Virginia, 
through  their  Speaker,  Edmund  Randolph,  presented 
him  with  a  sword.  In  1779,  Colonel  Marshall  was  sent 
with  the  third  regiment  to  reinforce  General  Lincoln, 
in  South  Carolina.  He  joined  Lincoln  just  in  time  to 
be  shut  up  with  him  in  Charleston,  and  to  share  in  the 
surrender  of  that  city  to  the  British.  But  having  been 
paroled,  Colonel  Marshall  with  other  officers,  visited 
Kentucky  in  1780,  travelling  on  horse-back  through  the 
wilderness.  On  that  trip  he  selected  his  beautiful  farm 
of  "  Buckpond,"  near  Versailles,  to  which  he  subse- 
quently removed  his  family  from  Virginia.55  He  mar- 
ried Mary  Randolph,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  James  and 
Mary  Isham  (Randolph)  Keith.  She  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia, April  28,  1737,  and  died  in  Kentucky,  September 
19,  1809.  Issue,  fifteen  children  who  attained  maturity, 
among  them:  Eiizabeth,  who  married  Rawleigh  Cols- 
ton; Chief -Justice  John;  James  Markham,  and  Dr. 
Louis.

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RANDOLPH 

The  Randolphs  descend  from  Robert  Randolph,  of 
Sussex,  Eng.,  who  married  Rose,  the  daughter  of 
Thomas  Roberts,  of  Hawkhurst,  Kent. 

Their  son,  William,  was  born  1572,  and  died  1660. 

His  son,  William 
II.,  married  second, 
Dorothy  Lane,  the  sis- 
ter of  Sir  Richard  Lane. 
Their  son,  Richard, 
born  February  21,  1621, 
and  died  in  Ireland 
1671,  married  Elizabeth, 
the  daughter  of  Richard 
Ryland. 

Colonel  William 
Randolph,  their  son,  of 
"  Turkey  Island,"  on 
the  James  River,  Hen- 
rico County,  Va.,  was 
born  in  Yorkshire,  Eng.,  about  1651,  and  died  April  11, 
1711.  He  removed  to  Warwickshire,  Eng.,  and  emi- 
grated from  that  place  about  1674,  being  the  first  of 
the  family  in  Virginia.  The  following  inscription  is  on 
his  tombstone  at  Turkey  Island : 

Col.  Wm.  Randolph  of  Warwickshire,  but  late  of 
Virginia,  Gent,  died  April  11,  1711. 

Mrs.  Mary  Randolph,  his  only  wife,  she  was  the 
daughter  of  Mr.  Henry  Isham  by  Catharine  his 
wife.  He  was  of  Northamptonshire,  but  late 
of  Virginia,  Gent. 

He  was  Captain  of  the  Militia  of  Henrico  County 
1680,  Lieutenant-Colonel  1699;  one  of  the  Royal  Coun- 
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cil  of  Virginia;  a  Burgess  1700  to  1705;  by  appoint- 
ment of  Their  Majesties,  William  and  Mary,  February 
6,  1690,  the  founder  and  trustee  of  William  and  Mary 
College;  and  by  appointment  of  His  Majesty  William 
III,  Escheator- General  for  the  south  side  of  the  James 
River.56  He  married,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Henry 
and  Katharine  (Royall)  Isham  of  Bermuda  Hundred; 
she  was  born  1660,  and  died  1735.  Issue,  seven  sons 
and  two  daughters.  Among  others,  Chancellor  Wil- 
liam; Isham,  ancestor  of  Thomas  Jefferson;  and  Rich- 
ard, ancestor  of  John  Randolph  of  "  Roanoke." 

Colonel  Thomas  Randolph,  of  "  Tuckahoe,"  their 
second  son,  born  June,  1689,  and  died  1730,  was  a  Bur- 
gess 1720  to  1722,  and  Justice  of  Henrico  County,  Va. 
He  married  Judith,57  a  daughter  of  Charles  and  Sus- 
anna (Tarlton)  Fleming,  whose  daughter,  Mary  Is- 
ham, married  Rev.  James  Keith  (born  in  Scotland 
1696,  and  died  in  Virginia  1758),  and  their  daughter, 
Mary  Randolph  Keith,  married  Thomas  Marshall. 
Colonel  Charles  Fleming  was  the  son  of  John  Fleming 
who  died  1686. 

ISHAM 

The  Ishams  descend  from  Sir  Euseby  Isham,  Knight, 
of  Pytchley  and  Braunston,  who  was  born  February  26, 
1552-53,  knighted  May  11,  1603,  and  died  June  11, 
1626.  He  married  Ann,  the  daughter  of  John  Borlase, 
of  Marlow  County,  Bucks,  Eng.    Their  son,  William,

Their  son,  Henry  Isham, 
born  in  England  1627, 
came  to  Virginia  and  be- 
came a  merchant  at  Ber- 
muda Hundred,  on  the 
James  River,  Va.,  dying  in 
1675.  He  was  Justice  of 
Charles  City  County,  Va., 
1657,  Captain  and  High 
Sheriff  of  Henrico  County 
1669  to  1670.58  He  married  Katharine  Royall  who  was 
born  in  England,  and  died  in  Virginia  1680.  Their 
daughter  Mary  married  William  Randolph.

The  son  of  John  Hanson  and  Mary  Isham  (Colston) 
Thomas,  Dr.  John  Hanson  Thomas  II.,  born  in  Fred- 
ericktown,  Md.,  September  23,  1813,  resided  in  Balti- 
more, and  died  at  White  Sulphur  Springs,  July  15, 
1881.  One  of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  in 
the  Legislature  of  Maryland,  1861  to  1862,  he  and 
other  members  were  arrested  by  the  Federal  authorities 
and  confined  in  several  United  States  forts,  until  a  new 
Legislature  could  be  elected  under  military  supervision. 
He  married  in  Falmouth,  Va.,  November  15,  1837, 
Annie  Campbell,  the  daughter  of  Basil  and  Annie 
Campbell  (Knox)  Gordon,  who  was  born  in  Falmouth, 
October  29,  1819,  and  died  in  Baltimore,  March  17, 
1886.

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GORDON 

The  Gordons  are  of  Scotch  origin,  the  first  with  an 
ancestral  record  being  Samuel  Gordon,  born  1656,  the 
first  of  the  name  on  "  Stock- 
erton  "  farm,  in  the  Parish 
of  Kirkcubbright,  Scotland, 
who  died  there  April  15, 
1732,  aged  seventy-six.  In 
some  way  he  was  related 
to  the  families  of  Lord 
Kenmuir  and  the  Gordons 
of  Greenlau.  He  mar- 
ried Margaret  McKinnell, 
and  their  son  John  (1682- 
1738),  married  Grace  New- 
all. 

Their. son,  Samuel  Gordon,  was  the  last  person  bap- 
tized by  Rev.  James  Renwick,  who  was  beheaded  at  the 
Cross  of  Edinburgh;  he  died  February  22,  1799,  and 
was  the  first  of  "  Lochdougan."  He  married  Nichola, 
the  daughter  of  John  Brown  of  Craigen  Callie,  and  his 
wife,  Margaret  McClamrock,  of  Craigen  Bay.  Nichola 
Brown  was  from  the  Carsluth  family  her  grandfather 
and  uncle  being  ministers  in  the  Parish  of  Kirkinabrook; 
she  died  November  18,  1795,  aged  seventy-one,  and  had 
issue,  a  large  family,  many  of  whom  were  born  at 
"  Stockerton,"  before  their  removal  to  "  Lochdougan." 
Among  them  were  two  daughters  who  married ;  an  eld- 
est son  John,  who  inherited  the  two  "  Lochdougans,"  at 
his  father's  death;  and  three  younger  sons,  Samuel, 
Alexander,  and  Basil.  These  last  emigrated  to  Vir- 
ginia, where  they  engaged  in  mercantile  business.  Alex- 
ander returned  to  Scotland,  and  died  there  1819,  and 
Samuel  married  Susanna  Knox. 
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The  third  one  of  the  emigrants,  Basil  Gordon,  born 
in  Scotland  1770,  and  died  in  Virginia  1846,  married 
at  "Windsor  Lodge,"  Culpepper  County,  Va.,  1814, 
Annie  Campbell,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Susanna 
(Fitzhugh)  Knox;  she  was  born  September  14,  1784, 
and  died  in  Baltimore,  October  8,  1867.  Their  daugh- 
ter, Annie  Campbell,  married  John  Hanson  Thomas  II. 

KNOX 

Of  ancient  Scotch  lineage,  the  Virginia  branch  of  the 

Knoxes  descend  from 
John  Knox  of  Renfrew, 
Renfrewshire,  whose 
wife's  name  is  unknown. 
John  Knox  II.,  of  the 
same  place,  wife's  name 
also  unknown,  had  issue, 
John  III.,  who  married 
Janet,  the  daughter  of 
John  Somerville,  "  Bail- 
lie  "  of  Renfrew;  had  is- 
sue, John,  Robert,  Wil- 
liam, Anna,  who  married  Mr.  Campbell,  and  Agnes, 
who  married  Mr.  Dunlop.  The  three  sons  came  to 
Virginia,  where  the  Knoxes  owned  large  landed  estates, 
consisting  of  "Windsor  Lodge,"  Culpepper  County; 
"Berry  Hill,"  Stafford  County;  "Orchard  Fields," 
and  "  Belmont,"  also  in  Stafford  County  (where  most 
of  the  old  members  of  the  family  are  buried)  ;  "  Smith's 
Mount,"  and  "  Vaucluse,"  in  Westmoreland  County. 

The  eldest  of  the  three  sons,  John  Knox,  lived  a  bach- 
elor at  "  Orchard  Fields,"  where  he  was  murdered  by 
his  slaves,  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  in  number,  whom

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he  had  promised  to  set  free  by  his  will,  which  not  being 
made  at  the  time  of  his  death,  the  slaves  were  inherited 
by  his  brother,  William  of  "  Windsor  Lodge."

County,  Md.,  and  married  Rose  Townsend  Dade,  whose 
son,  Robert  Dade  Knox,  married  a  Hanson. 

The  youngest  son,  William  Knox,  settled  in  Culpep- 
per County,  Va.,  and  established  himself,  1805,  at 
"  Windsor  Lodge."  In  1767  he  married  Susanna 
(1751-1823),  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  (Stu- 
art) Fitzhugh,  of  "  Boscobel,"  whose  daughter,  Annie 
Campbell,  married  Basil  Gordon,  and  their  daughter, 
Annie  Campbell,  married  John  Hanson  Thomas  II.

Colonel  William 
Fitzhugh,  the  son  of 
Henry  Fitzhugh  (born 
1614),  was  born  in  Bed- 
ford, Eng.,  January  9, 
1651,  and  died  at  his 
home  "Bedford,"  Staf- 
ford County,  Va.,  October,  1701.  The  progenitor 
of  the  well-known  Virginia  branch  of  this  famity,  a  law- 
yer of  prominence,  large  planter,  merchant  and  ship-

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per,  he  was  a  Burgess  1678  to  1687;  Lieutenant- Colonel 
of  Westmoreland  County  1683,  and  Colonel  of  Stafford 
County  forces  1690.59  Bishop  Meade  of  Virginia,  in 
his  "  Families  of  Virginia  "  thus  writes  of  him: 

"  There  are  some  things  in  the  life  and  character  of 
the  father  of  this  large  family  of  Fitzhughs  worthy  to 
be  mentioned  for  the  benefit  and  satisfaction  of  his  pos- 
terity. I  draw  them  from  his  pious  and  carefully  writ- 
ten will,  and  from  a  large  manuscript  volume  of  his  let- 
ters, a  copy  of  which  was  some  years  since  gotten  from 
the  library  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  by  one  of  his  descend- 
ants, and  which  is  now  in  the  rooms  of  the  Historical 
Society  of  Virginia.  It  appears  that  he  was,  during  the 
period  that  he  exercised  his  profession,  an  eminent  and 
most  successful  lawyer,  and  published  in  England  a 
work  on  the  laws  of  Virginia.  He  was  much  engaged 
in  the  management  of  land  causes  for  the  great  land- 
owners, whether  residing  in  England  or  America.  He 
was  counsellor  for  the  celebrated  Robert  Beverly,  the 
first  of  the  name,  who  was  persecuted  and  imprisoned 
for  too  much  independence.  He  transacted  business 
for,  and  purchased  lands  from  Lord  Culpepper,  when  he 
held  a  grant  from  King  Charles  for  all  Virginia.  In  all 
these  transactions  he  appears  to  have  acted  with  up- 
rightness and  without  covetousness,  for  in  his  private 
letters  to  his  friends  he  speaks  of  being  '  neither  in  want 
nor  abundance,'  but  content  and  happy,  '  though  before 
he  died  he  acquired  broad  acres  which  he  divided  among 
his  children.' " 

He  married.  May  1,  1674,  Sarah  (born  August, 
1663) ,  the  daughter  of  John  Tucker,  of  Westmoreland

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County,  who  was  born  in  England,  and  died  in  Virginia 
1671,  and  Rose  his  wife,  who  died  1712.  Issue,  five 
sons  and  one  daughter.  The  eldest  son,  William  of 
"  Eagle  Nest,"  died  1713;  he  married  Ann  Corbin,  and 
they  were  the  ancestors  of  Mary  Anne  Randolph  Cus- 
tis,  the  wife  of  General  Robert  Edward  Lee.  Another 
son  was  Henry.  Of  the  daughter,  Bishop  Meade 
writes  as  follows: 

"  But  I  must  not  lay  down  my  pen,  though  the  heart 
bleeds  at  its  further  use,  without  the  tribute  of  affection, 
of  gratitude  and  reverence  to  one  who  was  to  me  as  a 
sister,  mother  and  faithful  monitor,  Mrs.  Mary  Custis, 
of  Arlington,  the  wife  of  Washington  Custis,  grandson 
of  Mrs.  General  Washington,  who  was  the  daughter  of 
Mr.  William  Fitzhugh  of  '  Chatham.'  Scarcely  is  there 
a  Christian  lady  in  our  land  more  honored  than  she  was, 
and  none  more  loved  and  esteemed,  for  good  sense,  pru- 
dence, sincerity,  benevolence,  unaffected  piety,  disin- 
terested zeal  in  every  good  work,  deep  humility  and  re- 
tiring modesty,  for  all  the  virtues  which  adorn  the  wife, 
the  mother  and  the  friend — I  never  knew  her  superior." 

Captain  Henry  Fitzhugh,  of  "  Bedford,"  Va.,  the 
son  of  William,  born  January  15,  1686-7,  and  died  Sep- 
tember 12,  1758,  was  Captain  of  the  Virginia  forces.60 
He  married,  February  24,  1718,  Susanna,  the  daughter 
of  Mordecai  Cooke;  she  was  born  December  7,  1693, 
and  died  November  21,  1749. 

Thomas  Fitzhugh,  of  "Boscobel,"  the  son  of 
Henry,  born  July  16,  1725,  and  died  December  1,  1788, 
he  was  Justice  of  Stafford  County  1765,  and  October 
5,  of  that  year,  he  signed  the  protest  against  the  Stamp 
Act  with  Peter  Daniel,  W.  Brent,  J.  Mercer,  Thomas 
Ludwell  Lee,  Samuel  Selden,  Robert  Washington  and

Fitzhugh  Bees. 
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several  other  Justices,  and  sent  it  to  Governor  Fauquier. 
Hayden,  in  Virginia  Genealogies,  commenting  on  this 
protest  says:  "This  document  is  one  of  the  most  re- 
markable of  the  many  protests  against  the  iniquitous 
Stamp  Act  which  found  expression  in  those  days.  The 
Justices  not  only  protest  against  the  measure,  but  ask 
the  Governor  to  issue  a  new  commission  for  their 
county,  in  which  they  may  be  left  out."  Thomas  Fitz- 
hugh  was  also  a  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Freemen 
of  Stafford  County,  July,  1774.61  He  married,  June 
19,  1750,  Sarah  Stuart,  born  February  21,  1731,  and 
died  November,  1783,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  David 
Stuart,  who  was  born  in  Scotland,  and  died  in  Virginia, 
January  31,  1749;  his  wife  was  Jane,  the  daughter  of 
Sir  John  Gibbons,  Bart.,  a  Member  of  Parliament  for 
Essex,  Eng. ;  she  was  born  in  England,  and  died  in 
Virginia,  January  14,  1750. 

A  daughter  of  Thomas  Fitzhugh,  Susanna  Fitzhugh, 
married  William  Knox,  of  "  Windsor  Lodge,"  whose 
daughter,  Annie  Campbell,  married  Basil  Gordon;  their 
daughter,  Annie  Campbell  Gordon,  married  John  Han- 
son Thomas  II. 

COOKE 

Mordecai  Cooke,  of  Gloucester  County,  was  born  in 
England,  and  died  at  "Mordecai  Mount,"  Va.  The 
approximate  date  of  his  coming  to  America  cannot  be 
clearly  established,  nor  has  the  name  of  his  wife  been 
disclosed,  by  careful  investigations,  but  it  is  known  that 
he  had  issue,  Mordecai,  Thomas,  Giles,  John,  Maw. 
Francis,  and  Susanna.  A  grant  was  issued  to  him  for 
one  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  acres  on

"  Mob  Jack  Bay,"  and  it  is  a  disputed  question  whether 
he  was  established  at "  Warham  "  or  "  Mordecai  Mount," 
but  the  former  seems  more 
probable.  He  was  High 
Sheriff  of  Gloucester 
County  1698,  Justice  1702 
to  1714,  and  Burgess  for 
Gloucester  County,62  a 
staunch  loyalist,  devoted  to 
his  King,  and  the  House  of 
Stuart.  He  was  an  intimate 
friend  of  Sir  William  Berke- 
ley, Governor  of  Virginia, 
and  it  was  in  his  comfortable 
home  at  Warham  that  Governor  Berkeley  took  refuge 
during  the  Bacon  rebellion,  when  he  crossed  the  York 
River  into  Gloucester.  Mordecai  Cooke  received  Gov- 
ernor Berkeley  not  only  as  a  friend,  but  also  as  the 
representative  of  the  King's  person,  and  insisted  that 
while  he  tarried  in  Gloucester,  Warham  should  be  his 
headquarters.  His  daughter,  Susanna  Cooke,  married 
Henry  Fltzhugh,  of  "Bedford,"  Va.

Whitridge,  born  February  13,  1748,  and  died  April  5, 
1831.  He  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of  John  and 
Deborah  (Barker)  Cushing,  who  was  born  1759,  and 
died  1846. 

Their  son,  Dr.  John  Whitri&ge,  born  in  Tiverton, 
R.  I.,  March  23,  1793,  and  died  July  23,  1878,  moved 
to  Baltimore,  Md.  and  married  Catherine  Cocks,  who 
was  born  in  New  York,  September  23,  1801,  and  died 
in  Baltimore,  Md.,  March  21,  1895.

CUSHING 

The  English  ancestry  of  the    American    Cushings 

begins  with  Thomas 
Cushing,  of  Norfolk 
County,  Eng.,  who  had 
large  estates  in  Hard- 
ingham,  Hingham,  and 
other  parts  of  the 
county.  The  earliest 
deed  extant  which  bears 
his  name,  is  dated  1466, 
and  contains  also  the 
name  of  his  eldest  son 
and  heir  William,  who 
lived  at  Hingham;  will 
dated  September  20, 
1492.  John  Cushing, 
William's  son,  lived  at  Hardingham;  will  dated  Febru- 
ary 21,  1522;  and  his  second  son,  Thomas,  died  at  Hard- 
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ingham,  April,  1558.  His  sixth  son,  Peter,  buried  at 
Hingham,  March  2,  1615,03  married,  June  2,  1585, 
Sarah  Hawes,  who  died  1641. 

Their  third  child,  Matthew  Cushing,  born  in  England 
1588,  and  died  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  September  30, 
1660,  embarked  with  his  wife  and  children  in  the  ship 
Diligent  of  Ipswich,  which  sailed  from  Gravesend,  with 
one  hundred  and  thirty-three  passengers,  April  26,  and 
arrived  at  Boston,  August  10,  1638.  The  same  year, 
this  company  began  the  settlement  of  Hingham,  which 
they  named  after  the  former  home  of  the  Cushing 
family  in  England.  At  a  town  meeting,  held  1638,  a 
house  lot  of  five  acres  was  given  to  Matthew  Cushing, 
which  was  in  the  possession  of  a  lineal  descendant  as 
late  as  1877.  He  is  the  ancestor  of  all  the  Cushings  of 
New  England,  rendered  famous  in  the  annals  of  Ameri- 
can history  as  the  "  Family  of  the  Judges."  He  mar- 
ried, August  5,  1613,  Nazareth,  the  daughter  of  Henry 
Pitcher,  who  was  born  in  England,  1585,  and  died  in 
Hingham,  Mass.,  January  1,  1681. 

John  Cushing,,  their  youngest  son,  born  1627,  and 
died  March  31,  1708,  moved  to  Scituate,  Mass.,  1662, 
where  he  purchased  the  farm  on  "Belle  House  Neck." 
He  was  Deputy  to  the  Colony  Court  for  many  years, 
first  in  1674;  Assistant  of  the  old  colony  government 
1689,  1690,  1691;  Selectman,  and  Representative  of  the 
General  Court  at  Boston,  the  first  year  after  the  two 
colonies  of  Plymouth  and  Massachusetts  were  united, 
and  for  several  succeeding  years.64  He  married,  Janu- 
ary 20,  1658,  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  Matthew  Hawke,

John  Cushing  II,  their  son,  born  in  Hingham, 
Mass.,  April  28,  1660,  and  died  January  19,  1737,  was 
Deputy  to  the  General  Court  1692;  Chief  Justice  of 
the  Inferior  Court  of  Plymouth  from  1702  to  1710; 
Representative  Member  for  Massachusetts,  of  the  Gov- 
ernor's Council  from  1710  to  1728,  and  Judge  of  His 
Majesty's  Superior  Court  of  Judicature  of  Massachus- 
etts, from  1728  until  his  death.  In  1732,  he  was  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of  the  Plymouth  regiment,  which  at 
that  time  embraced  all  the  the  local  militia  of  the 
county.65  He  married,  May  20,  1687,  Deborah,  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Hannah  (Jacob)  Loring. 
She  died  June  9,  1713. 

Hon.  John  Cushing  III,  their  son,  born  July  17, 
1695,  and  died  March  19,  1778,  at  Scituate,  Mass.,  re- 
sided at  "  Belle  House,"  Scituate,  until  1743.  Was 
Town  Clerk  from  1719  to  1744;  Representative  from 
Scituate  1721,  and  for  several  succeeding  years;  Judge 
of  the  Superior  Court  from  1747  to  1771,  when  he  re- 
signed; Councillor  of  the  Province  from  1746  to  1763, 
and  one  of  the  Presiding  Judges  at  the  trial  of  the 
British  soldiers  for  the  massacre  at  Boston,  March  5, 
1770.66  He  married  first,  April  1,  1717,  Elizabeth,  the 
daughter  of  Nathaniel  and  Sarah  (Thaxter)  Holmes, 
who  died  March  13,  1726. 

Their  son,  John  Cushing  IV.,  born  August  16,  1722, 
resided  at  "  Belle  House."  He  married  Deborah  Bar- 
ker of  Scituate.

JACOB-THAXTER 

Nicholas  Jacob,  was  born  in  England,  and  died  in 
Hingham,  Mass.,  June  15,  1657.  He  was  Deputy  to 
the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  1648  to  1649." 
His  wife  Mary,  died  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  June  15, 
1681.  Among  their  children  were  two  daughters:  Eliza- 
beth, who  married  John  Thaxter,  and  Hannah,  who 
married  Thomas  Loring  (the  son  of  Thomas  and  his 
wife  Jane  Newton) .  Their  daughter,  Deborah,  mar- 
ried John  Cushing  II. 

Lieutenant  John  Thaxter,  probably  born  in  Eng- 
land 1626,  died  in  Hingham,  Mass.,  March  14,  1686. 
He  was  Lieutenant  1664,  and  afterwards  Captain. 
Was  in  command  of  a  troop  of  cavalry  1680  and  Rep- 
resentative to  the  General  Court  1666,  and  many  fol- 
lowing years.  He  married  Elizabeth  Jacob,  and  their 
daughter,  Sarah,  married  Nathaniel  Holmes,  the  son 
of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  (Clapp)  Holmes. 

CLAPP-HOLMES 

Captain  Roger  Clapp,  the  colonist,  was  born  in 
Salcombe,  Eng.,  April  6,  1609,  and  died  in  Dorchester, 
Mass.,  February  2,  1690.  He  was  Lieutenant  of  the 
Dorchester  Train  Band  1644;  afterwards  its  Captain, 
joined  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company 
1646;  Second  Sergeant  1647,  Lieutenant  1655;  Com- 
mander of  Castle  William  1665  till  1686;  a  Representa- 
tive from  Dorchester  sixteen  terms  from  1647  to  1671.68

William  Brewster  (1560-1644),  the  ruling  Elder 
of  the  Plymouth  Colony  Church,  acted  as  minister  and 
teacher  until  1629.  He  left  four  sons  and  a  daughter. 
His  sword  and  many  relics  of  personal  property  are  still 
preserved  in  the  museum  at  Plymouth.1  His  wife's 
name  was  Mary.  Some  of  his  descendants  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

Jonathan  Brewster  (his  son),  born  August  12,  1593, 
in  England,  and  died  May  7,  1659,  in  Connecticut,  mar- 
ried, April  15,  1624,  Lucretia  Oldham.

The  colonist,  Sir  Richard  Saltonstall,  born  in  Eng- 
land 1586,  and  died  1658,  was  Justice  of  the  Peace  in 
West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  Lord  of  the  Manor  of 
Ledsham,  near  Leeds.  One  of  the  grantees  of  the 
Massachusetts  Company  under  the  charter  obtained 
from  Charles  L,  on  August  26,  1629,  Richard  Salton- 
stall, with  Thomas  Dudley,  Isaac  Johnson,  John  Win- 
throp  and  eight  other  gentlemen,  signed  an  agreement 
to  pass  the  seas  and  inhabit  and  continue  in  New  Eng- 
land, provided  that  the  patent  and  whole  government 
of  the  plantation  should  be  transferred  to  them  and 
other  actual  colonials.  The  proposition  was  accepted  by 
the  General  Courts  of  the  Company,  which  elected  Sir 
Richard  Assistant  to  the  new  Governor.  He  arrived 
with  Governor  Winthrop  on  the  Arhella,  June  22, 1630, 
and  began  with  George  Philips,  the  settlement  of 
Watertown.  Owing  to  the  illness  of  his  two  young 
daughters,  however,  who  with  his  five  sons,  had  accom- 
panied him,  he  returned  with  them  and  two  of  the  sons 
to  England  in  1630,  from  where  he  continued  to  display 
the  greatest  interest  in  the  Colony,  and  to  exert  himself 
for  its  advancement.  He  was  one  of  the  patentees  of 
Connecticut  and  sent  out  a  shallop  to  take  possession 
of  that  territory.  The  vessel,  on  her  return  trip,  was 
wrecked  off  Sable  Island  1635.2  In  1644,  he  was  sent 
to  Holland  as  Ambassador,  and  was  one  of  the  Judges 
of  the  High  Court  that  sentenced  the  Duke  of  Hamil- 
ton, Lord  Capel  and  others,  to  death  for  high  treason 
1649.     In  1651,  he  wrote  a  letter  of  remonstrance  to

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John  Cotton  and  John  Wilson  against  the  persecutions 
of  the  Quakers.    His  wife  was  Grace  Kay. 

Their  son,  Richard  Saltonstall,  born  1610,  and  died 
April  29,  1694,  emigrated  with  his  father  to  Massachu- 
setts in  1630,  and  was  among  the  first  settlers  of  Ips- 
wich. He  published  a  polemic  against  the  council  ap- 
pointed for  life,  1642,  and  in  July,  1643,  signed  a  letter 
urging  the  colonial  authorities  to  take  warlike  measures 
against  the  French  in  Acadia.  He  befriended  the  regi- 
cides, who  escaped  to  New  England  in  1660,  and  pro- 
tested against  the  importation  of  negro  slaves.  Re- 
turned to  England  1672.  He  married,  1633,  Muriel 
Gurdon. 

-  Their  son,  Nathaniel  Saltonstall,  born  1639,  and  died 
May  21,  1707,  was  chosen  one  of  the  Governor's  As- 
sistants 1679,  and  one  of  the  Council  under  the  charter 
of  William  and  Mary.  He  was  also  appointed  1692  one 
of  the  Judges  on  a  special  commission  of  Oyer  Ter- 
miner, to  try  persons  accused  of  practising  witchcraft 
in  Salem.  Reprobating  the  spirit  of  persecution  that 
prevailed,  and  foreseeing  the  outcome  of  such  trials,  he 
refused  to  act.  His  wife,  Elizabeth  Ward,  he  married 
December  28,  1663. 

Their  son,  Governor  Gurdon  Saltonstall,  born  March 
27,  1666,  and  died  September  20,  1724,  was  Governor 
of  Connecticut  1708  until  his  death.  His  first  official 
act  was  to  propose  a  synod  for  the  adoption  of  a  system 
of  ecclesiastical  discipline.  The  Saybrook  platform,  the 
outcome  of  his  suggestions,  through  his  influence  con- 
formed in  some  essentials  to  the  Presbyterian  policy. 
For  the  purpose  of  conveying  to  Queen  Elizabeth,  an 
address  urging  the  conquest  of  Canada,  he  was  ap- 
pointed agent  for  the  colony  1709,  and  raised  a  large 
contingent  in  Connecticut  for  the  disastrous  expedition 
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under  Sir  Hovenden  Walker.  The  first  printing-press 
in  the  colony  was  set  up  in  his  house  1709.  His  activity 
in  establishing  Yale  College,  influenced  the  decision  to 
build  at  New  Haven  instead  of  Hartford.  He  made 
the  plans  and  estimates  and  during  the  early  years  of  the 
College  took  the  chief  part  in  the  direction  of  its  affairs. 
He  married  Jerusha  Richards.  They  had  a  son  Gur- 
don,  and  a  daughter  Elizabeth,  who  married  Richard 
Christophers  II,  whose  daughter,  Sarah,  was  the  wife 
of  James  Mumford. 


FENNER 

The  Fenners  came  to  this  country  in  1630,  and  mar- 
ried into  many  of  the  old  New  England  families.  Thus 
their  descendants  can  claim  as  an- 
cestors, makers  of  history  whose 
names  are  now  extinct. 

Arthur  Fenner  I.,  the  son  of 
Thomas,  born  in  England  1622, 
and  died  October  16,  1708,  be- 
came Freeman,  acted  as  Commis- 
sioner and  Deputy,  and  was  Chief 
Commander  of  King's  Garrison 
of  Providence,  1653  to  1688.3  He  married  Mehitable, 
the  daughter  of  Richard  Waterman;  she  died  1684. 

Thomas  Fenner,  their  son,  born  September,  1652, 
and  died  February  27,  1718,  held  the  offices  of  Deputy 
to  the  General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island;  Assistant 
Justice  of  the  Peace,  1683  to  1718,  and  Major  from  the 
Main.  He  married,  July  26,  1682,  Dinah,  the  daughter 
of  Thomas  and  Mary  (Harris)  Borden. 

Their  son,  Arthur  Fenner  II.,  born  October  17, 1699,

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and  died  February  2,  1788;  married,  June  2,  1723, 
Mary,  the  daughter  of  James  and  Hallelujah  (Brown)

Governor  Arthur  Fenner  III,  their  son,  born  De- 
cember 10,  1745,  and  died  October  15,  1805,  was  elected 
in  May,  1790,  the  first  Governor  of  Rhode  Island,  after 
that  State  had  ratified  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  died  in  office.  The  town  of  Providence  ap- 
pointed him  on  the  Committee  of  Inspection  recom- 
mended by  the  Continental  Congress,  which  held  its 
first  meeting  in  the  chamber  of  the  Town  Council,  De- 
cember 24,  1774.  He  married  Amy,  the  daughter  of 
Gideon  Comstock? 

Their  son,  James  Fenner,  born  January  22, 1771,  and 
died  April  17,  1840,  married  in  November,  1792,  Sarah, 
the  daughter  of  Silvanus  and  Freelove  (Fenner) 
Jenckes,  who  was  born  July  12,  1773,  and  died  May  24, 
1844.  Their  daughter  Sarah,  married  Edward  Jones 
Mallett,  whose  daughter  Sarah  Fenner,  married  Ste- 
phen States  Lee. 

JENCKES 

Joseph  Jenckes,  born  1622,  and  died  January  4, 
1717,  was  Deputy  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Rhode 
Island  1680,  holding  office  from  1679  to  1691.  He 
married  Esther  Ballard,  who  died  1717. 

Governor  Joseph  Jenckes,  their  son,  who  died 
June  15,  1740,  was  Deputy,  Speaker  of  the  House  of 
Deputies,  Major  of  the  Fourth  Main,  Assistant 
Deputy-Governor,  and  Governor  1727  to  1732.5     He

WATERMAN-BORDEN-HARRIS 

Richard  Waterman  (1590-1673),  was  Freeman, 
Commissioner,  and  founder  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  1656 
to  1658.°  He  married  Bertha  ,  who  died  De- 
cember 3,  1680,  and  their  daughter  Mehitable,  who  died 
1684,  married  Arthur  Fenner  I. 

Richard  Borden  (1601-1671),  was  Assistant-Com- 
missioner 1653  to  1659.     His  wife  was  Joan  , 

and  their  son  Thomas,  married  Mary,  the  daughter  of 
William  Harris;  their  daughter  Dinah,  married,  July 
26,  1682,  Thomas  Fenner. 

William  Harris  (1610-1681),  one  of  the  founders 
of  Providence,  was  Deputy  and  Assistant  Town  Coun- 
cillor, 1665  to  1677.    His  wife  Susanna,  died  1682. 

BROWN 

Chad  Brown,  who  died  in  1650,  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  signing  the  following 
agreement : 

"  We  whose  names  are  hereunder,  desirous  to  inhabit 

e  Geneal.  Diet,  of  B.  L,  pp.  408-410. 
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in  the  town  of  Providence,  do  promise  to  subject  our- 
selves in  active  or  passive  obedience  to  all  such  orders, 
or  agreements  as  shall  be  made  for  public  good  of  the 
body  in  an  orderly  way  by  the  Mayor,  assent  of  the  pres- 
ent inhabitants,  masters  of  families  incorporated  to- 
gether into  a  townfellowship  and  such  others  as  they 
shall  admit  unto  them,  only  in  civil  things."7 

He  served  on  a  Committee  to  compile  a  list  of  the  first 
lots  situated  on  the  town  street.  His  service  in  this  di- 
rection is  mentioned  years  after  in  a  letter  from  Roger 
Williams  to  John  Whipple,  Jr.,  July  8,  1689.  Served 
also  on  a  Committee,  with  three  others,  to  settle  all  mat- 
ters of  difference  between  Providence  and  Pawtuxet, 
regarding  the  division  of  lines,  and  was  the  first  set- 
tled8 pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church.  His  wife  was 
Elizabeth . 

Their  son,  David  Brown,  who  died  1710,  married, 
1669,  Alice  Hearnden,  and  their  daughter  Hallelujah, 
married  James,  the  son  of  Epenetus  and  Mary  (Whip- 
ple) Olney,  whose  daughter  Mary,  married  Arthur 
Fenner  II. 

WHIPPLE-ANGELL 

John  Whipple  (1617-1684),  married  Sarah  . 


Joseph  Whipple  (1662-1746),  Deputy,  Town 
Councillor,  Assistant  and  Colonel  in  the  regular  Militia 
on  the  main  land,  held  office  from  1698  to  1720.  He 
married  Alice,  the  daughter  of  Edward  Smith  and  his 
wife  Amphilis  Aug  ell. 

Their  son,  John  Whipple,  born  May  18,  1685,  and 
died  May  18,  1765,  married  Abigail,  the  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Sarah  (Pray)  Brown;  their  daughter,  Free-

Smith,  whose  daughter  Alice,  married  Joseph  Whip- 
ple.

Samuel  Comstock,  born  May  27,  1637,  was  the  son 
of  Samuel  who  died  1660,  and  his  wife  Anne,  who  died 
1661.  He  held  the  office  of  Deputy  from  1699  to  1711. 
He  married,  November  23,  1678,  Elizabeth,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  and  Phoebe  (Parkhurst)  Arnold. 
Thomas  Arnold  (1599-1674),  was  Deputy  and  Town 
Councillor  1666,  1672. 

Their  son,  Hazadiah  Comstock,  born  April  16,  1682, 
and  died  February  21,  1764,  married  Catherine,  the 
daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  (Brown)  Pray. 

Their  son,  Gideon  Comstock,  born  November  4,  1709,

The  colonist,  Richard  Bonsall,  a  member  of  the  "  So- 
ciety of  Friends,"  who  died  1699,  came  to  Philadelphia 
in  1683,  having  received  a  grant  of 
three  hundred  acres  of  land  from 
William  Penn  at  Darby,  now  a  part 
of  Philadelphia.  He  brought  his 
family  from  Derbyshire,  England, 
where  is  the  small  town  of  "  Bon- 
sall," said  to  date  back  to  the  Nor- 
man Conquest,  which  contains  a  very 
interesting  old  stone  church  known 
as  the  "  Bonsall  Church."  Richard, 
who  married  Mary  Wood,  is  not  to 
be  confounded  with  his  kinsman, 
Richard  Bonsall,  a  younger  brother 
of  Sir  Thomas  Bonsall,  who  also  settled  near  Phila- 
delphia, but  not  until  1769. 1

A  young  man,  Caleb  Bonsall,  the  son  of  Philip,  was 
fond  of  going  to  the  theatre,  and  on  that  account  his 
membership  in  the  Quaker  Meeting  came  to  an  abrupt 
ending.  He  had  strong  literary  tastes,  and  was  con- 
sidered an  excellent  Shakespearian  scholar.  While  still 
quite  young  (born  1775),  he  moved  from  Delaware  to 
Norfolk,  Va.  He  married,  1813,  Sarah,  the  daughter 
of  Dennis  and  Elizabeth  (Haynes)  Dawley,  of  "Pem- 
broke," Princess  Anne  County,  Va.  The  wedding  took 
place  in  the  fine  old  brick  house  on  "  Pembroke  Farm," 
ten  miles  from  Norfolk.  This  house  is  in  a  good  state 
of  preservation,  the  inscription  on  the  corner-stone  show- 
ing that  it  was  built  in  1764.  Having  married  into  a 
large  slave-holding  family,  he  did  not  see  much  of  his 
relatives  in  the  North;  nevertheless  he  inherited  real 
estate  in  Delaware,  part  of  which  has  been  retained  in 
the  family  during  a  period  of  one  hundred  and  thirty

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years.  There  is  also  a  beautiful  old  English  silver  tea 
set,  that  has  been  in  service  for  several  generations.

The  Dawleys  have  been  in  Virginia  from  the  earliest 
times,  and  members  for  generations  of  the  Vestry  of 
Lynnhaven  Parish.  Dennis  Dawley,  who  died  in  1728, 
married  Amey . 

Dennis  Dawley  II,  their  son,  who  died  in ,  was 

one  of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  December  6,  1774.8 
He  married  a  daughter  of  John  Bonney. 

Captain  Dennis  Dawley  III,  their  son,  who  died 
in  1805,  was  Lieutenant  and  Captain  in  the  Virginia 
Militia,  September  11,  1777.9  He  married  Elizabeth 
Haynes,  and  their  daughter,  Sarah,  married  Caleb  Bon- 
sall. 

LEIGH 

Francis  Leigh  and  his  wife  moved  from  Warwick 
to  Norfolk  County,  Va.,  late  in  life.  His  will,  pro- 
bated in  1783,  gives  much  information  as  to  his  family, 
but  unfortunately  most  of  the  records  of  Warwick  and 
the  adjoining  counties,  were  destroyed  during  the  Civil 
War.  Therefore  the  exact  relationship  of  the  Leighs 
in  Virginia  before  this  time  is  not  certain,  but  records 
exist  of  the  Leighs  in  Virginia  prior  to  1640.  Francis 
Leigh  was  one  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  from  War- 
wick County,  Va.,  1774  to  1775.10  He  married  Eliza- 
beth, the  daughter  of  William,  Jr.,  and  Lucy  (Bassett) 
Roscoe.

The  Roscoes  descend  from  William  Roscoe,  born  in 
164*4,  and  died  November  2,  1700,  whose  tomb,  with  its 
fine  armorial  bearings,  may  be  seen  at  Blunt  Point,  on 
the  James  River.  He  married,  1695,  Mary,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Colonel  William  Wilson,  who  was  High 
Sheriff  for  Elizabeth  City  County,  Va.,  1693.11 

William  Roscoe,  Jr.,  their  son,  who  died  1753,  was 
a  Burgess  of  Warwick  County,  Va.,  1736,  and  one  of 
the  "  Gentlemen  Justices  "  1752.  He  married,  Lucy, 
the  daughter  of  Colonel  William  and  Joana  (Bur- 
well)  Bassett,  and  their  daughter,  Elizabeth,  married 
Francis  Leigh. 

BASSETT 

The  colonist,  Captain  William  Bassett,  who  died  in 
1670,  was  appointed  1665  to  superintend  the  erection 
of  the  fort  at  Jamestown,  Va.12     He  married  Bridget, 
the  daughter  of  Colonel  Miles  and  Anne    (Taylor) 
Cary.

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Colonel  William  Bassett,  of  Eltham,  their  son

ant of  New  Kent  County  and  King  William  1715.  His 
tomb,  bearing  arms  and  epitaph,  has  been  removed  from 
"Eltham"  to  Holywood  Cemetery.

Roscoe,,  Jr.,  whose  daughter,  Elizabeth,,  married  Fran- 
cis Leigh. 

BURWELL 

Major  Lewis  Burwell,  of  Carter's  Creek  (1621- 
1653) ,  son  of  Edward  of  Bedfordshire,  Eng.,  and  Dor- 
othy, the  daughter  of  William  Bedell,  of  Catsworth, 
Eng.,  came  to  Virginia  in  1643,  was  Burgess  of  Glouces- 
ter County,  Va.,  and  Major  of  the  Militia.  He  mar- 
ried, 1645,  Lucy,  the  daughter  of  Captain  Robert 
Higginson,  the  colonist,  who  was  Commander  of  forts 
in  the  Middle  Plantation,  Williamsburg,  Va.,  1644- 
1646. 

Major  Lewis  Burwell  II,  their  son,  who  died  1710, 
was  Burgess,  one  of  the  King's  Council,  and  Colonel 
of  Militia  for  Gloucester  County,  Va.,  1702  to  1710. 
He  married  Abigail  Smith,  and  their  daughter,  Joana, 
married  Colonel  William  Bassett,  of  "  Eltham," 
whose  daughter,  Lucy,  married  William  Roscoe.,  Jr. 
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CARY 

Colonel  Miles  Cary,  of  Warwick  County,  Va.,  born 
in  Bristol,  Eng.,  and  died  June  10,  1667,13  was  Col- 
onel-Commander of  Warwick  County;  Lieutenant 
1652;  Burgess  1659  to  1663;  His  Majesty's  Escheater-

BLOW 

The  name  of  Blow  occurs  frequently  in  the  earliest 
records  in  Lower  Virginia,  in  fact  the  fourth  recorded 
land  grant  was  given  to  John  Blow  and  his  wife  Fran- 
ces in  1624,  Northampton  County. 
The  first  entry  in  the  Land  Book 
of  Surrey  County  1663  is  to 
George  Blow.  This  George  had 
two  sons,  Richard  and  George,  and 
his  widow  Marjory  married  Rich- 
ard Smith,  November  3,  1675. 
Richard  died  in  1687  childless. 
The  Blows  had,  from  the  earliest 
days,  many  transactions  in  lands 
with  the  Nottoway  Indians,  and 
several  of  the  deeds  with  the  marks 
and  signatures  of  the  natives  are 
still  in  possession  of  the  family. 
For  several  generations,  members 
of  the  Blow  family  were  appointed 
trustees  by  the  House  of  Burgesses  of  Virginia,  in  deal- 
ing with  these  Indians. 

Samuel  Blow,  the  first  of  the  family  of  whom  we 
have  certain  knowledge,  born  1701,  and  died  July  31, 
1766,  was  buried  at  the  "  Old  Place,"  Southampton 
County;  his  will  proved  in  that  county  September  14, 
1766.  He  was  one  of  four  brothers  of  Welsh  descent, 
and  Justice  and  High  Sheriff  of  Southampton  County. 
A  land-owner,  recorded  deeds  show  he  bought  land  from 
the  Indians.  He  married  Martha,  the  daughter  of 
John  Drew,  and  the  wedding  ring  bearing  the  date  of

the  marriage,  is  now  in  the  possession  of  one  of  their 
descendants.  She  was  a  very  energetic,  capable 
woman,  and  managed  the  family  estate  after  the  death 
of  her  husband,  who  gave  her  in  his  will  the  life  use  of 
his  plantation,  "whereon  I  now  live,"  and  after  her 
death  it  was  to  go  to  his  son  Richard.  She  received  the 
labor  of  five  negroes  for  life,  and  the  use  of  the  remain- 
der of  the  estate  after  the  debts  and  legacies  were  paid, 
this  remainder  to  be  divided  among  all  the  children  after 
her  death.  To  his  son  Richard  he  gave  "  Eight  hun- 
dred &  forty-seven  acres  of  Land  lying  in  the  County 
of  Southampton,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Quarter; 
I  also  give  unto  my  son,  the  following  negroes,  to  wit; 
Will,  Jenney,  Sarah,  Cabe  &  Old  Pat,  One  horse  called 
Dart,  with  a  saddle  and  bridle,  One  feather  bed  & 
furniture,  my  silver-hilted  sword,  One  gold  ring  &  .£50 
current  money,  together  with  all  profits  that  shall  or 
doth  arise  from  the  partnership  with  Charles  Briggs, 
also  all  stock  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever  belonging 
to  the  said  plantation."  To  each  of  his  four  daughters 
he  gave  negroes,  a  gold  ring,  and  £50  in  cur- 
rent money.  Three  of  them  received  each  a  horse, 
saddle,  and  one  feather  bed  with  furniture.  Samuel 
Blow  had  ten  children,  five  of  whom  survived,  viz.: 
Elizabeth,  married  Charles  Briggs ;  Richard  ;  Martha, 
married  Mr.  Hines,  and  one  of  her  descendants  married 
a  son  of  John  Tyler,  President  of  the  United  States; 
Lucy,  married  Mr.  Birdsong;  Mary,  married  Mr. 
Mason.1 

Lieutenant  Richard  Blow,  their  sixth  child,  born 
October  17, 1746,  and  died  February  3, 1833,  was  First- 
Lieutenant  Fourth  Regiment,  in  the  Continental  Army

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the  date  of  commission  being  March  11,  1776,  and  a 
bearer  of  dispatches  at  the  battle  of  Great  Bridge,  near 
Norfolk.  Finding,  however,  that  he  could  be  of  more 
service  to  his  country  by  owning  and  fitting  out  priva- 
teers, he  left  the  army  and  gave  his  time  to  shipping 
interests,  bringing  supplies  to  the  colonies,  making  sev- 
eral voyages  to  England  in  his  own  vessels,  and  after 
the  war  receiving  a  note  of  thanks  from  the  United 
States  Congress  for  services  rendered  during  the  war. 
He  suffered  severe  losses  at  the  time  of  the  embargo  in 
1812,  about  which  date  he  became  President  of  the 
Farmers  Bank  in  Norfolk,  Va.  He  was  a  very  public- 
spirited  citizen,  having  had  much  to  do  with  laying  out 
the  city  of  Portsmouth,  and  in  building  the  Dismal 
Swamp  Canal.2  He  bought  an  estate  from  Harrison  (of 
Berkley  on  the  James  River) ,  who  had  a  large  grant  of 
land  from  the  British  Crown.  It  is  said  that  he  gave 
in  exchange  for  it  a  fine  race  horse  which  he  imported 
from  England.  This  is  the  Tower  Hill  tract  of  land, 
still  in  possession  of  the  family.  On  this  farm  were 
native  African  slaves  who  could  tell  the  story  of  their 
capture  and  voyage  from  Africa.  One,  who  was  named 
August,  claimed  to  be  the  son  of  a  native  king,  and  said 
he  was  betrayed  and  sold  into  captivity  by  his  uncle, 
who  wished  to  wear  the'  crown.  They  had  learned  to 
speak  imperfectly  in  English,  and  used  to  sit  under 
the  trees  and  "  pick  wool "  when  they  were  too  old  to 
work  in  the  fields.3  He  married,  April  5,  1786, 
Frances,  the  daughter  of  Stephen  and  Anne  (Phripp) 
Wright,  born  September  25,  1767,  died  in  Portsmouth, 
Va.,  November  19,  1838,  and  was  buried  in  the  family 
lot  in  Cedar  Grove  Cemetery,  Portsmouth.

Blow  was  over  forty  years  of  age  when  he  married  Miss 
Wright,  and  his  house  in  Portsmouth  was  large  and 
well  provided  with  furniture,  silver  and  china,  most  of 
which  was  imported  from  England.  In  addition  to  his 
town  house  he  kept  a  farm  on  Paradise  Creek  near 
Portsmouth,  which  supplied  his  table  with  fruit  and 
vegetables.  Here  he  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life, 
dying  full  of  years  and  honors  in  the  eighty-seventh 
year  of  his  age.     Their  son  was  George. 

WRIGHT 

The  Wrights  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  have  long  occupied  a 
useful  and  honorable  position.  The  first  of  the  name  in 
Virginia  was  Thomas  Wright,  who 
had  land  patented  to  him  in  1635, 
"  One  hundred  and  fifty  acres  on 
the  West  Branch  Elizabeth  River." 
His  will,  dated  January  10,  1654, 
is  on  record  at  the  Norfolk  County 
Court-house,  Portsmouth,  Va. 

The    will   of    his    son,    Thomas 
Wright   II.,  is  recorded  October 
15, 1678,  and  mentions  six  children. 
William  Wright,  the  son  of 
Thomas  Wright  II.,  born   1668, 
was  Justice  of  Nansemond  County 
1702,  and  Burgess  1714. 
His  son,  Stephen   Wright,  married  twice;   second, 
August  4,  1728-29,  Mary,  the  daughter  of  Sampson 

and  Anne  (Church)  Trevethan,  and  the  widow  of 

Thoroughgood. 

Stephen  Wright  II,  their  son,  was  born  1730,  and 
died  1779.     A  large  landowner,  he  lived  in  Norfolk 


WRIGHT 
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County,  Va.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
Safety  for  Norfolk  County,  July  20,  1775.  His  will, 
proved  in  the  June  court  of  1779,  bequeathed  to  his  wife 
the  stock  of  all  kinds,  household  furniture,  plate,  every 
article  of  plantation  utensils,  the  full  use  of  the  planta- 
tion where  they  lived,  for  her  life,  his  "  riding  chair," 
harness  and  .£2000  current  money  of  Virginia,  together 
with  all  the  land  her  father  left  her,  "  or  all  my  right 
and  title  to  same."  Also  seven  female  and  eight  male 
slaves.  After  bequeathing  plantations  and  other  real 
estate  to  his  three  surviving  sons,  he  gave  to  his  four 
daughters  the  residue  of  the  current  money  due  his  es- 
tate, after  legacies  and  debts  were  paid,  and  gave  an 
equal  proportion  of  all  his  negroes  not  previously  men- 
tioned to  his  sons  and  daughters.  He  married  Anne, 
the  daughter  of  John  and  Frances  (Mason)  Phripp, 
born  1740.  They  had  ten  children,  of  whom  the  fourth, 
Frances,  married  Richard  Blow. 

TREVETHAN-CHURCH 

"  The  Trevethans  were  an  old  family  in  Cornwall, 
Eng.,  descended  from  Sir  John  Trevethan  1450, 
brother-in-law  to  "  ye  great  Arundel  of  Lanhorne." 

Sampson  Trevethan  is  mentioned  in  a  will  of  1716. 
He  was  Surveyor  of  Lynnhaven  Bay  1714;  Naval  Offi- 
cer of  the  Lower  James  1716,  and  lived  in  Norfolk 
County,  Va.,  where  he  was  a  large  land  owner.  He 
married  Anne,  the  daughter  of  Richard  Church,  of 
Lower  Norfolk  County,  a  Burgess  1675  and  1702. 
Their  daughter  Mary  Trevethan,  married  (second  wife) 
Stephen  Wright. 

PHRIPP-MASON-SEAWELL 

In  1741,  John  Phripp   (1684-1776),  was  an  Alder- 
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man  of  the  Borough  of  Norfolk,  Mayor  1745  and  1757, 
and  Warden  of  St.  Paul's  Church  1749.  He  married 
Frances,  the  daughter  of  George  Mason.  Their  daugh- 
ter Anne,  married  Stephen  Wright. 

Francis  Mason  (1584-1648) ,  came  to  Virginia  163 — , 
and  was  Justice  from  the  formation  of  Norfolk  County 
in  1637,  until  his  death;  Lieutenant  of  Militia  1640; 
Church  Warden  the  same  year,  and  High  Sheriff  of  the 
county  1646.     He  was  twice  married,  second  to  Alice 


Lemuel  Mason,  their  son,  born  after  1625,  and  died 
1702,  will  proved  September  15,  of  that  year,  was  Jus- 
tice 1649  until  the  year  of  his  death;  High  Sheriff  1664- 
1668;  a  Burgess  1654,  1657-1660, 1663,  1675,  and  1685; 
Presiding  Justice  and  Colonel  of  Militia,  Lower  Nor- 
folk County  1680.  He  married  Anne  (1635-1705) ,  the 
daughter  of  Henry  Sea  well,  who  was  Burgess  for 
Elizabeth  City  .1632,  Burgess  Norfolk  County  1639, 
and  gave  the  name  to  Sea  well's  Point,  Elizabeth  City. 
He  had  a  son  Henry. 

George  Mason,  son  of  Lemuel,  died  1710.  He  was 
Justice  of  Norfolk  1702,  and  Captain  of  Militia  1707. 

He  married  Phillis ,  and  their  daughter  Frances, 

married  John  Phripp. 

BLOW    (Continued) 

The  son  of  Richard  and  Frances  (Wright)  Blow, 
George  Blow,  born  in  Portsmouth,  Va.,  February  3, 
1787,  and  died  at  Tower  Hill,  October  21,  1870,  was 
buried  in  the  family  lot  in  Cedar  Grove  Cemetery.  Mrs. 
Blacknall's  manuscript  gives  the  following  account : 

"  When  a  small  boy  he  was  bitten  by  a  mad  dog, 
whilst  at  school  in  Belfield.    The  wound  was  cauterized, 
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and  he  was  immediately  sent  home.  His  parents  at 
great  expense  and  trouble,  sent  to  North  Carolina,  pro- 
cured a  mad  stone  and  applied  to  his  hand,  and  then 
sent  him  to  the  Light  House  at  Cape  Henry  for  bath- 
ing, and  there  he  spent  the  summer  and  the  wound 
was  cured  and  never  troubled  him  after.  .  .  .  He  was 
educated  at  Belfleld  Academy,  Greensville  County,  Va. 
and  at  William  and  Mary  College,  Williamsburg,  where 
he  was  a  law  student.  It  was  here  that  he  met  his 
future  wife,  Eliza,,  the  daughter  of  Robert  Hall  Waller 
and  his  wife  Nancy  Camm.  They  were  engaged  three 
years,  and  married  when  she  was  seventeen  and  he  not 
twenty-one,  as  soon  as  he  had  finished  his  course  at 
college.  They  went  to  Portsmouth  to  live  with  his 
father  and  chalk  out  their  future  life.  They  were  mar- 
ried, December  12,  1807,  about  which  time  his  father 
being  well  advanced  in  years  began  to  settle  up  his 
mercantile  affairs  with  a  view  of  retiring  from  business. 
He  therefore  sent  the  young  couple  to  his  large  planta- 
tion Tower  Hill,  Sussex  County,  Va.,  where  they  ever 
after  lived  and  reared  a  large  family.  I  wish  I  could 
describe  that  dear  old  place,  as  I  remember  it  from 
1812  to  the  present  date.  It  contained  over  three 
thousand  acres  of  '  forest  and  stream  '  interspersed  with 
ample  clearings  of  corn  and  cotton  fields,  and  lay  for 
several  miles  on  the  Nottaway  River.  It  had  over  a 
hundred  servants  to  till  the  lands,  and  I  have  seen  five 
generations  on  the  place.  They  were  carefully  trained 
to  be  good  mechanics,  carpenters,  blacksmiths,  coopers, 
millwrights,  etc.,  whilst  the  women  were  taken  in  the 
house  and  taught  sewing,  spinning,  weaving,  cooking, 
and  to  be  such  well  trained  domestics  as  we  shall  never 
see  again.  They  lived  in  neat  log-cabins,  with  pretty 
little  gardens  around  them  where  they  raised  vege- 
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tables  and  even  flowers  adorned  them  sometimes.  They 
had  fruit  trees  and  chickens  and  lived  well  and  com- 
fortably." 

Besides  the  Tower  Hill  plantation,  he  owned  the 
"  Old  Place  "  in  Southampton  County,  and  "  Wheat- 
lands,"  "The  Flats"  and  "Waller's  Neck"  in  James 
City  County,  Va.,  in  all  about  six  thousand  acres;  also 
valuable  wharf  property  and  other  real  estate  in  Ports- 
mouth and  Norfolk.  He  served  in  the  war  of  1812, 
and  was  Captain  of  the  Fourth  Virginia  Regiment. 
He  was  an  ardent  Southerner,  a  firm  believer  in 
"  States'  Rights,"  and  a  member  of  a  society  that  had 
for  its  object  the  returning  of  the  slaves  to  Africa. 

Thirteen  children  were  born  to  George  and  Eliza 
(Waller)  Blow,  as  follows: 

Robert  Waller  died  at  the  age  of  twenty. 

Richard,  married  first  Laura  Townes  of  Petersburg, 
and  second  Laura  Dunbar  of  Norfolk.  He  was  a  phy- 
sician, and  volunteered  his  services  during  the  epidemic 
of  yellow  fever  in  Norfolk,  but  took  the  disease  him- 
self and  died  September  21,  1855. 

Emma,  married  Dr.  George  Blacknall,  U.  S.  N.  and 
C.  S.  N. 

George,  married  Elizabeth  T.  Allmand,  and  died 
at  the  age  of  eighty-one  in  1894. 

Fanny,  died  young. 

Mary  Frances,  married  Lieutenant  Bushrod  W. 
Hunter,  U.  S.  N.,  Alexandria,  Va.,  later  Major, 
C.  S.  A. 

Norborne,  died  in  the  seventies. 

William  Nivison,  married  Lavinia  Cargill. 

Nancy  Caram  and  Eliza  Waller  died  young,  as  did 
also  a  second  Eliza  Waller. 

AtcHa,  married  Dr.  Joseph  Beale,  U.  S.  A. 
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Robert  Waller,  was  a  clergyman  of  the  Episcopal 
Church.4 

WALLER 

The  Wallers  of  Virginia,  belong  to  the  same  family 
as  did  the  poet  Edmund  Waller,  who  died  October  1, 
1689. 

Colonel  John  Waller  of  Spottsylvania  County, 
Va.,  was  the  first  of  his  name  to  be  definitely  known. 
There  exists  a  probability  that  he  was  the  son  of  Dr. 
John  and  Mary  Waller  of  Newport  Pagnall,  Bucking- 
hamshire, Eng.,  who  received  patents  of  land  in  Vir- 
ginia 1667,  and  whose  son  was  John.  By  a  division  of 
King  William  County,  Colonel  John  Waller  (who  had 
first  settled  in  King  and  Queen  County),  was  thrown 
into  Spottsylvania  County,  where  his  plantations  were 
called  "Enfield"  and  "Newport."  In  his  official 
career  he  was  Sheriff  of  King  and  Queen  County  1699 
to  1702;  Justice  of  King  William  County,  1703;  a 
Burgess,  1713,  1720  and  1722;  first  Clerk  of  Spottsyl- 
vania County,  and  Vestryman  of  St.  George's  Parish. 
His  will  was  proved  October  1,  1754.  His  library  in- 
cluded books  on  "  Home  Physicking  both  for  Men  and 
Animals,"  religious  books  of  the  Church  of  England, 
the  standard  poets  of  the  day,  a  "  Book  of  the  Suffer- 
ings of  King  Charles,"  Prayer  Book  and  Book  of 
Practice,  Shakespeare's  Poems,  three  volumes  of 
"  Spectators  Dissolved,"  etc.  He  married  Dorothy 
King,  and  had  several  sons  and  one  daughter:  Mary, 
who  married  Zachary  Lewis;  John,  William,  Thomas, 
and  Benjamin. 

Benjamin  Waller,  born  October  1,  1716,  and  died 
May  1,  1786,  was  buried  in  Williamsburg,  Va.     The

Clerk's  Assistant  to  the  House  of  Burgesses,  1740, 
commission  signed  by  William  Gooch,  with  Royal 
Seal;  with  this  is  a  certificate  that  the  proper  oaths 
have  been  administered  to  Benjamin  Waller,  Gent., 
signed  by  Philip  Lightfoot  and  Thomas  Lee;  Clerk  of 
James  City  County  1742,  commission  signed  by  John 
Robinson,  Secretary  of  the  Colony,  with  the  Robinson 
Seal;  a  certificate  that  the  proper  oaths  had  been  ad- 
ministered to  Benjamin  Waller,  Clerk  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  Propositions  and  Grievances  and  Privileges, 
and  Elections,  was  signed  by  Cole  Deggs  and  John 
Tayloe;  Clerk  of  James  City  County  1743,  commission 
signed. by  Thomas  Nelson,  Jr.,  with  Nelson  Seal.  All 
these  Commissions  were  in  the  reign  of  King  George 
II,  and  William  Gooch,  Esq.,  was  "His  Majesty's 
Lieutenant-Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
Colony  Dominion  of  Virginia."  Benjamin  Waller  was 
also  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Burgess  of  James  City 
County,  1744  to  1759;  on  the  list  of  the  Committee  of 
Safety  for  the  city  of  Williamsburg,  December,  1774; 
one  of  the  Convention  1775,  1776;  Judge  of  the  Gen- 
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eral  Court,  1779  to  1786;  Judge  of  the  Admiralty 
Court  1781;  and  Vestryman  of  Bruton  Parish.5 

"  He  was  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Virginia  1778,  and  after  the  reorganization  of  this 
government,  he  was  induced  to  accept  a  seat  at  the 
Council,  having  resigned  all  his  offices  under  the  Crown 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution  and  retired  into 
private  life.  From  thence  he  was  made  Chief  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Admiralty,  and,  for  his  convenience, 
as  he  was  then  quite  an  old  man,  the  sessions  of  this 
Court  continued  to  be  held  at  Williamsburg  after  the 
seat  of  government  had  been  removed  to  Richmond."6 

His  grandson,  Governor  Littleton  Waller  Tazewell, 
writes  interestingly  in  his  autobiography  of  his  grand- 
father : 

"  .  .  .  .  When  my  Grandfather  was  about  ten  years 
of  age,  John  Carter,  Esq.,  the  then  Secretary  of  the 
Colony.  .  .  .  was  occasionally  detained  at  the  house  of 
old  Mr.  Waller  by  some  difficulty  he  experienced  in 
crossing  the  Mattapony  River  while  making  a  journey 
from  Williamsburg  to  his  seat  at  Corotoman  in  the 
Northern  Neck.  In  the  course  of  the  evening  my 
Grandfather  came  in  from  school,  and  the  Secretary, 
either  to  amuse  himself  or  to  please  his  host,  calling 
the  little  boy  to  him,  began  to  question  and  examine 
him,  upon  the  subject  of  his  school  studies.  Struck 
with  the  quickness  and  the  correctness  of  the  boy's 
replies,  and  supposing  that  he  had  found  a  boy  of  un- 
common parts,  which  would  not  probably  develop  in 
his  situation  for  the  want  of  a  proper  education,  the 
Secretary  observed  to  old  Mr.  Waller  that  he  must 
give  him  that  boy  and  he  would  make  a  man  of  him.

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To  this  the  old  man  assented  very  readily  supposing, 
however,  that  the  Secretary  was  not  in  earnest.  Mr. 
Carter  therefore  stated  that  he  would  return  that  way 
on  a  certain  day  and  expressed  a  wish  that  the  boy 
might  be  got  ready  in  the  meantime  to  accompany 
him  on  his  return  to  Williamsburg.  On  the  very  day 
appointed  the  Secretary  again  came  to  old  Mr.  Wal- 
ler's, who,  not  believing  the  Secretary  to  be  serious  in 
what  he  said,  and  not  supposing,  therefore,  that  he 
would  ever  be  called  upon  to  comply  with  his  promise, 
had  done  nothing  towards  getting  his  son  ready  to 
leave  home,  and  so  stated.  Mr.  Carter  was  vexed  at 
this  and  insisted  upon  taking  my  grandfather  with  him 
as  he  was,  and  this  being  at  last  consented  to  by  his 
parents,  he  was  placed  in  the  Secretary's  chariot  and 
carried  by  him  to  Williamsburg  where  he  was  immedi- 
ately placed  by  the  Secretary  in  William  and  Mary 
College  and  remained  a  student  for  several  years,  com- 
pleting his  college  education  when  he  was  between 
sixteen  and  seventeen  years  of  age.  He  was  then 
placed  in  the  Secretary's  office." 

(At  the  age  of  twenty  the  Secretary  induced  him  to 
study  law,  and  obtained  permission  of  Lady  Randolph, 
the  widow  of  Sir  John,  former  Attorney-General,  to 
allow  the  young  man  the  use  of  her  deceased  husband's 
excellent  law  library.  He  prosecuted  the  study  of  law 
at  every  leisure  moment  and  obtained  a  license  to  prac- 
tice about  the  year  1738,  beginning  his  professional 
career  in  the  county  courts  of  the  city  of  Williams- 
burg) . 

"  For  several  years  we  lived  together,  seldom  separ- 
ated for  a  single  day,  and  always  to  our  regret  even 
then;  when  the  occasion  passed  which  had  taken  me 
from  him  for  even  an  hour,  I  flew  to  his  bosom  as  to 
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that  of  my  best  friend,  and  he  pressed  me  there  with 
a  warmth  that  told  me  I  was  his  precious  treasure.  I 
heard  him  breathe  his  last  sigh,  and  although  but  a 
child,  I  felt  I  had  lost  what  my  heart  valued  most 
dearly,  and  would  most  willingly  have  gone  down  with' 
him  into  the  same  grave."7 

Benjamin  Waller  married,  January  2, 1746,  Mar- 
tha, the  daughter  of  Robert  Hall,  of  North  Carolina, 
who  was  Burgess  in  1714;  she  was  born  May  2,  1728. 
In  the  Waller  Family  Bible  is  this  entry : 

"My  blessed  wife  and  best  of  woman  entered  into 
immortality  on  Friday,  August  4,  1780,  a  few  minutes 
after  six  in  the  morning." 

They  had  thirteen  children,  of  whom  the  following 
survived :

The  eleventh  child  of  Benjamin  and  Martha  (Hall) 
Waller,  Robert  Hall  Waller,  was  born  in  Williams- 
burg, Va.,  January  7,  1764,  and  died  February  25, 
1808,  "  about  five  in  the  morning  "  (buried  in  the  Wal- 
ler burying-ground)  in  Williamsburg,  where  he  had 
lived  and  held  offices  connected  with  the  courts  of 
James  City  and  York  Counties.     He  married,  March

CAMM 

Rev.  John  Camm,  the  son  of  Thomas  of  Hornsea, 
York  County,  Eng.  (1718-1779),  was  educated  in  the 
school  at  Beverly,  near  Hornsea,  admitted  to  Trinity 
College,  Cambridge,  June  16,  1738,  elected  to  a  scholar- 
ship April  10,  1741,  and  took  the  degree  of  B.  A.  1741- 
42.  In  the  faculty  records  of  William  and  Mary  Col- 
lege he  is  termed  Master  of  Arts.  He  was  minister  of 
Newport  Parish  in  Isle  of  Wight  County  1745.  Sep- 
tember 18,  1749,  he  took  the  usual  oath  as  Professor  of 
Divinity  in  William  and  Mary  College,  and  subscribed 
in  York  County  Court  the  Abjuration  test.  Previ- 
ously, on  August  4,  1745,  he  subscribed  before  the 
Faculty,  his  assent  to  the  Thirty-nine  Articles  of  the 
Church  of  England,  and  took  the  oath  defideli;  was 
selected  as  agent  by  the  clergy  to  represent  their  side 
in  England  in  the  celebrated  "Parsons'  Cause."  He 
became  President  of  the  College  in  1771,  and  continued 
as  such  until  removed  in  1779  by  the  Board  of  Visitors.8 
He  was  on  the  Colonial  Council  of  Virginia,  1774. 

In  the  traditions  of  William  and  Mary  College, 
where  he  was  Professor  and  President  for  twenty-eight 
years,  Camm  is  preeminently  known  as  "  Old  Parson." 
He  remained  unmarried  up  to  the  age  of  fifty-one, 
when  he  met  his  fate  in  a  remarkable  manner.

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....  A  fair  Virginian,  of  name  and  kinship  with 
the  rebel  Hansford  of  Bacon's  day  was  one  of  Camm's 
parishoners,  and  it  is  said,  induced  by  a  love-smitten 
swain,  he  called  upon  her  to  urge  the  suit  of  the  dis- 
carded one.  Among  other  authorities,  he  invoked  the 
Bible,  which  he  said,  enjoined  matrimony  as  one  of  the 
duties  of  life.  Persuasion  was  wasted,  however,  for  the 
young  lady  declared  that  if  the  parson  would  consult 
Chapter  XII,  verse  7,  of  Second  Samuel,  he  would 
note  an  injunction  of  the  text  which  might  suggest 
the  reason  for  her  refusal.  Mr.  Camm  went  home,  and 
examined  the  Scriptures,  when  the  words  stood  plainly 
revealed — 'And  Nathan  said  to  David,  Thou  art  the 
man.'  Mr.  Camm  took  the  hint,"  and  in  1769,  he  was 
married  to  Elizabeth  or  Betse}^,  the  daughter  of  Charles 
Hansford  III.9 

"A  memorable  consequence  of  this  marriage  should 
be  noticed.  According  to  the  monastic  views  enter- 
tained by  colleges  at  this  time,  the  President  alone  was 
authorized  to  enjoy  the  luxury  of  marriage.  Camm 
was  then  a  professor  only,  and  accordingly  the  'visi- 
tors '  fulminated  an  order  that  '  All  professors  and 
masters  hereafter  to  be  appointed  be  constant  residents 
of  the  College,  and  upon  the  marriage  of  such  professor 
or  master,  that  his  professorship  be  immediately 
vacated."

HANSFORD 

As  early  as  1647,  one  John  Hansford  appears  as  an 
inhabitant  of  Hampton  Parish,  York  County,  Va.,  and 
in  1651,  Richard  Hansford  was 
granted  lands  at  West's  creek  in 
the  same  county.  Among  his  head 
rights  were  Elizabeth  and  John 
Hansford. 

Colonel  John  Hansford,  for 
many  years  active  in  the  affairs  of 
York  County,  occupied  a  seat  on 
the  Justice's  Bench  in  1655.  His 
will  was  proved  November  24, 
1661,  and  judging  from  the  num- 
ber of  servants  and  the  amount  of 
silver  mentioned  in  his  inventory, 
recorded  June  25,  1668,  he  was  a 
man  of  birth,  wealth,  and  position. 
He  left  four  sons  and  three  daugh- 
ters. His  widow  married  second, 
October  10,  1661,  Mr.  Edward  Lockey,  a  merchant  of 
Virginia,  largely  interested  in  the  tobacco  trade. 

Charles  Hansfoed,  the  youngest  son,  born  1647,

io  From  Dr.  Thomas  Ellis  of  Powellton  County,  Va. 
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and  died  1702,  was  a  Justice  of  York  County  and  a 
Captain.  He  married  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of  Fid- 
ward  Folliott,  and  the  widow  of  Josias  Moody.  They 
had  issue,  three  sons,  Charles  II., 
William  and  John,  and  four  daugh- 
ters. Rev.  Edward  Folliott,  the 
father  of  Elizabeth,  was  the  son  of 
Sir  John  Folliott  and  his  wife 
Lucy,  the  daughter  of  John  Aylum, 
Bishop  of  London.  Edward  ma- 
triculated at  Oxford,  Hart  Hall, 
April  13,  1632,  aged  twenty-two 
years;   B.    C.    L.,   November   24,  folliott 

1632;  Rector  of  Alderton,  Northam,  in  1634,  until  se- 
questered by  the  Parliamentary  Committee.  The  fam- 
ily descends  from  Francis  of  Pirton.11 

The  elder  son,  Charles  Hansford  II,  will  proved 
June  15,  1761,  married  Susanna  ,  and  their  chil- 
dren were  Charles  III,  and  Lucy. 

The  third  Charles  Hansford  in  direct  descent,  the 
son  of  Charles  II,  lived  until  1778,  his  will  being  proved 
in  December  of  that  year.  He  had  five  children:  Rich- 
ard, Benjamin,  Elizabeth,  who  married  Rev.  John 
Cammj  Mary  and  Martha. 

Descendants  of  the  Hansfords  are  among  the  Pat- 
tersons, Camms,  Hydes,  Hills,  Custises,  and  many 
other  well-known  families  in  Virginia,  to-day.12

BEALE 

The  son  of  Thomas  and  Catherine  Beale,  William 
Beale,  was  born  near  Calne,  Wiltshire,  Eng.,  August 
4,  1709.  About  1728  he  came  to  Pennsylvania  and 
settled  in  Whit  eland  near  Downingtown,  Chester 
County.  He  married  first,  Mary,  the  daughter  of 
David  Jenkin  (who  died  in  Uchlan,  Chester  County 
in  1743)  ;  she  was  born  April  9,  1715,  and  died  August 
25,  1771;  second,  March  3,  1774,  Rachel,  the  widow  of 
Phineas  Lewis.  Issue:  first  wife,  eight  children,  viz: 
Thomas,  William,  John,  Susanna,  David,  Mary, 
Joshua  and  Edith. 

Their  son  John  Beale,  born  December  12,  1740,  and 
served  in  the  Continental  army  under  Lafayette,  died 
January  25,  1777,  of  fever  at  the  Head  of  the  Elk, 
during  that  terrible  winter  of  privation  and  discour- 
agement that  almost  wrecked  the  cause  of  liberty.  He 
was  a  farmer  and  a  Quaker,  therefore,  a  non-combat- 
ant, but  it  is  said  having  gone,  as  was  his  custom,  to 
Philadelphia  to  sell  his  produce,  he  became  so  fired  by 
enthusiasm  over  the  Revolutionary  cause,  that  he  then 
and  there  sent  back  his  wagons  and  horses  by  his  serv- 
ants, and  enlisted  in  the  army  under  Captain  James 
McDowell.      He    married,    Tamar,    the    daughter    of 
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Joseph  and  Hannah  (Price)  Bourgoin,  of  Bradford, 
Chester  County.  She  married  second,  William  Hud- 
dleson  and  emigrated  to  Kentucky  taking  with  her 
several  children.  Joseph  Bourgoin,  a  French  Hugue- 
not, died  1764.  He  married,  November  30,  1737,  Han- 
nah Price,  who  died  in  1789.  His  French  Bible  from 
which  these  dates  are  taken,  is  still  in  the  possession  of 
his  great-great-grandson,  John  Mills,  of  New  York 
City.  They  had  a  large  family,  some  of  whom  went 
west  to  Pittsburg,  where  the  name  was  gradually 
changed  to  Burgwin. 

The  fifth  child  of  John  and  Tamar  (Bourgoin) 
Beale,  Joseph  Beale,  after  the  death  of  his  father,  was 
brought  up  by  his  grandfather  William  Beale,  went  to 
Philadelphia  and  became  an  active  and  much  respected 
business  man.  He  married  Margaret,  the  daughter  of 
James  and  Elizabeth  (Loughhead)  McDowell.  Issue: 
James,  John,  Joseph,  married  Atala  Blow;  Elizabeth, 
Harriet,  Horace. 

Mcdowell 

Captain  James  McDowell,  an  Irishman  of  Scotch 
descent,  born  in  1740,  and  died  September  12,  1815, 
was  the  only  one  of  his  family  who  came  to  this  country. 
His  Scotch  ancestor  went  to  Ireland  with  Cromwell, 
had  lands  given  him  and  settled  there.  James 
McDowell  was  a  man  of  strong  personality,  and  a 
warm  patriot.  He  was  Captain  of  Militia  in  the  Fourth 
Battalion  of  Chester  County,  1776,  and  a  Captain  of 
Light  Horse  in  the  Militia  after  the  Revolution.  Pie 
married  Elizabeth  Loughhead,  and  their  daughter 
Margaret,  married  Joseph  Beale  I. 

Their  son,  Joseph  Beale  II.,  married  Atala  Blow, 
whose    daughter    Eliza    Waller,    married    William 
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Thomas  Wilson.  Issue:  William  Thomas,  who  died

Colonel  George  Mason,  said  to  have  been  an  of- 
ficer in  the  army  of  King  Charles  I,  born  in  Stafford- 
shire, Eng.,  emigrated  to  Virginia  about  1651,  settling 
at  Doeg's  Neck,  in  the  County  of  Stafford,  became  a 
famous  Indian  fighter,  and  died  in  1686.  He  was  Jus- 
tice of  the  County  Court  of  Stafford  and  Captain  of 
Militia  1655  to  1658;  High  Sheriff  1670;  Colonel  and 
County  Lieutenant  1675.  He  married  before  1658, 
Mary  French  (?)* 

Colonel  George  Mason  II,  their  son,  born  at 
Doeg's  Neck,  was  a  Burgess  1676  and  later.  He  held 
the  offices  of  Justice  of  the  County  Court  of  Stafford, 
1689  to  1715;  High  Sheriff  1698  to  1699,  and  1705  to 
1706;  Burgess  1702  and  later;  Colonel  and  County 
Lieutenant  from  1699.  He  married  Mary,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Gerard  and  Anne  (Thorowgood)  Fowke,  of 
Westmoreland  County,  Va.,  and  Charles  County,  Md. 
Their  son  was  George  Mason  III. 

FOWKE 

Colonel  Gerard  Fowke,  of  Westmoreland  County, 
Va.,  and  Charles  County,  Md.,  was  the  son  of  Roger 
and  Mary  (Bailey)  Fowke,  of  "  Gunston  Hall,"  Staf- 
ford County,  Eng.,  where  the  family  were  long  seated. 
He  emigrated  to  Virginia  in  1651  with  George  Mason 
I,  was  commissioned  Justice  of  the  County  Court  of 
Westmoreland  March  22,  1654,  and  was  also  of  the

THOROWGOOD,  OR  THOROUGHGOOD 

Captain  Ad  Am  Thorowgood,  of  Princess  Anne 
County,  Va.,  born  at  Grimston,  Norfolk  County,  Eng., 
1602,  was  the  son  of  William  Thorowgood  of  Grim- 
ston, Commissary  of  the  Bishop  of  Norwich,  whose  line 
runs  directly  back  through  John  of  Felsted,  Essex 
County,  John,  Thomas,  and  John,  all  of  Chelston-Tem- 
ple,  Hereford  County.     Adam  Thorowgood  came  to

MASON    {Continued) 

Colonel  George  Mason  III,  son  of  George  II, 
born  at  Doeg's  Neck,  was  drowned  in  March,  1735, 
while  crossing  the  Potomac  River  to  a  plantation  he 
owned  in  Maryland,  but  his  body  was  recovered  and 
buried  at  Doeg's  Neck.  He  held  the  offices  of  Justice 
of  the  County  Court  of  Stafford  from  1713;  High 
Sheriff,  1713  to  1714;  Burgess  1718  to  1726;  Colonel 
and  County  Lieutenant  from  1719.  He  married,  1721, 
Anne,  the  only  surviving  child  of  Stevens  Thomson, 
Attorney- General  of  Virginia.  One  of  their  sons, 
Colonel  George  Mason  (1725-1792),  of  "  Gunston's 
Hall,"  Stafford,  which  he  built  about  1750,  was  the 
author  of  the  Virginia  Bill  of  Rights  1776,  and  drafted 
Virginia's  Constitution.  Another  son  was  Thomson 
Mason. 

THOMSON 

Stevens  Thomson,  was  born  at  "  Hollin  Hall," 
Stafford  County,  Eng.,  the  son  of  Sir  William  Thom- 
son (knighted  October  31,  1689),  Sergeant-at-law;  Al- 
derman of  London  and  Member  of  the  Parliament 
1681;  and  grandson  of  Henry  Thompson,  who  pur- 
chased "  Hollin  Hall,"  near  Ripon,  in  1658.  Stevens 
Thomson  emigrated  to  Virginia  on  being  appointed

He  brought  with  him  his  wife, 
Dorothea,  and  five  children,  viz :  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Wil- 
liam, Anne,  who  married  George  Mason  III,  and 
Stevens;  they  all  died  young  except  Anne,  his  sole 
heir.

Thomson  Mason,  the  second  son  of  George  and  Anne 
(Thomson)  Mason  was  born  at  Doeg's  Neck  in  1730/ 
33,  and  died  February  26,  1785,  it  is  said  at  his  seat 
"  Chippawamoie "  in  Stafford;  but  he  was  buried  at 
"  Raspberry  Plain,"  his  estate  near  Leesburg,  Lou- 
doun County,  Va.  He  was  educated  at  William  and 
Mary  College,  Va. ;  studied  law  at  the  Middle  Temple, 
London;  was  a  Burgess,  1766  to  1775,  from  Stafford 
and  Loudon  Counties;  in  1778  appointed  a  Member  of 
the  first  Supreme  Court  of  Virginia,  which  office  he 
held  for  a  short  time,  and  was  afterwards  one  of  the 
five  Judges  of  the  General  Court;  in  1779  to  1783  a 
Member  of  the  House  of  Delegates.  He  married  in 
1759,  Mary,  only  daughter  of  Colonel  Abraham  and 
Mary  (King)  Barnes,  and  their  daughter,  Anne 
Thomson  Mason,  married  Richard  McCarthy  Chi- 
chester. They  had  also  two  sons  who  gained  distinc- 
tion. 

The  elder,  General  Stevens  Thomson  Mason,  (1760- 
1803),  was  United  States  Senator  from  1795  until  the 
year  of  his  death.  The  second  son,  John  Thomson 
Mason,    (1764-1824),  attained  high  rank  at  the  bar

Colonel  Abraham  Barnes,  of  "  Tudor  Hall," 
Leonardtown,  St.  Mary's  County,  Md.,  according  to 
his  deed  filed  in  Westmoreland,  Va.,  August  28,  1744, 
was  "  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  Barnes  of  that 
county."  He  died  at  "  Tudor  Hall "  in  1778,  his  will 
being  proved  January  13,  of  that  year.  He  was  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  County  Court  of  St.  Mary's  as  early  as 
1742;  Burgess  from  1744  to  1754  inclusive,  when 
chosen  a  Delegate  to  represent  the  Assembly  at  the 
Albany  Congress.  He  was  a  Delegate  to  the  Mary- 
land Convention  1774,  and  Chairman  of  St.  Mary's 
Committee  of  Correspondence,  1775.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  first  Vestry  of  St.  Andrew's  Parish  from 
1753  to  1771.  Up  to  the  year  1749,  he  had  the  rank 
of  "  Captain,"  then  that  of  "  Major,"  and  finally  that  of 
"  Colonel'-  in  1761.  He  married  first,  Mary,  the  only 
daughter  of  Colonel  Robert  King,  and  she  died  about 
1740;  married  second,  before  August,  1744,  Elizabeth, 
the  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Rousby.        His    only

Major  Robert  King  I,  of  "  Kingsland,"  Monohen, 
Somerset  County,  Md.,  died  intestate  1697,  administra- 
tion being  granted  October  21,  to  "  Madame  Mary 
King,"  his  widow.  He  held  office  as  Justice  of  the 
County  Court  of  Somerset  1689  to  1690,  etc.;  in  1689 
held  the  rank  of  Captain  and  in  1690  that  of  Major  in 
the  County  Militia,  and  the  same  year  was  Burgess; 
April  16,  1691,  commissioned  Justice  of  the  High 
Provincial  Court  of  Maryland,  and  Naval  Officer  for 
the  Pocomoke  District;  Commissioner  for  laying  out 

Courts  1683.     He  married  Mary  .     Issue,  three 

children,  viz. :  Mary,  Eleanor,  and  Robert. 

Colonel  Robert  King,  of  "  Monohen,  Somerset, 
but  latterly  residing  also  in  Accomack,"  was  born  in 
1689,  only  son  and  heir  of  Major  Robert  King.  His 
will  was  proved  June  26,  1775,  and  strictly  entailed  on 
his  oldest  son  Nehemiah  "  any  dwelling  plantation  at 
Monohen  in  Somerset,  whereon  my  deceased  father 
Major  Robert  King,  in  his  life-time  did  dwell,  contain- 
ing about  three  hundred  acres  and  I  believe  called 
'  Kingsland  '  with  remainder  to  his  male  issue,  failing 
which  to  male  issue  of  deceased  son  Robert,  then  to 
female  issue  of  Nehemiah,  and  to  Nehemiah  '  certain 
negroes '  of  which  I  was  in  possession  before  my  last 
marriage."  He  left  to  his  granddaughter  Mary 
Barnes,  £100  in  gold  at  sixteen,  and  to  her  father  a 
ring.     Robert  King  was  Justice  of  the  County  Court

CHICHESTER 

The  Chichesters  trace  back  to  Engeler,  who  was 
seized  at  date  of  the  Domesday  Survey  in  1080,  of 
lands  in  the  Manor  of  "  Cicestr "  or  Chichester,  in  the 
County  of  Sussex,  and  also  of  divers  lands  in  Somer- 
set. His  descendant,  Sir  Robert  Chichester,  knighted 
by  Edward  III  at  the  siege  of  Calais  in  1347,  and  at 
Poitiers  with  the  Black  Prince  in  1356,  died  in  1370, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  John  Chichester,  Lord 
of  certain  Manors  in  Somerset,  which  in  1384  he  settled 
on  the  issue  of  his  marriage  with  Thomasine,  the  daugh- 
ter and  heiress  of  Sir  John  de  Raleigh,  who  died  in 
1375,  and  was  the  head  of  that  very  ancient  Devon- 
shire house  from  which  sprang  the  celebrated  Sir  Wal- 
ter. The  heiress  brought  to  her  husband  the  Manor 
of  Raleigh,  near  Barnstable,  together  with  many  others, 
and  by  this  marriage  the  Chichesters  became  one  of  the 
most  important  families  in  North  Devon.  John  Chi- 
chester thereupon  assumed  the  Raleigh  arms  (chequy 
or  and  gules  a  chief  vair)  and  this  coat  has  been  borne 
by  his  descendants  ever  since  in  lieu  of  their  ancient 
bearing  (which  was  ermine  a  canton  sable).  Thomas- 
ine Chichester,  outliving  her  husband,  died  in  1402, 
and  her  monumental  effigy  still  graces  the  chancel  of 
Arlington  Church.     John  Chichester,  the  son  of  these

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worthies,  was  born  in  1386,  and  by  his  marriage  1424, 
with  Alicia,  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  John  Wotton, 
brought  into  the  family,  besides  other  Manors,  that  of 
Widworthy,  in  Somerset.  Their  great-great-grandson 
John  Chichester,  upon  his  marriage  in  1538  received 
this  Manor  from  his  father  and  his  line  for  six  success- 
ive generations  flourished  at  Widworthy. 

Richard  Chichester,  of  Lancaster  County,  Va., 
the  first  immigrant  of  the  family,  came  to  the  colony 
in  1702,  bringing  with  him  his  son  John.  He  was  born 
at  Silverton,  in  Devonshire,  March  5,  1657,  the  second 
son  of  John  Chichester,  of  Widworthy,  Somerset 
County,  and  his  wife  Margaret  Ware.  The  Lancaster 
records  show  that  his  first  purchase  of  land  was  dated 
October  12,  1702,  and  the  consideration  paid  was  twelve 
thousand  pounds  of  tobacco  and  forty  shillings;  the 
acreage  is  not  stated,  the  land  referred  to  being  already 
in  his  possession.

mother.  After  the  death  of  both  parents,  in  1728  he 
returned  to  his  grandfather  and  lived  with  him  some 
years  before  he  died  in  1734.

Captain  William  Ball  II.,  their  eldest  son,  of  Par- 
ish of  White  Chapel,  Lancaster,  was  born  June  2,  1641 
in  England,  and  died  in  Lancaster,  September  30, 
1694,  (will  proved  11th  month  10th  day).  He  was 
Justice  of  the  Lancaster  County  Court  1676  to  1680: 
a  Burgess  and  held  the  rank  of  Captain  1682  to  1692. 
He  married  Margaret   (?),  only  daughter  and  heiress 

of    Harris    of    "Bay    View,"    Northumberland 

County,  Va. 

Colonel  William  Ball  III.,  of  Lancaster  County, 
Va.,  their  eldest  son,  was  born  there  1676,  and  died

of  the  County  Court  of  Lancaster  in  the  years  1.699, 
1702,  1714,  1720,  1722,  and  probably  until  his  death;

He  was  Justice  of 
the  County  Court  of  Lancaster  from  1714  if  not  earlier; 
Burgess  1715,  1722,  1734,  1740;  Captain  and  Major 
of  the  County  Militia;  Vestryman  of  Christ  Church  and 
Church  Warden  1743.  He  married  first,  June  15,  1699, 
Eliza  Howson,  who  died  January  22,  1705,  leaving 
three  daughters;  married  second,  April  6,  1707,  Mary, 
the  daughter  of  Edwin  and  Mary  (Walker)  Con- 
way. They  had  ten  children,  of  whom  the  youngest, 
Sinah,  married  Colonel  Daniel  McCarty.  He  also

CONWAY- WALKER 

The  colonist,  Edwin  Conway  I.,  came  to  Virginia  in 
1640,  from  the  County  of  Worcester,  Eng.  He  first 
appears  as  "  Mr.  Edwyn  Conway,  Clark  of  this  Com- 
monwealth in  the  County  of  Northampton."  In  his 
first  grant  of  land  1644,  he  is  recorded  as  "  Edwyn 
Connaway  of  Northampton,  Clarke  "  and  was  probably 
born  in  Worcester,  Eng.,  1610,  and  died  in  Lancaster 
County,  1675.  His  next  grant  was  for  twelve  hun- 
dred and  fifty  acres,  December  6,  1652,  and  in  1657  an 
inclusive  patent  for  twenty-five  hundred  acres  to  "  Ed- 
win Conoway  Gentleman  "  was  issued,  September  26,

He  married  in 
England,  Martha,  the  daughter  of  "  Richard  Elton- 
head,  of  Lancashire,  Eng.,  Esquire."  He  probably 
married  second,  a  sister  or  sister-in-law  of  Colonel  John 
Carter  I,  of  Corotoman. 

Edwin  Conway  II.,  his  only  son,  was  born  in  Vir- 
ginia 1654,  as  in  a  deposition  of  1679,  in  Richmond 
County  Court,  he  stated  his  age  as  twenty-five.  He 
died  in  Richmond  County,  will  proved  9th  month  7th 
day  1698.  He  was  Justice  of  Lancaster  County  Court 
1691,  holding  the  office  until  his  death.  He  married 
first,  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  Lieutenant  John  Walker, 
of  Rappahannock  County,  and  second,  Elizabeth  Thom- 
son. He  had  two  children,  (first  wife),  Edwin,  and 
Mary,  who  married  James  Ball.12 

Lieut.-Colonel  John  Walker,  of  Rappahannock 
County,  Warwick  and  Gloucester,  born  in  England, 
was  deceased  by  1684.  He  was  Justice  of  the  County 
Courts  of  Warwick  and  Gloucester;  Burgess  for  War- 
wick 1644,  1646,  and  1649;  removed  to  Gloucester  and 
became  Colonel  of  that  County  and  Member  of  the 
Colonial  Council  1656  and  later.  His  first  wife,  name 
unknown,  was  the  mother  of  his  six  daughters,  who  are 
mentioned  in  the  will  of  their  step-mother,  Mrs.  Sarah 
Walker  (widow  of  Colonel  Henry  Fleet,  who  died  in 
Rappahannock  County  in  1660,  leaving  one  son,  Col- 
onel Henry  Fleet) .  Mrs.  Walker's  will  was  proved  in 
Richmond*  County,  12th  month  30th  day,  1679,  and 
gave  bequests  to  her  six  Walker  step-daughters  by 
name,  all  then  unmarried.    She  was  survived  by  her  hus-

Captain  Daniel  McCarty,  of  Cople  Parish,  West- 
moreland County,  the  son  of  Dennis  and  Eliza  (Bill- 
ington)  McCarty  of  Northumberland  County,  was 
born  in  1679,  and  died  May  4,  1724.  His  will  proved 
the  fifth  month  and  twenty-seventh  day  of  that  year, 
disposed  of  a  large  estate.14  He  was  a  Justice  of 
Westmoreland  County  Court  from  1706,  if  not  earlier;

He 
married  first,  Mrs.  Sarah  Payne,  widow  of  James 
Payne,  and  second  (mentioned  in  his  will)  Anna  Lee, 
the  daughter  of  Richard  and  Lettice  Corbin  Lee,  and 
the  widow  of  Colonel  William  Fitzhugh.  Her  will 
was  proved  in  1732. 

The  wills  of  Luke  Billington  and  his  wife  Barbara, 
of  Rappahannock  County,  Va.,  were  proved  respec- 
tively in  1672  and  1674,  and  mention  their  children: 
Luke,  who  died  s.p.;  Elitia  (Alicia),  Elizabeth,  who 
married  Daniel  McCarty;  Jane,  Barbara,  who  mar- 
ried William  Joseph  Tayloe,  and  Mary,  who  married 
Daniel. 

Major  Dennis  McCarty,  of  Cople  Parish,  West- 
moreland, subsequently  of  Prince  William  County, 
was  the  eldest  son  of  Daniel  McCarty.

In  1636  he  was 
in  Salem,  and  died  March  16,  1683.  His  wife's  name 
was  Elizabeth. 

Their  son,  Samuel  Goldthwaite,  was  born  8th  month, 
20th  day,  1637,  at  Salem;  his  will  proved  12th  month, 
31st  day,  1718.  He  married,  9th  month,  6th  day,  1666, 
at  Charlestown,  Mass.,  Elizabeth,  the  daughter  of 
Eziekel  Cheever,  the  famous  master  of  the  Boston 
Latin  school,  who  was  the  son  of  William  and  Margaret 
Cheever. 

Their  son,  Captain  John  Goldthwaite,  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  born  at  Salem,  1677,  settled  early  in  Boston, 
dying  6th  month,  25th  day,  1766.  He  was  a  Member 
of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company, 
from  1711,  being  Ensign  1730,  Lieutenant  1732,  and 
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Captain  1741  to  1766.  He  married  second,  Jane,  the 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Tawley,  of  Boston,  and 
the  widow  of  John  Halsey;  she  was  born  1682. 

Colonel.  Thomas  Goldthwaite,  of  Boston  and 
Chelsea,  and  Fort  Pownal,  Me.,  born  the  1st  month, 
15th  day,  1717-18,  and  died  8th  month,  31st  day,  1799, 
was  a  merchant  and  removed  to  Chelsea  1750;  Repre- 
sentative to  the  General  Court  1757  to  1763;  removed 
to  Fort  Pownal,  Me. ;  Commander  there  1764  to  1775 ; 
Justice  of  His  Majesty's  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and 
in  1769,  was  commissioned  Colonel  of  the  2nd  Regiment 
of  Lincoln  County.  Being  a  loyalist  he  went  to  Eng- 
land in  1779,  and  lived  for  twenty  years  at  Waltham- 
stow,  Essex  County.  He  married  second,  February 
19,  1746,  Katherine  (1715-1796) ,  the  daughter  of  John 
and  Elizabeth  (Perrie)  Barnes.  Her  father  was  a 
merchant  of  Boston,  who  died  in  1739,  at  St.  Clement's 
Bay,  St.  Mary's  County,  Md.,  and  her  mother  died  in 
Boston,  1742. 

Their  son,  Thomas  Goldthwaite,  born  in  Chelsea, 
Mass.,  June  4,  1750,  and  died  in  England  1810,  re- 
moved to  Fort  Pownal,  Me.,  with  his  father  in  1763. 
Being  a  loyalist,  he  went  to  England  1779;  returned 
1792,  and  afterward  lived  at  Dalton,  N.  H.,  and  Bos- 
ton, Mass.  He  married  second,  1791,  Anne,  the  daugh- 
ter of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wilson  of  Woodbridge,  Suffolk, 
Eng.  She  was  born  1774,  and  died  in  Baltimore  1863; 
she  removed  from  Boston  to  Montgomery,  Ala.,  with 
her  younger  children  in  1828. 

Their  daughter,  Anne  Esther  Goldthwaite,  was  born 
in  Dalton,  N.  H.,  1806,  and  died  February  13,  1883, 
in  Baltimore.  She  married,  1831,  Hon.  John  Archi- 
bald Campbell,  of  Montgomery,  Ala.,  who  was  born 
June  24,  1811,  near  Washington,  Wilkes  County,  Ga.; 
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died  and  was  buried  in  Baltimore,  1889.  He  was  Jus- 
tice of  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court,  1853  to  1861,  and 
Assistant  Secretary  of  War,  C.  S.  A.,  1861  to  1865.

The  second  son,  Professor  William  Gibson,  of  Philadelphia, 
was  born  1788.  After  graduating  at  Princeton  in  I806,  he  took 
his  medical  degree  at  the  University  of  F.dinburgh,  l809gi  and 
was  thf  pupil  of  Sir  Ch  rles  Bell,  the  eminent  Scotch  surgeon. 
On  his  return  to  this  country  he  practiced  in  Baltimore,  and 
was  one  of  the  earliest  professors  of  surgery  in  the  University 
of  Maryland.
